But how do you know that everything that is told 
you IS true ^ A great many people tell a great many 
lies, and believe them, but that is no reason that you 
are to believe them Because everybody else hates 
me, that is no reason that you should Think for 
yourself, my dear girl, and ivrite to me to tell me 
what you think Where you are now, 3^ou cannot do 
as you please — ^you are obliged to submit to other 
people They will not let you walk and read and 
think (if they knew youi thoughts) ]ust as you like, 
though you have as good a right to do it as they 
But if you were with me, you would be with someone 
who loved you , you might lun and skip, read, write, 
think ]ust as you liked Then, though you cannot 
now be with me, you can write, you can tell me 
what you think, and how you get on, on paper Per- 
haps you cannot get a pen and mk, but 3’'ou can get 
pencil, and this will do , and as nobodj/ can suspect 
you, you may easily write, and put your letter into the 
Summer House, where I shall be sure to get it I 
watch over you, though you do not think I am near 

I need not tell you how I love you I know all 
that is said of me, but do not you believe it You 
will perhaps think Fm the Devil, but, no, I am only 
your brother, who is obliged .to be put to these shifts 
to get a letter from you 
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How do you get on \nth your poetry and what 
books do you read for jou know how anxious I am 
that you should impro\e in every waj though I 
don t think music or dancing of much consequence ^ 
Thinking and thinking without letting anything but 
reason mfluence your mind is the great thing Some 
people would tell jou that it would be wrong to write 
to me but how do you know it is > They do not 
tell jou why it is wrong They would scold you for 
it but this would not make it wrong Let no one 
find out that I have written to jou Read this letter 
w hen no one secs y ou and with attention I Inv c not 
written to Mary beaiusc I know tlint she is not firm 
and determined like you but if you think tint she 
would not tell givcmj love to her and tellhcr to write 
to mo 

I shall not say any more now Write and leave 
your letter m the Summer House I shall be sure to

This pathetic appeal shared the fate of Bysshe s 
other letters to his family Etheridge apparently 
took both of these epistles dutiful servant that he 
was to Mr Shelley who promptly sent them to his 
faithful Whitton 
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Bysshe in the meantime remained at Kcsv-jcli, 
but by the middle of December he m'.is contemplat- 
ing a visit from Miss Hitchencr (nhirh did not take 
place), and alter it he n.is thinking ol going to Ii eland 

The year i8ii, a latcfiil one in Bysshe's life, came 
to a close without any other notcwoitht cnents 
But in the early days of i<Si2, on Januari 3. he 
addressed his fust Icttei to William Godnin, and, 
compared with this, no act m Shelley’s (.ircer was 
more portentous Shelley was* not twenty, (lodwin 
w^as nearly fifty-six, w'hcn this coriespondcnce began 
The younger man wrote wnthoul an\ introduction, 
havmg but recently learned that Godwin was still 
living He approached him much as a ncophjlc 
might approach his favoiiiitc saint, whom he had 
found to be livmg after havmg venerated him as one 
of the dead " The name of Godwnn,” he said, *' has 
been used to excite in me feelings of reverence and 
admiration I have been accustomed to consider 
him a luminary too dazzling for the darkness winch 
surrounds him From the earliest period of my 
knowledge of his principles, I have ardently desired 
to share, on the footing of intimacy, that intellect 
which I have delighted to contemplate m its emana- 
tions^ Considering, then, these feelings, you wall 
not be surprised at the inconceivable emotions with 
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which I Ic.im(xl >our CMstcncc mil jour tlwclhni, I 
hid tnrollcxl )our nimt m the list of the honour ihh 
dead I Ind felt rtf^rct thit tlic i,lor> of \onr btini;

Shelley had failed to induce Bysshe, aftci he was 
“ expelled from Oxfoid, to engage in politics, he h.id 
expressed, in desperation, either to him or to someone 
else the wash that he should go into the aimy Istost 
likely it was no more than a fragment of wild talk on 
the part of Timothy Shelley that had been retailed to 
his son ^ Godwm now^ expressed “ a deep and earnest

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interest in the ^velfare of his young correspondent 
^\hose letters to the philosopher continued at frequent 
intervals 

During the past fc\v >ears Shelley had been an 
enthusiastic student of Godwins great \iorh of the 
essays in The Enquirer and of his novels The 
earliest of these books had been published uhen 
Shelley v,&s in his cradle the most recent \\crc some 
years old It \\as therefore not surprising that he 
had put Godwan down m the list of the honourable 
dead 

It \vas more than fourteen years since William 
Godwin had lost his first wife Mary Wollstonccraft 
and eighteen years had elapsed since he had given 
to the i\orld his Enquiry concerning Political Jus 
itce and its Jnjluence on General Virtue and Happt 
ness the book that had brought him fame but no 
fortune Godivan had for some years retired from 
the excitement of a publicist s career had mamed a 
second time and was living the life of a philosopher 
in retreat at Skinner Street Holborn Hill where the 
Viaduct now stands His energies were divided be 
tween waiting novels and producing books for a small 
publishing business known as the Juvenile Library 
of which his wife Mary Jane Godwin ivas manager 
Charles and Mary Lamb were Godwin s friends and 
the chief authors of the Juvenile Library in which 
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their Tales fwm Shakespeare, Mis Leicester's School, 
and Lamb’s Adventuies of Ulysses had first been pub- 
lished Hazlitt had witten for the Library an English 
Grammar, and Godwin himself compiled, under the 
name of “ William Baldmn, Esq ,” a few educational 
books The publications of the Juvenile Library 
sold well, and the business ought to have been suc- 
cessful , but Godwin and his wife were hopeless 
muddlers, and the enterprise only launched them 
heavily into debt 

The Godwin household was a stiangely miscellane- 
ous one There was (i) Godwin, whose philosophical 
calm remained unruffled notwithstanding the steadily 
rising waters of a flood of debts , (2) jMrs Godwin, 
a malevolent woman with a shrewish tongue, and the 
especial abomination of Charles Lamb, who has im- 
mortalised her green spectacles Then there was (3) 
Mary, the daughter of Godwm and Mary Wollstone- 
craft , (4) Fanny Imlay (or Godson, as she was called), 
the daughter of Mary Wollstonecraft and Imlay , Mrs 
Godwin’s two children by her first husband— (5) Clara 
Mary Jane, and (6) Charles Clairmont , and, lastly, 
William Godwin’s son (7), William, by his second ivife 
It IS not surprismg that such a mixed family, confined 
to the narrow quarters over the shop in Skmner 
Street, found it at times difficult to live together m 
harmony Things undoubtedly would have gone more

smoothly but for the disturbing element of Mrs 
Godwin 

During January Bysshe was preparing for his visit 
to Ireland his object bemg as he told Godwin pnn 
cipally to forward as much as we can the Catholic 
Emancipation he also mtended to urge the neces 
sity of repealing the Union The last week, at Keswick 
was spent under the roof of William Calvert who 
like Southey did his best to dissuade Shelley from 
his proposed Irish campaign but Mrs Calvert 
favoured the idea and \vas hearty in her wishes for 
the success of Shelley and his party He was himself 
sure of success and expressed perfect confidence m 
the impossibility of failure * 

^Ir Shelley had now arranged for the resumption 
of his son s allowance which with a similar sum from 
Mr Westbrook was sufficient for Bysshe s needs 
On receiving the sum of £100 from Whitton he was 
ready to start for Dublin and with Harriet and Eliza 
Westbrook he probably left Keswick on Sunday 
February 3" and embarked from Whitehaven for the 
Isle of Man After being driven from thence by a 
storm to the north of Ireland they reached Dublin 
on the night of February 13 Shelley had written 
while at Keswick 4 n Address to the Irish People 
which he printed soon after he arrived at Dublm 

^ Shelley to Miss Hicchcne January *6 1812 
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and he fixed the price of the pamphlet at fivepence, 
“ because,” as he said in the advertisement, “ it is 
the intention of the Author to awaken in the minds 
of the Irish poor a knowledge of their real state, 
siimmanly pointing out the evils of that state, and 
suggesting rational means of remedy— Catholic Eman- 
cipation and a Repeal of the Union Act (the latter, 
the most successful engme that England cvei vnelded 
over the misery of fallen Iieland) hemg treated of, in 
the followmg Address, as giievances which unanimity 
and resolution may remove, and associations, con- 
ducted with peaceable firmness, being earnestly re- 
commended, as means foi embod3ung that unanimity 
and firmness, which must finally be successful ” As 
soon as it was prmted, Bysshe threw copies of this 
pamphlet from the balcony of his lodgings m Lower 
Sackville Street ” I stand at the balcony of our 
window, and^watch till I see a man who looks hhcly — 
I throw a book to him ” Harriet mote to l\Iiss 
Kitchener “I’m sure you would laugh were yow to 
see us give the pamphlets We throw them out of 
the wmdow, and give them to men that we pass in 
the streets For myself, I am ready to die of laughter 
when it is done, and Perc}' looks so giave , yesterday 
he put one into a woman’s hood of a cloak She 
knew nothmg of it, and we passed her, I could 
hardly get on , my muscles were so irritated ”

Bysshe sent a copy of the Address to Godwin 
through the post as a new^japer to save expense 
as he said It ^vas charged as a letter and the re 
cipient had to pay a fine of is 8 d which he did 
philosophically Others who suffered by Shelley s 
mode of conveying the pamphlet were Mr Westbrook 
and Miss Kitchener Perhaps Mr Shelley was also 
a victim as there is a copy of the Address among 
the Shelley Whitton papers with correctioijs in the 
author s hand 

Shelley wrote and printed another pamphlet in 
the midst of much other activity while m Dublm 
with the following comprehensive title Proposals r 
for an Association of those Philanthropists who con 
vinced of the madequacy of the moral and political 
state of Ireland to produce benefits which are never ( 
theless attainable are willing to unite to accomplish 
Its regeneration 

Among the Shelley Whitton papers there is a copy 
of the Dublin Weekly Messenger for Saturday March 7 
1812 with the following article marked in red pencil 
headed 


Pierce Byshe Shelly Esq [sic] 

The highly interestmg appearance of this young 
gentleman at the late Aggregate Meeting of the 
Catholics of Ireland has naturally excited a spirit of 
inquiry as to his objects and views in commg fonvard 
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at sxioh a meeting , Jmd ihc public ations wliuh he 
has ciiculated with such uncommon mdusliy, Ihtough 
the Metropolis, has set curiosity on the umg to nsrer- 
tain who he is, horn nhcncc he comes, and v,hal his 
pretensions are to the confidence he sola its and the 
chaiacter he assumes To those who h.i\c rend the 
productions we have alluded to, wc need biin'4 foi- 
ward no evidence of the tultivation of his mind, 
the benignity of his principles, oi the ])e( iiliai f.isn- 
nation with winch he seems <iblc to lecommcnd 
them 

“Of this gentleman’s family wc c.m say but little, 
but we can set down wiiat we h.ive heard from ic- 
spectable authority that his fathci I'l a meinbei of 
the Imperial Parliament, and that this }oung gentle- 
man whom w'e have seen is the ihimcdiatc hen of one 
of the fust fortunes in England Of his principles 
and his manners we can say moic, because we can 
collect from conversation, as well as from leading, 
that he seems devoted to the piopagation of those 
divine and Christian feelings which puiif> the human 
heart, give shelter to the poor and consolation to 
the unfortunate that he is the hold and uihcpid 
advocate of those piinciples winch arc calculated to 
give energy to truth, and to depose fiom then guilty 
eminence the bad and vicious passions of a corrupt 
community, that a universality of chanty is Ins 
ob]ect, and a perfectibility oijiuman society Ins end, 
which cannot be attamed by the conflictmg dogmas of 
religious sects, each priding itself on the extinction of 
the othe}, and all existing by the mutual misfortunes 
which flow from polemical w^arfaic The pimciples 
of this young gentleman embrace all sects and all 
persuasions His doctrines, pohiical and ‘ichgious, 
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may be accommodated to all every fnend to true 
Chnstianity ^v^ll be his religious fnend and every 
enemy to the liberties of Ireland wll be his political 
enemy The weapons he wields are tho'^c of reason 
and the most social bcneiolcnce He deprecates \io-f 
lence in the accomplishment of his views and relics 
upon the mild and merciful spirit of toleration for 
the completion of all his designs and the consumma 
tion of all his wishes To the religious bigot such a 
missionary oj truth is a formidable opponent by the 
political monopolist he wall be considered the child of 
Chimera the creature of fancy an imaginary legis 
lator who presumes to make laws walhout reflecting 
upon his materials and despises those considerations 
which have baffled the hopes of the most philanthropic 
and the efforts of the most wise It is true human 
nature may be too depraved for such a hand as Mr 
Shelly s to form to anything that is good or liberal 
or beneficent Let him but take down one of the 
rotten pillars by which society is now propped and 
substitute the punty of his owai principles and Mr 
Shelly shall have done a great and lasting service to 
human nature To this gentleman Ireland is much 
mdebted for selectmg her as the theatre of his first 
attempts in this holy work of human regeneration 
The Catholics in Ireland should listen to him wath 
respect because they will find that an enlightened 
Englishman has interposed between the treason of 
their o\vn countrymen and the almost conquered 
spirit of their country that Mr Shelly has come 
to Ireland to demonstrate m his person that there 
are hearts m his o^vn country not rendered callous by 
six hundred years of injustice and that the genius 
of freedom which has communicated comfort and

content to the cottage of the Englishman, has found 
its way to the humble roof of the Irish peasant, and 
promises by its presence to dissipate the sorrows of 
past ages, to obliterate the remembrance of persecu- 
tion, and close the long and wearisome scene of cen- 
turies of human depression We extract from Mr 
Shelly’s last production, which he calls Proposals 
for an Associahon, &c &c ” 

After quotmg some extracts from this pamphlet, the 
writer continues 

“We have but one more word to add Mr Shelly, 
commiserating the sufferings of our distinguished 
countryman, Mr Finerty, whose exertions m the cause 
of political freedom he much admired, mote a very 
beautiful poem, the profits of which, we understand 
from undoubted, authority, Mr Shelly remitted to Mr 
Fmerty , we have heard they amounted to nearly 
a hundred pounds This fact speaks a volume in 
favour of our new friend ’’ ^ 

Perhaps the reason for the copy of this paper bemg 
among Whitton’s papers is that it may have been sent 
to Mr SheUey by Bysshe The proceedmgs of the 
meetmg which took place on Friday, February 28, 
at the Fishamble Street Theatre were noticed in 
several Irish papers and in the London Mormng 
Chronicle, which said the theatre “ was brilliantly 
illummated The boxes were filled with ladies,

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full dressed and the \\ hole is represented as hiving a 
very imposing effect The articles from the Weekly 
Messenger and reports from other Dublin papers are 
given m the lite Mr D F I^ficCarthy s work Shelley s | 
Early Life which contims i full account of the Insh 
expedition 

Another reference to Shelleys domgs in Ireland 
preserved \vith the Shelley WTiitton pipers is the 
follo%\ing cutting from a Lewes newspaper on which 
Jlr Shelley wote ‘Lewes Paper ist June 1812 ’ 
Apparently it relates to the Address to the Irish People 
and it was perhaps forwarded to the editor by Miss 
Kitchener as Shelley wrote to her on March 10, Send 
me the Sussex papers Insert or make them insert 
the account of me It may have a good effect on the 
mmds of the people is 1 preparation Harriet adds 
in her contribution to the same letter Send us the 
paper in which you have inserted the Address 

The editor of the Lewes paper however did not 
take kindly to the suggestion and declined to fill his 
columns wth Shelley s pamphlet He said 

We have been favoured wth the address of 
PBS Zsq and entertain no doubt of his bene\o 
lent and humane intentions Nevertheless after due 
consideration we are of opinion that any especial 
notice of the accompanying letter would have a ten 
dency to defeat the ends he has in view as a public 
exposure of the accused parties however ]ust might 
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irritate their minds and lead them to direct, \nth 
greater severity, the lash of tyranny and oppres- 
sion against the object of his commiseration, who 
appears to be completely w'lthin their pow'cr ” 

Shelley ivas evidently anxious that his friends m 
Sussex should hear of his .ictiMtics in Ireland lie 
wrote on March 20 to the cldci Med win " As you wall 
see by the Lew'cs paper, I am in the midst of o\cr- 
whelming engagements” dhe new'S had already 
reached Field Place if he sent his f athci the copy of his 
pamphlet, and Whitton had piobably received it when 
he wrote to Sir Bysshe on j\Iarch 5 “ I was much 

concerned to hear youi account of !Mr Timothy 
Shelley [who was evidently ill] His son is in Dublin, 
publishmg some hints for bettering the state of the 
nation ” 

Shelley spent a part of his time in preparing a 
volume of poems for the pi ess and in endeavouring 
to get them published, but the Dublin publisher to 
whom he applied held up the MS , and the book was 
never prmted during the author’s lifetime Some 
seventy years later, Shelley’s grandson, m Charles 
Esdaile, who subsequently owmed the ]\IS , allow'ed 
Professor Dowden to print extracts from the poems 
in his Life of Shelley 

Shelley also managed to make some acquamtances 
during his sojourn in the Irish capital, one of whom 
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was John Lawless or honest JacV Lawless as he 
was called by his fnends who was perhaps responsible 
for the article on the young politician in the Weekly 
Messenger Curran ^vas another and a greater Irish 
man whom he met through the introduction of Godwin 
Godwin indeed who was never long out of Shelley s 
mmd was the recipient of many letters which kept 
him posted ivith intelligence concerning the progress 
of the campaign Sh^ey moreover acquamted 
Godwm with his opinions genenlly his views on life 
and the domgs of his domestic circle 

You speak of my ^Vlfe he said she desires with 
me to you and to all connected ivith you her best 
regards She is a woman whose pursuits hopes 
fears and sorroivs were so similar to my own that ue 
married a few months ago I hope m the course of 
this year to introduce her to you and yours as I have 
introduced myself to you It is only to those who 
have had some share m making me what I am that I 
can be thus free Adieu I You will hear from me 
shortly Give my love and respects to everyone 
iwfh whom you are connected I feel myself almost 
at your fireside I send the little book for which 

I was expelled I have not changed my sentiments 
I know that Milton believed Chnstianity but I do 
not forget that Virgil believed ancient mythology 
Godwm told Shelley that he had read his letters 
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(“ the first perhaps excepted ”) " with peculiar inte- 
rest ” As far as he had been able to penetrate his 
chaiacter, he conceived " it to exhibit an extra- 
ordinary assemblage of lovely qualities, not without 
considerable defects” The souicc of the defects, he 
thought, was that Shelley was very young, and that, 
in essential i aspects, he did not sufficiently peiceive 
that he was so Godwin expressed his disagreement 
with the principles set forth by Shelley in his pam- 
phlets as strongly as he disapproved of his visit to 
Ireland, and he regretted that the effect of Political 
Justice on his young friend should have resulted in 
his campaign He said, ” Shelley, you arc preparmg 
a scene of blood ' If youi associations take effect to 
any extensive degree, tremendous consequences ivill 
follow, and hundreds, by their calamitous and pre- 
mature fate, will expiate your error ” Godwm con- 
tmued, ” I wish to my heart you would come im- 
mediately to London I have a friend who has con- 
trived a tube to convey passengers sixty miles an 
hour Be youth your tube ' I have a thousand things 
I could say orally, more than I can say in a letter 
on this important subject Away l You cannot 
imagine how much all the females of my family, 
Mrs G and three daughters, are interested in your 
letters and history ” 

Shelley was either tired of his Irish expedition, or,

as he told Godwin he was ready to take the advice 
oi his guide philosopher and friend — to whom he 
wrote on March 19 that he had already withdrawn 
the circulation of his publicatinns wherein he hid 
erred and that he ivas preparing to quit Pubim 
The Shelleys left Dublin on April 4 and after a 
rough passage of thirty six hours (instead of twelve 
as they had expected) they reached Holyhead On 
April 7 they began a journey across Wales in search 
of a house and then wanderings led them to Nant- 
gwiht Rhayader Radnorshire in South Wales a 
district already familiar to Shelley through his visit 
to his cousins the Groves The place that he settled 
in was a farm of about 200 acres wth a good bouse 
dt a yearly rent of IgZ which he thought abundantly 
cheap and so it may have been had he intended to 
turn farmer and live up to the description which he 
had given himself when he ivas married at Edinburgh 
The proprietor of the house was a bankrupt and his 
assignees had offered the lease stock and furniture 
of the premises to Shelley who was anxious to 
purchase So anxious was he to take advantage of 
this offer that he wrote on April 25 to Medwm that 
the assignees were wdlmg to give him credit for 
eighteen months or longer as his being a mmor his 
signature was invalid Would you object to join 
your name to my bond or rather to pledge yourself 
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for my standmg by the agreement when I come of 
age ’ The sum is likely to be six or seven hundred 
pounds ” The Horsham lawyer no doubt refused, 
as he had already made enough trouble for himself 
with Mr Shelley by lendmg Bysshe money on the 
eve of his departure for Edmburgh The day before 
writmg this lettei to Medwm he had sent the following 
to his father 

P B Shelley to Timothy Shelley 

Nantgwilt, Rhayader, 
Radnorshire, 

Afnl 24, 1812 

Dear Sir, — ^The last of your communications 
through Mr Whitton put a period to any immediate 
prospect of commg to those amicable terms on which 
I wish to stand with yourself and my family It 
has at last occurred to me that the probable cause 
of the offence which you so suddenly took, was a 
clandestme attempt on my part to correspond with 
Hellen You very well know that I could not corre- 
spond with any of my sisters openly, and that it is very 
natural for me to attempt to keep alive m one at 
least an affection when all the others are at variance 
with one An additional motive was that my corre- 
spondence would have been such as is calculated to 
improve the understandmg and expand the heart I 
am now at Hantgwilt m Radnorshire, and being de- 
sirous to settle with my wife m a retired spot, thmk of 
takmg this house and farm The farm is about 200 
acres, the house a very good one, the yearly rent £98 
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The furniture and the stock must ho^\ever be pur- 
chased which will cost £$00 This sum if I were to 
raise it would not be obtained under exorbitant 
interest and probably at all events with, difficulty 
If you would advance it to me I should at once 
b;y your means be settled where my yearly income 
would amply suffice which would othenvise be dissi 
pated in searching for a situation where it might 
mamtain myself and my wife You have now an 
opportunity of settling the heir to your property 
where he may quietly and gentlemanly pursue those 
avocations which are calculated hereafter to render 
him no disgrace to your family on a more extended 
theatre of action 

If you feel mclmed to assist me ^vlth the sum for the 
purposes I mention and it is inconvenient to give any 
ready money your name for the amount would suffice 
I am now at the house of Mr Hooper (Nantgwilt) 
who has become bankrupt and with whose assignees 
I am treating for the lease furniture d.c If you 
will accede to my request or if you reject it pra\ be 
so kmd as to mform me as soon as you can make it 
convenient as I am at present m a state of suspense 
vhich IS far from pleasant 

^ our daughter m law is confined by a tedious m 
termittent fever which considerably augments the 
gloomy feelings mcident to our unsettled state I 
hope that all at Field Place are in good health — ^Dear 
Sir yours very respectfully

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Ml Shelley leplied curtly to the letter tliiough 
\A^itton, on May 5, that he dcclmcd making the 
advance that Bysshe had mentioned, or to give any 
seciiiity 

In then letters to Elizabeth Ilitchcncr she had 
received frequent appeals from B>s^he and llariict 
to visit, or, indeed, to t.ikc up her icsidcnrc with 
them They asked hei to come to Keswick, and when 
she w^as unable to accept then iiivil.ition, it w’as 
decided that on then retiiin from Ireland she should 
pay her long-deferred visit m Wales She still hesi- 
tated, because to be absent from her school for any 
length of time would necessitate closing it 
Miss Hitchener had evidentl}'’ broached the subject 
to Mrs Pdfold, and spoken in glow’ing terms of her 
ardent young coiTespondent ]\Irs Pilfold could make 
nothmg of this platonic friendship, and chose to add 
a questionable colour to it She was anxious not to 
lose her schoolmistress, and was determined to stop 
Miss Kitchener’s visit to the Shelleys Busybodies 
were soon active at Cuckfield, and j\Iiss Kitchener 
was quick to communicate the scandal to Bysshe 
Ke was depressed when these unw^elcome tidings 
reached him, for Karriet w^as lU wuth a bilious fever, 
so he \vrote to his friend "A week ago I said, 
‘ Give me Nantgwilt , fix me in this spot, so letired, 
so lovely, so fit for the seclusion of those wlio think 
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and feel Fate I ask no more Little then did I 
expect my Hamet s illness or tliat flammg opposi 
tion ^\hlch the mischievous and credulous around 
you are preparing against the most cherished wishes 
of my heart Now I say Fate give my Harriet 
health give my Portia peace and I will excuse the 
remamder of m\ requisition Oh my beloved friend 
let not the sweet cup be dashed from the lips of tho^e 
who alone can appreciate the luxury at the instant 
that Fate has yielded it to their power i i He 
referred to the subject m his next letter to Portia 
(the name that Bysshe and Hamet had given to 
Eliza Kitchener) And so our dear friends are 
determined to destroy our peace of mind if we live to 
gether — determmed all for our good to make us all 
the most miserable wretches on earth Now this 
it must be confessed is truly humane and conde 
geendmg But how is it to be managed ^ Where will 
they begin ^ In what manner will they destroy our 
peace of mmd without eradicatmg that conscious 
integnty whence it spnngs > Bysshe had wntten 
to the Captain and to Miss Kitchener s father to try 
and allay the scandal The Captam s reply was that 
reports were current such as Miss Kitchener had 
described but he professed to disbelieve the Mis 
tress busmess but asserted that I certamly was 
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very much attached to you I certainly should feel 
quite as much mclmed to deny my own existence as 
to deny this latter charge , altho’ I took care to assure 
him that, m the vague sense which he had annexed 
to the word ‘ love,’ he was utterly mistaken ” ^ 

The result of this gossip was to further postpone 
Portia’s visit For one thing, Shelley had not been 
successful in commg to any arrangement for the 
possession of Nantgwillt, as the possessor was not 
disposed to let him remam without security, which 
he was unable to obtam. He had decided to go for 
a short time to the Groves at Cwm Elan, but before 
he left Nantgwillt he wrote to his grandfather He 
may have thought that if he could produce a letter 
from Sir Bysshe^ stating what he was prepared to do 
for him, that it might be accepted as a security by 
the possessor of the Nantgwillt property

After a short stay at Cwm Elan the Shelleys moved 
to Lynmouth ^\^lle they were there Bysshe issued 
from the office of a Barnstaple pnnter his Letter i 
to Lord EUenborough occasioned by the Sentence i 
which he passed on Mr D I Eaton as Publisher of 
the Third Part of Paines Age of Reason In this 
little pamphlet Shelley first gave proof of his gifts as 
a writer of prose It was however as short lived as 
The Necessity of Atheism The pnnter on examining 
the contents of the pamphlet destroyed most of the 
impression and all save one * of seventy five copies 

* This unique copy is now m ihe Bodleian Libra j 
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which Shelley dcspalchcd to hib fiicnd Ilookham, the 
Bond Street pubhshei , met a simiKir fate 

Shelley had caused to be punted, piobably while 
he was in Dublin, a broadside which he described as 
a “ Declaration of Rights," consisting of a number 
of sentences, drawn up m the foim of apjieals to 
the people similar to those plac^iided on the walls 
and houses of Pans dining the Ficnch Revolution 
His hurl led depaitiire fioiii Ireland, and Gotlwin’s 
giave warning, had probabl}^ decided him not to 
make use of this form of propaganda m Dublin He 
was, hownver, unable to withstand the tempt.ition of 
trying the effect of the bio.idsidcs on the people of 
Devon, and he engaged a man to fi\ them on the walls 
of Barnstaple The man wsis <n rested and sentenced 
to a fine of £200 or si\ months’ impi isonmcnt Shelley, 
who was unable to meet the fine, promised to jiay a 
sum of fifteen shillings a w^eek in consideiation of a 
mitigation of the sentence This wms one of the 
causes that brought Shelley's visit to Lynmouth to 
an end 

Miss Kitchener, who was no longei able to with- 
stand Bysshe’s insistent invitations, decided to visit 
her friends at Lynmouth Accordingly she closed her 
school, started on her journey, and in passing through 
London supped and slept at the Godwins’ house on 
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July 14 It IS possible that the pleasure anticipated 
by Shelley in having her under his roof was speedily 
abated if it was ever realised Harriet \vas evidently 
not much impressed wth her guest when she wrote 
on August 4 to Cathenne Nugent an acquaintance 
whom she had made in Dublin ' Our fnend Miss 
Hitchener is come to us She is very busy witmg 
for the good of mankind She is very dark in com 
plexion uith a great quantity of black hair She 
talks a great deal If you like great talkere she will 
suit you She is taller than me or my sister and as 
thin as It IS possible to be I hope you will see her 
some day 

Very soon Hamet began to suspect that Portia 
was in love ^vlth Bysshe who so far from recipro- 
cating these feelings, now doubted her republicanism 
and sincerity It was a painful position for the poor 
woman her head had been turned by her young 
friend’s passionate letters and she was unable to live 
up to the ideal that he had created of her 

The Shelleys hastily left Lynmouth apparently 
towards the end of August and crossing the Bristol 
Channel settled at length near Tremadoc in a house 
called Tanyrallt Here Bysshe found a fresh field for 
his energies His landlord Mr W A Haddocks MP 
had reclaimed from the sea a large tract of marshland 
m Carnarvonshire and had built upon it the new 
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to^vn of Tremadoc, which had been named after its 
enterprismg founder At the time of Shelley’s visit 
to the town an embankment was in the course of 
construction to protect Tremadoc from danger of 
destruction by the sea Shelley became keenly m- 
terested in the fate of the embanlonent, and besides 
canvassing the neighbourhood foi subscriptions, he 
headed the list with a sum of £ too , and went up 
to London with his wife, Eliza Westbrook, and Miss 
Kitchener to forward his object Bysshe applied to 
the Duke of Norfolk for a contribution, but, according 
to Hogg, the Duke politely declmed, excusmg hunself 
on the score of havmg no funds at his immediate 
disposal ^ 

Bysshe was now as anxious to arrange the de- 
parture of Miss Kitchener as he had been to welcome 
her under his loof It was no easy task, but at last 
she was induced to leave on or before November 8 , 
havmg received the promise of an allowance of £100 

^ Shelley was so embarrassed at this time for want of mone} that he 
appears to have been actually arrested for debt The only available 
infoi matron on this subject is contained in a letter, dated June 12, 1844, 
from William Roberts, a surgeon of Carnarvon, to Peacock, Shelley’s 
executor Roberts stated that some thirty years previously Shelley was 
arrested at Carnarvon for a sum of money which he owed, and he would 
have been sent to gaol if Roberts had not bailed him for the amount 
Roberts, who thus became acquainted w'lth Shelley and visited him at 
Premadoc, lent him which sum he never paid, but he discharged 
the debt for which he was arrested In another letter addressed to Sir 
Timothy Shelley on February 7, 1824, Roberts asked for the payment 
of a sum of £ 6 , which he said was owing to him from Shelley 
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a year The Brown Demon \vrote Bysshe on 
December 3 to Hogg (wth whom he was now recon 
- ciled) as we now call our late tormentor and school 
mistress must receive her stipend I pay it with a 
heavy heart and an unwillmg hand but it must be 
so She was deprived by our misjudgirig haste of 
a situation where she was gomg on smoothly and 
now she says that her reputation is gone her health 
rumed her peace of mmd destroyed bj my barbarity — 
a complete victim to all the woes mental and bodily 
that heroine ever suffered ! This is not all fact but 
certainly she is embarrassed and poor and we bemg 
in some degree the cause we ought to obviate it 
That he thought her artful superficial ugly and 
worse was no excuse for Bysshes treatment of his 
former friend He declared that his astonishment at 
his fatuity mconsistency and bad taste was never 
so great as after livmg four months with her as an 
inmate \Vhat would Hell be he added were 
such a w Oman in Heaven ^ 
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Shelley meets Mary Godwin — The assault at Tanyrallt — Ireland 
revisited — Queen Mob — ^The birth of lanthe — London — Duke of 
Norfolk — ^The Godwins — J F Newton — ^Mrs Boinville — Bracknell 
— Shelley revisits the Lakes and Edinburgh — T L Peacock — 
Elephantiasis — Money difficulties — Shelley’s last visit to Field 
Place — Shelley remarried — Mary Godwin — Shelley takes leave of 
Harriet 

While Shelley and Harriet were in London dunng 
the autumn of 1812, they did not omit to visit tlie 
Godwins, and they saw them frequently , but a dinner 
at their house on October ii calls for particular 
attention It was on this occasion that Bysshe prob- 
ably met Mary Godwin, his future wife, for the first 
time She had been spending the summer with her 
friends, the Baxters, m Scotland, but she returned 
home on the previous day Mary, who had at the 
time but lately passed her fifteenth year, perhaps did 
not specially attract Bysshe’s attention 
By the first week in December Bysshe had left 
London and was back at Tanyrallt, where he remamed 
with Harriet and Eliza Westbrook till the followmg 
March His departure was precipitated by an assault 
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made on him during the mght of rebnnrj 26 1813 
by a half witted sheep farmer 
For ninety two years the mystery of this attack 
rcmamcd unsoUed and the account of it gi\en by 
Bysshe which is now proved to have been correct 
has been described by many of the poet s biographers 
as either an hallucination of his brain or a tnck to 
escape from his creditors at Tremadoc Miss ^fargaret 
L Crofts contnbuted to the Century Maga tttc for 
October 1905 a well attested account of Shelleys 
adventure In his vNaindcrmgs over the mountams he 
had sometimes come on sheep that were dying of scab 
or some other Imgenng disease and out of pity for 
these helpless creatures he would put an end to their 
suffenngs by a kindly shot from the pistol winch he 
usually earned A rough Welsh mountam sheep 
farmer was so exasperated by Shelleys well meant 
mmistrations that he and his friends went down to 
Tanyrallt one stormy mght m Fcbniary and the 
farmer discharged a shot through the window with the 
intention of giving Shelley a good fright Shelley 
fired but Ins pistol flashed m the pan wliercupon the 
farmer entered the room wrestled with him and finally 
knocked him down The rough face and figure of the 
farmer gave Shelley the impression that he saw the 
devil when he looked out at the man standmg by 
a beech tree The assailants gamed their end for 
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Shelley, Harriet, and her sister left the house the next 
day and journeyed to Bangor on their way to Ireland 
After a stormy passage Shelley wth the two ladies 
reached Dublin on March 9 Their object in revisiting 
the Irish capital was appaiently nothing more than 
a desire to get away from the scenes of that ugly 
night at Tremadoc Durmg his pievious visit Shelley 
had been too busy to see any of the beauties of Irish 
scenery, but on this occasion he made good the omis- 
sion by gomg to Lake Killamey, where, accordmg to 
Hogg, he occupied a cottage The place made a deep 
and lastmg impiession on him, for he wrote to Peacock 
from Milan, some years after, that “ Lake Como ex- 
ceeds anything that I ever beheld m beauty, with 
the exception of the Arbutus Islands of Killamey ” 
Hogg had been mvited to visit Shelley at Tanyrallt, 
but owing to the poet’s hasty flight from that place, 
it was abandoned, and he was asked to come to Dublm 
He journeyed to the Irish capital, only to find that the 
Shelleys had gone to Killamey, and after waiting a 
week or ten days for them he returned to England, 
vexed at his fruitless quest 
During his sojourn at Dubhn, Shelley had sent 
Hookham the manuscript of Queen Mah, the \vritmg 
of which had occupied him for some months He had 
referred to the poem in his letter to Hookham of 
August 18, 1812, and enclosed, by way of specimen, 
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all that- he had wntten of jt at that date He «aid 
I conceive that I have matter enough for six more 
cantos You iviU perceive that I have not attempted 
to temper my constitutional enthusiasm in that poem 
Indeed a poem is safe the iron souled Attorney 
General would scarcely dare to attach it The Past 
the Present, and the Future are the grand and com 
prehensive topics of this poem I have not yet e\ 
hausted the second of them He proposed to make 
the notes to Queeti Atab long philosophical and anti 
Chnstian and to take the opportunity he judged 
a safe one of propagating his principles which he 
said, I decUne to do syllogisUcally m a poem A 
poem very didactic is I think very stupid He 
wished to have ‘ only 250 copies printed in a small 
neat quarto on fine paper and so as to catch the 
aristocrats They will not read it but their sons and 
daughters may Hookham who probably supenn 
tended the pnnting of the poem in small octavo 
did not put his name to it nor that of the actual 
printer The title page of the volume which was 
issued pnvate]y by SheJJey beans his oim name as 
pnnter with the address of his father in law 23 Chapel 
Street Grosvenor Square, and the famous epigraph 
from Voltaire s correspondence Ecrasez Tinfame 
Towards the end of March Shelley and Harriet 
departed for Dublin in great haste and left Miss 
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Westbrook at Killainey with a laige library, but 
without money, so that, as Hogg said, she might not 
be tempted to discontinue her studies By April 5, 
Shelley and his wife weie m London at Chapel Street, 
and after staying for a few days at an hotel m Albe- 
marle Street they took lodgings m Half-^Ioon Street, 
where they remained for several months Hogg 
describes a little projecting window m the house, in 
w'hich Shelley might be seen from the stieet all day 
long, book m hand, with lively gestures and bright 
eyes, so that Mrs Newdon said, “ He wanted only 
a pan of clear winter and a fiesh turf to look 
like some young lady’s laik hanging outside foi air 
and song ” ^ 

Durmg the summer of this year (1813), when the 
Shelleys were living somewhere in Pimlico, Harriet 
gave birth to her first-born, a girl, wdio w'as named 
lanthe Elizabeth Apparently lanthe w^as of Shelley's 
choosmg, after the Lady m Queen Mah , Elizabeth 
was the name of his favourite sister as well also as that 
of Hai net’s sister lanthe Shelley, w'ho became ]\Irs 
Esdaile, died in June 1876, and her descendants aie 
Shelley’s only living repiesentatives 
Once more Bysshe wrote to his father in the hope 
of a reconciliation, and, according to a statement m 
one of Harriet’s letters, he expected to be f 01 given

yesterday that you continue in good health Jly

Bysshe wrote to the Duke of Norfolk, on May 28, 
to thank him for the warm interest that he had taken

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m his concerns ind expressing regret tint he should 
have occupK^ his time m the vam and impossible 
task of reconciling him and his father Bjsshc ^\•as 
prepared to make c\ery reasonable concession to 
Jfr Shelley but he \ris not he said so degraded and 
miserable a sla\c as pubhclj to diMxou an opinion 
which I belie\ e to be tnic Bysshe cnclo5c<l his father s 
replj with this letter for the Duke s inspection 
Bjsshc came of age on August 4 1813 but appar 
entlj he now had small prospect of immcdiatclj 
obtaining a settlement as regards his affiirs He 
had some debts contracted m view of being m a 
position to liquidate them on attaining his majontj 
and they were now pressing Despite Mr Shelleys 
threat that he would not receive his son B>*sshc 
managed to see Ins father and to tell him that he had 
heard that efforts were on foot to deprive him of his 
interest m the estates under the will of his great 
uncle John Shelley This was of course a baseless 
rumour Mr Shelley received Ins son kindly but the 
interview had no beneficial result for him Field Place 
was still forbidden ground although Bysshe managed 
to correspond with his sisters and mother from whom 
he received letters, Ins mother keeping him posted up 
in all the news regarding his father s movements 
Bysshe found much to interest him m towai Quten 
Mab was probably now about to be issued and he 
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would constantly be in and out of the shop of Thomas 
Hookham, the friendly little publisher of Now Bond 
Street, who apparently superintended the printing of 
the poem The book was printed for private circu- 
lation, and Bysshe distiibuted the copies himself, 
but before doing so he cut out from many of them the 
title-page and the imprint at the end of the volume, as 
in both places his name appeared as the printer 
This precaution was taken in ordei to avoid the danger 
of prosecution From most of the copies that passed 
through his hands, the deeply appieciative dedication 
to Harriet was also removed The volume bears the 
date of 1813, but as far as I am aware there is no 
published evidence as to the exact month when it 
was ready The removal of the dedication by the 
author may mdicate that it was put into circulation 
at the end of 1813, or possibly the begmning of 1814, 
when Shelley and Harriet were driftmg apart, or that 
the copies so treated by him were distributed during, 
or after, that pamful period of his life 
Bysshe and his wife did not see much of Godwm 
because, as Harriet wrote to Miss Nugent, “ his wife 
IS so dreadfully disagreeable that I could not bear 
the idea of seemg her Mr S has done that away, 
tho , by telling G that I could not bear the society of 
his darling wife Poor man, we are not the only 
people who find her troublesome ” 
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Through Godwin however Shelley had made the 
acquaintance when he visited London in the autumn 
of 1812 of John Frink Newton author of The Return jf 
to Nature or a Defence of the Vegetable Regwten 1811 
With his strong leanings towards vcgctarnnism Shelley 
was attracted to New*ton and his book and made use 
of the former in his vegetarian note m Queen Mob 
which was subsequently pnntcd as a separate pimph 
let as A Vindication of Natural Diet 
At the Newtons house m Chester Square Bysshe 
was admitted to a circle of people whose tastes and 
ideas he found very congenial Besides Newdon and 
his \vife there were Mrs Bomvillc sister to Mrs 
Ne^vton and her daughter Cornelia who afterwards 
became Mrs Turner In a letter from Shcllc) to 
Hogg belongmg to the summer of 1813 he speaks of 
what was undoubtedly for him an unusual diversion 
late hours and Vauxhall Gardens Last night > our 
short note arrived also beyond its hour and the 
Newtons had already taken me with them This 
night the Newtons have a party at Vauxhall if you 
ivill call here at nine o clock we will go together 

In July Shelley Harriet and the mevitable Eliza 
went to Bracknell where they took a furnished house 
High Elms with the intention of remaining 
there until the following spring The Newtons had 
been kind and helpful to Shelley and Mrs Bomville 
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wlio was especially interested in liim, moved to 
Bracknell, where the intimacy of the two families 
continued Mrs Boinville and Mrs Newton were the 
daughters of a wealthy West Indian planter who 
resided in England His house was the resort of 
many a French emigre, and one of them, de Boin- 
ville, a man of position whose property had been 
confiscated, declared his love to l\Iiss Collins, but, as 
the match was objected to b^^ her fathei, they eloped, 
and were married at Gretna Green, and aftenvards 
according to the rites of the Church of England 
M de Boinville went to Russia 'vvith Napoleon, and 
died durmg the retreat from Moscow in 1813, and 
shortly afterwards Mrs Boinville lost her father 
Her hair had become quite white through this double 
sorrow, but her face still retamed much of its youthful 
beauty, and Shelley had named her Maimuna, after 
the lady in Southey’s Thalaba, for 

" Her face was as a damsel’s face, 

And yet her hair was grey ” 

Shelley was becoming restless again towaids the 
autumn of 1813 He gave up his house at Bracknell, 
and his thoughts turned once more towards Wales, 
but early m. October he seems to have contemplated 
revisitmg the Lakes He had procured a carnage 
some months before, and m this he travelled noith 
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With Harriet their little daughter and Thomas Love 
Peacock They went by way of Warwick and after a 
week s ]oumey from London they feached Low Wood 
Inn near Windermere After visiting the Calverts 
at Keswick and failing to obtain aJiouse they decided 
on Edmburgh and arrived there some days later 
Peacock who was on a visit to Bracknell when 
Shelley persuaded him to accompany him on this 
journey tells us that he saw the poet for the first 
time m 1812 just before he went to Tanyrallt Shelley 
in a letter to Hogg from Edmburgh thus describes 
Peacock wth whose poetry he was already familiar 
and it had won his admiration but his estimate of 
the man was not very enthusiastic A new ac 
quamtance is on a visit with us this winter He is a 
very mild agreeable man and a good scholar His 
enthusiasm is not very ardent nor Tiis views very 
comprehensive but he is neither superstitious ill 
tempered dogmatical or proud 

When Shelley became better acquainted ^vlth Pea 
cock he appreciated to the full the good qualities of 
the laughmg philosopher Peacock seems to have 
taken more trouble than any other of Shelley s fnends 
to induce him to find pleasure in some of the good 
things of this world which he was mchned to neglect 
partly owing to his habits of seclusion Peacock 
interested himself m Shdl^ s Greek studies and some 
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years latei took him to the opera, and endeavoured 
to induce him to cultivate a more generous diet his 
prescription was “ two mutton chops well peppered ” 
The diet agreed with the poet, and he was not averse 
from the opera, but he went on with neither It is 
possible that Peacock appreciated Shelley more than 
his poetry this seems to have been the case with 
most of Bysshe’s friends , Byion, perhaps, being the 
one exception 

Shelley was at times subject to strange delusions, 
but, towards the end of 1813, he was troubled by a 
most extraordinary one Peacock, who is our autho- 
nty, tells us that “ he fancied that a fat old woman 
who sat opposite to him m a mail-coach was afflicted 
with elephantiasis, that the disease was infectious and 
incurable, and that he had caught it from her He 
was continually on the watch for its symptoms , his 
legs were to swell to the size of an elephant’s, and his 
skin was to be crumpled over like goose-skin He 
would draw the skin of his own hands, arms, and neck 
very tight, and, if he discovered any deviation from 
smoothness, he would seize the person next to him, 
and endeavour by a corresponding pressure to see if 
any corresponding deviation existed He often startled 
young ladies m an evening party by this singular 
process, which was as instantaneous as a flash of 
hghtmng His friends took various methods of dis- 
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pelhng the delusion When he found as days rolled 
on his legs retained their proportion and his shin its 
smoothness the delusion died avvay 
Money matters agam began to trouble Shelley while 
at Edmburgh and he wrote to an unidentified corre 
spondent on November 28 on whom he had been com 
pelled to draw for a sum of that the consequence 
of havmg the bill returned would necessitate as he 
says our being driven out of our lodgings On 
his return south he went to stay alone about the 
middle of February with his kmd friend Mrs Bomville 
From her house he wrote on March 13 1814 to his 
father about his affairs which had become so critical 
that he could no longer delay raismg money by the 
sale of post-obit bonds to a considerable amount 
He pomted out that the demands of moneylenders 
necessitated vast sacrifices and that he did not propose 
to unsettle the estate by conceding them He gave 
his father the credit for the will but realised his lack 
of power to do all that he could reasonably expect 
Sir Bysshe he thought must surely see that his hopes 
of perpetuating the mtegrity of the estates would be 
frustrated by neglectmg to relieve the necessities of 
his grandson Should he be driven to do so he would 
have to dismember the proj^dy m the event of the 
death of hi-^ grandfather and father 
Mr Shelley had already been talking to Sir Bysshe 
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about his son, and he had evidently made up his 
mind to do something for him when he wrote on 
March 7 to Whitton “ My father talked to 
me abt P B He said he was told he co^ do nothing 
from a certain person — I will tell you the reason when 
I see yon — I co^ have told him a ready mode (but I 
forbore and bear m mind yr hint), i e to pay the 
debts, give an allowance, & in the first instance lay a 
restraint, by Bonding, as they do at the Customs My 
father said he would sell Castle Goring , that he does 
not mean, and any offer of so domg wo^ be nutts 
for the unchristian and unfeeling-like spirit ” 

On March 15 Mr Shelley again wrote to Whitton 
with reference to Bysshe’s communication of March 
13 "I enclose you P B ’s letter , the tenor of it 
would not ut all suit his grandfather's notions — and 
on my own part I would rather he would first acknow- 
ledge his God, then I might be led to believe his 
assertions My assurances of perfect reconciliation 
flow’d from that source I doubt, but there aie con- 
siderable difficulties for him to encounter in procuring 
sufiicient to answer the large demands P B had 
better leave it to Mr Amory [Bysshe’s solicitor] to 
communicate these matters to you — I could wish Mr 
Amory would so advise him ” 

On March 4, shortly before Bysshe wrote the last- 
quoted letter to his father, he had made the sale of 
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a post obit His object m raising this money ivas 
primarily if not entirely to assist Godivin The 
indenture however was not made until July and the 
transaction ivas therefore not then complete at the 
date of his letter to Mr Shelley The reversion of 
;^8ooo sterling ivas offered for sale on the above date 
at Garraivay s Coffee House Change Alley amply 
secured as it was stated upon valuable freehold 
property and made payable at the decease of the 
survivor of two gentlemen one [Su* Bysshe] between 
8o and 90 and the other [Jfr Shelley] upwards of 
60 years of age m case they are both survived by a 
gentleman [Bysshe] m his 22nd year The pur 
chasers were Messrs Andrew John Nash and George 
Augustus Nash of ComhiU who secured it for a sum 
of £2593 los 

The following copy of a letter to Messrs Nash s 
sohcitor ivith regard to this transaction is among the 
Shelley Whitton papers and has not been included m 
the collected edition of Shelley s correspondence 

P B Shelley io Mr TeesdaU 

Old Bond SiRrcr 

May 6 1814 * 

Sir — I beg to inform you that to the best of my 
knowledge ha\ ing made every enquiry on the subject 
there has been no portion of the Shelley Estate sold 
under the Settlement of 1791 except that to Lord 
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George Cavendish As to any transaction of my own 
I have raised no money on the reversion nnless in one 
instance the sum of ^^500, and I assure you on my 
word of honour that I shall engage in no transaction 
that can be any way prejudicial to the interest of Mr

Early in the summer of this year Bysshe paid his 
last visit to Field Place His father and the three 
youngest children were absent, and he came at his 
mother’s invitation He walked alone from Bracknell 
to Horsham, and when within a few miles of Field 
Place a farmer gave him a seat in his travelling cart 
The man, bemg ignorant whom he was carrying, 
amused Bysshe with descriptions of the country, 
and its inhabitants, and when Field Place came m 
sight, he stated, as the most remarkable mcident 
connected with the family, that young Master Shelley 
seldom went to church When Bysshe arrived he 
was greatly fatigued by his journey From a descrip- 
tion of the visit, written in later years by Captain 
Kennedy, a young officer who had met with hospitality 
at Field Place, one is able to reconstruct the scene 
Until his arrival Kennedy had not seen Bysshe, but 

^ Shortly after the death of Sir Bysshe in iSiS Shelley filed a Bill in 
Chancery against Messrs Nash to have the Indenture dated 12th July 
1814 rescinded, but the case went against the poet, judgment being 
guen in favour of the defendants on May 28, 1818 
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the servants espccnlly the old butler Laker Ind 
spoken to him and he seemed to have %\on the hearts 
of the ivhole household Mrs Shelley had often 
spoken of her son to Kennedy her heart yearned 
after him wth all the fondness of a mother s lov c 
Kennedy went to Field Phcc on the morning 
following Bysshe s arm al and found him with his 
mother and two elder sisters m a small room off the 
drawing room which they had named Confusion Hall 
He received Kennedy with frankness and kindliness 
as if he had known him from childhood and he at 
once won the young soldiers heart To continue 
Kennedy s account m his own words I fancy I sec 
him now as he sat by the window and hear Ins voice 
the tones of which impressed me with Ins sincerity 
and simplicity His resemblance to Ins sister Dizabctli 
was as stnking as if they had been twins His eyes 
were most expressive his complexion baiutifully fair 
his features exquisitely fine his hair was dark and 
no peculiar attention to its arrangement was manifest 
In person he was slender and gentlemanlike but m 
dined to stoop his gait was decidedly not military 
The general appearance indicated great delicacy of 
constitution One would at once pronounce him that 
he was something different from other men There 
was an earnestness in his manner and such perfect 
gentleness of breedmg and freedom from everything 
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artificial, as charmed eveiyone I nevei met a man 
who so immediately won upon one The generositj 
of his disposition and utter unselfishness imposed 
upon him the necessity of sti ict self-denial in personal 
comfoits Consequently he was obliged to be most 
economical in his diess He one day asked us how 
we liked his coat, the only one he had bi ought with 
him We said it was verj^ nice, it looked as if new 
‘ Well,’ said he, ' it is an old black coat which I have 
had done up and smartened with metal buttons and a 
velvet collar ’ As it was undesiiable that Bysshe’s 
presence in the country^ should be known, w e ai ranged 
that m walking out he should wcai my scarlet uniform, 
and that I should assume his outei garments So he 
donned the soldier’s dress and sallied forth His head 
was so remarkably small that, though mine be not 
large, the cap came dowm over his eyes, the peak resting 
on his nose, and it had to be stuffed before it would fit 
him His hat just stuck on the crown of my head 
He ceitainly looked anything but a soldier 

“ The metamorphosis was very amusing , he en- 
joyed it much, and made himself perfectlj^ at home in 
his unwonted garb We gave him the name of Captain 
Jones, under which name we used to talk of him aftei 
his departure , but, with all our care, B5’'sshe’s visit 
could not be kept a secret I chanced to mention 
the name of Sir James Mackintosh, of whom he 
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expressed the highest 'idmimtion He told me Sir 
James vns intimate with one [Godwin] to wJiom he 
said he owed eaerj thing from who«c book Political ^ 
Justice he Ind derned ill tint nimble m know 
ledge and \irtuc He discoursed \'itli eloquence and 
enthusiasm but his mows seemed to me exquisitely 
metaphysical and by no means clear precise or 
decided He told me lint he had already read the 
Bible ioaiT times [Kennedy said m Utbicr* xxbicb 
IS Hogg states he never leaml h(^ ptohibly s.ud in 
Greek as he was much addicted to reading tlic 
Septuagint ] He spoke of the Supreme Being as of 
infimte mercy and benevolence He disclosed no 
fixed views of spiritual things ah seemed wild and 
fanciful Ho s.ud that he once thought the surround 
ing atmosphere vns peopled with the spirits of the 
departed He reasoned and spoke as a perfect gentle 
man and treated my arguments boy as I w~is — I Ind 
lately completely my sixtccntli >/?ar — with as much 
consideration and respect as if I had been his equal 
m ability and attainments Shelley w is one of the 
most sensitive of human beings he had a horror of 
taking life and looked upon it as a crime He read 
poetry with great emphasis and solemnity one 
evening he read aloud to us a transl ition of one of 
Goethe s poems and at this day I thmk I hear him In 
music he seemed to delight as a medium of association

the tunes which had been favourites in boyhood charmed 
him There was one, which he played several times on 
the piano with one hand, that seemed to absorb him , 
it was an exceedmgly simple air which, I understand, his 
earliest love was wont to play for him Poor fellow ' 
He soon left us, and I never saw him afterwards, but 
I can never forget him It was his last visit to Field 
Place He was an amiable and gentle being " 

Mrs Boinville was evidently aware of the crisis in 
Shelley’s life, and, in allusion to his visit, she vTote 
from Bracknell to Hogg, on March ii, 1814 “ I will 

not have you despise homespun pleasures Shelley is 
making a trial of them mth us, and likes them so well 
that he is resolved to leave off ramblmg, and to begin 
a course of them himself Seriously, I think his mmd 
and body want rest His journeys after what he has 
never found have racked his purse and his tranquillity 
He is resolved to take a little care of the former in pity 
to the latter, which I applaud, and shall second with 
all my might He has deeply interested us In the 
course of your intimacy he must have made you feel 
what we now feel for him He is seeking a house close 
to us , and if he succeeds, we shall have an additional 
motive to induce you to come among us in the summer ” 
The following, one of the most pathetic letters that 
Shelley ever penned, was written from Mrs Bomville’s 
hospitable house

it has become my home The trees the bridge 
the minutest object have already a place in my 
affections 

My fnend you are happier than 1 You have the 
pleasures as well as the pains of sensibility I have 
sunk into a premature old age of exhaustion which 
renders me dead to eveiythmg but the incnviable 
capacity of indulging the vanity of hope and a terrible 
susceptibility to objects of disgust and hatred 

My temporal concerns are slowly rectifying them ^ 
selves I am astonished at my ovvn indifference to 
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their event I live here like the insect that sports in 
a transient sunbeam, which the next cloud shall obscure 
for ever I am much changed from what I was I 
look with regret to our happy evenings at Oxford, 
and with wonder at the hopes which in the excess of 
my madness I there encouraged Burns says, you 
know,

' ” Pleasures are hke poppies spread. 

You seize the flower — the bloom is fled^ 

Or like the snow-falls in the nver, 

A moment white — then lost forever ” 

Eliza IS still with us — ^not here ' — ^but will be with 
me when the infinite malice of destiny forces me to 
depart I am now but little inclmed to contest this 
point I certainly hate her with all my heart and 
soul It IS a sight which awakens an inexpressible 
sensation of disgust and horror, to see her caress my 
poor little lanthe, in whom I may hereafter find the 
consolation of sympathy I sometimes feel faint with 
the fatigue of checking the overflowings of my un- 
bounded abhorrence for this miserable wretch But 
she IS no more than a blind and loathsome worm that 
cannot see to sting 

I have begun to learn Italian again I am reading 
Beccaria, “ Dei delitti e pene ” His essay seems to 
contam some excellent remarks, though I do not think 
it deserves the reputation it has gamed Cornelia 
assists me m this language Did I not once tell 
you that I thought her cold and reserved ^ She 
IS the reverse of this, as she is the reverse of 
everything bad She inherits all the divinity of her 
mother 

Whz.t have you written ^ I have been unable to 
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write a common letter 1 have forced myself to read 
Beccana and Dumont s Bcnth'im I have sometimes 
forgotten that I am not an inmate of this delightful 
home — that a time will come which will cast me 
again into the boundless ocean of abhorred society 
I ha\e written nothing but one stanza which has 
no meaning and that I have only written m thought 




Thy dewy locks sink on my breast 
Thy gentle words stir poison there 
Thou hast disturbed the only rest 
That was the portion of despair I 
Subdued to Dut> s hard control 
I could ha\c borne my wa>a\ard lot 
The chains that bind this ruined soul 
Had cankered then— but crushed it not 


This IS the vision of a delirious and distempered 
dream which passes away at the cold clear light of 
morning Its surpassing excellence and exquisite 
perfections have no more reality than the colour of an 
autumnal sunset Adieu 1 — ^Believe me truly and

Hogg thought that one might infer from the tone 
and temper of this letter that his family might have 
bad then on jeascwabJi? cgj easy terms bad they 
known how to negotiate a treaty of peace They 
might probably have lured the wild hawk the pere 
grme falcon back to his perch without difficulty 
Posbibly they did not know it certainly they did not 
know how to set about it and the young wanderer

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was reserved for other, and for higher and more 
important destinies ” Probably Mrs Bomville, who 
had herself made a Scotch marriage, counselled Shelley 
to remarry in England, so as to avoid any question 
of the validity of the ceremony m Edinburgh IMucli 
depended on the legitimacy of his heir, should he have 
one, and he was well advised to take this step On 
March 22 he and Godivm went to Doctors’ Commons 
and obtamed a License The ceremony took place 
at St George’s, Hanover Square, on March 24 
The “ Allegations,” filed at the Vicar-General’s 
office and made in support of the application for License 
to marry, state that 

On the 22nd March 1814 appeared personally 
Percy Bysshe Shelley and made Oalh that he is 
of the Parish of Saint George Hanover Square in 
the County of Middlesex of the age of twenty-one^ 
years and upwards, and that on the twenty-ninth day

Until their return south after the second visit to 
Edinburgh Bysshe and Harriet seem to have been 
'happy together There is no doubt from her letters 
to Miss Nugent that she was devoted to him , and he 
regarded her with sincere affection 

For his dedication to her m Queen Mah he had 
written in 1813 

“ Whose IS the love that, gleaming through the world. 
Wards off the poisonous arrow of its scorn ? 

Whose IS the warm and partial praise. 

Virtue’s most sweet reward ’ 
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Beneath whose looks d«d my reviving soul 
Ripen m truth and virtuous danng grow ’

Harnet! on thine — thou wert my purer mind

During their short married life of two years Bysbhw 
and Harriet had mamly depended on each other for 
companionship how they were beginnmg to find 
distractions both after their own tastes They both 
possessed strong personal attractions for the opposite j 
sex and clouds were gathering Harriet was but 
eighteen though smce she had been a mother she 
had felt much older When I look back she wrote 
to the time before I was married I seem to have 
lived a long time Shelley xvas still undeveloped 
but he had already begun to feel his wings His 
Letter to Lord EUenborough was a proof that he pos- 
sessed gifts for writing prose the quality of his 
letters to his fnends had improved and Queen Mah 
ivas a not unworthy precursor of Ala^tor He waslin 
the ascendant and poor Harriet was powerless to 
keep him much longer by her sid6 
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Both Shelley and Harriet were devoted to their 
first child Peacock tells us that Shelley " would 
walk up and down a room with it in his arms for a 
long time together, singing to it a monotonous melody 
of his own makmg, which ran on the repetition of 
a word of his own makmg, ‘ Ydhmani, Yahmani, 
Yahmani, Yahmani ’ It did not please me, hut, what 
was more important, it pleased the child, and lulled 
it when it was fretful Shelley was extremely fond 
of his children He was pre-eminently an affectionate 
father ” Harriet’s letters to Miss Nugent contam 
several references to her little girl, which show that 
she likewise was an affectionate mother But she 
refused to suckle the child, and, to quote Peacock 
again, she provided it with a wet nurse whom Shelley 
did not like, and lanthe was much looked after by 
his wife’s sister, whom Shelley intensely disliked ^ 

Eliza Westbrook, who had come to stay with the 
Shelleys shortly after their marriage, and had since 
stuck to them with the tenacity of a leech, must be 
reckoned as an important factor in our consideration 
of SheUey’s separation from Harriet Had this well- 
meaning woman left their house some months earlier, 
events still might have righted themselves The 
intense loathmg with which Shelley regarded his 

^ I quote in the following account from a summary that I wrote for 
another publication, of the process of Shelley’s separation from Harriet 
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Sister in law finds expression m his letter to Hogg on 
March i6 1814 A month later Eliza Westbrook 
departed from the Shelley household 

Harriet s coldness and want of sympathy towards 
Shelley at this time may have been the result of his 
undisguised dislike of her much beloved sister His 
violent antipathy ’ says Hogg with regard to Shelley s 
aversion to Eliza Westbrook probably not less 

unreasonable than his former excess of deference and 
blind compliance and concession towards i person 
whose counsels and direction could never have been 
prudent safe or judicious At this most critical 
period Harriet foolishly allowed herself to be influ 
enced by her sister under whose advice she probably 
acted when some months earlier she prevailed upon 
Shelley to provide her with a carnage silver plate 
and expensive clothes Shelley s affairs at this time 
were already embarrassed and the fact that Hamet 
should care for such gew gaws was to him altogether 
repugnant for he had formerly described the ease 
and simplicity of her habits as constituting in his 
eyes her greatest charm 

After the birth of her first child Hamet s manner 
underwent a change Her studies Hogg tells us 
which had been so constant and exemplary had 
dwindled away to nothmg and Bysshe had ceased to 
express any mterest in them and to urge her as of 
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old, to devote herself to the cultivation of her mind 
When I called upon her, she proposed a walk, if the 
weather was fine, instead of the vigorous and con- 
tinuous readings of preceding yeais The walk com- 
monly conducted us to some fashionable bonnet shop , 
the reading, it is not to be denied, was sometimes 
tiresome , the contemplation of bonnets was always so 
When I called upon Bysshe, Harriet was often absent , 
she had gone out with Eliza — gone to her father’s 
Bysshe himself was sometimes in London, and some- 
times at Biacknell, where he spent a good deal of 
his time in visiting certain friends pMrs Boinville 
and her daughter], with whom at this period he was 
in close alliance, and upon teims of the greatest 
mtimacy, and by which connection his subsequent 
conduct, I think, was much influenced ” ^ 

Shelley found Madame de Boinville “ the most 
admirable specimen of a human being ” he had ever 
seen, although m later years he had reason to beheve 
that “ it was hardly possible for a person of the extreme 
subtlety and delicacy of Mrs Bomville’s understanding 
and affections to be quite sincere and constant ” 
Hogg distrusted her , he did not appreciate the mis- 
cellaneous company of faddists who were to be met 
at her house , but her society stimulated Shelley’s 
intellectual development, and caused him to view the

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narrow outlook of Harriet and her sister with dis 
satisfaction 

Shelleys re mamage on March 24 cannot he 
adduced as a proof of his affection for Harnet His 
state of mind at this time is reflected in those stanzas 
which he probably wrote just before he concluded his 
visit to Mrs Boinvillt They are dated April 1814, 
when he contemplated wth a sinking heart his 
inevitable return to an existence of dreary monotony 
^vlth Harriet and her sister 

STANZAS— AfRm 1814 

Away ' the moor is dark beneath the moon 
Rapid clouds have drunV the last pale beam of even 
Away * the gathering winds vvill cal! the darkness soon 
And profoundest midnight shroud the serene lights of heaven 
Pause not * The time is past I Every voice cries Away* 

Tempt not with one last tear thy friend s ungentle mood 
Thy Inverts eye so glated and cold dares not entreat thy stay 
Dut) and dereliction guide thee back to solitude 

Away away * to thy sad and silent home 
Pour bitter tears on its desolated hearth 
Watch the dim shades as like ghosts they go and come 
And complicate strange webs of melancholy mirth 
The leaves of wasted autumn woods shall float around tbme head

According to Mrs Bomville’s letter to Hogg of 
April i8, 3:814,1 Shelley was then at Bracknell Harriet 
had gone to town, presumably to her father’s, and 
Eliza Westbrook had taken her departure Although 
Harriet had now become cold and proud, Shelley still 
hoped to regain her love, and m some verses inscribed 
“ To Harriet, 1814,” 2 he makes a pathetic appeal to 
her affection Whether Harriet was moved by this 
appeal or not, we do not know She evidently never 
intended to alienate herself from Shelley, but she was 
staying at Bath, with her fathei, during the early days 
of July, while Shelley had remained in London smce 
the end of May, excepting for a period of ten days, 
from June 8th to the i8th Shelley, ' however, still 
continued to correspond with Harriet, as is shown 
by the following letter which she addressed to 
Thomas Hookham on July 6 or 7, 1814, from 6 
Queen’s Square, Bath 

My dear Sir, — ^You will greatly oblige me by givmg 
the enclosed to Mr Shelley I would not trouble you, 
but it is now four days smce I have heard from him,

which to me is an age 'Will you ivnte by return of 
post and tell me ^\hat has become of him’ If you 
tell me that he is uell I shall not come to London but 
if I do not hear from you or him I shall certainly 
come as I cannot endure this dreadful state of sus 
pense You are his fnend and you can feel for me — 
I remam yours truly H S 


Although Shelleys own pecuniary affairs in 1814 
uere most unsatisfactory his admiration for Godwin 
uas such that he engaged to help him out of his 
embarrassments by assistmg him to raise a sum of 
money said to be no less thm three thousand pounds 
This ivas the first of these negotiations on behalf of 
Godwin which contmued to be such a source of trouble 
to Shelley almost till his last days He had not been 
to Godwms house smre March 22 when he went 
with him to procure his mamage licence But it ivas 
now necessary for Shelley to be much m Godwm s 
company and after he returned to London on July 18 
he joined the Skinner Street household each day at 
dinner It during these days that Shelley first 
came m contact ivith Mary Godwm who had just 
returned from Scotland on a visit to the Baxters 
On June 8 the date of Lord Cochrane s trial Hogg 
first saw Mary Godivin He met Shelley m Cheapside 
and walked with him through Newgate Street to 
Godwms shop in Skinner Street Shelley inquired 
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for Godwin, who was not at home, and, while he was 
waiting for the philosopher in his book-room, “ the 
door was partially and softly opened A thrilling 
voice called, ‘ Shelley ' ’ A thrilling voice answered, 

‘ Mary i ’ And he darted out of the room like an 
arrow from the bow of the far-shooting kmg A 
very young female, fair and fair-headed, pale indeed, 
with a piercing look, weaiing a frock of taitan, an 
unusual dress in London at the time, had called him 
out of the room He was absent a very short time — 
a mmute or two — and then returned ‘ Godwm is 
out , there is no use in waiting ’ So we continued 
our walk along Holborn ‘ Who was that, pray ^ ’ 
I asked , ‘ a daughter ^ ‘ Yes ’ ‘A daughter of 

William Godwm ^ ’ ‘ The daughter of Godwm and 

Mary ’ ” 

The shop at Skmner Street was the recogmsed 
place of pilgnmage for those who venerated the name 
of Mary WoUstonecraft Godwm had gone to live 
there after her death, but there were still some rehcs 
that hngered about the place to remind the visitor 
of her memory Godwin himself was there, and his 
young daughter who bore her mother’s name, Mary 
WoUstonecraft, while Opie’s fine pamtmg of the 
author of A Vindication of the Rights of Wo7nan 
looked down from its place over the chimney-piece m 
the parlour 
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l\rary was now a girl of sixteen with a head and neck 
aftenvards compared to a bust of Clytio and she was 
devoted to her mother’s memory of whose life she had 
heard at least something from her father s lips The 
girl \vas accustomed to visit her mother’s grave in 
St Pancras Churchyard and here, it is said she and 
Shelley plighted their troth in the summer of 1814 
Some lines which Shelley addressed to Mary said* to 
have been ivntten m the June of this year are 1 
confession of his passion 

TO MARY WOLLSTONECRAFT GODWIN 

Mine eyes v\ere dim with tears unslied 
^es 1 firm-^thus nert not thou 
My baffled looks did fear yet dread 
To meet thy looks— I could not know 
How anxiously they sought to shine 
With soothing pity upon mine 

To sit and curb the soul s mule rage 
Which preys upon itself alone 
To curse the life which is the cage 
Of fettered gnef that dares not groan 
Hiding from many a careless eye 
The scorned load of agony 

Whilst thou alone then not regarded 
The [ ] thou alone should be 

To spend years thus and be rewarded

One other ^^^ltten proof of their lovc-makmg is still 
extant It is in a copy of Queen Mah which Shelley 
gave her, and wrote inside the cover in pencil, “ IMary 
Wollstonecraft Godwin, PBS,” and in another place, 
“You see, Mary, I have not forgotten 3'’ou ” From 
this book he had removed, as was his custom, the 
title-page and the imprint at the end, but he retained 
the dedication to Harriet, and wrote below it care- 
fully m ink “ Count Slobendorf w'as about to marry 
a Woman who, attracted solely by his fortune, proved 
his selfishness by deserting him in pnson ” 

Mary wrote on the fly-leaves at the end of the 
volume “ July 1814 This book is sacred to 
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and as no other creature shall ever look into it I may 
unte in it what I please — yet what shall I -wnte ^ — 
that I love the author beyond all the powers of ex 
pression and that I am parted from him dearest and 
only love — ^by that love wc have promised to each 
other although I may not be yours I can never be 
another s But I am thine exclusively thine 

By the kiss of love, the glance none saw beside 
The smile none else might understand 
The whispered thought of hearts allied 
The pressure of the thrilling hand * 

‘ I have pledged myself to thee and sacred is the 
gift I remember your words You are now Mary 
going to mix with many and for ^ moment I shall 
depart but m the solitude of your chamber I shall 
be with you * Yes you are ever with me sacred 
vision 

But ah ' I feel in this was given 
A blessing never meant for me 
Thou art too like a dream from heaven 
For earthly love to mem thee * 

Suggestions have been made that Harriet Nvas un 
faithful to Shelley before their separation and that 
she was m love with a ^Ia]o^ Ryan who is mentioned 
in her correspondence with Miss Nugent Apparentlj 
there is nothmg to support this supposition on the

Peacock, Hogg, and liookham, all of vliom knew her 
intimately, believed her to be perfectly innocent of 
any guilt, and Thornton, Hunt, and Trclawny shared 
the same belief On the other hand, Shelley is said to 
have been con\nnced to the contrary' in Jul} 1814, 
and to have held this opinion to the day of his death 
But if Shelley had not thought her guilty, the fact 
that he was certain she no longer loved him was 
sufficient m his sight to make it impossible for him 
to live wth Harriet as her husband 
The convictions on the subject of mamage th.it 
he had expressed m Queen Mah m 1813 remained his 
convictions m 1814 He felt he was free to give his 
heart to Mary, with whom he ^\as nou deeply m love 
Harriet failed to realise that she had lost Shelley, and 
she came to London, at his request, on July 14, when 
he disclosed to her his position Peacock says " The 
separation did not take place by mutual consent 
I cannot thmk that Shelley ever so represented it 
He never did so to me, and the account which 
Harriet herself gave me of the entire proceedmg was 
decidedly contradictory to any such supposition He 
might well have said, after seeing Maiy WoUstonecraft 
Godwin, ‘ Ut vidi ' ut pern f ’ Nothing that I ever 
read m tale or history could ever present a more 
strikmg image of a sudden, violent, irresistible, un- 
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controllable passion than that under which I found 
him labouring when at his request I went up from the 
country to call on him m London Between his old 
feelmgs towards Harriet from whom he was not then 
separated and his new passion for Mary he showed in 
his looks m his gestures in his speech the state of 
a mmd suffering like a little kingdom the nature of 
an msurrection His eyes were bloodshot his hair 
and dress disordered He caught up a bottle of 
laudanum and said I never part from this He 
added I am always repeating your Imes from 
Sophocles

Agam he said more calmly Everyone who knows

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CHAPTER XV 


THE DEATH OF HARRIET 

Shelley’s elopement with IMary Godwin — His letter to Harnet — 
Poverty in London — Birth of Charles Bysshe Shelley — Death of 
Sir Bysshe Shelley — His will — Shelley’s income — ^Ltfe at Bishop- 
gate — ^The maintenance of Shelley’s children — Shelley acts on the 
stage at Windsor — ^The case of Du Cane v Shelley — Alaslor —

Having reached that point when Shelley parted from 
Harriet, I shall in the following chapters tell as much 
of his life as is necessary to illustrate the unpublished 
material m the Shelley-Whitton papers 

Mary Godwin, accompanied by Clare Clairmont,^ left 
her father’s shop in Skmner Street at five o’clock 
on the morning of July 28, 1814, walked to the 
corner of Hatton Garden, and found Shelley in wait- 
ing with a post-chaise At the moment of partmg, 
Clare was persuaded to enter the carriage with Mary, 
as she could speak French, which was an attainment 
that neither Shelley nor Mary possessed It was a

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blazingly hot day hotter than had been J..no\vn for 
many years in England and Mary ^vas overcome wth 
faintness so that it was found necessary for her to 
rest at each stage But these delays gave Shelley 
some anxious moments and at Dartford he took four 
horses in order to outstrip pursuit Dover was reached 
before four o clock in the afternoon and Mary re 
freshed herself wth a sea bath The fugitives who 
were too impatient to wait until the follo\vmg day 
for the packet hired a small boat and resolved to 
cross the Channel the same evening the seamen 
promising them a passage of two hours The evening 
was beautifully fine but as night came on and the 
moon rose a heavy swell and a fresh breeze produced 
a rough sea The journey was prolonged by the bad 
weather Mary was very ill and she rested against 
Shelley s knees as hour after hour went by Suddenly 
a thunder squall struck the sail the boat was m pen! 
and almost overturned but the wind then changed 
and they made straight for Calais Mary at length 
fell asleep and still slumbered while Shelley watched 
the sun nse over France 

Mrs Godwin had started in pursuit of the girls as 
soon as they were missed she crossed on the follow 
mg day m the packet for which Shelley had refused 
to wait and managed to catch them up at Calais 
Shelley was informed that a fat lady had arrived 
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who said that he had run away with her daughter ” 
The lady was, of course, Mrs Godwin Clare spent 
the night with her mother, who endeavoured to mduce 
her to return home On the following day Clare was 
undecided what to do, until Shelley counselled her to 
take time to consider, whereupon she chose to bear 
Mary company So Mrs Godwin went back alone, 
and “ without answer mg a word ” 

The two girls, dressed m black satin, now proceeded 
with Shelley towards Pans, where they remamed for 
a week Shelley, with characteristic want of fore- 
sight, had neglected to provide himself with sufficient 
money, and he was forced to sell his watch and chain 
for eight napoleons But he managed to obtain 
further funds from a French man of business, and 
they were then able to continue their journey towards 
Switzerland They purchased a donkey with the in- 
tention of ridmg him by turns, but the poor beast 
was scarcely able to carry their portmanteau, much 
less one of the party So they sold him and purchased 
a mule, which for some time carried Mary and the 
ffiggage This arrangement contmued, Shelley and 
Clare walking beside the animal, until the poet hurt 
his ankle on August 12, and was obhged to ride while 
the girls followed him on foot The same evening 
they reached Troyes, and on the day after Shelley 
wrote to Harriet 
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P B Shelly to Hornet Shelley 

Troyes {i,o miles irom Pans on 
ttie way to Swtzerland) 

Aug 13 1814 

My dearest Harriet — I write to you from tins 
detestable town I write to sboW that I do not forget 
you I write to urge you to come to Switzerland 
where you will at least find one firm and constant 
friend to whom your interests iviU be always dear'— 
by whom your feelings will never wilfully be injured 
From none can you expect this but me — all else arc 
unfeeling or selfish or have beloved friends of their 
own as Mrs B[oinville] to whom their attention and 
affection is confined 

I will wite at length from Neufchatel or you direct 
your letters d 6tre 1 aiss 6 d la Bureau de Poste Neuf 
chatel —until you hear again 
We have journeyed from Pans on foot ivith 1 mule 
to carry our baggage and hlary who has not been 
sufficiently well to walk fears the fatigue of miking 
We passed through a fertile country neither inter- 
esting from the character of its mhabitants nor the 
beauty of the scenery We came 120 miles in four 
days the last two days we passed over the country 
that was the seat of war I cannot describe to you 
the inghtful desolation of this scene village after 
village entirely ruined and burned the white rums 
towering m innumerable forms of destruction among 
the beautiful trees The mhabitants were famished 
families once mdependent now beg their bread m this 
wretched country no provisions no accommoda 
tion filth misery and famine everyivhere (You 
will see nothmg of this on your route to Geneva ) 
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I must remark to you that, dreadful as the calamities 
are, I can scaicely pity the inhabitants , they are the 
most unamiable, inhospitable, and unaccommodating 
of the human race We go by some cairiage from this 
town to Neufchatel, because I have strained my leg 
and am unable to walk I hope to be lecovered by 
that time , but on our last day's journey I was per- 
fectly unable to walk j\Iary resigned the mule to 
me Our walk has been, excepting this, sufficiently 
agreeable , we have met none of the robbers they 
prophesied at Pans You shall hear our adventures 
more detailed if I do not hear at Neufchatel that I 
am soon to have the pleasuie of communicating to 
you in person, and of welcoming you to some sweet 
retreat 1 will procure for you among the mountains 

I have \vntten to Peacock to superintend money 
affairs he is expensive, mconsidei ate, and cold, but 
surely not utterly perfidious and unfriendly and un- 
mindful of our kindness to him besides, interest 
will secure his attention to these things I wish you 
to brmg wnth you the two deeds which Tahourdm has 
to prepare for you, as also a copy of the settlement 
Do not part with any of youi money But what shall 
be done about the books ^ You can consult on the 
spot With love to my siveet little lanthe, ever most 
affectionately yours, g 

I write m great haste • we depart directly ^ 

This letter reveals the side of Shelley’s character 
that enabled him to arrive at a decision vathout re- 
gard to conventions His suggestion that Harriet 

^ From Dowden’s Life of Shelhy 
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should jom him on his holiday wth Mary and Clare 
would have been not only evtraordmary but base 
were it not dear that he %vas thoroughly sincere 
Not\vithstandmg his conviction that Hamet had de 
serted him and that he could no longer be a husband 
to her he believed he could still stand by her as her 
best fnend and one who was bound to continue to 
take an interest in her welfare 

At the date of Shelly s visit to the Continent 
France had all but seen the last of Napoleon who had 
abdicated some two months earlier and wthdraivn 
himself to exile at CIba while Bourbon Louis XVIII 
reigned over a people exhausted by a tw enty years ivar 
Shelley passed over ground that still bore the scars of 
battle and plunder where but a few months before 
Napoleon s weaned legions had been in deadly conflict 
\vith the Prussians It is unlikely that these scenes 
of desolation were ever effaced from Shelley s mind 
At Troyes the mule was sold an open carnage pur 
chased for five napoleons and a dnver who proved 
incompetent ^vas engaged A week later they had 
reached Neufch^tel Here Shelley obtained a small 
sum of money and ^vlth it he pressed on to the Lake 
of Lucerne where he engaged two rooms in a chateau 
at Brunnen at a louis a month for six months He 
\vas probably unable to take them for a shorter period 
but they were only occupied for forty eight hours 
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when Ihe travellers decided to turn their faces towards 
England It was Shelley’s hope that, by taking ad- 
vantage of the Reuss and Rhine, he would be able to 
perform the journey entirely by water Travelling 
through Germany and Holland, they made a brave 
attempt to carry out his plan, but they sometimes 
found it necessary to take a land conveyance Arriving 
at length at Rotterdam, they sailed on September 8 for 
London, which they reached on September 13 
From the day that Mary joined her lot with Shelley 
they kept a joint diary From this journal, with the 
addition of some letters mitten home to Peacock, 
Mary compiled a little account of this journey and 
their later visit to the Continent, which was subse- 
quently published in 1817, "'''ith the title History of a 
Six Weeks’ Tour though a Tart of Trance, Switzerland, 
Germany, and Holland Shelley on his amval m 
London was peimiless, and not havmg the where- 
withal even to pay for his passage and meet other 
smaller charges, he drove at once to his bank, to find 
that all his funds had been dram ]\Iiss Clairmont 
stated that while abroad Shelley had mstructed his 
banker to honour Harriet’s calls foi money as far as 
his funds allowed Shelley applied to Harriet, who 
gave him a sum of twenty pounds, and who added 
“ the reproaches of an mjured wife ” ^

sipcrs had been busy and it Mns whispered that 
Godwan had sold his owai girl Mary and his wafes 
daughter Clare Clairmont to Shelley for £800 and 
£^00 rcspcctncly Tliat this w*as merely a rumour 
and that Shelley who in eloping with Mary had done 
no more than put Godivm s early anti matnmonial 
teaching into practice did not male the slander easier 
to bear Godwins philosophical calm for once w-is 
shaken and vital as Shcllc) s aid was to his CMstence 
he ^vas resolved to accept it but with a gloved hand 
Shelley did not display any resentment or bad feeling 
towards Godwin for his aloofness He still regarded 
the author of Political Justice and the father of his 
Maiy as the fountain head of wisdom and tmth 
and he did not relax in his endeavours to serve 
him 

Shelleys diaiy diinng these days shows that he 
was again reading with many other books Political 
Justice and that visits were frequentl}' paid to Harriet 
and received from Hogg Hookliam and almost daily 
from Peacock Shelley spent much of his time m 
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endeavoinmg to raise money for his own needs as well 
as for those of Godwin But he found that money was 
very scarce, and he could not obtain any As October 
dragged on, Shelley was again in dangei of arrest 
at the instance of his creditors, and he had to leave 
his lodgings and go into hiding for fear of the bailiffs 
Mary could only meet him furtively at odd places, 
such as Staple Inn or Bartlett’s Buildings, a quiet 
cul de sac at the end of Skinner Stieet, off Snow Hill, 
or at St Paul’s Cathedral They had been obliged to 
change their rooms more than once One day, when 
they were living in the squalor of a St Pan eras lodging- 
house, the people demanded then* mone3% and, on being 
disappointed, refused to send up the dinner to the 
hungry young people Events now shaped them- 
selves so as to contribute thoroughly to Shelley’s and 
Mary’s misery They had to endure dire poverty and 
dismal accounts of affairs at Skinner Street Godwin, 
moreover, was irreconcilable, iMrs Godwin slanderous, 
and Clare often moody, sullen, and in the way Har- 
iiet, so Shelley believed, was plotting with Hookliam, 
from whom he had hopes of help in the way of bail 
from his creditors These trials served, if anything, 
to draw Shelley and Mary together, and, as they could 
not always meet, they wrote to one another love- 
letters full of faith for the future Mary, lonely, paid 
frequent visits to the tomb of her mother, Mary 
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WoUstonecrrft at St Pancras Churchyard and one 
day she went there to read her fathers Cssay on 
Sepulchres On Sundays ShelJey, safe from his pur 
suers was able to return home to his and Mary s de 
light November 6 was one of these happy occasions 
and Mary wote in the diary ' Talk, to Shelley He 
wites a heap of letters Read part of St Leon Talk 
to him all the evening this is a day devoted to Love 
in idleness Go to sleep early m the evening Shelley 
goes a\vay a little before lo 
On December 6 Shelley heard that Harriet had 
given birth to a son This intelligence was conveyed 
to him m a letter from Hookham and also in one 
from Harriet herself telling him that the child had 
been born a week Mary noted m the diary on this 
date with a touch of resentment Shelley wites a 
number of circular letters of this event which ought 
to be ushered in with ringing of bells &c for it is the 
son of hfs wife and she speaks of Harriets letter 
which was witten as from a deserted wife On the 
followmg day Shelley called on Harriet who said 
Mary treats him with insultino selfishness 
Harriet told her Irish correspondent Miss Nugent 
on December ii that she had been confined a fort 
night on Wednesday — ^that is to say on November 30 
He IS an eight months child and very like hxs un 
fortunate fathei who is more depraved than ever 
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He IS a very fine cliild for the time I have seen his 
father he came to see me as soon as he laiew of the 
event but as to his tenderness to me none remains 
He said he was glad it was a boy, because he would 
make money cheaper. You see how that noble soul 
IS debased Money now, not philosophy, is the grand 
spring of his actions Indeed, the pure and enlightened 
philosophy he once delighted in has flown He is no 
longer that pure and good being he once was, nor can 
he ever retrieve himself " 

Shelley was, in legal phraseology, tenant m tail 
male m remamder expectant on the deaths of his 
grandfather and father He had m 1814, on the occa- 
sion of the transaction with the Messrs Nash, levied a 
fine without the concurrence of his grandfather or 
father Such fine created what is termed a base fee, 
^ e an estate which would contmue so long as he had 
issue male Shelley certainly was anxious to procure 
money, and much of his time, since his return from the 
Continent, had been occupied with lawyers and money- 
lenders , he wanted money for Godwm, and to relieve 
his own necessities, which were so pressmg that he 
had been living for many weeks in daily expectation 
of arrest for debt He had applied through his soli- 
citor to Mr Shelley for an mcrease in his allowance, 
and Ml Whitton replied, on December 10, that “ Mr. 
P B Shelley is well aware that his father has not the 
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means > of miking to him i greater llJo^\’ance 
than he now docs Shelley wis In wml of i sum of 
£2000 of which he intended to dev otc /1200 to Godw m 
and the rest he required for his own debts \Miit(on 
discussed the question of effecting 1 re settlement of 
the cstites with Mr Tim Shelley or of obtaining for 
him in fee the estate under the wall of John Shclicj 
the brother of Sir Bysshe Neither of these siiggcs 
tions could be put into practice without the concur 
rence of Sir Bysshe to whom it w*is inadvisable to 
v\Titc as he wns now very old ailing and indeed 
ncanng his end Mr Shelley whose object wns to 
put a check on his son s transactions learnt some daj s 
later tliat Bysshe had ananged for the sale of a fiosi 
obit of £10 000 for a sum of £3000 
Sir B>5‘5hc died on January 5 1815 and on the 
following day ^VhlttonwTote to inform Amory Shcllc} s 
then solicitor of this event and begged him to prevent 
the young gentleman going to his father s at present 
his presence will as I understand be most 
painful to JIrs S Slicllcj went off to Sussex on 
learning of his grandfather s death /fc was accom 
panied by Clare Clairmont perhaps Rfarj would 
have taken her place had she been well enough On 
presenting himself at Field Place Bysshe v\as refused 
admittance by his father — now Sir Timothy Shelley 
\Vhereupon the poet seated himself on the doorstep 
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and read Comus out of Mar37’s cop}- of Milton Pre- 
sently Dr Blocksome came out of the house and told 
Bysshe that his father was very angry with him 
He looked at the book in Bysshe’s hands, and ob- 
served Mary’s name m it Bysshe learnt, perhaps 
from the doctor, that the will had been opened, and 
that he was referred to Whitton 

Su: Bysshe was buried on Tuesday, January i8, in 
the family vault at Horsham, and, as the notice 
contributed by Whitton ^ to a Sussex newspaper 
says “ The corpse was followed b}^ the present Sir 
Timothy Shelley, Bart , who hath succeeded to the 
family estates of the Shelleys and Mitchells [s?c], and 
by John Shelley Sidney of Penshurst Place, Kent, 
Esqre , the deceased [’s] eldest son by his Second 
Marriage, and by Ma]or Shelley, the third Son, and a 
numerous and respectable Tenantrj^ ” His grandson 
Bysshe does not appear to have attended the funeral, 
as he returned to London on January 13 , ^ there 
IS, however, no entry printed from Mary’s diary be- 
tween that date and January 24 Bysshe had some 
years previously told Miss Hitchener that he had no

Sir Bysshe s residuary personal estate was sworn 
under 1^175 000 His daughter Mrs Aickin who by 
her marriage with Captam Aickm is said to have dis 
pleased Sir Bysshe only received an annuity of £52 
los and a legacy of j[ioo Mr John Shelley Sidney 
howevei sympathising with his half sister in her 
disappointment arranged to pay her a yearly sum 
of £100 

Sir Bysshe by his Will dated 28 Nov 1805 {after 
reciting the Settlement of 20 August 1791) devised 
his real Estates to Trustees (Du Cane and \Vm Whit 
ton) Upon tnist to settle the same to the use of Timothy 
for life without poiver to commit waste with remainder 
To the use of Percy Bysshe Shelley for life with re 
mainder To the use of the first and every other son 
of Percy Bysshe Shelley m tail mile And in default 
of such mile issue To the u e of the second son of 
Timothy (who was John) for life with remainder To 
the use of the first ind every son of John m tail male 
And he afso bequeathed one fiaff of his Residuary 
personal Estate to his trustees upon tmst to convert the 
same into money and to invest the proceeds in the pur 
chase of Freehold or copyhold land in England and to 
settle the same To the uses declared by his Will of his

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real Estates thereby devised — He directed that in the 
Settlement to be made as aforesaid there should be 
contained clauses for bairing the Entail on the Estates 
comprised in the Settlement of 20 August 1791, and 
for resettling the same Estates To tlie uses declared 
by his own Will and that in case any person being 
Tenant for life or m tail in such Estates should refuse 
or neglect for one yeai to concur m barring the Entail, 
then the uses directed to be limited in the Estates 
devised by his Will to such person, should cease and 
become void and that such Estates should go to tlie 
next peison in succession under the Will — He also 
dnected that in the Settlement to be made there should 
be contamed provisoes for the person in possession 
to take the name and bear the Arms of Shelley and in 
default to forfeit his mterest And he declared that his 
Tiustees were not to lay out the residue of his Estate 
in the purchase of lands unless Consols were at 70 — 
He directed his lemains to be decently buried either 
at Penshurst or Horsham, that was to sa3^, at such of 
those places as he should be nearest unto at tlie time 
of his death 

By a fifth Codicil to his Will dated 29 October 
1811,^ Sir Bysshe, after reciting the Settlement of 
30 April 1782, in effect directed that all persons who 

iSi I, the ycT-r of Shellej’s expulsion from Osford, his marrnge to 
Hmriet, and his quarrel with his father 
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should become entitled to an Estate for life or m tail 
in the Estates comprised in the Settlement of 1782 
«ihould resettle such Estates or in default should for 
felt all benefit under his Will 

Similar conditions had been imposed by previous 
^vllls of the Shelleys so that Sir Bysshe \ns folloiving 
a precedent in his family 

The Settlement of 1782 comprised the Michel! 
Estates in Sussex which formerly belonged to Mary 
Catherine Michell (the first wfe of Sir Bysshe) whilst the 
Settlement of 1791 comprised the Estates devised by the 
Will of Edward Shelley of Field Place who died 1747-8 
and resettled by Sir Bysshe and Timothy m 1791 
But at the dates of the Will and Codicils of Su* Bysshe 
there were other Estates m Sussex of the annual value 
of ;^8oo to which under the Will of John Shelley of 
Field Place who died in 1790 his brother Sir Bysshe 
was entitled for life with remainder to the latter s 
son Timothy for life with remainder to Percj Bysshe 
m tail male Apparently by some oversight Sir Bysshe 
did not by his Will or any Codicil make any provision 
for the resettling of this property 

On January 20 Shelly received a copy of Sir Bysshe s 
will and codicils from Whitton who stated that Sir 
Timothy was ready to concur in all necessary acts 
for re settlmg the estates compnsed in the Settlements 
of 1782 and 1791 accordmg to the directions in his 
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grandfathei’s will and codicils Sn Timotliy was 
anxious that Bysshe should be given time to consider 
whether he would take an mterest under his grand- 
father’s will by performing the necessary acts 

Bysshe, however, refused to comply with the con- 
ditions of his grandfathei ’s will, and by a Deed-Poll 
formally renounced all interest under such wull, and 
he agreed to sell to his father his reversionary interest 
under the will of John Shelley m consideration of his 
father paying him the sum of £7400 and covenanting to 
pay him an annuity of £1000 during their joint lives ^ 
When this arrangement was complete, Shelley at 
once sent Harriet a sum of £200 wherewith to liquidate 
her debts, and gave instructions for his father’s banker 
to pay her m quarterly instalments a sum of £200 a 
year This amount, with a like sum which Mr West- 
brook allowed his daughter, provided Harriet with 
an income of £400 per annum 
Shelley was now m a position of comfort, and after 
the experience of many months in London lodgings 
he was able to leave town for Devonshire In June 
he was at Torquay, and a month later, while he was 
looking for a suitable house, Mary was staying at 
Clifton Mary had given birth in February to a seven- 
months’ girl, who survived only a few days The 

These transactions were carried out by three deeds, short abstracts 
of which will be found in the Appendix 
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loss of her baby and her impaired health had given 
Shelley some anxious weeks This quiet sojourn 
however restored her and by August she was settled 
with Shelley in a furnished house at Bishopgate near 
the eastern entrance of Windsor Park where they 
remained till the sprmg of i8i6 and where on January 
24 of that year their son William ivas bom 
Peacock who was living at Great Marlow frequently 
walked over to Bishopgate to see Shelley and at the 
end of August he Shelley Mary and Charles Clair 
mont made a ten dajrs excursion on the Thames from 
Windsor to Lechlade m Gloucestershire They went 
a little higher but did not get much bejond Ingles 
ham on account of the water weeds Shelley wanted 
to go on and to traverse various rivers and canals 
until they reached the Falls of the Clyde a distance 
of two thousand miles but the idea was given up 
when it was ascertained that a sum of £20 would be 
required for the pnvilege of passing the Severn Canal 
Clairmont who wrote an account of the excursion in 
a letter to his sister Clare tells us that they stayed at 
Oxftrni /rum seven rn the eventr^ till tour o dock the 
next afternoon After seeing the Bodleian Library 
and the Clarendon Press they visited he said the 
very rooms where the two noted infidels Shelley and 
Hogg (now happily excluded the society of the 
present residents) pored with the ince^isant and un 
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weaned application of the alchymist, over the certified 
and natural boundaries of human knowledge ” Clair- 
mont added “ We have all felt the good effects of 
this jaunt, but in Shelley the change is quite remark- 
able , he has now the ruddy, healthy complexion of 
the autumn upon his countenance, and he is twice 
as fat as he used to be ” 

The journal kept by Shelley and ]\Iaiy has been lost 
from May 14, 1815, for a yeai onwards It would no 
doubt have told us, what we now learn from the 
foUowmg letter, that Harriet had applied to Shelley 
for an allowance for the keep of the two children in 
addition to the sum which he had arranged to pay for 
her support He refused to comply ivith this request, 
which probably aroused his misgivings that, as Harriet 
had found her income msufhcient, the children may 
have gone on short commons He therefore told her 
that he was wiUmg — ^nay, desirous — of havmg lanthe 
with him, and that he would support and care for 
her Harriet would not consent to part with her 
little girl, excusmg herself on the ground of Shelley’s 
religious principles, nor would she agree to be a party 
in a deed of separation Shelley then declared that, 
unless she delivered up the child, he should withdraw 
his promised allowance for her maintenance At this 
stage the Westbrooks meditated takmg proceedmgs 
agamst Shelley in the courts for alimony on Harriet’s 
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account and for t separate allowance for the chil 
dren s support Shelley s suggestion that his father 
should help to support the children apparently met 
with a refusal

Dear Sir Timothy — I yesterday had a visit from 
Mr Desse and Mr Westbrook who stated much of 
their treaty for a Settlement by Mr P B Shelley for 
the maintenance of his children m addition to tint 
made for his wife without effect and that Mr Shelley 
requested that his daughter should be delivered to 
him which the mother had refused to do that they 
meditated proceedings in the Ecclesnstical Court for 
Alimony for the wife and in the Court of Chancery 
for maintenance for the children in which proceedings 
the religious principles of Mr Shelley would be stated 
as the ground or reason for refusing to give him the 
care of the children and under such circumstances 
the visit to me was to enquire whether to prevent t 
pubhek statement of the situation of ^fr Shelley you 
would take on yourself the support that is to allow 
for the support of one of the cfiifdren if ^fr If' est brook 
proMded for the other and if Mrs Shelley should be 
content with the £200 a year I told them that I 
would mention the subTect to you but I felt confident 
you would not interfere with Mr Shelley farther than 
you had done in respect to any allowance Indeed I 
know that the plan proposed by them would not be 
satisfactory because I have been informed by Mr 
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Longdill that as Mis Shelley’s fi lends advise hci not 
to enter into any deed of separation and not to give 
him the care of his daughter, it is his intention to with- 
draw the allowance of £200 a year w'hich w^e had 
agreed to make for Mrs Shelley, so that confusion will 
soon follow m their affaiis and I fcMi that if you allow 
youiself to be mingled m the strife and to take the 
conduct that is suggested you will undergo continual 
anxiety and pain It is not the money but the Com- 
pany m which you ma}^ be jilaced, and more, much 
moie, may be expected from >011 should }0u do .is 
is requested than w'ould be ple.isanl to ^'■oui feelings, 
and Mr P B Shelley w'ould considei you looking to 
his peisecutors rather than to him, a situation that 
it IS most desirable for you to avoid lest a great change 
should take place in his conduct and principles and 
he should be in a situation to leceive youi protection 
You Imow what reply I am to give 

It was mentioned to me yesterday that Mr P B 
Shelley was exhibiting himself on the Windsor Stage 
in the Character of Shakespeai e’s plays undei the 
figured name of Cooks I believe that fact is so, and 
I know of no way conectmg such a purpose and bring- 
ing himself and his conduct m life and principles 
before the pubhek than measuies of communication 
with the prmcipal of the Company, w^hose name, I 
believe, is Penley, and w^hom I know'’ a little of from 
his visiting Cambeiw'ell parish annually w'lth his com- 
pany Can I do anything for you about this ^ — I

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If Whitton IS correct in his statement th-it Shelley 
had acted iti Shakespeare s plays at the Windsor 
Theatre it is strange that both Peacock and Hogg 
who were much in his company at this time have 
forborne to mention it Had they heard of such an 
mterestmg episode m their friend s life it is unlikely 
that they would ha\e forgotten to desenbe him as 
an actor Whitton on the other hind was not the 
sort of man to retail idle gossip and it is possible that 
Shelley may have kept the matter to himself Whit 
ton who at that date and for some years previously 
had resided at Camberwell on a small estate which 
he had purchased in 1812 from the well known Dr 
Lettsom speaks with some knowledge of Pcnlcy and 
he was uo doubt sure of his facts ' 

In his diary under the date of December I Wlutton 
stated that he had had some conv ersation ivith Shelley s 
solicitor Mr LongdiU m regard to his dient s appear 
ance on the stage as well as on the communication 
made to him by Mr Westbrook and his solicitor Mr 
Desse Whitton used his best endeavours to avert 
the meditated proceedings in the courts and he sug 
gested that the children should be placed in the care

spirited P oprietor Mr Penley of Druiy Lane notonei/ generally 
pre ented an attractive bill of fere And residents of to diy speak in forms

then support “ Tins subject,” he sJiid, “ caused a 
general consideration of Mi Shelley's situation, m 
particular his connection with the Iheatrc at Windsor, 
and ]\Ir Longdill uiged that he might h.ive communi- 
cation with Sir Timothy ” l\ri ^^^ntton continued 
his effoits to assist at an .iniicable settlement behveen 
Shelley and Harriet, and on Febiuar\' 15, 1816, he 
mfoimed Sir Timotli}^ that he h.id been negotiating 
to prevent hostilities between Mr Desse and Mr 
Longdill 

In 1815-16 the Trustees of the Will of Sir Bysshe 
(Peter Du Cane and William Whitton) filed a Bill in 
Chancery to have the Will and Codicils established 
and the trusts thereof earned into execution, and for 
an injunction to restrain Sir Timothy fiom cutting 
timber on the Estates comprised m the Settlements 
of 1782 and 1791, which timbei was stated to be of 
the value of some thousands of pounds (Shelley in 
his letter to Godvon, dated ]\Iay 3, 1816, said the 
timber was worth £60,000 ) The defendants were Sir 
Timothy Shelley, Percy Bysshe Shelley, Charles B3^sshe 
Shelley (the infant son of Percy Bj^sshe), and others 

It would appear that m tliose days it was necessary 
for an infant to attend personally in court foi the pur- 
pose of having a guardian assigned to him to defend 
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the suit and file an answer There seems to have been 
considerable difficulty m getting Bysshe s infant child 
(then only sixteen months old) brought to the court 
for on March 2 1816 Whitton ivrote to Desse I 
have not stated to jou I have obtained the attachment 
and the Order for the Messenger to take the infant 
into Court and jou \vill feel that it is my duty to en 
force this Order unless ^t^s Shelley wll make it un 
necessary by bnngmg the child into Court without 
further trouble Possibly Harriet was apprehensive 
that Shelley might kidnap the child 

The Order for attachment was as follows 

March 2 1816 — Upon Motion this day made unto 
this Court by Mr Bbekbum of Counsel for the Plain 
tiffs It was alleged that an Attachment hath issued 
against the defendant Charles Bysshe Shelley who is 
an infant for want of his Answer to the Plaintiffs 
Bill It IS ordered that the Messenger attending this 
Court do apprehend the said defendant the infant and 
bring him to the Bar of this Court to have a guardiin 
assigned him by whom he may answer the Plaintiffs 
Bill and defend this suit 

From a letter written by Whitton on March 12th to 
Teasdale (Nash s solicitor) it appears that the suit in 
question was not a hostile one The real object of it 
app^rs to have been to get a decision as to whether 
Timothy could cut timber on the estates compnsed 
in the settlements of 1782 and 1791 and whether 
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Timothy could concur with his son m makmg any 
disposition of such estates without incurring a for- 
feiture of the life estate given to him -(Timothy) by 
Sir Bysshe’s will 

The case was argued before Lord Eldon, the Lord 
Chancellor, and Whitton wrote, on April 23, 1816, 
to inform Sir Timothy that the Lord Chancellor had 
given his judgment, which was nearly m the terms 
which was anticipated would be the result — ^that the 
Chancellor was most clearly of opinion that neither 
Bysshe nor his issue could take any interest under the 
will of Sir Bysshe, and that they were not entitled 
to prevent Sir Timothy from cuttmg the timber, or in 
any manner mterested m the timber when cut But 
as Sir Timothy’s other son, John, might ultimately 
become tenant in tail m remainder on Sir Timothy’s 
life, the money derived from the wood was to be 
invested Sir Timothy, however, w^as to receive the 
interest The Chancellor also held that Sir Timothy 
must retain his life estate, and do no act to prevent a 
re-settlement according to the will ‘ ' Thus all arrange- 
ment with Mr P B Shelley,” said Whitton, “is made 
impracticable, and he is as I understand greatly dis- 
appointed at that part of the decision, for he has some 
very pressing occasions for money He was in Court ” 

Shelley’s mental development advanced under the 
genial sympathy of Mary's influence , she said that 
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lie enjojed sc\enl months of compintuc health 
and tranquil happiness His compantivc freedom 
from monej iiomcs luid enabled him to give his atten 
tion once more to poetry and inspired b> tlie scenery 
of Windsor Forest he had WTittcn probably bj tlic 
end of 1S15 his poem Atasior and the other pieces 
contained m the volume published under tint title 
Of this volume he printed at his ovvn expense 
copies and he sent a copy to John Mnmy on January 
16 1816 asking him if he vioiild publish it On 
Jlumj s declining the book Shelley made arrange 
ments for it to be issued jointly by Baldwin & Co 
and Carpenter L Son and announced to the last 
named firm in Ins letter of Fcbniaty 6th that he c\ 
pcctcd the volume would be ready for publication in 
the course of a few days 

A copy of Alastor probably found its vvay to Field 
Place for on February 27th Sir Timothy wrote to 
\Vliitton P B has published a Poem with some 
fragments somewhat m his usual style not altogether 
free from former sentiments and wints to find out 
one person on earth the Prototype of himself Sir 
Timothy vns far from being the only unapprcci 
ative reader of this httic book Its merits failed 
to attract the attention either of the reviewers or 
the public although these ments were sufficient to 
establish the author s reputation as a poet not 
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unworthy to take his place with Wordsworth and 
Coleridge 

An exception to the general neglect of Alasior is to 
be found in an article from the pen of Leigh Hunt 
that appeared in the Examine} for December i, i8i6 
Although it contained the briefest reference to tlie 
poem, and no criticism, it constituted, perhaps, m a 
few cordial lines, the first public recognition of Shelley’s 
poetical gifts Under the title of " Young Poets ” Hunt 
spoke of the woik of Shelley, John Hamilton Reynolds, 
and John Keats — “ tliree jmung WTiters, who appear 
to us to promise a consideiable addition of strength 
to the new school Of the first who came before us, 
we have, it is true, yet seen only one or Hvo specimens, 
and these were no sooner sent us than we unfortunate^ 
mislaid them , but we shall procure what he has 
published, and if the rest answer to what we have seen, 
we shall have no hesitation in announcmg him a very 
strikmg and original thinker His name is Percy 
Bysshe Shelley, and he is the author of a poetical 
work entitled Alastoi, o; the Spnit of Solitude ” More 
space was devoted to the two other poets, and speci- 
mens of their work were quoted 
In sendmg a copy of this little book to Southey, 
Shelley recalled the pleasure that he had derived from 
the conversation and the kmdness he had received 
from the Lake poet He pleaded as his excuse for 
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hiving neglected to \vntc ns he Ind promised from 
Ireland the disappointment of some yovithful 
hopes and subsequent misfortunes of n heavier 
nature 

As soon ns the Court of Chancery had decided tlic 
questions arising under Sir Bjsshc s mil Shelley made 
preparations for a second visit to the Continent He 
had spent some da>s in London lodgings at March 
mont Street and just before embarking for rrance he 
MTole on May 3rd from Dover to William Godwin 
to inform him of the state of his concerns After 
detailing certain matters concerning money he spoke 
of his motives in leaving England and adding a 
generous expression of regard for Godwin said 

Continually detained m a situation where what I 
esteem a prejudice does not permit me to live on cqu il 
terms with my fellow beings I resolved to commit 
myself to a decided step Tlicreforc I take Jlary to 
Geneva where I shall devise some plan of settlement 
and only leave her to return to London and exclusively 
devote myself to business I leave England I know 
not perhaps for ever I return alone to see no 
friend to do no oiBce of fnendsbip to engage in no 
thing that can soothe the sentiments of regret almost 
like remorse which under such circumstances every 
one feels who quits his native Iind 1 respect you 
I think well of you better perhaps than of any other 
person whom England contains you were the philo 
sopher who first awakened and who still as a philo 
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sopher to a very great degree regulates my under- 
standing It IS unfortunate for me tliat the part of 
your character which is least excellent should have 
been met by my convictions of what was right to do 
But I have been too indignant, I have been unjust to 
you — ^forgive me , burn those Icttei s which contain 
the records of my violence, and believe me that, 
however what you erroneously call fame and honoui 
separate us, I shall always feel towaids you as the 
most affectionate of friends ” 

Godwin had maintained his unfncndly attitude 
towards Shelley since Mary’s elopement, but he was 
not onl}^ nulling, but desirous, that Shelley should 
laise money for him at exorbitant rates on his ex- 
pectations Shelley’s frequent letteis to him at this 
time, which were entirely lestrictcd to the business 
of findmg money for him, were vTitten in a stiff, 
formal style such as one might adopt m mitmg to 
a stranger, but there is notlimg in them to which 
exception could be taken Godwin refused to accept 
Shelley’s plea for a reconciliation, and their corre- 
spondence continued in the same cold stiain 

Shelley and Mary took with them their little boy, 
William, and Clare Clairmont They i cached Pans 
by May 8th, and then went ovei the same route that 
they had travel sed on foot in 1814, through Troj^es 
and as far as Neufch&tel Here another road was 
taken, through Dijon, Dole, Pohgny, Champagnolles, 
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Lcs Rousses to Gcnc\n ^\Iicre thej put up it the 
Hotel (le Sdchcron At the end of Mij they mo\cd 
from the hotel to i cottngc — the Clnmpignc Clnpuis 
or Clnmpigne Afontc ARgre — some two miles from 
Genc\i on the border of the Lake nnd scpintcd from 
tlie wnter s edge bj a small garden BjTon had arru cd 
at Genean on JFaj 25th about ten dajs after Sliclley 
ha\ang left England for the last time on Apnl a^tli 
He found the attentions of the Bntisli tourists so dis 
tasteful that he soon moacd to the Villa Dioclati near 
where Shelley was h\ing Tlic two poets met for the 
first time on Jfay 27th Shelley had sent a copy of 
Queen M(ih with a letter to ByTon wlio received the 
book without the letter and expressed warm admiration 
for the opening lines of the poem 
Shelley had departed from England without m 
forming Whitton He wrote however towards the end 
of Hay to Longdill requesting him to suggest through 
Whitton that his father should increase his income by 
£500 a year Jfr Whitton wrote on May 30th to in 
form Sir Timothy of this suggestion and &iid It is 
scarcely to be believed fJiat a young man could be so 
inconsiderate Wiitton who thought Shelley s dc 
parture wathout the least intimation very wrong 
told Sir Timothy he had informed Longdill that he 
thought the proposal would justify and in all prob 
ability would induce you to say that you would not 
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mingle yourself with him m any manner, as it is most 
evident no liberality on your pai t can or wnll influence 
him to a conduct consistent witli his rank m life ” 
The two lawyers agreed that a loan of £ 2000 , which 
Sii Timothy had promised Bysshe, should stand 
over till he returned to England Shellej'’ probably 
wanted his allowance increased for the support of his 
two childien by Harriet, but he was given to under- > 
stand that he need not expect Sir Timothy would 
augment his allowance, so Shelley now vTote, through 
LongdiU, wuth regard to the promised loan, requesting 
that any deeds necessar}'’ to be executed might be sent 
to hun by a special messenger on account of the length 
of the journey He also said that his health was 
receivmg great benefit from the climate Whitton, in 
conveying this mformation to Sir Timothy, remarked 
“ I cannot learn that Mr Shelley hath or that he pro- 
poses to make any arrangement or allowance for the 
support or care of his children, and I do not think it 
desirable for you to involve yourself with securities 
for or from him, and the rather as the expenses will 
be considerable, and he may by and by think proper 
to make observations that would give pain to those 
who wished to seive him ” 

Whitton wrote to Longdill stating that Sir Timotliy 
refused to send the deeds to Switzerland for execu- 
tion, and that he declined to receive from Shelley any 
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security or to enter into any pecuniary account during 
his absence He added that Sir Timothy had expected 
his son would have made out of his present means a 
suitable provision for the support of his children and 
not have quitted the country as he hath been informed 
ivithout making any such provision * 

On August i6th Whitton again wrote to Sir Timothy 
enclosing a copy of a letter which he had received from 
Shelley The letter is not forthcoming but m sending 
the copy \Vhitton wrote regarding it The laboured 
civihty and pretence of return on account of the ;^400 
IS too apparent when you recollect the contents of my 
letter to you This amount was the half yearly in 
stahnent of Shelleys allovwmce which no doubt he 
thought might be suspended if he delayed his return 
On August 2gth Shelley Mary Clare and William 
departed from Geneva and amved at Versailles on 
September 2nd After visitmg the Palace and gardens 
they made their way without touchmg Pans to Havre 
and from thence they crossed to Portsmouth reaching 
that place on September yth Here they parted Shelley 
going to London and afterwards to klarlow on a visit 
to Peacock while Maiy Cbre William and the Swiss 
nurse Ehse went to Bath On September i6th Whitton

twenty fourth b rthday that he recCHed on that date a letter from 
Longdill reqm ing h s return to England Thi put us in very bad 
spirits 
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announced to Sir Timothy Shelley's return, saying that 
he had been in town for a few days 
On September 24, 1816, m consideration of the 
Transfer by Richard Whitton into the name of the 
poet of ;^35oo 3 per cent Consolidated Bank Annuities, 
Shelley mortgaged to Richard Whitton his revei- 
sionary mteiests m the estates comprised in the 
Settlements of 1782 and 1791 Richard Whitton was 
a son of William Whitton, and his name was inserted 
m such mortgage as Trustee for Sir Timothy, to whom 
the sum of stock m fact belonged The Transfer of 
this stock appears to have been substituted for the 
suggested loan of £2000 Shelle}^ at this date (Sep 
24) was much pressed for money, and it would seem 
that \Adiitton advanced him £1700 pending tlie sale 
of the stock In grantmg the loan, Sir Timothy made 
an indispensable condition that Shelley should pay aU 
his debts This arrangement therefore rendered it 
impossible for him to supply Godwin \vith a sum of 
£300 which he had promised him, but he sent, as he 
said, “ withm a few pounds, the wrecks of my late 
negotiation with my father ” ^ 

On the same day (Sep 24) Shelley made a i\t11 whereby 
he bequeathed to his trustees. Lord Byron and Thomas 
Love Peacock, a sum of ;;^6ooo upon trust that they 
should, durmg the life of his wife, Harriet Shelley, pay

£2000 and a similar sum to Lord Byron To T L 
Peacock he gave £500 and to his trustees he be 
queathed £2000 upon trust to invest the same in the 
purchase of an annuity for the life of the said 
T L Peacock and the life of such other person 
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as he should name (if he should be pleased to 
name one), upon trust for the exclusive benefit 
of the said Thomas Love Peacock in the like 
manner before directed as to the before-mentioned 
annuity and for his appomtees after his death The 
lesidue of his real and personal estate he devised 
and bequeathed unto Mary Wollstonecraft Godwin, of 
Skmner Street m the City of London, spmster He 
declared that the provision made for his said mfe 
Harriet Shelley should be accepted by her m lieu and 
satisfaction of all dower which she might be entitled 
to out of his real estate He also declared that the 
legacies therem before given should not be paid until 
the said Mary W Godwin should be in possession of 
his real estate devised to her, and not for four years 
thereafter, if durmg such period of four years she 
should duly pay mterest on the said legacies at the 
rate of 4 per cent per annum And he appomted 
Lord B5n:on and Peacock his executors 
After Harriet's death, Shelley, on February 18, 1817, 
executed another will The sums bequeathed in trust 
to his executors Byron and Peacock for his children 
Charles Bysshe and lanthe were mcreased to £6000 
each, and a similar sum was bequeathed m trust for 
.the benefit of his son William ^ The residue of his 
estate was left to his wife The othei bequests, m- 
cludmg the bequests of the two sums of £6000 m favour 
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of Miss Clairmont are the same as in the first will 
It has been suggested m some quarters that the 
second sum of £6000 to Miss Clairmont was left to her 

by arr error in drawing up the document but 
there does not seem to be the slightest foundation for 
this suggestion 

Havmg executed his first will Shelley rejomed Mary at 
Bath but shortly after his return he and Mary received 
a crushing blow by the death of Fanny Godwin under 
distressing circumstances After Mary 5 departure 
with Shelley from the Godwm household Fanny s life 
had become unendurable owing to Mrs Godwin s un 
governable temper and malicious tongue Godwin 
who loved the girl as if she had been his own daughter 
was so incessantly occupied with his literary work that 
he was probably not able to spare her much of his 
time she was consequently at Mrs Godwins mercy as 
Clare was seldom at home Early m October Fanny had 
suddenly left home and had travelled through Bath 
and Bristol to Sivansea ostensibly with the intention 
of visiting an aunt in Ireland She did not stop at 
Bath to see the Sheh^s hut she wrote to Mary irom 
Bristol a letter full of such ommous hmts that Shelley 
in alarm immediately set out for that town He re 
turned however to Bath without obtaining any tidmgs 
of her and agam went to Bristol on October lOth but 
it was not until two days later that he brought Mary 
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the news of her unhappy sister’s death On Fanny’s 
arrival at the Mackwoith Aims Inn, Swansea, on the 
night of October 9th, she had retired to rest, and she was 
found the next morning lying dead with a laudanum 
bottle beside her Shelley’s grief at Fanny's death was 
deep and lasting He 1 emaincd at Bath until December 
6th, when he came up to towoi on a visit to Leigh Hunt 
at Hampstead Aftei spending a few enjoyable days 
with his newly -made fiiend, he went to sec Peacock at 
Mallow, wheie he succeeded m finding a house in which 
some weeks later he settled 
On December 14th, Shelley went back to Bath , he 
had barely recoveied from the shock of Fanny’s death, 
and on the day after his return he leceived the follo\vmg 
letter from Hookham, conveying the news that Haniet 
was dead

My dear Sir, — It is nearly a month since I had 
the pleasure of receiving a letter fiom you, and you 
have no doubt felt surprised that I did not leply to it 
sooner It was my intention to do so, but on enquiry I 
found the utmost difficulty m obtaining the mformation 
you desire relative to Mis Shelley and youi children

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While I was yet endeavouring to discover Mrs 
Shelley s address information was brought to me that 
she was dead — that she had destroyed herself You 
%vill believe that I did not credit the report I called 
at the house of a friend of Mr Westbrook my doubt 
led to conviction I %vas mformed she was taken from 
the Serpentine river on Tuesday last ^ Little or 
no information was lai<^ before the jury which sat on 
the body She was called Harriet Smith and the 
verdict was found drowned

This shockmg communication must stand smgle and 
alone in the letter which I now address you I have 
no mclmation to fill it with subjects comparatively

There is apparently nothing to show that Shelley had 
seen Harriet since his return to England but he was m 
touch with her during his absence abroad if not per 
sonally through his solicitor and through Peacock who 
had attempted to arrange her affairs Shelley had 
moreover made a provision for her in his will As 
Hookham s letter shows early in No\ ember Shelley 
had written to him asking for information of Hamet

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and the children Hookham, howevei, had failed to 
obtain any tidings of her, as she apparently had left 
her father’s house, and about the 9th of September, 
that IS, two days after Shelle3ds return from the Con- 
tinent, she had taken lodgings at 7 Eliziabeth Stieet, 
Hans Place, Chelsea On Novembci 9th she left the 
lodgmgs nevei to leturn, and on December lotli her 
body was taken out of the Serpentine 
The veil that for so maity yeais obscured the last 
days of Haiiiet Shelley has been paitially lifted by the 
lecent discoveiy, through the diligence of IMr Charles 
Withall, of the official papers relating to the coroner's 
mquest on her body ^ The mquest was held by John 
Henry Cell, the Coroner, at the house of Thomas 
Phillips, loiown by the sign of the Fox, Knightsbndge, 
on Wednesday, December ii, 1816, Harriet Shelley’s 
name bemg given as that of Harriet Smith This inn, 
which seems to have been called the Fox and Bull, for- 
merly stood west of what is now knovoi as Albert Gate, 
and was for many years the receivmg house of the Royal 
Humane Society There was an old wooden gate at the 
back, opening into Hyde Park, and it was through 
this gate that the bodies of persons drowned m the 
Serpentme were conveyed It was said that Harriet 
was known to the landlord’s daughter. Miss Mary Ann 
Phillips, and for that reason her remams were treated

About September pth Hamct accompanied by a 
Mr Alder had taken the second floor in the house of 
Mrs Jane Thomas a widow at 7 Elizabeth Street 
Hans Place Chelsea Hamet stated that she wns 
marned and that her husband was abroad She en 
gaged the rooms from montli to month and liad been 
with liirs Thomas about nine weeks on November 9th 
and on the Thursday precedmg that date she paid her 
month s rent Mrs Thomas stated that Hamet ap 
peared to be encemte and that while she lived with 
her she was very gloomy Mary Jones Mrs Thomas s 
servant spoke of Harriet s continual lowness of spirits 
that she said very little and chiefly spent her time m 
bed that she saw nothing but what ivas proper in her 
conduct That on Saturday Novemberpth after having 
breakfasted Hamet told Mary Jones that she wshed 
to dine early consequently the meal was prepared for 
her by about four o clock that she was not however 
occupied avith it more than ten minutes The maid 
observed that on going into her room at five o clock 
Hamet was not there She had gone out without taking 
leave of anyone and was not seen again

was he who had accompanied her when she took the 
apaitments at Elizabeth Street He appears to have 
been in her confidence, for he knew she was about 
twenty-one years of age, had been married about five 
years, and was living apart from her husband Alder 
also stated, as he was informed, that Harriet had been 
missing from her house upwards of a month , that 
at the request of her parents, after she had been absent 
about a week, he dragged the Serpentine and all the 
other ponds near thereto vuthoiit any result Alder, 
like other ivitnesses, noticed that Harriet had for some 
time laboured under lovmess of spirits, which, he said,

On hearing that a body had been found, Alder went

As there were no marks of xiolcncc on the bodj and 
there was an absence of c\idence liow or bj what 
means the deceased met hc-r dcatli a \crdict was re- 
turned of round dead in the Serpentine River 
Tlic Times of December ra i8i6 t)ic da> after the 
inquest contains the followang 

On Tuesday [December loth] a respectable female 
far advanced m pregnancy was taken out of the 
Serpentine River and brought home to her residence 
in Queen Street Brompton havint, been missed for 
nearly si\ weeks She had a viluablc ring on her 
finger A want of lionour m her ouai conduct is sup 
posed to have led to this fatal catastrophe her luisband 
being abroad 

The reference to Harriets condition in this state 
ment is not borne out by the evidence given at the 
inquest the onl^ allusion being that of her landlady 
whose words were She appeared m the family 
way From Alders evidence it is clear that the 
family were acquainted with Harriets whereabouts 
after she had left Chapel Street but it does not appear 
whether she had kept them informed of her address 
or how they became aware of it Harriet was evi 
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dently knowTi by the name of Smith at her lodgings, 
as she was so described at the inquest If the West- 
biooks knew of her de<ith befoie the inquest, they 
refrained from disclosing her leal name, apparently 
in order to conceal her identity Harriet’s death 
could hardly have taken place immediate^ after she 
left her lodgings, otherwise her body would scarcely 
have been recognisable, after being m the water for 
a month \Vhere was she living in the meantime ? 

In an unpublished passage contained m a letter 
written by Shelley to Mary after the inquest, he said 
that Harriet had been driven from her father’s house 
by the persecution of her sister, who vushed to secure 
Mr Westbrook’s fortune for herself, and that Harriet, 
havmg lived witli a groom of the name of Smith, had 
been deserted by him ^ If Shelley believed that 
Harriet had been living with anotlier man, it is more 
than probable that he concluded that the man’s name 
was Smith 

Perhaps the explanation of her adopting the name 
of Smitli may be gatheied from tlie following entries

conceivable, if the relations between Harriet and Smith 
had been such as Shelley believed, that she should 
have gone to live practically next door to her father’s 
house Benjamin Smith, moreover, was thirty-three 
years Harriet’s senior, and she was not destitute 
Harriet Shelley’s place of burial has not hitherto 
been revealed Mr Whitton’s successor, Mr Gregson, 
accordmg to his diary foi 1856, was unable to ascer- 
tain where she was interied, although inquiries were 
made of Hookham and Miss Clairmont The follow- 
ing reference, however (which had evidently escaped 
the notice of Mr Gregson), contained m a letter, 
dated July 8, 1823, from Mr Powell (the solicitor to 
Shelley’s executors) to Mr Whitton, “ Mrs Shelley 
was buried, I understand, at Paddington,” led to a 
search bemg made there recently in the name of 
Harriet Smith The place of burial of a peison livmg 
at Hans Place would have been at St Luke’s, Chelsea, 
and at Mount Street, in the parish of St George, 
Hanover Square, m the burial-ground at the back of 
Mount Street It was not unusual for persons to be 
buried outside their parishes, and perhaps the West- 
brooks may have wished that Hai net’s funeral should 
not take place m the burial-ground so near to their 
house. 
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On making inquiries at Paddington Mr Charles 
WithaU was informed that when it ivas proposed to 
convert the churchyard mto a recreation ground the 
local authorities had a plan made showing the position 
of the various graves and they kept a record of such 
inscriptions as were deciphenble on the tombstones 
In this record there is no entry of Harnett Smith 
but there is an entry of a flat stone bearing the 
name Harriett the remamder of the inscription 
being entirely obliterated The position of this grave 
is m the north portion of the churchyard on the cast 
side and second from the grave m a northerly direc 
tion of a person of the name of Holloivay whose 
gravestone is still visible On convertmg the church 
jard the representatives of Holloway claimed to 
retain the stone of his grave »« sifti the unclaimed 
tombstones (and Harriets was one of these) uere 
buried three feet below their origmal positions The 
register of graves belonging to the church is missmg 
The idea of suicide with Harriet must ha\e been an 
obsession she had contemplated it smee her school 
dajs as a solution to her troubles and later she seems 
to have discussed jt as a means of escape from the 
wearmess of life In a letter from Shelley to Miss 
Kitchener written m October i8ii when referring to 
the causes that led to his marriage wth Harriet he 
said Suicide was wth her a favourite theme 
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Hogg also especially noticed how her mind conlimially 
ran on self-destruction It is not surprising, then, m 
the circumstances m which she found herself during 
the early days of December i8i6, that she should 
have taken her life The Serpentine would have been 
familiar to her owmg to its proximity to her lodgmgs 
at Chelsea 

Shelley went to London on the same day that the 
news of Hairiet’s death reached him, to claim his chil- 
dren, who were m the keeping of the V^^estbrooks He 
wrote to Mary on the following day, saying that he 
had " spent a day of somewhat agonizing sensations, 
such as the contemplation of vice and folly and hard- 
heartedness, exceeding all conception, must produce 
Leigh Hunt has been with me all day, and his delicate 
attentions to me, his kind speeches of you, have sus- 
tained me against the weight of the horror of this 
event It is through you that I can entertain 
without despair the recollections of the horrors of 
unutterable villany that led to this dark, dreadful 
death ” Shelley’s allusion to hard-heartedness was 
evidently directed to Eliza Westbrook 

Leigh Hunt, who should have been in a position to 
speak of the effect of Harriet’s death on Shelley, said 
that “ it was a heavy blow to him, and he never for- 
got it For a time, it tore his being to pieces nor 
IS there any doubt that, however deeply he was accus- 
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tomed to reason on the nature and causes of evil 
and on the steps necessary to be taken for opposing 
it he was not ivithout remorse for having no better 
exercised his judgment with regard to the degree of 
intellect he had allied himself with and for having 
given nse to a premature independence of conduct 
in one unequal to the task In other words Shelley 
admitted that m having married Harriet he had made 
a gra\e mistake and a mistake moreover which 
proved to be the source of tragedy and endless mis 
fortune 

Shelley did not regard himself as responsible for his 
wfe s tragic end In writing to Southey some years 
later who had called him to account for this tragedy 
he said I take God to witness if such a Being i® 
now regarding both you and me and I pledge myself 
if we meet as perhaps you expect before Him after 
death to repeat the same in His presence — that you 
accuse me wrongfully I am innocent of ill either 
done or mtended the consequences you allude to 
flowed in no respect from me If you were my friend 
I could tell you a history that would make you open 
your eyes but I shall certainly never make the public 
my familiar confidant ' Shelley had made for Harriet 
a provision which with the allow ance from her father 
amounted to £400 per annum Even if she had not

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lived with her two children at Mr Westbrook's house, 
this sum should have been adequate Shelley was 
told by Godwm m Januaiy 1817 that he had evidence 
of Harriet’s unfaithfulness to him four months before 
he eloped with Mary Godwm, but one ought not to 
place much reliance on Godwin’s testimony, as he 
was an interested witness Harriet had her advocates 
m Peacock, Hookham, and Thornton Hunt All be- 
lieved that she was not unfaitliful to Shelley before 
he eloped with ]\Iary God\wn, and they have as much 
nght to be heard as Godwm ^ In later years many 
have pleaded Harriet’s cause, but none with such 
simple eloquence as Mr William Watson m his 
couplets 

“ A star looked down from heaven and lo\ ed a flower 
Grown in earth’s gaiden — loied it for an hour 
Let eyes which trace his orbit in the spheres 
Refuse not, to a ruined rosebud, tears ”

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that his daughter Mary should marry Shelley, now 
that he was free, and he wished that the ceremony 
should take place without delay Mary acquiesced, 
realising that until she was married she could not 
hope for, what she earnestly desired, a reconciliation 
with her father Clare Clairmont stated that the 
question whether the marriage of Shelley should take 
place at once or be delayed was put before Sir Lumley 
Skefhngton, to whom, without mentioning any names, 
the circumstances were explained Sir Lumley, who 
advised them to mairy at once, had enjoyed, at one 
time, notoriety as a leader of fashion, but his advice 
was sought, perhaps, because he was both a man of 
the world and a man of honour 
The marriage, therefore, was hurried on, and it took 
place on December 30th by licence ^ at St Mildred’s 
Church, Bread Street, a London street which is also^ 
identified with England’s other great republican poet, 
Milton, who was bom there m 1608 The morning 
of the day before the ceremony was spent by Shelley 
and Mary at the Hunts’, and the evening was passed 
by them, ' not unpleasantly,” at Skmner Street with 
the Godwins The Godwins’ hospitality to the bridal 
pair included breakfast before they started for the 
church, also dinner and supper after their leturn 
Godwin was undoubtedly gratified by the marriage,

After the ceremony Shelley wrote to Clare who wns 
at Bath saying that he should return to that place 
with Mary on Januaiy i 1817 He told her tliat The 
Ceremony so magical w^s undergone this morning at 
St MUdeed s chweeh. ux the City Mes G G v-wc 
both present and appeared to feel no little satisfac 
tion Indeed Godwin throughout Ins shown the most 
polished and courteous attentions to me and Mary 
He seems to think no kindness too great in compensa 
tion for what has passed I confess I am not entirely 
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deceived by this, though I cannot make my vanity 
wholly insensible to certain attentions paid m a manner 
studiously flattermg Mrs G presents herself to me 
in her real attributes of affectation, prejudice, and 
heartless pride Towards her, I confess I never feel 
an emotion of anything but antipathy Her sweet 
daughter [that is, Clare] is very dear to me ” 

Shelley had now made repeated demands to the 
Westbrooks for his children, without avail The 
result of these applications was that the Westbrooks 
at once took steps to make the children wards of 
Court As a prelimmary step, on January 2, 1817, 
John Westbrook executed a settlement of £2000 four 
per cent annuities m favour of Harriet’s children, 
Eliza lanthe and Charles Bysshe The parties to the 
settlement were John Westbrook of the first part, 
the infant children of the second part, and Elizabeth 
Westbrook and John Higham of Grosvenor Street of 
the third part 

On January loth the infants, by John Westbrook 
(their next friend), filed a Bill in Chancery against 
Elizabeth Westbrook and John Higham (the trustees 
of the settlement), Percy Bysshe Shelley (their father). 
Sir Timothy Shelley (their • paternal grandfather), 
and John Westbrook (their maternal grandfather), 
praying that the Court might appoint John West- 
brook and Eliza Westbrook, or some other proper

persons to act as their guardians and that their father 
might be restrained from taking possession of their 
persons ^ 

Mr \Vhitton conveyed this information to Sir 
Timothy in a letter dated January 17 1817 in which 
he wrote 

I had wished to have spared you all consideration 
of the concerns of Mr P B Shelley but as Mr West 
brook hath filed a Bill agamst him to restram him 
from taking the custody of the children and that a 
guardian may be appointed to them on the ground 
of Mr P B Shelley s tenets I do not think myself 
justified in withholdmg that mformation as the sub 
ject will be heard on Tuesday morning in his Lord 
ships private room in the hope that the ground of 
the application may not be made publick To support 
this application the publication of Queen Mab and a 
prmted letter addressed to Lord Ellenborough in 
justification of Daniel Isaac Eaton who was lately 
convicted of publishing blasphemous works dendmg 
the Christian religion are produced They have also

I have endeavoured to awaken Mr 
Shelley through Mr Longdill to the perils of his present 
conduct for I understand it is intended that he 
should oppose the application of Mr Westbrook, which 
wad necessarily lead to an exposure of his unworthy 
thoughts and actions, and I know not what a Court 
of Justice may be induced to the author of so much 
unjustifiable matter as is stated throughout the pages 
of his books Wliat effect remonstrances or rather 
the observations I have made will have I know not , 
but most certain am I that the Lord Chancellor ^vlll 
not allow him to have the care of or communication 
with his own children He says that it is merely from 
a feeling of resentment that this measure is taken, and 
that j\Ir Westbrook and his daughter are equally unfit 
^vlth himself to have the care of mfants from the turpi- 
tude of their own conduct I think that Miss West- 
brook IS unworthy and Mr Westbrook is unequal to 
the care whatever his will may be In these circum- 
stances a stranger must be resorted to, and I can easily 
conceive that the Lord Chancellor will look to you as 
tlie superintending protector of these little unoffending 
creatures Can you be in to\vn, or will you furnish 
me \Mth your sentiments ^ Mr Westbrook has settled 
£2000 £4 p c on the children m order to brmg tliem 
within the protection of the Court Any sum, however 
small, would have been sufficient ’’ 
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Whitton s statement covers the chief points m the 
Bill of Complaint The Bill relates however that^vhile 
Harriet ^\'as expecting the birth of her son Charles 
Shelley became acquainted with a Rfr Godivin the 
author of a work called Political Justice and ivath 
Mary his daughter and that the said Percj Bysshe 
Shelley about three years ago deserted his said wfc 
and unlaivfully cohabited with the said Mary Godwin 
and that Hamet thereupon returned \vith lanthe to 
her fathers house where she afterwards gave birth 
to Charles Bysshe and that the children had since 
contmued and were then m the custody of John West 
brook and his daughter Eliza and that since Harriet 
was deserted by her husband until a short time 
previously to the time of her death she lived with the 
said John Westbrook her father and that m the month 
of December she died It also stated that Shelley 
had lived since he deserted his wfe ^vlth the said 
Mary Godwin and is now unlawfully cohabiting with 
her and has had several illegitimate children by her 
That Sir Timothy Shelly did in the year 1815 
concur with the said Percy Bysshe Shelley in making 
a settlement of certain estates whereby the said 
Percy Bysshe Shelley became and was then entitled 
to a yearly charge or annuity of £1000 subject to the 
payment thereout of the yearly sum of £200 to Hamet 
and that Sir Timothy had contracted to make some 
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provision for the children, who, while they lived with 
Mr Westbrook, were supported partly by him and 
partly by their mother That since the death of 
Harriet, Shelley had demanded the children, and 
should they be delivered up to him he intended to 
educate them as he thought proper 

Eliza Westbrook in her first affidavit (dated Janu- 
ary 10, 1817) swore that she was well acquainted with 
the handwriting of Percy B3^sshe Shelley, having seen 
him frequently wrrite, and she identified certain speci- 
fied letters ^ as being m Shelley's handwritmg and 
addressed to her sister Harriet, his late wife ; and she 
stated that the female mentioned in the letters under 
the designation of “ Mary ” was Mary Godwm, ^vlth 
whom Shelley m the lifetime of his vafe and about the 
middle of the year 1814 took to cohabit with him, and 
had ever since contmued to cohabit, and still did co- 
habit, with him Eliza also swore that another speci- 
fied letter was m the handwriting of Shelley, and was 
addressed by him to the defendant, Eliza Westbrook, 
after the decease of her sister, the late wife of the 
defendant, Percy Bysshe Shelley, and that the person 
referred to m this letter as “ the Lady whose union 
with the said defendant this Deponent might excusably

Charles Bysshe Shelley deserted his wife and as she 
[Eliza] hath been informed and verily believes 
unla^vfuIIy cohabited \vith Mary Godwin That there 
upon the said Harriet had returned to the house of 
her father John Westbrook with Eliza lanthe where 
soon afterwards she gave birth to Charles Bysshe 
That the children continued and were at the date of 
the affidavit in the care and protection of John West 
brook That Harriet had remained at the house of 
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her father and in his piotection from the time of her 
desertion " until a short time previously to her 
death and that in the month of December last 
she died ” She also swore that while the children 
lived at their grandfather's they were partly sup- 
ported by their mothei and partly by IMr Westbrook, 
who, in order to make some provision for them, had 
transferred the sum of £2000 four per cent bank 
annuities into the names of her, the said Eliza West- 
brook, and of John Higham, upon the trusts contamed 
in the said indenture of January 2, 1817 In the 
sworn answer (dated January 8, 1817) of Eliza West- 
brook and John Higham they said that they were 
ready and willing to transfer the stock mto court 
In John Westbrook’s sworn answer he admitted that 
he had transferred the above-named sum into the 
names of Eliza Westbrook and John Higham, that he 
claimed the interest in the said bank annuities by 
virtue of the trusts of the said indenture, and denied 
any unlawful combination and confederacy with the 
complainants in the Bill of Complaint 
Shelley’s sworn answer is dated January 18, 1817 
He stated that after the birth of Eliza lanthe Shelley 
he and Harriet “ agreed, in consequence of certam 
differences between them, to live separate and apart 
from each other,” but he denied that he deserted his 
late wife ” otherwise than by separating from her as 
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aforesaid He admitted that after the separation 
Harriet returned to her fattier s house ivith Eliza 
lanthe Shelley and that Charles Bysshe Shelley was 
afterwards bom as stated in the Bill of Complamt 
that at Harriet s urgent entreaty he permitted the 
children to reside ivith her under her management 
and protection after her separation although he 
was very anxious from his affection for his children 
to have them under his care and management durmg 
his said wafe s life but that he forbore so to do in 
compliance with the wishes of his wife and on account 
of their tender age mtendmg nevertheless to have 
them under his oivn care and to provide for their edu 
cation himself as soon as they should be of a proper 
age or m case of the death of his said wife never having 
in any manner abandoned or deserted them or had 
any mtention of so doing That if the children were 
then in the care of Eliza and John Westbrook they 
were so agamst his consent and that they had been 
clandestinely placed in some place unknoivn to him 
without his bemg able to find them or have access to 
them awi tbAt smce the death et his vnfe he had 
frequently applied to the said Elizabeth and John 
Westbrook and requested to have his children delivered 
up to him and that th^ refused to deliver them up 
or to inform him where they were He denied that 
he was unlaivfully cohabitmg wnth Mary Godwm 
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whom lie held nitinicd since ir.irrict’s death, and he 
denied that Sir Timothy Shelley m the yc<ir 1815 
concurred with him m making a settlement to the 
purpoit and effect in the said Bill of Complaint lhat 
up to the month of June 1815 he had been m receipt 
from his father of an allowance of £200 per .innum 
only, and that, m consequence, he had become indebted 
to certain peisons m large sums of money amounting 
altogether to upwards of 3(^5000, and that being pressed 
for payment and being totall}’ unable to pay the sum 
he had applied to Sir Timothy, who by arrangement 
with him had advanced in June 1815 a considerable 
sum of money towards the payment of his debts and 
had secuied to him an annuity of £1000 during the 
joint lives of himself and his father, by w’ay of rent 
charges out of certain estates belonging to Sir Timothy 
That although the children may have been supported 
partly by their mother and partly by John ^^'■est- 
brook, he (Shelley) had, on his fatlier assisting him 
with mone}'- and increasing his allow^ance to £1000 a 
year, ' immediately ' WTitten to Sir Timotliy and 
requested him to give directions to his bankers to 
pay to the order of the said Harriet Shelley the annual 
sum of £200 m quarteily payments out of his allow^- 
ance, which was accoidmgly done that the first 
mstalment had been paid in June 1815, and that m 
the same month of June 1815, he had sent Harriet 
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the full sum of £200 ^\^th which to discliargc her debts 
That this allounncc to his wife \vtis rcgubrly paid to 
Harriet to tlie time of her dcatli That if he got 
possession of the children he should educate tlicm as he 
thought proper which he intended to do Mrtuouslj 
and properly and to provide for their support and 
maintenance m a manner suitable to their birth and 
prospects in the world and to the best of his judgment 
and ability that he humbl} submittc<l and insisted 
that being their father he was the natural guardian of 
his children and that it was his duty to provide for 
their maintenance and education Tint m order to 
make provision for the children sufficient to enable 
the said John Westbrook to contest his just right as 
the father and natural guardian of the children but 
not further and as he believed for no other purpose 
the said John Westbrook might have transferred the 
sum of £2000 bank annuities to Eliza Westbrook John 
Higham and another mentioned in the Bill of Com 
plaint for the benefit of such children that his children 
were of such tender age that they could not from any 
reasofiahh ground oi objection on tiieir pirt bo do 
sirous that they should not be placed in his custody 
not being of sufficient age as he submitted and insisted 
to judge for themselves cither as to that or any other 
circumstances that could affect their future prospects 
or welfare in life And he humbly submitted and 
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insisted that he was exclusively entitled to their cus- 
tody and care, and that he ought not to be deprived 
thereof or to have his just rights as their father and 
natural guardian taken from him or abridged, and that 
they ought to be delivered up to him ” 

Sir Samuel RomiUy, one of the leading members of 
the Chancery bar, was engaged for the Westbrooks 
Charles Wetherell was Shelley’s leading counsel, and 
he was supported by Basil Montagu and Mr Bell, 
none of whom, unfortunately for Shelley, were so 
skilled as Romilly for eloquence and experience 
Wetherell, who subsequently defended successfully 
James Watson m a high-treason case, was knighted 
some years later Montagu was the learned editor 
of Bacon and the friend of Godwin and Charles Lamb, 
but he was no match for Romilly 

Reporters were not admitted to the court, but a 
short account of the proceedings appeared in the 
Morning Chronicle, probably from hearsay 
Mr Wetherell’s brief, which was prepared by Long- 
dill, contains the followmg observations on the Bill of 
Complaint ^ Little, it was admitted, could be said 
in defence of Queen Mob, but that it was written 
and printed by the author when he was only nme-

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teen and only distnbuted to personal friends U\cnty 
copies it appears had got abroid Tlie copy re 
fcrrcd to by Miss Westbrook \ras one tliat Shelley 
had given confidentially to Ins late \nfe He liad 
not been able to obtain a copy of the Lelicr to 
Lord tUenhorough as only a few copies were printed 
and none ever circulated publicly Notwatlistanding 
Shelly s \iolent philippics against the despotism of 
mamage he had mamed twice before he was twenty 
five and was no sooner liberated from the despotic 
chains which he speaks of with so much horror and 
contempt tlian he forges a new set and becomes a 
willing victim of this horrid despotism It was 
hoped that a consideration of the difference between 
his speculative opinions and hts actions would induce 
the Lord Chancellor not to think very seriously of 
this boyish and silly but entirely unjustifiable publica 
tion of Queen Mah There appeared to be no case m 
which the Chancellor had cxcrciswl his right of taking 
the children from the care of their father solely on 
account of his religious opinions and as Shelley had 
married Miss Godwin the objection of his connection 
with her ^vas at an end No danger at present could 
be apprehended as to the effects of the fathers re 
hgious opinions Shelley was tenant m tail to the 
Shelley estates to the value probably of £8000 besides 
having not very remote prospects of a still larger 
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inheritance If the children were taken from his care it 
might effect an estrangement of all parental affection on 
the one hand and filial piety on the other, and it was 
“ feared that he might be led to look on the children 
which he might have by his present wife (one of whom 
was bom during the life of the late Mrs Shelley) as 
the sole objects of his affection, as well as of his pecuni- 
ary consideration ” It was presumed that the peti- 
tion of the Westbrooks for the custody of tlie children 
would not be granted, as Mr Westbrook formerly 
kept a coffee-house There were even greater objec- 
tions to Miss Westbrook, who was described as 
“ illiterate and vulgar,” and it was by her “ advice and 
active concurrence, and it may be said by her manage- 
ment, that Mr Shelley when at the age of nineteen 
ran away mth Miss Westbrook, then of the age of 
seventeen, and married her in Scotland Miss West- 
brook was then nearly thirty, and if she had acted as 
she ought to have done as the guardian and friend of 
her younger sister, all this misery and disgrace to both 
families would have been avoided ” 

The case was heard on Friday, January 24, 1817, 
before Lord Chancellor Eldon, who declared that he 
would give his decision on another day Subsequently 
an application was made to him to deliver his judg- 
ment m his private room, and this he arranged to do 
While the decision was still m the balance, Shelley 
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wrote to Mary on January 30th in a depressed mood 
I have little doubt in my own mmd but that they 
will succeed in the criminal part of the business — I 
mean that some such punishment as impnsonment 
and fine will be awarded me by a jury 
The Chancellor gave his judgment in wntmg on 
March 17 1817 He stated that there was nothmg 
in evidence before him to authorise him in thmhmg 
that Shelley had changed before he amved at the age 
of twenty five the principles he avowed at nmeteen 
that he thought there was ample evidence m the papers 
and the conduct that no such change had taken place 
That this \vas a case in which as the matter appeared 
to him the father s principles could not be misunder 
stood in which his conduct which he (the Chancellor) 
could not but consider as highly immoral had been 
established m proof and established as the effect of 
those principles conduct nevertheless which he repre 
sented to himself and others not as conduct to be 
considered as immoral but to be recommended and 
observed in practice and as worthy of approbation 
He considered it therefore as a case in which the 
father had demonstrated that he must and did deem 
it to be a matter of duty which his duties imposed 
upon him to recommend to th(»e whose opinions and 
habits he might take upon himself to form that con 
duct in some of the most important relations of life 
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as moral and virtuous, which the law called upon him 
(the Chancellor) to consider as immoral and vicious — 
conduct which the law animadverted upon as incon- 
sistent with the duties of persons m such relations of 
life, and which it considered as injuriously affecting 
both the interests of such persons and those of the 
community. 

That he could not therefore thmk that he would be 
justified m dehvermg over the children for their educa- 
tion exclusively to what was called the care to which 
Mr Shelley wished it to be mtrusted That much had 
been said upon the fact that the children were of tender 
years That m what degree and to what extent the 
Court would interfere in that case agamst parental 
authority could not be finally determmed till after 
the Master s report That m the meantime he re- 
strained the father and his agents from takmg posses- 
sion of the persons of the mfants or intermeddling 
with them till further order, and he referred it to the 
Master to inquire what would be a proper plan for the 
mamtenance and education of the infants and also 
to inquire with whom and whose care the mfants 

should remain during their minority or until further 
order 

Shelley had lost his case, and it now remained for 
him and for the Westbrooks to nommate guardians 
for the care and education of the children 
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On August 1st the following proposils were hid 
before the Master in Omneerj will regird to their cdii 
cation and for the appointment of a proper person 
under whose care tli<^ should be placed Shcl)c> as 
defendant nominated his solicitor P W I^ngdil! and 
his wife for that position and the plaintiffs proposed 
that the children should be placed in the family of tlic 
Kev John Kendall whowasUic Master of Lord Icj- 
ccster s Hospital at Warwack and Vicar of Btidbrokc 
Thecliildrcn as a matter of fact at the time of Harriet 
Shellej s death were under the care of this Mr Kendall 
The Master certified that as the children would 
have a better chance of receiving such an education 
as would contribute to their future welfare and Kappi 
ness in Mr Kendall s family than if they were brought 
up according to the proposal under tJic directions of 
their father he approved the proposal laid before him 
on behalf of the plaintiffs 

Mary Shelley m writing to Mrs Leigh Hunt on 
August ifith says Our sensations of indignation 
have been a little excited this morning by the decision 
of the Master of Chancery He says the children arc 
to go to this old clergjman in Warwickshire who is 
to stand instead of a parent An old fellow whom 
no one knows and [who] never saw the children This 
IS somewhat beyond credibility did we not see it m 
black and white Longdill is very angry that his 
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proposition is rejected, -and means to appeal from 
the Master to the Lord Chancelloi ” Apparently 
Longdill made an appeal, for if he^ did not himself 
secure the custody of the children, it was decided 
that they should be removed from tlie care of Mr 
Kendall 

Mr Whitton wrote to Sir Timothy , on November 24th, 
to mform him that the Chancellor had refused to 
appoint either ]\Ir Longdill or Mr Kendall as guardian 
of the children The question of the custody of the 
children, however, was not settled till some months 
later The Master m his report, dated April 28, 1818, 
stated that Mr Westbrook had named the Rev Jacob 
Cheesborough of Ulcombe, Kent, and his wife as 
suitable guardians, but the Master approved of the 
persons nommated by Shelley, namely Thomas Hume 
of Brent End Lodge, Hanwell, Doctor in Medicme, 
and Caroline his wife, " with whom and under whose 
care the mfants shall remam durmg their mmorities 
or until further Order of the Court ” 

Dr Hume and Mr Cheesborough both submitted 
proposals and plans for the education of the children 
to the Master, who gave his approval to Dr and Mrs 
Hume’s scheme ^ Dr Hume proposed that the boy, 
who was then about three, should at the age of seven

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be placed at a good scliool to be instnictcd in the rudi 
ments of the classics in ancient and modem history 
and be prepared for one of the large or public schools 
avhither he should be sent at a proper age if circum 
stances permitted to one of the universities But 
with respect to placing him at the university or by 
anticipation pomting out any particular profession or 
mode of life for the child Dr Hume considered it 
would be premature In the choice of schools Dr and 
Mrs Hume ould prefer one under the superintendence 
of an orthodox clergyman of the Church of England 
but he did not consider the circumstance of the head 
master being a clergyman positively essential if there 
were other points of high recommendation m favour 
of an establishment 

With respect to the giil then of the age of about five 
it avas suggested that she should be educated at home 
under the immediate eye of Mrs Hume who would 
herself instruct her in history geography and litera 
ture in general The accomplishments of draaving 
pamtmg music singing and dancing should receive 
all the attention they deserve when the child dis 
played a capacity of receiving the necessary instruc 
tions and the more homely employments of fancy 
work and sewing should not be neglected domestic 
economy too should receive its share of attention In 
short Dr and Mrs Hume feeling that a joung mmd 
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must be continually occupied, would endeavour to 
keep It occupied by those things which m some way or 
other lead to its impiovemcnt or to general usefulness 
Upon the score of dress Dr and J*Irs Hume would, if 
necessary, be ver}^ positive on the absolute necessity 
of resisting and disregarding the fashions of the day, 
if they included, as they do in then opinion at the 
present day, an apparent abandonment of all feelings 
of feminine delicacy and decency Habitual neatness 
of dress they would require on the most private occa- 
sions, and an habitual decency of dress on all occasions 
As to the general reading of the girl at a more advanced 
age. Dr and Mrs Hume would, as far as their influ- 
ence extended, keep from her perusal all books that 
tended to shake her faith in any of the great points 
of the established religion They would discounte- 
nance the reading of novels, except, perhaps, some few 
unexceptionable books of that sort They would to a 
certain degree encourage the reading, and indeed the 
studying of some of our best poets, but vnth respect to 
Pope and some others Dr Hume would take care that 
she was furnished with selections only Of Shake- 
speare Dr Hume understands an edition purified from 
its grossness has been published, and this edition he 
would put into her hand He believes that an edition 
of Hume’s Hzstory of England has lately been published 
in which his insidious attacks on religion are omitted, 
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and wth this edition Dr Hume would take care she 
W’as pro\ idcd 

To the monls of the children Dr and ^Irs Hume 
would pay particular attention and would make 
instruction and discipline go hand m hand They 
would endeavour strongly to impress on the children 
notions of modesty and sdf-diffidcncc and to repress 
every feeling of vanity and self sufficiency They 
would endeavour to inculcate in them high notions 
of the value of a character for tnith and personal 
honour and a thorough detestation of affectation 
dcceitfulness and falsehood Dr and Mrs Hume 
conceived it was the duty of a parent and guardian 
among other things in not countenancing — and indeed 
in not tolerating — any iircvercnt allusions in matters 
of religion On the subject of religion they would 
bring up the children m the faith and tenets of the 
Church ot England they would deem it an imperative 
duty to inculcate on them solemn senous and orthodox 
notions of religion but at the same time they would 
be cautious not prematurely to lead their unripe minds 
to that momentous subject To a morning and even 
mg prayer and thanksgiving and to grace before and 
after meals they would regularly accustom the chil 
dren and would take occasion to inculcate on them 
general religious feeling without bnnging to their 
notice controversial points that might excite doubts 
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which they would he unable to solve W^iat is clearly 
revealed they would teach them fcrvcntl}' to embrace 
A regular attendance at Divine Senoce on Sundays 
Dr and Mrs Hume would (when tlie children am\c 
at a proper age) consider an indispensable duty 

With respect to the intercourse to be permitted 
between Mr Shelle}^ and his children, the Lord Chan- 
cellor having intimated that he should suspend his 
judgment as to how far and in what degree he would 
in this case inteifere, Dr and I\Irs Hume ivould feel 
it their bounden duty implicitly to obey the order 
and diiections of the Loid Chancellor witli respect 
to the mtercourse and interference of I^Ir Shelley 
with the children, whatever that order and these 
directions might be 

It IS not surprising that such a rule of perfection 
should have proved irresistible to the j\raster in 
Chancery But Dr and BIrs Hume ivere evudently 
so conscious of the responsibihtj^ that they were pre- 
pared to undertake, or so very eager to obtain the 
guardianship of the children, that they carefully left 
no point in their education unconsidered Their 
scheme embraced much that was calculated to turn 
out a couple of young pngs It would be mterestmg 
to know what Shelley thought of this plan, if he 
ever saw it, for the education and upbringing of 
his children Fortunately this worthy couple were 
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not given many years to apply to the children their 
system 

The children remained with Dr Hume until they 
were removed from his care by an order of the Court 
of Chancery dated January 22 1822 and placed in 
the custody of the Rev James Williams and Elizabeth 
his wife of Chelsfield near Foots Cray in Kent 
Their nomination was made on the recommendation 
of the Westbrooks whose solicitors Messrs Dease 
Dendy & Morphett wrote on January 2 1822 to 
Mr Whitton saying that Sir John Lubbock and Mr 
Alderman Atkins had seats m Mr Williams neigh 
bourhood and were well acquainted with him Sir 
Timothy approved of the situation at Chelsfield for 
the Poor Little Innocents under so respectable recom 
mendations as well as the sacred obligation Sir J W 
Lubbock and Mr Richard Williams offer from the 
usage of the Court of Chancery ^ 

With the death of Shelley his alIo^vance for the 
maintenance of the children ceased Mr John A 
Powell the solicitor for Shelley s executors furnished 
Mr \Vhitton on November 15 1822 wth copies of 
certificates to prove the poet s mamage with Harriet 
Westbrook in Scotland and London and the birth of 
their son and he added that he presumed the sum 
usually allow ed for the children s mamtenance and

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education had been stopped until the legitimacy of 
the son had been proved Whitton wrote to Powell, 
on March lo, 1823, stating that Sir Timothy agreed to 
pay the next quarterly allowance, but that he declmed 
to give any pledge or assurance that he would continue 
his payments for the children, as any such payment 
might be unnecessary if the legacies given to the 
children by their father should be raised for their 
benefit 

The difficulty of providing for the children was 
surmounted by an order of the Court of Chancery 
(dated July 21, 1823) appointing Sir Timothy Shelley 
guardian of his grandson Charles Bysshe Shelley, and 
Mr Westbrook and his daughter, Mrs Fai thing Beau- 
champ (formerly Eliza Westbrook), guardians of Eliza 
lanthe Shelley 

Sir Timothy put little Charles to school with the Rev 
Alexander Greenlaw, D C L ,1 of Zion House Academy, 
Brentford, where Shelley received his first schooling 
Mr Wnitton wrote from his office to Sir Timothy about 
the boy on August 8, 1823 " Charles is well engaged 

at a Mutton Chop m my front room Mr Williams [his 
custodian] brought him here this morning and I paid 
£50 for his quarter and half quarter and for his

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Joumej I intend to tal^e him home with me in the 
afternoon and put him into the hands of Mrs \Vhitton 
so that he may he properly clothed and all necessary 
articles be prepared for his going to school on Monday 
Charles however was unwell and the Whittons de 
tamed him for a few days when Mrs Whitton took 
him to school herself and saw Dr Greenlaw who pro 
mised to give him his particular attention When 
Whitton s daughter saw the boy some days Uter he 
told her that he was happy It is to be hoped that 
Charles had a better time at the school than his father 
for he was a delicate child There is a reference to him 
in a letter of Whitton s to Sir Timothy on October 27, 
1823 in which he says that his wife had brought Charles 
to Stockv-ell on Saturday that he returned this 
morning apparently to school and he had a bad cold 
Three years later in June 1826 we read m Whitton s 
correspondence that the boy was lying ill at Field Place 
and w\s bemg looked after by his grandmother and 
aunts and that a physician had been called in As a 
matter of fact the child was suffering from consump 
tion Whitton wrote to Peacock about the boy s health 
and enclosed a doctor s report he does not mention the 
nature of his complaint but its gravity was apparent 
as he says he fears it puts a complete negative to Mrs 
Shelley s hope of raising an annuity upon her ex 
pectant interest in the Estates mcumbered as they have 
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been ” The condition of the boy grew rapidly worse - 
his grandfather, who was nndonbtedly fond of him, 
wrote on September nth from Field Place to Whitton 
“ Last evening the medical attendant doubted if poor 
little Charles could survive an hour, but not all night 
with attention and care he still exists, it cannot be 
for long, nor does he suffer by pain, and the great con- 
solation was, he talked of getting downstairs and be 
better The next time I write in all human probability 
that he is called to another, and, I trust, a better world ” 
On September 14th, 'S^diitton wrote to Peacock to say 
that he had just received a letter from Sir Timothy 
with the news of " the death of poor dear little Charles 
without a struggle Will you please to acquamt Mrs 
Shelley of this event ” Mr Westbrook was also in- 
formed of the fact through his solicitor 

In the Register at Wamham, Sussex, is the following 
entry among the burials 

1826 Sep 16 Charles Bysshe, son of late Percy 
Bysshe and Harriet Shelley age ii years 

Evan Edwards, Vicar 

From this it appears that the boy was buried by 
Mr Edwards, who had taught his father the elements 
of Latin m 1798 

Mrs Beauchamp proved a kind guardian to her 
niece lahthe, who married, on September 27, 1837, 
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Mr Edward Jeffries Esdaile by whom she had two 
sons Charles and WiUiam The latter became a 
clergyman and died in 1915 he recalled with 
gratitude in later years his early impressions of Mrs 
Beauchamp and her kindness to his mother He 
remembered her as a handsome grand old lady 
with dark front of hair piercmg dark eyes and with 
a kmd manner to children but of whom we were 
somewhat afraid Her carrtage old fashioned large 
chariot spot dog large horses man servant lady 
companion formed a whole which made a deep im 
pression on my childish memory * 

The name of Eliza Westbrook s husband was origin 
ally Farthmg and he wis a clerk m a London bank 
when an old lady named Beauchamp fell m love with 
him and left him all her property on condition that 
he should change his name to Beauchamp 
Mrs Beauchamp subsequently inherited the property 
of her father John Westbrook who died in 1835 at 
Walford House Mr Beauchamps residence In his 
will (proved May 22 1835 by Robert Farthing Beau 
champ and John Sqcfire the surviving executors/ he 
IS described merely as of Chapel Street Grosvenor 
Square but in the Probate Act as formerly of Mount

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Coffee-house, Grosvenor Square, afterwards of Chapel 
Street, Grosvenor Square, but late of Walford House, 
near Taunton, m the County of Somerset He 
bequeathed the whole of his residuary estate to his 
executors upon trust for his daughter and only sur- 
viving child Elizabeth for life, and then to her chil- 
dren The personal estate was sworn under £60,000 ^ 

Mrs lanthe Esdaile, as stated on an earlier page, 
died m June 1876 

For the sake of contmuity we have followed the 
fortunes of Shelley’s children by Harriet, but we will 
now return to his doings at the begmnmg of the year 
1817 On February 14th he took a place, aftenvards 
known as Albion House, in West Street, Great Marlow, 
from the precedmg December 21st, on a lease for twenty- 
one years The house, or houses, of which there were

Tylecote of Burton on Trent Besides these three 
houses with the gardens belongmg to them Shelley 
had also taken a lease of a meadow of four acres ad 
joining The north side of this meadow was bounded 
by land in the occupation of Rachel Hamilton on the 
south by West Street and on the east by Oxford Lane 
Shelley remained in the house for about a year and 
transferred the lease on February 14 1818 to a Mr 
William Carter of Hackney * 

Shelley and Mary spent much of their time during 
the first three weeks of February 1817 with the Hunts 
at Hampstead and were introduced to their mterest 
mg circle of acquaintances and friends Mary s diary 
tells of Leigh Hunt s musical evenmgs it mentions 
Keats who came m several times and it records the 
occasion on which he brought John Hamilton Rey 
nolds to tea so that the three Young Poets 
whose work had formed the subject of Hunt s recent 
article in the Examiner met together in the flesh 
Keats who was inclined to suspect those of gentler 
blood than himself did not take to Shelley and

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Shelley did not like Reynolds Ilazlitt was also a 
visitor of the Hunts, but Shelley's manner and voice

enabled him to thoroughl)' appreciate Shellcv 

On Sunday, Februar} 23rd, Shelley, H.ir} , William, 
and Claie went to Marlow In the course of the 
following week they entered their new house, where 
Godwnn paid them an early visit and stayed a night 
or two Hunt then came doum vith Ins vifc, and 
she prolonged her stay for a few weeks 

Dunng the earl}? da3?s at Marlow, Mai*}? busied her- 
self with getting the house in order and vath correcting

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the proofs of her novel Frankenstein the publication 
of which was offered to John Murray and to Ollier 
and refused by both of them It was subsequently 
issued by Lackmgton probably m January i8i8 
While the book was on offer to Lackmgton Mary gave 
birth on September 2 nd at Marlow to a girl who was 
named Clara E\enna after Clare Clairmont and her 
great aunt Everina WoUstonecraft 

Shelley s summer task was the composition of his 
poem Laon and Cythna ‘ a task to which he addressed 
himself as he tells us in the preface with unremit 
ting ardour and enthusiasm The manuscript was 
completed by the end of September The poem was 
dedicated to Mary in lines breathing love and fervour 
lines m which he recalled the storm and stress of his 
youth and voiced his hope and fears of the future 
The dedication concludes with these memorable lines 

If there must be no response to my cry — 

If men must nse and stamp with fury blind 
On his pure name who loves them — thou and I 
Sweet friend ' can look from our tranquillity 
Like lamps into the world s tempestuous night — 

Two tranquil stars while clouds are passing by 
Which Avrip them from the foundering seiman s sight 
Thit burn from year to >ear with unextinguished light

Avington, Hants Shelley has decorated it with a 
pretty drawing of trees, such as he sometimes sketched 
on the blank leaves of his manuscripts, but it possesses 
a stronger personal mterest The first portion of the 
holograph is apparently an early draft of stanza xm, 
but the lines that follow, which foim a part of stanza 
VI, contain some cancelled lines relating undoubtedly 
to Harriet Grove

and to Harriet Shelley 

“ The other’s heart was hke a heart of stone

The summer days seem to have slipped pleasantly 
atvay although the Shelleys were not entirely free 
from worries Besides Shelleys health which had 
suffered end given Mary cause for anxiety there were 
Chre Clairmonts affairs and Godwins pecuniary 
difficulties Chre the source of many calumnies 
directed against Shelley was a pretty brunette full of 
life who with a yearning for romance was prepared for 
any adventure that would lift her out of the paralysing 
monotony of her existence with the Godwin household 
at Skinner Street After her return from her first 
visit to the Continent with Shelley and Mary she had 
called on Byron who was connected with Drury Lane 
Theatre to ask him for an mtroduction to the stage 
She did not become an actress but she met Byron 
again when she visited Geneva ivith the Shelleys m 
i8i6 and she had an intrigue with him there It is 
doubtful whether the Shelleys were ignonnt of this 
mtngue but Clare remamed wth them when they 
came back to England and in January 1817 she gave 
birth at Bath to a daughter subsequently named 
Allegra The Shelleys continued to look after Clare 
and the child at Marlow but the position was a painful 
one for Mary o^ving to the difficulty of accounting to 
the neighbours for AUi^ra s parentage Byron the 
reputed father of the child refused to correspond with 
her mother and it fell to Shelley s lot to write to him 
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So far from disownmg Allegra, Byron seems to have 
been interested in the welfare of the child, hut he 
behaved in a thoroughly callous manner towards 
Clare When SheUey, Mary, and their children left 
England for the last time m i8i8, Clare and Allegra 
went with them 

Shelley, as we have seen, received a considerable 
sum of money from his father, but this sum was in- 
sufficient to discharge his debts These are said to 
have been partly debts incurred in his name by Harriet, 
but they consisted undoubtedly to a far greater extent 
of ceitam obligations that he had undertaken, with 
want of forethought, on behalf of Godwm Godwm 
was so hopelessly involved that any endeavour to 
extricate him from his debts was a hopeless task 
It was as hopeless as attemptmg to rescue a man in 
the toils of an octopus by trymg to hack off its tentacles 
with a penkmfe Shelley’s correspondence with God- 
win continued to be concerned with money matters, 
but it IS not proposed to follow it here It is suffi- 
cient to say that Shelley’s affairs were agam involved 
Among his creditors was Captain Pilfold, who had 
evidently failed to obtain payment of a debt due to 
him from his nephew, and who had applied to Sir 
Timothy Shelley for it The nature of the obligation 
does not appear, but it may have been that the Captain 
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had gone surety for Shelly %vho Nvas unable to meet 
the debt ^Vhltton mote to Captam Pilfold at Nelson 
Hall near Cuckfield Sussex on March 12th saying 
that Sir Timothy Shelley had found it necessary to 
refer to him regardmg Mr B Shellej s concerns and 
declined to mterfere m them and he mformed him that 
Bysshe s solicitors were Messrs LongdiJl & Butterfield 
of Gray s Inn The next mention of this affair is to 
be found in Mary s letter of October 16th from Mnrlow 
to Shelley who was at London m which she writes 
You say nothmg of the late arrest and what may be 
the consequences and may they not detam you ? and 
may you not be detained many months for Godwin 
must not be left unprovided? Ah these things make 
me run over the months and know not where to put 
my finger and say — during this year your Italian 
joum^ may commence ' Professor Douden s com 
ment on this passage that Mary Shelley s fears of 
an arrest were not realised however >vas not correct 
It would appear that not only was Shelley arrested 
before October 16th the date of her letter but that 
Mary seems to have feared that he ^vas in danger 
of bemg arrested agam and cautioned him of the 
danger of returmng to Marlow She wrote on 

* Shelley had tone to town on September 3rd to consnit Mr William 
Lawrence a pup 1 of Abernethj with regard to his health The physician 
recommended change of air and scene and Shelley was inclined towards 
spend ng the winte in Italy 
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October i 8 th " Mr Wright has called here to-day, 
my dearest Shelley, and washed to see you I 
can hardly have any doubt that his business is of 
the same nature as that which made him call last 
week You will judge, but it appears to me that 
an arrest on Monday wdl follow' your arrival on 
Sunday My love, you ought not to come down A 
long long week has passed, and w'hcn at length I am 
allow'ed to expect you, I am obliged to tell you not 
to come ” 

There is evidence of Shelley’s arrest, at the instance 
of his uncle, Captam Piifold, m klr Whitton's mmute- 
book, where the following entry appears under the 
date of October 22nd “ Attended l\Ir Longdill on the 
arrest of ]\Ir Bysshe Shelley to Captain Pilfold and 
another creditor and the necessit}^ of him raismg money 
and his hope that Su Timy would prevent the neces- 
sity of his sellmg his reversion ” On the same day 
Whitton gave some further particulars of the arrest 
m a letter to Sir Timothy, in w'hich he said that he 
had received “ a visit some w'eeks since from j\Ir 
Longdill stating that a Mr Gordon of Brighton had 
offered Mr Shelley to purchase the Reversion of the 
farm m Shipley at £ 3000 , that Mr Shelley had debts to 
satisfy, and that unless he could borrow some money 
he must sell I did not trouble you,” YTiitton con- 
tmued, “ with a communication m writmg, but I told 
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Air LongdiU tint >ou \\oiiId not buj nnd I belie\c 
^\o^ld not lend He Ins just called on me again and 
I find tint be has been arrested for his debt and b\ a 
person ^\ho held a bill which he accepted for a friend 
and that his debts amount to about £1500 and as I 
suppose to a much Larger amount for he and such like 
persons seldom estimate on more debts than wlnt 
thc> arc pressed for the payment of I mention these 
circumstances because I am desired to do so but I 
am far from thinking it right that I should recommend 
you to do anything for his relief or to mvoKc your 
self with Ins debts As he wall sell soon should you 
now advance what he wnnts I do not see tint you 
can protect him against himsdf without mvolMng 
your other inoffcndmg children I cannot but 
think he should be left to find his own means 
If however you think othennse and wall let me 
know your washes I aviU cndcaaour to execute them 
Your past exertions to support him and prevent 
a waste of his property must be your consolation 
I understand tint he was under arrest for two 
days by Air Pilfold and that it Ins been most 
annoying to him as he says his character Ins suffered 
from It 

The date of Shelleys arrest is not mentioned If 
he were arrested before October i 6 th as Mary s letter 
would Iiave us believe it may have occurred between 
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September 30th, when he went to town, and October 
loth, when he returned to Marlow On October iith 
he went to London, and he came to Marlow on the 
followmg day with Godwin, and left for toNvn with 
him on October i6th 

During Shelley’s residence at Great Marlow he 
issued two pamphlets under the pseudonym of “ The 
Hermit of Marlow ” The first of these brochures was 
A Proposal foi Putting Reform to the Vote throughout 
the Kingdom Accepting the fact that the people 
were not properly represented by the House of Com- 
mons, he advocated, as a remedy, an extension of the 
franchise and the summoning of annual parliaments, 
and he suggested that a vote of the inhabitants of 
Great Britain and Ii eland should be taken to ascertain 
if they desired such a reform Towards the expenses 
of obtammg this plebiscite Shelley was vallmg to 
contribute a sum of one hundred pounds, or a tenth 
part of his annual income, and he believed that others 
also would be found to support the work He did not 
advocate universal suffiage, as he considered that the 
public were unprepared for it through lack of educa- 
tion, but he thought that none save " those who 
register their names as paymg certain sums m direct 
taxes ought to send members to Parliament ” 

The other Marlow pamphlet was entitled An Address 
to the People on the Death of the Princess Charlotte 
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Here he contrasted the death of the Princess %vith the 
execution of Brandath Turner and Ludlam three 
operatives who had been convicted of taking part m 
the so called Derbyshire insurrection On November 
7th the day after the Princess died these vvTetched 
men were drawn on hurdles to the place of execution 
where they were hanged and decapitated in public 
The death of the Princess as heir to the throne was 
generally accepted as a national calamity vvherc.15 
Shelley pointed out the real calamity was the state 
of England that had caused these uneducated men to 
commit acts of violence which though he deprecated 
them had been expiated by a punishment barbarous 
in its seventy These pamphlets constituted Shelley s 
final public utterances on politics and they probably 
both had a limited circulation that of the last it 
IS said being restricted to a pnvatc issue of twenty 
copies 

Early in October 1817 Shelley and Mary had deter 
mined to quit Jfarlbw and their chief cause for this 
decision W'as that his health had suffered dimng their 
tenancy the house so Mary complained was very 
damp and the books in the library were mildewed 
It was necessary however to let the house before 
they could arrange to leave it and this Shelley managed 
to do according to Miss Clairmont s diary on Janu 
ary 25 1818 
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He appears to have left Marlow for London on 
Febiuaiy 7th Clare followed with William and 
Allegra on the 8th, and IMar})- departed with her baby 
on the following day 

Before he quitted j\Iarlow Shelley laised a sum of 
;^2000 from William Willatts of Fore Street, Cripple- 
gate, to w'honi he undeitook to pay, within three 
calendar months after the death of his father. Sir 
Timothy Shelley, a sum of £4500 

In connection with this transaction Shelley signed 
the following letter ’ 

P B Shelley io W'llham WiUats 

To Mr William Willats 

Sir, — You having lent me on security a sum of 
Money and Insured my Life the Policy of w'hicli In- 
surance wiU be %'-oid if I leave England without gmng 
you notice so that you may inciease your insurance 
if you think fit, I hereby promise 3*011 not to leave 
England without givmg you sufficient previous Notice 
for that pm pose

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On arriving in London the Shelleys uent to lodgings 
at Great Russell Street Covent Garden the street in 
which the Lambs were then living Their days were 
fully occupied with leave takings and with preparations 
for their visit to Italy Although Shelley anticipated 
a lengthy sojourn abroad he hardly realised that he 
was taking final leave of England Mary wrote m 
her diary on March 9th Christening the children 
who were taken to St Giles in the Fields where the 
register records the baptisms on that date of William 
and Clara Evenna children of Percy Bysshe Shelley 
Esq and Mary WoIIstonecraft his wife of Great 
Marlow co Bucks (late of Great Russell Street) the 
first bom January 24 1816 the second September 21 
1817 also Clara Allegra reputed daughter of Rt 
Hon George Gordon Lord Byron Peer of no fixed 
residence travellmg on the Contment by Clara Mary 
Jane Clairmont born January 17 1817 The offi 
ciatmg clergyman was Charles Macarthy Shelley s 
last days in London were spent in the society of his 
friends he saw Hunt Hogg Peacock Horace Smith 
and Keats Hogg who dined with Shelley m London 
on Sunday February 15th probably saw him for the 
last time on that occasion On the eve of the Shelleys 
departure March loth Mary Lamb called to say good 
bye and Peacock supped with them after attending 
the first performance in England of Rossmis well 
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known IJ Bmhoc di Svoigha , Gochsin, Leigh Hunt, 
and his \vife weie probably also of the parly During 
the evening Shelley was overcome bj' one of his pro- 
found slumbers, and the Hunts, unvilling to arouse 
him, went away without bidding him farewell

Shelley and his travelling companions left London 
early on the morning of March nth and spending 
the night it Dover they crossed to Ciliis on the 
following day Lyons was reached on Saturday 
March 21st where Shelley sent BjTon a letter to inform 
him that Allegrr had arrived thus far on her journey 
Shelley wTote again to Byron from Milan in April 
inviting him to come and take charge of Allegra 
Clare also wTote to him consenting to surrender 
the child to its father Clare agreed notwithstand 
mg the fact that Byron had stated he could only 
receive Allegra on the stipulation that her parting 
with the child should be final Shelley m the mean 
time had heard some gossip about Byron s mode of 
life at Venice and he endeavoured but without avail 
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to dissuade Clare from giving the child into its father’s 
care On April 28th Marj^’s Swuss maid, Ehse, left 
Milan with Allegra foi Venice, and remained there as 
her nurse It was not until August that Shelle}'’ and 
Byron met again Clare, who had received some 
letters about Allegia from Ehse, longed to see the 
child, and persuaded Shelley to take her to Venice, 
in the hope that B^^ron would relent Clare remained 
with some friends while Shelley went alone to call on 
B3T'on, who gave him a warm welcome, and, belie\ung 
that Clare was at Padua, he consented that the child 
should visit her mother at that place for a week 
B5T:on took Shelley in his gondola to the Lido, where 
horses were in waiting for them, and they rode along 
the sands talking ” Our conversation,” \vrote 
SheUey,^ ” consisted m histones of his wounded 
feelings, and questions as to my affairs, and great 
professions of friendship and regard for me He said, 
that if he had been m England at the time of the 
Chancery affair, he would have moved heaven and 
earth to have prevented such a decision ” This 
memorable ride on the Lido, " the bank of land which

To this place Jlaiy set out on August 31st but her 
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little girl, Clara, was taken ill on the journey, and when 
she ariived the child’s condition was serious On 
September 24th Shelley and Mary took Clara to Venice, 
but as soon as they reached that place she showed 
symptoms of increased weakness A physician was 
summoned, but he could do nothing for the little 
patient, who expired shortly after, and was buried , 
the following day on the Lido 
The Shelleys spent the winter m Naples, and in the 
spring of 1819 they visited Rome , but they protracted 
their visit too long, and at the beginning of June 
they were still there The climate which was respon- 
sible for Clara’s death brought on a fever which also 
proved fatal to little William Shelley. He was only 
ill for a few days, but his case was hopeless from the 
first While he lingered, his father watched by his 
bedside for sixty hours without closing his eyes On 
Monday, June 7th, at noon, the day on which Shelley 
and Mary had arranged to leave Rome for Leghorn, 
the child died, and was laid in a nameless grave in 
the English burial-ground at Rome, near the Porta 
San Paolo William Shelley’s dust rests in the same 
earth that covers the mortal remams of Keats Some 
months later Shelley gave instructions for a monu- 
ment to be placed over the child’s grave, and as he 
was not in Rome at the time to superintend the work, 
the stone was placed over the body of an adult This 
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accident \v^s afterwnrds discovered when it w'as dc 
sired to move the child s body and place it beside 
the father s ashes m the adjoining cemetery 
Shelley and Mary were anxious to escape from Rome 
with its painful associations of the presence ind loss 
of their only child Their friends the Gisbomcs were 
living at Leghorn and m order to be near them the 
Shellcjs took for three months the Vill i Vilsov mo 
a small house m the neighbourhood of the town Here 
Shelley m his little glazed roof stiidj Scythrop s 
Tower (as he named it after Peacock s Night 
marc Abbey ) at the top of the house attempted 
by means of literary work to chase away his grief 
There he wrote his tragedy The Cettet a task which 
he told Peacock had occupied him for two months 
and of which the first rough draft was finished on 
August 8th He also completed the Prometheus Un 
bound begun at Este as far as the third act The 
fourth act which was an afterthought that occurred 
to him at Florence was completed by the end of 
December The year 1819 was Shelley s mums vitra 
btlts his literary activities at Leghorn included yet 
another achievement namely a poem in quite an 
other strain the delightful conversation piece of 
Julian and Maddalo As Professor Dowden says 
To have created such poems as Prometheus and The 
Cenct in one year is an achievement without parallel 
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in English poetty since Shakespeare lived and 
wrote ” 

But the Villa Valsovano was a sad place without the 
children and with Mar^^’s melancholy, which followed 
on the death of William Her grief was alleviated 
by the biith of a boy on Novcmbei 12th at Florence, 
where she, Shelle3^ and Claie had gone at the be-

ginning of October Shelle}^ m .innouncmg this 
event to his friend Leigh Hunt, wrote on Kov^ember 
13th “ Yesterday morning Mary brought me a little 
boy She suffered but two hours’ pain, and is now so 
well that it seems a wonder that she stays m bed 
The babe is also quite well, and has begun to suck 
You may imagme that this is a great relief and a 
great comfort to me amongst all my misfortunes, past, 
present, and to come Poor IMary begins (for the 

first time) to look a little consoled , for we have spent, 
as you imagine, a miserable five months ” The child, 
who was named Percy Florence, succeeded his grand- 
father, Sir Timothy Shelley, on his death in April 
1844, as third baronet 

Shortly before Percj'-’s birth. Miss Sophia Stacey, 
with Miss Jones, her travelling companion, arrived in 
Florence from Sussex Mrs Angeli informs us in her 
book, Shelley and his Fi lends in Italy, that Miss 
Stacey was the youngest daughter of Mr Flint Stacey 
of Sittmgbourne, and, on the death of her father, she 
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became a ward of Shelly s uncle Mr Robert Parker 
During her residence with Mr Parker at Bath she 
said she had naturally heard much of Shelley and 
as Mary told Mrs Gisborne in a letter Miss Stacey 
was enthoustasmee to see him Two days after her 
arrival she called at the Palazzo Manni and learnt 
that Shelley his wife and Miss Clairmont were staying 
there Miss Stacey kept a diary from which Mrs 
Angeli has given in her book a charming and unev 
pected sidelight on Shelleys life at Florence Miss 
Stacey wrote some years later I shall never forget 
his personal appearance His face was smgularly 
engaging with strongly marked intellectuality His 
eyes were however the most striking portion of his 
face blue and large and of a tenderness unsurpassed 
In his manner there was an almost childish simplicity 
combined with much refinement She tells us that 
Shelley kept a carriage but no horses being more 
humane to keep fellow creatures She was struck 
by the quiet life of the poet and his \vife who did not 
mix with their fellow countrymen at Florence Miss 
Stacey seemed to take pleasure m listening to his 
talk on the Established Church and Radicalism on 
Love Liberty and Death He spoke to her of his 
sisters of his youthful adventures discoursed on 
authors and music and desired to be remembered to 
his uncle Mr Parker She also noted his studious 
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habits and his devotion to books " lie is .dways 
leading, and at night has a little table with pen and 
ink, she [Mary] the same ” 

Shelley showed his baby, then tvo days old, to Miss 
Stacey, and remarked that, although it could do no 
mischief now, it might some da}^ or other be the 
conqueior of piovmces And she then looked at a 
pictuie of William Shelle3^ and recognised the likeness 
to Lady Shelley, his grandmother Miss Stace}' de- 
lighted Shelley with hei singing, and m retuin for the 
pleasure that he derived from it he gave her the verses 
” I arise from dreams of thee,” and aftenvards wrote 
m her pocket-book thiee songs — ” Good-night,” 
“ Love’s Philosophy,” and " lime Long Past ” The 
poet undoubtedly admired his young friend, and, after 
hearmg her frequently play on the harp, he wrote for 
her his beautiful lines, " Thou art fair, and few are 
fairer” He assisted her and her fiiend in making 
their preparations for leaving Florence, and went with 
them to look at the carriage that they had engaged 
to take them to Rome, the step of which being high, 
he gallantly lifted Miss Stacey to the ground When 
the day arrived for their departure, Shelle}^ rose early 
in order to see them off on their journe}'^ 

Sir Timothy alluded to Miss Stacey's visit and to the 
birth of his grandson on January i8, 1820, in a letter 
from Bath to Mr Whitton 
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Some ladies travelling in Italy write to Bath that 
they met P B at Florence with an addition to his 
family of a Son and with Lord Byron to whom he 
offer d to introduce the ladies which they declm d 
It IS not likely he will soon visit England with so many 
unwelcome guests to ask how he does by a gentle tap 

The statement that B5n*on ^vas at Florence during 
Miss Stacey s \isit ivas incorrect he was as a matter 
of fact at Ravenna Shelley had told Miss Stacey 
how much he should like his friend to hear her sing 
and he wrote asking B3n‘on to come but he was pre 
vented by illness from visiting Florence 

The unwelcome guests mentioned m Sir Timothy s 
letters were his son s creditors one of whom had that 
day applied for the payment of a small amount Other 
creditors learnt of Shelley s prolonged absence abroad 
and they also wote to his father who seems to have 
been much annoyed by their applications with which 
he invariably declined to deal Sir Timothy ivas 
troubled ivith the gout and tried to get relief from his 
malady by a visit to Bath \\here he stayed several 
months and where he seems to have purchased a 
house He ws concerning hunsdf at this time ivith 
the education of his second son John Shelley vhowas 
now n youth of fourteen 

On January 26 1820 the Shelleys left Florence but 
before they departed their little boy Percy Florence 
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was baptized by the Rev John Harding, Rector of 
Coity, Glamorganshire, accordmg to the forms ap- 
pomted by the United Church of England and Ireland 
for the mmistration of private baptism of children 
m houses A copy of the certificate of baptism was 
taken by Peacock, on August 15, 1822, to the Rector 
of St James’, Westmmster, and entered in the register 
of that church of baptisms solemnised out of England 
Sir Percy Shelley, in a letter dated January ii, 1844, 
wrote in regard to his christenmg " Miss Clairmont 
was present at my baptism Mr Hogg knew me when 
I was two years old ” Mary added, m the same 
letter " Mr Leigh Hunt saw Percy just at the tune 
of his father’s death m Italy " 

From Florence, Shelley and Mary went to Pisa, 
and there, m that ancient city, with its silent streets 
fuh of memories of the past, they spent on the whole 
a period of two years’ tranquil happmess, broken by 
short occasional visits to Lucca and the Bagni di Pisa 
Clare had obtamed a situation m Florence, and her 
absence was a relief to Mary, who was able to mdulge 
to some extent m her love of society This proved 
no attraction to Shelley, who would not tolerate mere 
acquamtances, and he was prompted to say of his 
wife “ She can’t bear solitude, nor I society — ^the 
quick coupled to the dead ” Much as Shelley disliked 
society, he was now the chief object of interest of a 
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circle of sincere ntlmircr^ v>mc of ^^llom he hinncU 
rcgirticd highlj In the summer of 1621 I d^nrcl 
Ellcrker Willnms nml Jinc Willnms im\c(! it Pisi 
ind thej soon becimc the intimitc friends of Shelln

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Spezzia. Thither the Shelleys moved with the W ilhams’s 
on Apiil 26, 1822 It was a somewhat desolate place 
for Mary aftei Pisa, and she chafed at the solitude , 
but Shelley found it entiiel}^ to his liking Early in 
the j’-ear Trelaivn}^, with Captain Roberts, had super- 
intended the building for Shelley at Genoa of the fatal 
boat, a small schooner, afterwards named the A^iel, 
which was duly brought round to Lerici 

Leigh Hunt arrived at Leghorn towards the end of 
June mth his wife and family, after an interminable 
voyage from England He came at the invitation of 
Lord Byron to found and edit a quarterly magazine, 
afterwards knoivn as the Lthoal Shelley, vho had 
been looking forward to meeting his friend, left Lerici 
on July 1st with Williams in the And, and spent a 
week at Leghorn and Pisa, mostly m Hunt’s company 
His last verses, m which he welcomed Leigh Hunt 
to Italy, unfortunately have been lost 
The tragic story of the deaths of Shelley and Williams 
is familiar to everyone On the afternoon of July 
8th, a day of extreme heat, after taking a last farewell 
of Leigh Hunt, they set sail for Lenci, but they never 
reached their destination A violent storm swept 
over the sea shortly after they were on then way, 
and the boat was obscured fiom the view of Captain 
Roberts, who, from the top of the lighthouse at Leg- 
horn, was watching the vessel on her homeward track 
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Wien the storm cloud lifted Roberts looked ignin 
-ind observed every other vessel tint he had seen in 
the Artels company but she was no longer visible 
After some dajs of agonising suspense on July i8th 
Shelley s body vns cast up on the shore near Via 
Reggio that of Williams had been recovered some 
three miles distant on the previous daj Tlic bodies 
were buried temporarily on the shore near to where 
they had been discovered and in order to effect their 
removal they were disinterred some dajs later and 
cremated according to the Tuscan law On August 
14th the remains of Williams were burnt and on the 
day following the ceremony was repeated with Shelley s 
bodj by Trchwmy in the presence of Byron ind 
Leigh Hunt Shelley s cremation w is described in 
detail both by Trelawny and Hunt Tliey related 
that when the rest of his bod> had been reduced to 
ashes his heart remained unconsumed ind it wns 
snatched by Trelawny from the burning embers and 
given to Hunt who afterwards resigned it to Mary 
Shelley 

After Mary s death Shelley s heart w'as found 
wrapped in a silken shroud between the leaves of her 
copy of the Pisa edition of Adonats and the relic was 
aftenvards enclosed in a silver case When Sir Percy 
Shelley was buned on December 10 i 88 g in his 
mother s grave at St Peter s Bournemouth the poet s 
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heart was interred with him Many years previously 
Lady Shelley had told Mr Walter Withall of Bedford 
Row (a friend of Sir Percy’s), that she particularly 
wished him to see that the heart was placed m Sir 
Percy’s coffin in the event of her predeceasing her 
husband She also told him that the heart was kept 
m a cushion or pillow, which she always carried with 
her whenever she travelled ^ 

Two books were found m Shelley’s pockets when his 
body was recovered Keats’s Laima, of which only 
the binding remained, and this was thrown on the 
pyre, and a volume of Sophocles, now m the Bod- 
leian Trelawny afterwards placed Shelley’s ashes 
m an oak casket, which was sent to Rome and in- 
terred in the English Cemetery in January 1823 In 
the spring of that year Trelawny visited Shelley’s 
grave, and seeing that it was overcrowded, he moved 
the ashes to their present resting-place m the adjommg 
burial-ground 

The first intimation of the death of Shelley to reach 
England was contained m the followmg characteristic 
letter written by Leigh Hunt to his sister-in-law. Miss 
Elizabeth Kent, which arrived in London not later

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borrowed it to read as he went It will be buried with 
him that is to say, it is so already, on the sea-shore , 
but if he is taken up to be buried elsewhere, it shall 
go with him Mr Williams, too, left a wife, who was 
passionately fond of him Conceive the terrible state 
in which the women are , — but none of us I trust have 
known Shelley for nothing the Williams doted on 
him , and — I Imow what to say , but rely upon me, 
I fear nothing I am cooler in general than while 
writing this, and besides the patience to which I have 
been accustomed, 1 must work hard for our new pub- 
lication, which will still go on Lord B is very kind 
Pray, show or send Hogg this letter for him to see , 
and tell him I would have written him a separate one, 
but at present I am sure he will spare it me I had 
already begun to enliven Shelley’s hours with accounts 
of his pleasant sayings, and hoped to — ^but, good God l 
how are one’s most confident expectations cut short > 
I embrace him as my friend and Shelle^^’s 

Adieu, dearest Bessy, you will not wonder that I 
do not make this letter an answer to your last, which 
I was delighted to receive It showed me you were 
well, and Henry out of danger

The news was soon abroad Whitton knew of it on 
August 3rd , Godwin heard of it a day later, and on 
August 6th he wrote to Mary “ I heard only two 
days ago the most afflicting intelligence to you, and 
in some measure to all of us, that can be imagined — 
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the death of Shcllc> on tlie 8th ultimo I h'i% c Ind 
no direct information the ncus only comes in a letter 
from Leigh Hunt to Miss Kent and therefore u ere it 
not for the consideration of the writer I should be 
authorised to disbelieve it Tliat >ou should be so 
overcome as not to be able to write is perhaps only 
too natural but that Jane [Chre] could not write 
one line I could never have believed • 

It IS noticeable that Godwin abstained from c\ 
pressing any personal regret at Shelley s death He 
had no word to say of the man who in order to 
assist him had impaired his fortune Godwin who 
did not understand his son in law and set little 
value on his poetry is said to have once remarked 
on the evidence of Charles Clairmont after seeing him 
in the street that Shelley vvas so beautiful it is a 
pity he vvas so wicked and Mary wrote to Mrs 
Gisborne some years later Papa loves not the 
memory of Shelley because he feels that he injured 
him 

Apparently the earliest public announcement of 
Shelleys death was Leigh Hunts contribution to 
the Cxamtner (given below) which appeared on 
August 4 1822 the thirtieth anniversary of the poet s 
birth The notice vvas quoted on August 5th in the

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Mormng Chromcle, and perhaps other newspapers 
also copied it 

“ Those who know a gieat mind when they meet 
with it, and who have been delighted with the noble 
things in the works of ]\Ii Shelley, will be shocked to 
hear that he has been cut off in the prime of his life 
and genius He perished at sea, m a storm, with his 
friend Captain Williams, of the Fusiliers, on the even- 
ing of the 8th ult , somewhere off Via Reggio, on the 
coast of Italy, between Leghorn and the Gulf of 
Spezzia He had been to Pisa to do a kind action, and 
he was returning to his country abode at Leiici to 
do another Such was the whole course of his life. 
Let those who have known such hearts and have lost 
them, judge of the grief of his friends Both he and 
Captain Williams have left wives and children Cap- 
tain Williams was also in the piime of life and a most 
amiable man, beloved like his friend The greatest 
thing we can say in honour of his memory (and we 
are sure he would think so), is, that he was worthy 
to live with his friend and to die with him — Vale, 
dilectissime hominum • Vale dilectissime , et nos 
ama, ut dixisti, in sepulchro ” 

As stated before, Whitton knew of Shelley’s death 
on August 3rd, for on that date he communicated the 
news to Sir Timothy, and he mote again on the same 
subject on August 5th, having no doubt in the mean- 
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time seen the Examiner notice The s letters 

are not forthcoming' but Sir Timothy s reply \\hich 
follous shows more an\iet> for his younger son John s 
future career than for the loss of Ins elder son

I open’d the letter that I omitted t6 mention I had 
form’d the intention of sending John to a Gentleman 
at Sutton Coldfield, Nr Birmingham, and was abt 
to take him. He takes 4 only, but we see Private Tutors 
cannot keep youth m order where there are others 
I must find some person if possible, whatever I do 
about this gentleman He is highly spoken of by a 
friend of mine 

With Sir Timothy’s next communication to Whitton 
(August 8th) he sent him two letters One was from 
Shelley’s friend T L Peacock, and the co-executor 
with Byron of the poet’s wall, giving Sir Timothy the 
first personal intimation of his son’s death, to which 
he seems to have been quite prepared to resign him- 
self, although he displayed some concern for his suit 
of mourning The other letter w^as from Mr Holste, 
who wrote on behalf of the representatives of the late 
Miss Hitchener Sir Timothy concluded that Holste 
had written to him after having seen a public an- 
nouncement of the poet’s death

Bear Sir, — I have given up my intention gomg 
to London at present, not having my mourning, and 
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the etiquette here not to appear m Public except in 
case of necessity until we have been to Church and 
under the peculiar circumstances the general accepta- 
tion of the world may be set at rcbt in regard to the 
Family 

I have therefore enclosd you the letters I have 
no knowledge of either of the Gentlemen 

I have not written even to Mr Peacock I men 
tiond before if it seemd right to give him t line to 
thank him for the communication being the only 
information but thro the Public Papers 

The other Gentleman must have seen the account 
tho he does not give any hint of it but after so long 
a period writes to me 

This Miss Kitchener was a School Mistress and after 
Bysshe was married went to sec them He knew 
her first at Cuckfield when he was at Captn Pilfold s 
before he married 

I have no doubt but you wiU find both the marriages 
correct He was particular m tha-t respect — I sup 
pose there will require some arrangement when 
matters are understood 

To lose an eldest son in his life time and the un 
fortunate manner of his losing that life is tniely melan 
choly to think of but as it has pleas d the Great Author 
of our Being so to dispose of him I must make up my 
mind with resignation

There is no mention of a loan from Miss Kitchener 
to Shelley in his correspondence with her during June 
1812 In his letter however of June nth he asked 
Miss Kitchener if she had enough money for her journey 
to Wales where she had decided to v isit liim and his 
wife and if she had not he said that ho would remit 
some as soon as an amount of £$0 then due to him 
should arrive One other reference to money in 
Shelleys letters to Miss Kitchener at this time is 
contained in his letter to her of June i8th He con 
temp^ated taking a cottage recommended by Godwin 
at Chepstow and he proposed to journey there with 
his wife and sister in law Eliza who was to remain 
at the cottage while Shelley and Harriet travelled 
across the country to Sussex where they proposed to 
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pick up Miss Kitchener and to take her back with 
them Shelley calculated that on arrivmg at Chep- 
stow a sum of £13 would remain to him, with which 
he would defray the ]oumey to Hurst But for the 
expenses of their return to Chepstow — as Shelley said, 
“We shall be penniless ” — ^he would depend upon Miss 
Kitchener’s exertions with a certain Mr Howell The 
journey to Chepstow was not undertaken, but it is 
just possible that Miss Kitchener may have sent him 
the £100 to which Holste referred, although the 
amount may have been one year’s mstalment of the 
allowance mentioned below 

Miss Kitchener did not join the Shelleys until 
after July 14th, on which date she visited the 
Godwms on her journey through London to Lyn- 
mouth, where they had moved m the meantime She 
left the Shelleys’ household about November 8, 1812, 
and Harriet, in writing from Stratford-on-Avon to 
Catherine Nugent on November 14th, said “ It was 
a long time ere we could possibly get her [Miss 
Kitchener] away, till at last Percy said he would give 
her £100 per annum And now, thank God, she has 
left us never more to return ’’ SheUey wrote to Hogg 
on December 3, 1812 “ The Brown Demon, as' we 

call our late tormentor and schoolmistress, must re- 
ceive her stipend certamly she is embarrassed 
and poor ” 
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After her departure from the Shelleys Miss Kitchener 
returned to Sussex where the Newspaper Editor 
who contributed his remmiscences of Shelley to 
Frahcr s Maga^ms saw her at the house of her 
father sitting alone with one of Shelley s works before 
her Her fine black eye lighted up her well formed 
Roman countenance was full of animation when I 
spoke of Shelley Medwm spoke of her as an 
esprit fort certileanly blue who fancied herself a 
poetess I only know of one anecdote he said 
which Shelley used to relate laughing till the tears 
ran down his cheeks She perpetrated an ode proving 
that she was a great stickler for the rights of her sex 
the first line of which ran thus 

All all are men—ufomen and all ' 

Mr T J Wise tells me that Mr Henry James Slack 
gave him the following mformation concerning Miss 
Kitchener from his personal knowledge He said that 
she subsequently became go\ernesb to the children 
of a gentleman who held some official position probably 
in the diplomatic service and she accompanied his 
faTMly -the CowtvMant. sh'e Mi lErtglraiTid 

however she deposited with Mr Slack Shelley s letters 
to her together with transcnpts of some of hers to 
Shelley and that these papers were never reclaimed 
While abroad Miss Kitchener made the acquaintance 
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and atterwards married, an officer in the Austrian 
service, but she parted from him soon after, and, re- 
turning to England, assumed her maiden name She 
then appears to have gone to Edmonton, where, with 
the aid of her sisters, she kept a school and earned the 
esteem of her pupils She left no will, but from a 
search made at Somerset House it appears that on 
the 8th March 1822, Letters of Administration of the 
goods, chattels, and credits of Elizabeth Hitchener, 
late of Edmonton m the county of Middlesex, Spmster, 
deceased, weie granted to Thomas Hitchener, her 
natural and lawful father The estate was sworn at 
£450 , the date of her death is not mentioned 

As some misstatements have been made with regard 
to Mr Slack, it may be as well to say that he was 
at one time editor of the Intellectual Observer, the 
" Littlejohn ” of the Weekly Times, author of Marvels 
of Pond Life, The Philosophy of Progress, and other 
books He died June 16, 1896, and is described in 
his will as barnster-at-law 

Miss Hitchener’s maiden name appears on the title- 
page of a poem in blank verse entitled The Weald of 
Sussex, which bears the date of 1822 Another volume 
from her pen. The Fiiestde Bagatelle, containing enigmas 
of the chief towns of England and Wales, had been 
previously published in 1818 If the correspondence 
of Shelley with Miss Hitchener, to which Mr Holste

referred ^\•as the same ns tint in Mr Slack s hands 
or which came into his keeping aftcro'ards the letters 
acknowledging the debt arc not forthcoming Some 
forty years later Mr Slacl showed the letters to Mr 
W M Rossetti who was the first to examine and 
transenbe them ^ 

Among the few contemporary statements of Shellej s 
death the following appeared m the Gentleman s 
Maga me for September 1822 It was evidently 
wntten by someone better acquainted with the facts 
of the poet s death than with his work and iims

Mr P !■ AlacCarthy in his £arfy Lt/e of Shelley 1S7 made 
considerable use of these letters but they were frst printed fully for 
pnv ate circulation in iSgohyMr T J Wise and were published later 
in 190S by the late Mr Bertram Dobell with an interesting introduction 
The letters were afterwards included in the present writers edition of 
Shelley’s correspondence 1909 after collation with the originals which 
made it possible to restore some passages hitherto unprinted On the 
death of Mr Slack the Shelley Hitchencr letters came into the hands of 
his Widow who bequeathed them to the Rev Charles Hargrove the 
husband of her niece with the request that he should leave the letters 
to the British Museum Mr Hargrove did not keep the manusenpts long 
in h s possession but generously presented them to the Museum in 1907 
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Williams of the lion East India Company Bengal 
Infantry and lately exchanged from the 8th Dragoons 
to the 2 ist Fusiliers He had been to Pisa and was 
returning to his country abode at Lerici The boat 
has since been found capsized Mr Shelley was the 
eldest son of Sir Timothy Shelley, Bart . A of Uni- 
versity College Oxford of which Society his son was 
for a short time a member He married a daughter 
of Mr Godwin by the celebrated jMary Wolstonecraft 
and was an intimate fiicnd of Lord Byron and Mr 
Leigh Hunt The wives of IMr Shelley and Mr Wil- 
liams were both at Leghorn overwhelmed wuth grief 

“ Mr Shelley is unfortunately too well known for his 
infamous novels and poems He openly professed 
himself an Atheist His works bear the following 
titles — Piometlicits chawed, Alasloi oi ihc spirit of 
Sohtnde, and other poems i8i6, Queen Mob, Cenex 
It has been stated that Mr Shelley had gone to Pisa 
to establish a periodical w^ork wuth the assistance of 
Lord Byron and ]\Ir Leigh Hunt ” 

This reference to the memory of England’s greatest 
lyrical poet is mild compared wuth what follow^ed m 
this periodical, which claimed to represent the inter- 
ests of gentlemen and to voice their views Shortly 
after the appearance of the obituary notice quoted 
above, the editor of the Gentleman's Magazine seized 
an opportunity of assailing Shelley’s memory in re- 
viewing an Elegy on his death by John Chalk Claris, 
a great admirer of the poet, who WTote under the 
pen-name of “ Arthur Brooke ” 
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Mr Brooke an enthusiastic young man \\ho has 
written some good but licentious verses has here got up 
a collection of stanzas for the ostensible purpose of 
commemorating the talents and virtues of that highly 
gifted individual Percy Bysshe Shelley (Preface) 

Concerning the talents of Mr Shelley \v e knou no 
more than that he published certam convulsive caper 
mgs of Pegasus labouring under cholic pains namely 
some purely fantastic verses in the bubble bubble toil 
and trouble style and as to Mr Shelley s virtues if 
he belonged (as we understand he did) to a ]unta 
whose rvritings tend to make our sons profligates and 
our daughters strumpets we ought as justly to regret 
the decease of the Devil (if that were possible) as of 
one of his coadjutors 

Seriously speaking however wc feel no pleasure in 
the untimely death of this Tyro of the Juan school 
that pre eminent academy of Infidels Blasphemers 
Seducers and Wantons We had much rather have 
heard that he and the rest of the fraternity had been 
consigned to the Monastery of La Trappe for correc 
tion of their dangerous principles and expurgation of 
their corrupt minds 

Percy Bysshe Shelley is a fitter subject for the 
penitentiary dying speech than a lauding elegy for 
a muse of the rope rather than that of the cypress 
the muse that advises us wammg to take by others 
harm and w e shall do well 

If these and other abusive articles on the poet w ere 
not responsible for Sir Timothy s unfriendlmess to 
Mary Shelley and her little boy they no doubt helped 
to embitter him 
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But to return to Italy About July 20th, im- 
mediately the fate of Shelley and Williams was known, 
Mary, Jane Williams, and Clare \\ere taken by Tre- 
lawny to the Hunts’ at Pisa, and there they remained 
during the early days of their mourning Trela^\my 
was unceasing in his efforts to help and comfort them, 
and Leigh Hunt and his wife also were ever ready with 
their sympathy and kind attentions Shelley’s wdow 
and the Hunts having agreed to settle together at Genoa 
for several months, Mary set out from Pisa vith Jane 
Williams for that place, towards the middle of Sep- 
tember, m order to seek for a suitable house She had 
promised at the same time to find a house for Byron, 
and she took for him the Casa Saluzzo at Albaro, near 
Genoa, and the Casa Negioto close by for the Hunts 
and herself Clare had previously left Pisa for Vienna 
to join her brother Charles, and Mrs Williams did 
not remain long at Genoa , she left for London on 
September 17th Consequently Mary remained ^vlth 
her boy at the Hunts , mtendmg also to return to 
England, but realised that, when she was able to 
do so, she could not reasonably be a burden on her 
father 

Mary cherished hopes that Sir Timothy would help 
her for the sake of her boy, but, as she wrote on 
September T7th to Mrs Gisborne, “ when my crowns 
are gone, if Sir Timothy refuses, I hope to be able 
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to support myself by my writings and mine own 
Shelley s MSS 

Byron who at length arrived at Genoa had been very 
kind to Mary at Pisa where he had visited her from 
weekto^veek When she saw him again for two hours 
after an absence of a month the sound of his voice 
awakened melancholy thoughts of days that w ere gone 
It carried her memory back to the visit at Geneva in 
1816 where 'it the Villa Diodati she had listened to 
long conversations between him and Shelley and now 
when she heard Byron speak she listened as it were 
in expectation of hearing the other voice that was for 
ever silenced 

Byron s character was a strange mixture of generosity 
and meanness He had behaved generously to Leigh 
_,Hunt in his capacity as Editor of the Liberal as well 
as to John Hunt the printer of that ill fated magazine 
by making to it several notable contributions It 
IS true that he expected to obtain profit by the 
venture but ha\ mg given it his support though he 
soon had misgivmgs as to its chances of success he 
did not hesitate to cany out his promise liberally 
Moreover after a coolness wth Murray Byron en 
trusted to John Hunt tlie publication of Don Jmn 
from Canto VI to the end and Hunt henceforth 
published anything that came from the pen of the 
poet who found him a sensible plain sturdy en 
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duiing person ” ^ Byron sympathised with Mary , 
as the fiiend of Shelley, whose death he sincerely 
lamented, and as one of the executors of the poet’s 
will, he was anxious to help her He therefore wTote 
to his solicitor, John Hanson, saying that he had de- 
sired Godwin to see him with regard to Shelley’s 
affairs, and that he ivished Hanson to apply to ^^^lltton 
on behalf of Mrs Shelley to ascertain if any provision 
had been made for her and her son Bj^ron added that 
he presumed that the last quarter of the allowance, 
due on September ist, would be paid, and he desired 
Hanson’s opinion of Shelley’s will, and his advice as to 
what had best be done in the circumstances Hanson 
accordingly wrote to Whitton asking for an interview 
Whitton, however, who, according to entries in his 
diary, replied to Hanson on November 22nd, and iwrote 
again to him on the 27th, on December lytli declined 
to see him, and Hanson then made his application 
by letter as Whitton had requested Mary VTote to 
Clare on December 20th at this stage of the negotiations, 
" This does not look like an absolute refusal, but Sir 
Timothy is so capricious that we cannot trust to 
appearances ” 2 On December i8th Sii Timothy had 
a consultation about Hanson’s letters and Harriet’s 
children with Whitton, who gave his advice and re-

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ceived Sir Timothy s instructions which he communi 
cated two days later to Hanson The decision was 
apparently unfa\ curable to Marys application as 
Byron resolved to plead her cause himself and ad 
dressed t letter to Sir Timothy Shelley It was one 
of Byron s generous acts and the letter is an inter 
esting one for the tribute which it contains to his lost 
friend The letter does not appear to have been 
pnnted before and is from a copy among the Shelley 
\Vhitton papers 

Lord Byron to Str Ttmoihy Shelley 

Cenoa 
Jan 7 i8 3 

Sir — 1 trust that the only motive of this letter wll 
be sufficient apology e\en from a stranger — I had 
the honor of being the friend of the late Percy B 
Shelley and am still actuated by the same regard for 
his memory and the welfare of his family — to which 
I beg leave to add my respect for yourself and his 
connections My Solicitor lately made an application 
to Mr Whitton a gentleman in your confidence in 
favor of Mr Shelley s Widow and child by his second 
mamage both being left by his untimely death entirely 
destitute 

My mtimacy with your late son and the circum 
stances to me unknown till after his decease — of my 
being named one of the Executors in a will which he 
left but which is of no avail at present — ^and may 
perhaps be ahvays unavailable — seemed to justify this 
intrusion through a third person I was umvilling to 
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trouble 5^011 personally, fot the subject is verj' painful 
to my feelings and must be still more so to yours — 
I must now, houc\cr, respectfully submit to you, the 
totally destitute st.ite of y oui daughtcr-in-l.iw and her 
child, and I would venture to add — that ncitlicr are 
unwoithy 3^our protection 'I heir \wbhes arc b} no 
means extravagant, a siinjde pro\ ision to prc\ ent 
them from absolute want now staring them m the face 
is all that they seek — and whcic c.in they look for it 
with propnet}? — or accept it without bittcniess — 
except fiom yourself? 

I am not sufilcientl} aware of Mi Shelley’s family 
affairs to know’ on what terms he stood w ith his {amil3% 
nor if I w’eic so should I presume to address jou on 
that subject Bui he is m lus gia\c — ^lic was your 
Son — and whale\ei his eirors and opinions may ha\e 
been — they weie redeemed b}’ many good and noble 
qualities 

Might I hope, Sir, that by casting an c\ c of kindness 
on his relict and her boj^ it would be a comfort to them 
— ^it would one da}' be a comfort to } ourself, for if 
ever he had been so unfortunate as to offend }0u, 
they are innocent , but I will not urge the topic further 
and am far more w'llhng to trust to your ow'ii feelings 
and judgment, than to any appeal W'liich may be made 
to them by others 

Mis Shelley is foi the present residing near Genoa — 
indeed she has not the means of taking a journey to 
England — nor of remaining where she is without some 
assistance That this should be derived from other 
sources than your protection, would be humiliating 
to you and to her — ^but she has still hopes from your 
kindness — let me add from your Justice to her and to 
your Grandchild 
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1 beg lca\ c to renew m> npobgy for intniding upon 
3 ou which nothing but the necessity of so doing w ould 
bi\c induced ind hi\c the honor to be

Sir Timothj '^nt B>Ton s letter to \Vhitton with 'in 
intimation tint he tliought of allowing Marj a sum 
of £i6o 1 >car* \Multon considered this proposal 
wrote sc\cnl letters to his client and fmallj Ind a 
consultation wath Sir Timothy on Pebruarj 4th after 
he had recoil cd from John Hanson certificates of the 
marriage of Shelley with Afarj Godwin and of the 
baptism of their son Pcrc> Florence The result of 
this conference was tint Whitton prepared for Sir 
Timothy a rcpl> to Bjrons letter in the light of a 
short abstract of the poets wall supplied by Hanson 
on February 4th which letter he carefully read over 
to the baronet on the following day Mrs ^larslnll 
printed Sir Timothy s reply m her Lt/c of Mary Shelley 
but the following is given from the draft among the 
Shelley Whitton papers which bears some alterations 
in Whitton s handwriting though the two copies arc 
practically identical

My Lord, — I have received your Lordship’s letter, 
and my Solicitor Mr Wliitton has this day shewn to 
me copies of certificates of the man lage of j\Irs Shelley 
and of the baptism of her little boy and also a short 
Abstiact of my son’s Will as the same have been 
handed to him by Mr Hanson 

The mind of my son was withdrawm fiom me and 
my immediate family b}^ umiortlty and interested 
individuals when he was about nineteen, and after a 
while he was led into a new Society and forsook his 
first associates In this new Societj^ he forgot every 
feeling of duty and respect to me and to Lady Shelley 
Mrs Shelley was, I have been told, the intimate friend 
of my son m the lifetime of his first wife and to the 
time of her death, and in no small degiee as I suspect 
estranged my son’s mind from his family and all his 
first duties in life With that impiession on my mind 
I cannot agree with your Lordship that tho’ my son 
was most unfortunate that Mrs Shelley is innocent — 
on the contrary I think that her conduct was the 
very reverse of. what it ought to have been and I must 
therefore declme all interference in matters in which 
Mrs Shelley is inteiested As to the child I am in- 
clined to afiord the means of a suitable protection and 
care of him in this country if he shall be placed 
with a person I shall approve 

But your Lordship wiU allow me to say that the 
means 1 can furnish will be limited as I have important 
duties to perform towards others which I cannot for-

While ■\rarj w*is waiting to hear the result of Bjron s 
application to Sir Timothy she received a letter from 
her faithful and trustj fnend TrcLawnj He wrote 

There is not one now living Ins so tender a friend- 
ship for you as I have I have the far greater 
claims on jou and I shall consider it as a breach of 
friendship should jou employ anj one else m services 
that I can execute 

My purse my person my extremest means 
L)e all unlocked to your occasion 

I hope JOU know my heart so well as to make all 
professions needless 

Mary was touched by this expression ot friendship 
which subsequently on Trclawny s part developed into 
something woinncr and she wrote m reply on January 
20th that she believed he was the best friend she Iiad 
and that most truly would she rather apply to him 
than to anyone else But she considered for the 
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present she was well off, having leceived ^33 from the 
Ltbeial, besides still possessing a considerable residue 
of the money that she had brought from Pisa She 
had enough to spare some for Clare She added 
“ Lord Byron continues kind he has made frequent 
offers of money I do not want it as you see ” 

Mary was naturally indignant at the proposal of 
her father-m-law, whose letter plainly showed, ^she 
said, in ivriting to Byron, b}^ what mean principles 
Sir Timothy would be actuated m not offering her 
little boy " an asylum in his own house, but a beggarly 
provision under the care of a stranger ” She declared 
that, separated from the child, she should not survive 
ten days, though the sacrifice would be easy if it were 
necessary to die foi his benefit But the child was 
delicate, and required all his mother's love and solici- 
tude, and she would never consent to part uath him 
Godwin, who saw a copy of Sir Timothy’s letter, con- 
sidered that theie was no need for him to counsel her 
to reject her father-m-law’s proposition It was a 
bitter blow to her expectations, and she soon realised 
that, stranded as she was in a foreign country without 
resources, it was expedient that she should return to 
England with as little delay as possible Mary made 
her preparations, and on June 9th she told Byron that 
she was ready to depart, and he promised to provide 
her with money and to make himself the necessary 
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arrangements for the lounwy , but he kept her ^\alt- 
ing and then chose to transact the ncgotntions through 
Leigh Hunt Mary related these details to Jane 
Williams in a letter dated July 1823 and said that 
Byron gave such an air of umvallrngncss and sense 
of the obligation he conferred is at list provoked 
Hunt to say that there was no obligation since he 
owed me £1000 She added that while Byron wns 
still keeping up an appearance of amity with Hunt 
he had mitten notes and lettere so full of contempt 
against me and my lost Shelley that I could stand it no 
longer and have refused to receive his still proffered 
aid for my journey Mary who \va5 an incxpen 
enced girl not twenty four when she was widowed 
bemg unaccustomed to decide for herself had out 
worn Byron s patience by the incertitude of her plans 
Perhaps he ms ae^^ed when she showed some imta 
tion at the failure of Byron s appeal to Sir Timothy 
at any rate he was out of humour with her and he 
did not disguise it in the letter which follows 

Lord Byron to Leigh Hunt 

June 28 1823 

Dear H — I have received a note from Mrs S 
with a fifth or sixth change of plan viz not to make 
her journey at all at least through my assistance on 
account of what she is pleased to call estrangement 
etc On this I have little to say The readiest 
mode now may be this which can be settled between 
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you and me without her knowing anything of the 
matter 

I will advance the money to 3^11 (I desired Mr. 
K[irkup] 1 to say what \\ ould enable her to travel 
“ handsomely and convcmcnily m all respects ” these 
weie the words of m}^ note this afternoon to him) on 
Monday — ^you can then say that you have raised it 
as a loan on your oum account — no matter with whom 
or how — and that you advance it to ho — ^which may 
easily be made the fact if 3^011 feel scrupulous b3^ giving 
me a scrap of papei as 3mur note of hand — ^thus she will 
be spared any fancied humiliation I am not aware 
oi anything m the transaction which can render it 
obnoxious to youiself — ^at least I am sure that there 
is no such intention on m3'’ part — nor ever was in 
anythmg which had passed between us — altliough 
there are circumstances so plausible — and scoundrels 
so ready m every corner of the earth to give a colour 
of their oivn to everything — the last observation is 
dictated by what you told me to-day to m3'' utter 
astonishment — it will however teach me to loiow 
my company better 01 not at all 

And now pray — do not apply or misapply directly 
or indirectly to youiself any of these observations 
I knew you long before Mr S knew either you or 
me — ^and you and two more of his fi lends are the 
only ones whom I can at all reflect upon as men whoge 
acquaintance was honourable and agreeable I have

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one more thing to state — ^which is that from this mo 
ment I must decline the office of acting as his executor 
m any respect and also all further connection ^^th 
his family in any of its branches — noiv or hereafter 
There \vas something about a legacy of two thousand 
pounds — which he had left me— this of course I decline 
and the more so that I hear — that his will is admitted 
valid and I state this distinctly — that m case of 
anything happening to me — mj heirs maybe instructed

On July 23rd two days before Mary quitted Genoa 
for England she wrote to Mrs Williams that Lord 
Byron Trelawny and Picrino Gambo had sailed for 
Greece on July 17th She did not see Byron before 
he left His unconquerable avarice she said 
prevented his supplying me with money and a 
remnant of shame caused him to avoid me If 
he were mean Trelawny more than balanced the 
moral account His whole conduct during his last 
stay here has impressed us all ^vlth an affectionate 
regard and a perfect faith m the unalterable goodness 
of his heart They sailed together Lord B5a‘on with 
^10 000 Trelawny with £50 and Lord B3n’on cowering 
before his eye for reasons you shall hear soon Poor 
as Trelawny was he wiUmgiy lent Maiy a sum to help 
her to defray the expenses of her homeward journey 
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Mary’s return to London — PKiuhcnsletn on the stage — Mary and

There was nothing now to detain Mary in Italy , 
indeed it was expedient that she should return to 
England and endeavour to obtain from Sir Timothy an 
allowance for hei self and Percy On August 25, 1823, 
she was in London under the roof of her father’s house 
in the Strand, and on the 29th Godwin took her, with 
her step-bi other William, and Mrs Williams, to the 
English Opera House to witness a dramatic performance 
of her novel Frankenstein Godw'in had been prompted, 
by the appearance of this play, to get published for 
Mary’s benefit a new edition ^ of her novel, as he 

Fi ankenstem , or , The Modern Ptometheus, by Miry Wollstonecraft 
Shelley In two volumes, a new edition London Printed for G &. W 
B Whittaker, Ave Maria Lane, 1823 The first edition of this book, 
in three volumes, was published without the author’s name, but it con- 
tained a dedication to Godwin which was omitted from this reprint 
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despaired of Sir “Timothy doing inj thing for her 
She ^\TOtc ho\sc\cr to her father mhu and Lad} 
Shelley on her arrunl m England and Sir Timothy 
sent the letter to \Mntton The lawjcr adM'^xl m 
a letter dated September ist that Sir Tiinoth} should 
repl} b} referring ^far} to his letter to B)ron as con 
taming his c\phnation of all that he intended to do 
and that his feelings would not permit him to corre 
spond further on the subject Whitton thought Hut 
such a letter would quiet his client and induce Mar}

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“ was very polite though long-winded , his great wish 
seemed to be to prevent me from applying again to 
Sir Timoth}?-, whom he represented as old, infirm and 
irritable Howevei, he advanced me £xoo for my 
immediate expenses, told me that he could not speak 
positively until he had seen Sir T Shelley, but he 
doubted not that I should receive the same sum annu- 
ally for my child, and wnth a little time and patience 
I should get an allowance for myself ” Whitton 
wrote a long letter to Sir Timothy, in which he gave 
an account of the conversation that he had had with 
Mary and her father, and he stated that he made the 
advance to her as he realised that, as she was wholly 
mthout money, and her father not being m a posi- 
tion to assist her, without some present aid she could 
not keep herself without great distress , that he 
thought Sir Timothy might allow a sum not very 
short of £100 a year for the child, but that she was 
not to look forward to support from that quarter 
Mary seems to have construed Whitton’s remarks 
otherwise , she expected that her father-in-law would 
make her an adequate provision Peacock saw Whitton 
on November 6 th, and stated that Mrs Shelley had 
written to him saying that she expected an allowance 
£300 a- year, to which statement Whitton declared 
that it was Sir Timothy’s intention not to allow her 
sixpence beyond what was necessary for her child

on my part After his death Shelley's wall secures 
me an income more than sufficient foi my simple 
habits ” 

Soon after Shelley’s death, wdicn lilar}' w'as at Albaro, 
she applied herself to the task of going over his manu- 
scripts and transcribing them preparatorj' to issuing 
a collection of his unpublished poems When she was 
nearing the completion of her task, she must have 
experienced a difficulty in finding a publisher walling 
to undertake to print the book at his owai risk The 
Olliers, who had issued Shelley’s poems at the author’s 
charges, had stated that “ the sale, in every instance, 
of Mr Shelley s W'orks has been veiy confined ” The 
original editions of his w'orks w'ere, at the time, a drug 
in the market, and the London publishers show'ed no 
eagerness to publish his Posthumous Poems A plan 
at length was found to induce John Hunt to issue the 
book The sale of 250 copies was guaranteed by three 
admirers of Shelley’s poetry — ^namely, Thomas Lovell 
Beddoes , Bryan Waller Procter, otherwnse “ Barry 
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Com^nll nnd Tlionns Forbes KcKill — none of w horn 
appesar to hi\e Known the poet pcrsomllj Tlic pnb 
hsher decided to print 500 copies of tlic volume as 
lie said tint a smaller number would not pa^ for 
printing and advertisements much less jicid an> 
profit for Jlrs Shcllcj A portrait was to have been 
added as a frontispiece to the booK but ^^^s Williams 
had mislaid a sketch of the poet which Mar> Shelley 
had lent her until it was too late to use it > It was 
originally intended to mcltidc in the volume a ‘^election 
from Shelley s prose writings including some letters 
from Italy besides his translation of the Symposium 
and Ion of Plato but Marj stated m her preface 
to the book (dated June i 1824) that the sire of 
the collection had prevented the insertion of any 
prose pieces which would appear m a separate 
publication ’

poetry, from Queen Mob to Adonais, and had followed 
the criticisms which had been meted out to it in the 
past He said 


“ Amidst the crowd of feeble and tawdry miters 
with which we are surrounded, tantalizing us with a 
mere shew of power, and rendering their native bald- 
ness more disgusting by the exaggerations and dis- 
tortions with which they attempt to hide it, it is 
refreshing to meet mth a work upon which the genuine 
mark of intellectual greatness is stamped Here are 
no misgivings, no chilling doubts, no reasoning with 
ourselves as to the grounds of our temporary admira- 
tion , no comparison of canons, no reference to 
criterions of beauty We feel ourselves raised above 
criticism, to that of which criticism is only the shadow , 
we perceive that it is from sources like these that 
er rules, even where true, are exclusively derived, 
servants that know not their master’s mU, — ^and we 
leel that we have no need of them, when all that they 
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could teach presents itself to us by intui^on It is 
a reviving feeling — a sense of deliverance and of 
ex iltation we are emancipated from the minute and 
narrowing restraints to which an habitual intercourse 
with petty prejudices almost insensibly subjects us 
we breathe freely in the open air of enlarged thought 
and we deem ourselves eimobled by our relation to a 
superior mind and by the sense of our own capabilities 
which its grand conceptions awaken m us 

The ivriter then went on to examine the charges 
that had been made against Shelley and his poetry 
We are a review and newspaper ridden people 
he said and while we contend clamorously for the 
right of thinking for ourselves we yet guide ourselves 
unconsciously by the opinion of censors whom we know 
to be partial and incompetent The feeling against 
Shelley was not merely because he had erred but 
because his errors were unpopular and he had never 
attempted to disguise his opinions or to mask them 
under a decent guise of conformity The article 
concludes with several pages of extracts from the 
poems and is followed by a lively dialogue between 
the contributors at the anniversary gathering of the 
magazine on the merits of Shelley s poetry on Mrs 
1 1 S\it\\ty s Fraiikenstetn and her then recently published 
novel Valperga The author of the article disguised 
his identity under the pseudonym of Edward 
Haselfoot but the magazine counted among its 
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contributors Macaulay, Praed, and Moultrie, and 
it may have been written by one of the two last 
named 

The volume of Shelley’s Posthumous Poems had not 
been long in circulation before Sir Timothy wrote to 
Whitton about it He had attempted during his 
son’s lifetime to restrain him from publishing his 
works and had failed, but, now that Mary Shelley 
was dependent on him for supplies, it was an easy 
matter to threaten to stop her allowance unless she 
at once withdiew the circulation of her husband’s 
poems Whitton wrote to Sir Timothy, on July 24, 
182-^, that he had seen Mr Peacock, and that he had 
had a very long and particular conversation with him 
on the subject of “ the publications ” Peacock re- 
marked that he was ignorant of Mary’s intention to 
publish, and that had he known it he would have used 
his endeavours to prevent it He had heard that she, 
or, rather, her father, was about to publish some prose 
ivritmgs (apparently of Shelley’s), and Whitton, who 
intimated to him that such conduct had been very 
offensive to Sir Timothy’s feelings, conceived that the 
baronet would regard “ any further publication of the 
writings as intended to annoy ” him and his family 
Whereupon Peacock said that he would endeavour to 
prevent it, and a few days later he again saw Whitton, 
who wrote to Sir Timothy on August 5th as follows

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Mrs Shelley must have parted reluctantly with 
Shelley s original manuscripts but it was expedient 
to comply \vith Sir Timothy s demands and the 
papers only passed mto the custody of her friend 
Peacock Of what exactly the manuscripts compnsed 
does not appear from Peacocks letter that follows 
The translations from Plato remained unprinted till 
the year 1840 when they appeared in Mary Shelleys 
collection of Shelley s Essays and Letters from A broad

Mary wrote to her friend, Miss Curran, on January 
2, 1825, with regard to her affairs “ I have now bettei 
prospects than 1 had, or rather, a better reality, for my 
prospects are sufficiently misty I receive now £200 
from my Fathei-in-law, but this in so strange and em- 
barrassed a manner that, as yet, I hardly know what to 
make of it I do not believe, however, that he would 
obiect to my going abroad, as I daresay he considers 
that the first step towards kingdom come, whither, 
doubtless, he prays that an interloper like me may 
speedily be removed ” ^ 

The prospect of remaining in London was daily 
growing more distasteful to hei On April 8th she 
wrote to Leigh Hunt ” I shall not live with my 
father but return to Italy and economise the moment 
God and Mr Whitton will permit ” 

Any doubts, however, that Mary may have enter- 
tained respecting her income were soon to be dispelled 
by an unfortunate incident 

Mary had written a novel, during the last years of 
Shelley’s life, of which he entertained a high opinion,

it a condition of continuing the allowance to Mary of 
£100 per annum that she should not bring her hus 
band s name again before the public Mary Shelley 
vvis pretty widely known to be the author of Tranken 
stem although originally published anonymously as 
her fithcr m bringing out the new edition of that 
romance had put her name on the title page The 
reviewers therefore of The Last Man freely referred 
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to her by name, and this pubhcit}'’ so annoyed Sir 
Timothy, that he showed his displeasure by suspending 
her allowance, although Mary was m no wise blame- 
worthy 

Whitton, 111 sending Peacock a sum of £50 foi jMarj^ 
on July 5, 1826, said that it must be considered the 
last payment He added, m the sime letter, that 
Shelley’s eldest son b}^ Hariict, Charles B}sshe, was 
in consumption Six days later he waote again to 
Peacock, and sent him, for Mrs Shelley’s information, 
the doctor’s report on the boy’s case, and said “ I 
regret very much the situation of the little fellow , 
he has the affectionate attention of Sir Timothy and 
Lady Shelley and of the young ladies at Field Place 
This disastei puts, I fear, a complete negative to the 
laising by Mrs Shelley of an annuity upon her ex- 
pectant interest in the Estates incumbered as they 
have been ” 

About the middle of Septembei 1826 little Chailes 
Shelley died, and Mar^'^’s son, Percj^ Floience, became 
heir-presumptive to the baionetcy It is pretty clear 
that there was little love lost betw^een Sir Timothy 
and Mary Shelley, and he w^as probabl}’’ prepared to 
thmk of his grandson Percy as an interloper, especially 
as the boy stood between Sir Timothy’s second son 
John and the baronetcy John Shelley, although only 
twenty, was already engaged to be mariied, and his 
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father m sending Whitton on October 15th a cer 
tificate of Charles s buna! wrote with regard to the 
youn^ man s settlement in life You mention d that 
you should be enabled durmg the Vacation to put 
into %vriting the several interests of the State of the 
Family concerns and of the interc'st etc of my son 
respecting his nuptials It will be very gratifying to 
me so to arrange matters that I may see my way to 
do right and set him out as circumstances admit 
My son will be of age the middle of March next and 
young folks do not feel easj apart when all agree upon 
the point and at my time of Life my only wish is to 
make those happy I feel so much interest for and no 
del y will be on my part and I am sure not on yours 
in laying before him in due time his expectations 
John Shelley was married on March 24 1827 to 
Eliza daughter of Charles Bowen of Kdna Court 
Queen s Count\ Some two years later he appears 
to have done something to upset his father in whose 
affections however he seems to ha\e had a place that 
was denied to or forfeited by Bysshe The exact 
nature of the trouble is not disclosed but money was 
involved Sir Timothy in writing to Whitton on 
August 18 1829 said T wish he had always been 
as cautious in his dealings and I hope he may be so 
m future as be is with me I the rather encouraged 
it that he may have an example for the future Would 
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not any little memoiancliim suffice to quiet Ins fc.ns ^ 
I wish once to aiiaiigc with him, then he must take 
care of himself and give me no fiiithcr tioublc 
As John mentioned £Soo I told him £jono would be 
better and the othci £^oo would be lead} giMng me 
some notice He told me you advis’d him not to be 
hast}’' in replacing the £^oo We were all young once ” 
He leferred to the same subject again on Scptcmbei 
4th " This 3^oung man, my son. c.imc to his senses 
of his owTi accoid, I wish he m.13 .ilwa}s sec his w’aj 
light and see his interest with those wlio wish him 
w'ell, amongst w'hom his Fathei, and the gentleman 
who only know's and iindcrstands the concerns in 
which he may have to trans<ict business w ith Nothing 
but the lack of monc}'’ can make j^oungsters under- 
stand the right use of it ” ^ 

Peacock’s good offices w'cre again lequisitioned by 
Mary to explain to Whitton that her name had not 
appeared on the title-pages of her books, and that for 
the publicity that had been given to her she w^as in 
no w^ay responsible Whitton, wdio acknowdedged the 
truth of these circumstances, said, “ The name wus the 
matter , it annoyed Sir Timothy? ” Although the

In writing to Trelawny from Kentish Town on March 
4 1827 Mary spoke of the extreme seventy of the 
winter that had carried off many old people Sir 
Timothy had been laid up with the gout for ten weeks 
but he had recovered All that time she con 
tinned a settlement for me was delayed although 
it was acknowledged that Percy now being the heir 
one ought to be made at length after much parading 
they have notified me that I shall receive a magnificent 
£250 a year to be increased next year to £300 But 
then I am not permitted to leave this cloudy nook 
My de<?ire to get away is unchanged and I used to 
look forward to your return as a period when I might 
contrive — but I fear there is no hope dunng Sir T s 
life He and his family are now at Brighton John 
Shelley dear S s brother is about to marry and 
talks of calling on me 

Mr Whitton went to Brighton to see Sir Timothy 
who talked over with him Mrs Shelleys «;ituation 
On his return to London the lawyer saw Mrs Shelley 
and Peacock and wrote to Sir Timothy on March 
29th that he intimated to them the kind intention 
you had of affording protection to her and the child

these details w'ere under discussion. Sir Timothy wrote, 
on April ist, to Whitton 

“ My motive for arianging \vith 3 our assistance for 
Mrs S when I had the pleasure of seeing 3''ou at 
Brighton, w^as to set her above the e\ils of pcciiniaiy^ 
want, and whatever I ma3’’ feel under the general 
circumstances, I can nevei haiboui within my breast 
unchristian-hke Feelings towards her, but to make 
the best of existing things, and acting upon pnnciple 
and rectitude Mi Peacock, hei Friend, will no doubt 
be mfiuenced by the same Motives, and as you are 
aware of the best to be done, I have only to add, that

“ I forbear to ente into past events, but look to w^hat

Having completelj conquer d Gout etc ^\lthout the

Sir Timothy decided to take a personal part m these 
negotiations and WTiitton therefore tvTOte to Peacock 
on May 9th to say that his client \vas desirous of 
havmg an explanation m regard to the security vath 
him and if he thought proper with his solicitor 
Mr Amory and he added that if he could con- 
xenitntly bring the little boy Sir Timothy ^^ould be 
glad to see him but he particularly \\ishcs not to 
trouble Mrs Shelley to call wath him 
A few days after the interview Sir Timothy wrote 
to his la^vyer I felt so unman d and unpleasant 
feelmgs at meeting the Little Boy and the Gentleman 
with you and Mr Amory brought to my recollection

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In handing ovei the business to be settled by 
Whitton, Sir Timothy showed that he distrusted the 
methods of Messrs Amory & Cole, but he wrote on 
May 2ist that “ Mi Peacock seemed to wish to act 
properly ” The delays were causing Mary great in- 
convenience, and Peacock therefore drafted a letter 
for her to send to Sir Timothy, which she copied out 
and sent to Mr Whitton

Sir, — It IS the subject of great anxiety to me that 
the peiiod of my signing the deed d^a^vn by Mr Whitton 
IS again delayed, and I am the more mortified smce 
it appears that this delay is occasioned by a communi- 
cation of mine When Mr Whitton proposed to me 
that on the contingency of my inheriting on Bysshe's 
Will I should repay the sums advanced and to be 
advanced by you to me and my child, I immediately 
acceded to the arrangement as being just and proper 
Mr Whitton wished that the deed he should draw 
should be seen and approved by a Solicitor on my part 
Mr Peacock named Mr Amory, and Mr Whitton was 
satisfied with this nomination As soon as the affair 
was put into the hands of a Solicitor, I of course con- 
sidered myself obliged to act under his directions, and 
in consequence of Mr Amory’ s objections all this 
delay has occurred 

For myself I do not hesitate to say that I put every 
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confidence in you SirTimothj and that I feel perfectly 
secure that my interests are safe in your hands and 
I am ready to confide them to your direction It is 
hard therefore that \\hilc I am satisfied with the 
arrangements you make that the objections of my 
advisers should subject me to the dreadful embarrass 
ments with which I am now stnigglmg It was in 
Tebruary last that Mr W'hitton announced to me > our 
intention of allowing me £250 p ann since then I 
hive received no supply I hive lived on credit — 
the bills incurred arc now presented for payment and 
neither have I funds to defray them nor anj by which 
I can continue to exist 

I do not understand business and I do not mean 
to bnng this subject before you as a question of 
business The interest you shewed for my son en 
couraged me in the hope that >ou also wall be desirous 
of facilitating my earnest wash of bringing him up 
properly I consider it perfectly right that I should 
repay the sums jou advance to me for his support 
but the means for his support I can only obtain 
through you I am sure that you will not permit a 
question of forms merely to interfere with the welfare 
of your grandson and the respectability of his mother 
It is a great misfortune to me that I am not permitted 
to see you It would have been a great happiness 
if left a widow I could have been under the protec 
tion of Bysshe s father This good is denied to me 
but let me entreat you to enter into my situation 
and not to delay in relieving me from the humiliation 
and distresses to which I am subjected I believe 
that Mr Whitton feels assured that confidence may be 
safely placed in me and will not advise any further 
postponement m the desired settlement 
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Let me entreat you therefoie, Sii Timothy, to direct 
that the deed m question may be immediately pre- 
pared foi my signatuie Every day is of consequence 
to me your kind feelings will, I do not doubt, cause 
as few to intervene as possible before I am relieved 
from my embarrassments 

Percy is quite well, and often speaks of you I 
hope it vnll not be long before he has the honour of 
seemg you again 

I am your obliged and obt servant,

This letter did not meet with Whitton’s approval, 
and one gathers from Mary’s next letter that he ex- 
cused himself from sending it on to Sir Timothy on 
account of some domestic trouble under which he was 
suffermg at the time

Sir, — I am sorry that my letter to Sir Timy Shelley 
is not satisfactory I beg you will attribute my

I thought that when I expressed my perfect 
confidence m Sir Timothy, and my readmess to sign 
the deed in question, that I should efface any dis- 
agreeable impression made by my letter to Mr Amory 
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The explanation of that letter is simple I had at 
your ^vlsh confided the conduct of my affairs to Mr 
Peacock 

I copied the Ictter—wliich certainly ^'llcn he com 
posed he had no intention it should contain any ex 
prcssions offensive to Sir T Shelley You told me 
that it conveyed the idea that a foundation was to 
be laid by it for a suit m Chancery — I am sorry it 
should have been so ill worded — I utterly disclaim 
any such intention or thought on my part — I beg to 
retract any expressions that v\ould give rise to such 
an idea or that detract at all from the perfect confi 
dence I feel m Sir Timothy 

I trust that my present communication fills up any 
omission in my last If not and if you will let me 
know that such is the case I will call on you at any 
hour }ou wall appoint that I may learn by what act 
or word of mine I can bring this painful negociation 
to a conclusion 

I am most anxious to make the required concessions 
and to sign the deed — ^My situation is one of struggle 
and embarrassment — Besides the debts I have been 
obliged to incur — I made arrangements, (when on the 
interview of SirTimy wath Messrs Peacock and Amory 
I thought the negociation on the eve of terminating) 
to quit Kentish Towai I cannot delay my departure 
more than a fortnight or three weeks — and jet wathout 
money I cannot discharge my bills here — Permit me 
to request as a personal favour to mjself that you 
would kindly use jour influence wath Sir Timothy — 
and as speediJj as circumstances wall permit make 
such communication to him as wall bring this dis 
tressing delay to a termination 

May I be allowed to ask what the circumstance is

Sir Timothy agreed at length to advance a sum upon 
Mrs Shelley’s bond, with the provision that the amount 
was to be repaid to his estate on his death with interest 
at 5 per cent This sum was to provide her wnth an 
annual income, to commence on September ist, which 
was first fixed at £ 2 ^ 0 , and was subsequently to be 
augmented when later she would have to meet the 
increased expenses of her son’s education According 
to Mrs Marshall, Mary was staying during most of 
the autumn of 1827 Arundel in Sussex, “ with, or 
in the near neighbourhood of her friends, the Miss 
Robinsons There were several sisters, to one of 
whom, Julia, Mrs Shelley was much attached ” ^ 
While in Sussex Mary wrote to Whitton, on August 
15th, from Somptmg, near Shoreham, and said she 
desired to express “her grateful thanks’’ to Sir 
Timothy “ for his attentions to my poor boy and his 
kindness towards myself Percy is very well indeed 
The fresh country air and sea baths have added to 
his look of perfect health This makes me the less

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regret a short delay m putting him to School Mr 
Peacock has meanwhile promised to make enquiries 
concerning one My plan is that it should be at a 
short distance from towTi and tint I should reside 
close to it This will be quite necessary at first while 
he is a day scholar and afterwards I should not choose 
to be at any distance from him Mary found a school 
for Percy kept by a Mr Slater at Kensington where 
she sent him on March 25 1828 * She now saw an 
opportunity of gratifying her long-chenshed desire to 
take a holiday on the Continent During Percy s 
Easter holidays on April 8th she wrote to Whitton 
A friend of mine has arrived from the South at 
Pans and intends immediately almost to proceed to 
Germany As I desire very much to profit by this 
only opportunity I shall have of seeing her I intend 
going to Pans the day after I take Percy back to 
school (ne\t Thursday) As I shall be exceedingly 
anxious to return to him I shall not remain aNvay 
more than three weeks The opportunity is the more 
desirable as I join other fnends who are going 

On April nth Maiy %vrote in her diary I depart 
tor Paris sick ot heart yet piwiwg to s^e iwy feie.wd 
(Julia Robinson) According to the statement of one 
who knew Mary in a book entitled Traits of Character 
Honour to the authoress and admiration for the

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woman awaited her ” in Pans Mary, however, was 
both depressed and ill on her journey, and little wonder , 
for, as she mote in her diary, she was sickening of 
the smallpox, with which she was confined to bed as 
soon as she arrived in Pans, and although the nature 
of her disaster was concealed from her till her con- 
valescence, she was not so easily duped Her illness 
was succeeded by buoyant health and spirits Though, 
she said, “ a monster to look at,” she endeavoured to 
make herself agreeable to her friends in Pans, " vho 
were very amiable ” 

Mrs Shelley stayed at Dover for a few da 3 ^s, on her 
return from the Continent, for the benefit of the sea- 
bathing 1 During her absence she had heard the 
gratifying news that Sir Timothy had been to see Percy 
at his school m Kensington He was much pleased 
with the little boy, so she was told by Whitton, who 
believed that Lady Shelley and the j\Iiss Shelleys — 
then staying in London — also visited Percy ^^^lltton 
had also heard that Sir Timothy stated that the 
child should have lessons m dancing Maiy shoved 
m her letters that she was very anxious her boy 
should see his grandfather at regular intervals The 
old gentleman did meet him from time to time, but 
it does not appear that he ever gratified Mary’s desne

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On her return to London Mary went to stay with 
her friends the Robinsons at Park Cottage, Padding- 
ton She lepeated her visits to them on many occa- 
sions, and on September i, 1830, she wrote a letter 
from their address to Whitton on some matter of 
business Her friendship with the Robinsons gave 
rise to a lumour that must have caused her annoy- 
ance Whitton uaote to Sir Timothy, on November i, 
1830, that a pel son had come into his room and told 
him, among other things, that " Mrs B3 sshe Shelley 
had married a person named Robinson,” and on 
mquiry the lav^er obtained the impression, which 
appears to have had no foundation, that she had 
lately changed her residence to the house of a person 
of that name Sir Timothy leplied that Mrs Paul, 
wife of the banker’s son, while on a visit to Field Place, 
had spoken of Mar^? and her little bo}^ whom she 
expected to see, whereupon Sir Timoth}^ requested 
her to take the child a sovereign The gift vas 
acknowledged in the following letter of thanks to 
Sir Timothy, who described it as " dictated artfully ” , 
and he added, with regard to the child’s remark that 
he hoped he should some day be allowed to pay a 
visit to his grandfather ” On no account whatever 
would I take the boy I felt so much on the death 
of Charles ” Sir Timothy thought that Mrs Paul

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posed marriage Whitton ho^\ever on making the 
next payment to Rf^iy asked her the question and 
she declared that she was not married and there the 
matter rested

Mary Shelley did not many again but she received 
from Trelarvny then her devoted friend and constant 
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correspondent, an offer of marriage in 1831 To him 
she wote, on June 14th of that year “ Do yon think 
I shall marry ^ Never, — ^neither you nor anybody 
else Maiy Shelley shall be written on my tomb, — 
and why ^ I cannot tell, except that it is so pretty 
a name, that though I were to preach to myself for 
years, I never should have the heart to get rid of it " 
In a subsequent letter to him she was equally em- 
phatic “ My name will never be Trelamiy ” Al- 
though his attitude towards j\Ian,^ undenvent no im- 
mediate change, Trelawny did not remain constant 
in his devotion , he seems gradually to have forgotten 
his former regard for her, and after her death he gave 
expression to some ungenerous thoughts of the woman 
whom he once wooed \vith fervour 

During these years, when ]\'Iaiy was employed in 
trying to exact from her father-in-law a few additional 
pounds to her allowance, it is not to be supposed that 
she lived in seclusion She does not appeal naturally 
to have been a very cheerful person , on the contrary, 
she was given, when alone, to fits of depression and 
melancholy Her days were principally devoted to 
close literary work, though, so far from boasting of 
her authorship, she pursued her studies almost secretly, 
and disliked to be found at work by her friends What 
Mary Shelley really loved was society, and although 
her means did not allow her to give dinner parties or 
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to go to the opera she made her Wednesday evenings 
at Somerset Street a feature of London literary life 
Besides Shelley s old associates — the Hoggs Peacock 
Hunt and Horace Smith — ^who hung together chiefly 
out of regard for his memory she also numbered among 
her fnends the Lambs Buhver Lytton^^nd Thomas 
Moore Trela\vny uould ha\e been among her sup 
porters but he wis still abroad as also %vas Medwin 
though he ^vas not specially m Mary s favour on account 
of his book on Byron and his aspiration to mite Shelley s 
life a feat which he subsequently accomplished much 
to her dismay 

During the cholera visitation to London m 1832 
Mary anxious for the safety of her boy took him into 
the country to a place of safety at Sandgate but her 
family did not escape unscathed Her half brother 
William Godwins only child by his second wife a 
promising young man was carried off by the epidemic 
at the age of thirty one in the autumn of 1832 At 
the time of his death he was parliamentary reporter 
to Morning Post was happily married andhehad 
finished a novel Transfusion the publication of which 
was arranged in 1835 by his father who prefaced the 
book by a memoir 

The old philosopher saddened by the loss of his 
son had fallen on evil days With advancmg years 
he found it increasingly diflicult to keep the w olf from 
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the dooi A subscription had been raised in 1823 for 
his benefit by his fi lends and admirers The shop, 
never a profitable undei taking, had been abandoned, 
but Mary helped him ivhenevci she could At length, 
in 1833, Earl Grey obtained for him the small sinecure 
of Yeoman of the Exchequer, with residence in New 
Palace Yard The nominal duties of the office were 
wholly performed by deputies Shoitly after his 
appointment the post was abolished Godum, how- 
ever, was allowed to retain it through the generous 
influence of some of his old opponents He enjoyed 
his pension for some three years, 1 etaining his faculties 
to the last He passed away on April 7, 1836, and was 
buried, as he had desired, by the side of j\Iary Woll- 
stonecraft in Old St Pancras’ Chuichyard 
Godwin’s bones were not allowed to remain long in 
their resting-place, as the construction of two London 
railways, which run below and through the church- 
yard, made it necessaiy to disturb his grave and that 
of many others His grandson, Sir Perc}’’ Florence 
Shelley, caused the remains of Godmn and Mary 
Wollstonecraft to be removed in 1851 to the grave 
at St Peter’s, Bournemouth, where Mary Shelley 
lies buried The old four-sided tombstone, where 
Shelley and Mary plighted their troth in the spring 
of 1814, IS still to be seen in the public garden 
into which Old St Pancras’ churchyard has been 
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comerted and where the inscriptions may still be 
read

The following is from a copy of Godwin s will among 
the Shelley WTiitton papers and is characteristic of 
the man who though he had little to bequeath 
except the pictures would not taXe lca\e of the world 
without expressmg his last wishes The pictures 
however proved a valuable inheritance that of him 
self and Mary ^^^olIstonecra^t passed to Sir Percy 
Shelley, and on the death of his \vidow they found 
their waiy to the National Portrait Gallery 


March i** 18 , 

It IS the Will of me William God^vm that all the 
property of which I die possessed should go to my 
wife Mary Jane Godwin And I request Mr John 
Come Hudson of the Legacy Office Somerset House 
to take upon him the admmistration of this my last 
Will as sole Executor 

Witness my hand this twelfth day of March one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty seven 

William Godwin 
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I leave to my son & my daughter my best and 
most affectionate remembrances, believmg the one to 
be so provided for by the gifts of nature, & the 
other by marriage & the will of her late husband 
that nothing that I could add, could be of any im- 
portance to them — I request them both to accept a 
book, or set of books from my library, at their own 
choice, as a slight memorial of that affection, of which 
I would have yielded more substantial testimony, if 
fortune had put it m my power to do so 

My portrait by Northcote is the principal memo- 
randum of my corporeal existence that will remain 
after my death This is of course included m the 
above general bequest to my wife But I should not 
wish it to go from my children, & therefore after 
her death, I consider it as theirs If my son, after 
my death, should be poor perhaps my daughter would 
purchase his right in it, at what should be judged by 
an impartial umpire a reasonable rate The portrait 
of her mother by Opie is of course my daughter's * 
& I should not wish that of Mr Holcroft to be 
brought to the hammer It is further my earnest 
desire that my daughter would have the goodness to 
look over the manuscripts that shall be found m my 
own hand-writing, & decide which of them are fit 
to be printed, consigning the rest to the flames 

I know not whether any of the letters received by 
me, will be found proper to accompany my worthier 
papers Let her judge 

Unless any substantial reason should be offered for 
a different destination, it is my desire that my mortal 
remams should be deposited as near as may be, to 
those of the author of A Vtndtcahon of the Rights of 
Woman, in St Pancras’ Churchyard 
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It was Shellcj s \nsh tint his «;hould go to a 
public school ancl Afarj suggested at the end of 1S30 
tint he *;houl<l be sent to Flon Sir Timothj ho\\c\cr 
^^ould not hear of it as the phee aroused painful 
memories In regard to this proposal he said it 
N\ould be highlj improper Ins Poor Fathers being 
there vould make his life \er^ unpleasant From 
experience I am aware whatever a boy docs at 1 
Public School IS remember d for ages He had better 
remain at present where he is Harrow was then 
proposed but wns rejected at first as being too near 
London but lus mother subsequently arranged that 
he should go there and he entered the school at 
Jlichaelmas 1832 Mrs Shelley went to live at the 
town on the hill m the following April so as to be 
near Percy who liked the school and progressed but 
not so his mother who was taken ill there and after 
wards pined for the society of licr friends in London 
Sir Whitton who Iiad commenced these arrange 
ments for Percy s education did not live to see them 
completed he had been ailmg for some time and he 
died in July 1832 Sir Timothy strongly disapproved 
of Maiys choice and grumbled at the expense that 
she had incurred in placing the boy m a Master s 
house He thought that she might have obtained 
equal advantages at Westminster Merchant Taylors 
St Paul s or one of the metropolitan schools and he 
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declined to listen further to her “ importunities ” for 
further help But she persisted, and Sir Timothy 
then pointed out that the sum of £6000 which he had 
agreed to advance would soon he exhausted “ She 
may not be aware,” he mote to jllr Grcgson, Whitton’s 
successor, in May 1833, " of what may be the residue, 
and she observ’d too, was I afraid of losing my money. 
Haughty Dame 1 ” 

Mary had evident!}'’ thought of putting her son 
into the law, as Mr Giegson obser\’ed, in a letter to her 
on December 5, 1835, that it vas a very good thing 
to be a banistei if one possessed industry and perse- 
verance, but that it vas a veiy laboiious piofession, 
and without those qualifications success could not be 
expected in it He reminded her that the bulk of 
the property that Percy would inherit vas amassed 
by one of his ancestors who v as a lavyei in the Temple,^ 
and he added that he should be very glad to see Percy 
imitate the example Percy was not, hou evei , destined 
to be a lawyer His mothei arranged that he should 
leave Harrow at Easter 1836, and she placed him 
with a tutor, Mr Morrison, vicar of Stoneleigh, near 
Leamington In miting to Gregson of her intention, 
she said 

“ Percy is in robust health — ^\vell-grovm — ^lie has

The care that Mary had bestowed on Percy s tram 
mg and education was productive of happ} results 
The }outh who had a good deal of the Godwm 
placidness in his character seems to have shown 
himself worthy of his mothers solicitude Trclawoiy 
had observed m a letter to Mary tint it is well 
for mamma Percy has so much of her temperate 
blood When us three meet we shall be able to ice 
the wine by placing it between us that wall be nice 
as the girls sa} * 

It is mtercating to obtain a view of Shelleys son 
as he appeared to his mother at the age of seventeen 
and a half a greater contrast to his father could not 
be conceived The description is taken from a letter 
which she wTotc to Trclawny from Brighton on 
January 3 1S37 

Percy arrived yesterday having rather whetted 
than satisfied his appetite by going seven times to a

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play He plays like Apollo on the flageolet, and like 
Apollo IS self-taught Jane thinks him a miracle ' 
it IS very odd He got a frock-coat at Mettes, and, 
if you had not disappointed with your handkerchief, 
he would have been complete , he is a good deal 
grown, though not tall enough to satisfy me , how- 
ever, there is time yet He is quite a child still, full 
of theatres and balloons and music, yet I think there 
IS a gentleness about him vhich shows the advent 
of the reign of petticoats — ^Iiow I dread it " 

Percy Shelley subsequent!}^ went up to Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated BA in 
1841 We get another glimpse of him, now an under- 
graduate, and as he appeared in September 1838 to 
Gregson, who wrote of him to Sir Timothy " He 
IS rather thick-set , but good-looking, healthy and 
well-mannered ” 

Although the publication of Mar3^’s romance The 
Last Man had been attended wuth unpleasant con- 
sequences, she did not abandon the wTiting of fiction 
Her historical romance Perkin Waibcek, published in 
1829, was followed in 1835 by a modem novel entitled 
Lodoie, which, as Professor Do\vden discovered, con- 
tains a veiled autobiography describing the author’s 
privations in London during the year 1814 

With the single exception of Fi ankenstem, no one 
to-day reads Mary Shelley’s novels, which have passed 
to the limbo of the forgotten Her literary labours 
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in 'mother direction ha\e met \Mth better fortune 
We have seen that \\hen Sir Timothy Shelley put 
pressure on Mary to suppress her husband s Pos 
Ihumous Poems he exacted a promise from Iier thht^ 
during his life she vould not attempt to bring Shellej s 
^ame before the public She kept this promise 
although in 1835 she WTote to tell Mrs Gisborne tint 
she had received an offer of £600 for an edition of 
Shelleys works with a Life and notes She added 
I am afraid it cannot be arranged >et it least ind 
the Life is out of the question 
In the early eighteen thirties the tide was already 
turning in favour of Shelleys poetry and although 
there was no authontativc edition of his works 
collections of his poems were being circulated by 
unauthonsed publishers The Galignams of Pans had 
issued in 1829 a handsome volume containing Shelley s 
poems with those of Colendge and Keats together 
wth short memoirs and portraits of each poet The 
portrait of Shelley was from Miss Currans picture 
which was then in Mary s possession and it is probable 
that she assisted the Pans publishers in the arrange 
ment of her husband s poems Among other editions 
of Shelleys poems were two volumes of selections 
brought out in 1827 with the imprint of one Benbow 
a notonous London piratical pnnter A volume of 
Benbow s issue fell into Robert Brownings hands 
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when a bo\ , and the book, vdiidi ns.is iccently sold 
at the sale of the poet’s libi.u), boic f Mdi nc(s tliat 
it had been the object of the deej)e'.t stud}* 

By the }cai 1S3S, then, tin tmu had full} aimed 
for the publication of a rollcctfd edition of Shclle} 's 
poetr}’, under the cditoidiip of some poison of autho- 
rity The choice naturalh fill to Mis ‘^lu Iley, and 
she again \entuicd to ajipioadi Sir 'Iimoth} Shelley’s 
legal adiiser, and with some hope that lu 1 {ilea might 
be granted Mr Giegson, who was apjiaitntl} a man 
of broader mows than his piedecossor Mr. Whitton, 
wrote on August 4, 1S3S, to Sir Timoth} 

"Mis Shclle} wiitcb to me, 'When I letumcd to 
England nearl} fifteen }cai'. ago, Sn Timothy made it 
a condition with me that I should not publish Shelle} ’s 
Poems I complied IIis motne was that he did 
not wash his poeti} republished , but this has not 
prevented the publication, but onl} presented me 
from receis'ing any benefit from it i\Ian} pirated 
editions has'^e been published Tlicrc is now a question 
of another edition, sshich if I sserc allosscd to cairy 
on myself ss^ould be seiy adsantageous to me I wish 
therefoie to learn whethei I might ’ I am unable to 
ansss^er this inquiry, and lia\’’c not said that I should 
svrite to you on the subject, but if you has e any ssash 
be pleased to inform me The ‘ Maich of Intellect ’ 
since 1815 has probably placed the using geneiation 
in a situation to be little damaged by this poetr}'’, 
svhich I have read of, but nes'^er read ’’ 
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Sir Timothy granted Maiys request on condition 
that she did not publish a memoir of Shelley with 
his poems She overcame this difficult} however by 
contnbuting a series of valuable notes to the poems 
which contain many biographical facts and constitute 
one of the most important sources of information with 
regard to the poets life and works In her preface 
she explained the aims that guided her in the prepara 
tion of the work She said 

Obstacles have long existed to my presenting the 
public with a perfect edition of Shelleys Poems 
These being at last happily removed I hasten to fulfil 
an important duty — that of giving the productions of 
a sublime genius to the world with all the correct- 
ness possible and of at the same time detailing the 
history of those productions as they sprung Ining 
and warm from his heart and brain I abstain from 
any remark on the occurrences of his private life 
except inasmuch as the passions which they engen 
dered his poetry This is not the time to relate the 
truth and I should reject any colourmg of the truth 

In dealing with the text of Qtiee7i Mab a difficult} 
arose which Mary explained m the following letter

Let me have the book quickly — if you have it — as 
the press is waiting 

Mrs Shelley’s edition of her husband’s poems uas 
issued m four small volumes (the first of vhich came 
out early m 1839), it was dedicated, with the 
date of January 20, to Percy Florence Shelley, " hy 
his affectionate mother, Mary Wollstonecraft Shelley ” 
She had yielded to the wishes of Edward Moxon her 
publisher, and omitted from the text of Queen Mab 
the greater part of Canto 6, the whole of Canto 7, and 
a considerable portion of the notes Blary soon had 
reason to regret her compliance, and wrote in her 
diary on February 12, 1839, that she wished she had 
resisted her publisher’s request, but she had given waj^ 
when she was told that the inclusion of certain portions 
of Queen Mab “ would injure the copyright of all the 
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volumes She had consulted Hogg Hunt and Pea 
cock and they all said she had a right to do as she 
liked and they themselves offered no objections 
When the book was published her friends seemed 
to change their 'views Trelawmy sent back the 
volume containmg Qxiecn Mah to Mo\on m a rage 
on seeing that the poem had not been reprmted m 
its entirety Hogg wrote to Mary an msultmg letter 
because the dedication to Hamet in Queen Mah had 
been omitted 

Maiy confided to her diary that Hogg as well as 
others had misunderstood her She said that when 
a copy of Clarke s pirated reprint of Queen Mah had 
reached Shelley m the year 1821 while he was at 
the Bagm di Pisa he was gratified to see that the 
dedication to Harriet had been omitted ^ The recollec 
tion of this mcident had actuated her to leave out 
the dedication from her repnnt It was to do him 
honour she wTofe what could it be to me ^ There 
are other verses I should well like to obliterate for 
ever but they will be punted and any to her could 
in no way tend to my discomfort or gratify one un 
generous feeling They shall be restored though I 
do not feel easy as to the good I do Shelley I may 
hav e been mistaken Perhaps one of the poems that 

* Clarke s repnnt of Queen Mah did contain the dedication to Harriet 
but it IS absent from some copes and was lacking in the one that 
Shelley saw 
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Mary might have wished to suppress was Epipsychidion, 
which, however, slie biavely printed, but without a 
word of comment 

A new edition 1 of the poems was in requisition 
before the end of the year, and jMrs Shelle}^ prevailed 
on Moxon to let her restore the omitted passages 
from Qneeii M ah, and the dedication She made some 
other small additions to and corrections m the text, 
but she also prmted, for the hist time, Peter Bell the 
Tim’d, and included Swellfoot the Tyuant, which was 
entirely new^ to the public , though issued m 1820 
during Shelle57’s lifetime, it had been promptly “ stifled 
at the very dawm of its existence by the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice ” Although this new edition 
satisfied Shelley’s friends, and diew’’ from Trelawmy 
a friendly letter to Moxon of approval and regret for 
havmg written his former hasty remonstrance, it led 
to a Government prosecution m 1841 of j\Ioxon for 
publishing Queen Mah The case, how^ever, was decided 
m favour of the publisher, wflio was ably defended by 
Sir Thomas Noon Talfourd 

As soon as Mary had prepared the new^ edition of 
Shelley’s poems, she collected some of his prose wTitmgs, 
among which were The Defence of Poetry, the transla-

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tions from Plato and a selection of his admirable 
letters from Italy these were published m two 
volumes in 1840 The severe strain of editing these 
vorhs of Shelley brought on an illness m the spnng 
of 1839 ^\hlch Marj bore with fortitude and from 
which she happilj soon recovered About the middle 
of the following 5 ear ha\ing completed her work she 
was able to leave England with Percy and a College 
fnend of his on the first of many tours on the Con 
tinent which is desenbed in her Rat/tb^t^s tn Gcrmany\{ 
and Italy This her last work was published m 1844 
The travellers visited some of those scenes familiar to 
Mary in former and happier times — the Villa Diodati 
Byrons residence in 1816 and the Maison Chapuis 
where Shelley and Mary stayed in that jear and 
where she began to wnte Frankenstetn The houses 
had remamed ns they were formerly but Shelley, 
B3rron and her little William were gone while Clare 
had drifted aw ay The contemplation of these changes 
no doubt produced some of those melancholy thoughts 
to which Mary was too readily prone 

The pecuniary circumstances of Mrs Shelley and 
her son were now much improved Percy came of 
age in 1840 and in the followmg year v\hen he took 
his degree his grandfather made him an allowance of 
^400 a year as a gift without any condition for its 
repayment Mr Gregson in writing to Sir Timothy 
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on February 20 , 1841, spoke of his kindness to his 
grandson, whom he hoped and beliered would be 
grateful Percy had called on the lawyer, who had 
given him his advice m regard to taking up some 
useful occupation The young man disliked both the 
Church and the army, and there onl}’’ remained the 
law, which, as Mr Gregson had before observed, was 
very “ uphill work ” He recommended a course of 
readmg preparatory to entenng a conve3'’ancer's 
chambers, m order to know the nature and incidents 
of the property he was to manage, and to fill the com- 
mission of peace, if he did no more 
Much of Sir Timothy’s correspondence with Giegson 
during the lattei years of his life was concerned with 
Stephenson’s railway, which ran through a part of 
the Shelley property The old baronet died on April 24, 
1844 One of Sir Percy Shellej'^’s first acts on suc- 
ceeding to the title was to pay the legacies under his 
father’s will, and to carry out Shelley's intention of 
settling an income on Leigh Hunt Marj?’ Shelley died 
on February i, 1851, at Chester Sqiiaie, where she 
had kept house with her son until his marriage in 1848, 
to Jane, daughter of Mr Thomas Gibson, and widow 
of the Hon Charles Robert St John Sir Percy 
settled near Bournemouth about the year 1850, havmg 
purchased the Boscombe Manor estates, and he con- 
tinued to live there for the remainder of his life If 
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he did not specially inherit from Ins parents their 
literary gifts he possessed like his father i passion 
for sailmg At his death lie was one of the oldest 
members of the Royal Yacht Squadron and he had 
oivned successively about a dozen jachts the names 
of which were The Mary Wtldfirc Gtnevra Jane, 
Enchantress Flirt Nokhen Queen Mai Extravagan a 
Wren and Oceana The last named was m Ins pos 
session at the time of his death and was a boat of some 
250 tons Tins yacht was originally named Thais but 
Sir Percy said that he had given her a more respectable 
reputation by renaming her Oceana as a tribute to 
Stevenson Sir Percy was very fond of the Meditcr 
ranean and spent many ivmters cruising from Gibraltar 
to the Greek islands and the Black Sea but he was 
specially attracted to the Gulf of Spezzia in the waters 
of which his father had met his death 
When he was at home Sir Percy engaged much of 
his time in the production of plays from his oiiai 
pen at one of his private theatres either at that 
■which he had buUt at Boscombe Manor or at the 
theatre in Tife Street near Shelley House Chelsea 
Embankment He not only provided the plays him 
self but he composed the music and pamted the 
sceneiy with great abihty Sir Percy was a pamter 
of considerable gifts which were well displayed m 
his drop scenes At the opening of the Tite Street 
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theatre one of his drop scenes, used for the first lime 
on that occasion, was described as " Shelley’s Last 
Home,” and showed the poet’s house at Lenci in the 
Bay of Spezzia 

These amateur performances, in which Sir Percy 
and Lady Shelley frequently took part, ^\ere often 
given foi some good cause, for he was a liberal supporter 
of the charitable and religious institutions at Bourne- 
mouth, and soon after the Baptist Chapel was built 
at Boscombe he was to be seen worshipping there 
from time to time He has been descnbed to me 
by one who Imew him for yeais as a versatile and a 
very lovable man , but one of his peculiarities was 
his disinclination to talk about his father 

A characteristic anecdote may be told of Sir Percy, 
who is said to have remarked in a casual manner to 
a friend with whom he was driving across the Seq^en- 
tine, that “ that is the place where my father’s first 
wife drovmed herself ” He would sometimes show 
his visitors at Boscombe Manor the discoloured little 
Sophocles that was found on Shelley’s bodjj" and the 
eleven companion volumes bound in white vellum 
close by it, which offered a striking contrast 
Lady Shelley was an enthusiast where the poet or his 
mother was concerned, and her name figures as the 
editor on the title-page of The Shelley Memonals, 
although that book is said to have been the work of

On her marriage she settled the legacy of £6000 bequeathed to

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Trelawny states that when he left Leghorn on August 13 1822

A DEFENCE OF POETRY 

[This essay was to have consisted of three parts, the first 
of which only was ivritten by Shelley early m the year 1821 
It was designed as a reply to an article entitled " The Four 
Ages of Poetry,” contributed by Thomas Love Peacock to 
the first number of Olhei ’s Liiet ajy Misccllavy This periodical, 
for which A Defence of PocUy was intended as a contribution, 
was discontinued, and a manuscript of Shelley’s article came 
into the hands of John Hunt, with a view to its insertion in 
The Liberal Hunt went over the manuscript and deleted 
any references to Peacock’s article, but before it could be 
printed The Libetal ceased publication at the fourth number 
It was not until 1841 that Mrs Shelley, having regained 
possession of the MS , printed the Defence, for the first time, 
in Shelley’s Essays and Leitcis ftom Abroad The passages 
deleted by Hunt were not restored by Mrs Shelley, and they 
remained imprinted until MAH Kosrul re-edited the essay 
from two of Shelley’s MSS now in tlie Bodleian, for his little 
volume of Shelley’s Prose in the Bodleian Library One is 
a draft which shows, like the following pages of Adonais, 
the author’s careful method of composition The otlier is 
apparently the fair copy that was sent to Ollier on March 21, 
1821 The copy of the portion of the essay in Shelley’s note- 
book occupies twenty-five pages, each page being distinguished 
in the present transcript by roman figures, I to XXIV, and a 
rider numbered XIa The manuscript is beautifully and clearly 
written, and the pages which it occupies are fortunately 
among those that have escaped damage One leaf, between 
pages XII and XIII, is missing, but tlie text, to preserve con- 
tinuity, has been supplied m italics One of the notes deleted 
by Hunt occurs in the manuscript on pages XIX and XX, 
and many variations are noted in the footnotes ] 

Hence the fame of sculptors, painters, and musicians, 
although the intrinsic powers of the great masters of these 
arts may yield in no degree to that of tliose who have em- 
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plowed language as the hieroglyphic of their thoughts lias 
never equalled that of poets in the restneted sense of the 
terra as t^\o [I *] performers of equal skill iviH produce 
unequal effects from a guitar and a harp The fame of legis 
lators and founders of rehgions so long as their institutions 
last * alone seems to excc^ that of poets * in the restricted 
sense but it can scarcely be a question * whether if ive deduct 
the celebrity which tlieir flattery of the gross opinions of the

determine the distinction between measured and unmeasured

toe language of poets has ever affected a certain uniform and 
harmonious recurrence of sound without which it were not 
poetry and which is scarcely less indispensable to the com 
munication of its actions * than the words themselves without

A poem IS the ^ image of life e^ressed in its eternal truth 
Ihere :s this difference between a story and a po^m that a 
story IS a catalogue of detached facts which hue no other 
connection than time place circumstance cause and effect 
the other is the creation of actions accordmg to the unchange 
able forms of human nature as existing in the mind of the 
Creator which is itself the image of all other minds The 
one IS partial and apphes only to a definite * period of tune 
and a certain combination of events which can never agam 
recur the other is universal and contains within itself the 
germ of a relation to whatever^ motives or actions ^ hue 
place m the possible vaneties of human nature Time w hich 
destroj s ® the beauty and the use of the story [VII] of particular 


epitomes have been called the moths of just historj they 
eat out the poetry of it The ® story of particular facts is as 
a mirror which obscures and distorts that which should be 
beautiful Poetrj is a mirror which makes beautiful that 
which IS distorted 

The parts of a composition may be poetical without the 
composition as a whole being a poem A single sentence 
may be considered as a whole though it ’ be found in * a 
senes of unassimilated portions a smgle word e\ en raa} be 
a spark of inextinguishable thought And thus aU the great 
histonans Herodotus Plutarch Livy were poets and 
although the plan of their work:> ® especially that [V III] of 
Livy restrained them from developing this faculty m its 
highest degree they make copious and ample amends for

Having determined what is- poetry and who are poets let 
us proce^ to estimate its effects upon society 

Poetry is ever accompanied with pleasure all spints on 
which it falls open themselves to receive the wisdom which 
lb mingled with its dehght In the infancy of the world 
neither poets themselves nor their auditors are fully aware 
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of tlie excellency ‘ of poetry for it acts m a duine and un- 
apprehendcd manner, bejond and .ibo\c consciousness, and

A poet is a nightingale, who sits in d.irknc^s and sings to 
cheer its own solitude vith sweet sounds , his ,iuditors arc 
as men entranced by the mclodj of ‘ an unseen musician, 
who feel tliat they arc mo\ cd and softened, \ et knov not 
whence or wdiy Ihc poems of Homer .ind Ins contemporaries 
were the delight of infant Greece, thej were the elements of 
that social sj stem w Inch ® is the column upon which all suc- 
ceeding civilisation has reposed Homer embodied the ideal 
perfection of his age in human character, nor can we doubt 
that those [X] who read Ins verses were awakened to an 
ambition of becoming like to Achilles, Hector, and bKsscs 
the truth and beauty of friendship, patriotism, and pcrsc\crmg 
devotion to an object, were unveiled to the depths m these 
immortal creations the sentiments of the auditors must 
have been refined and enlarged by a sjmpath> with such great 
and lovely impersonations," until from admuing they mutated, 
and from imitation they identified themsehes with the objects 
of their admiration Nor let it be objected, that these char- 
acters are remote from moral perfection, and that they can 
by no means be considered as cdifjung patterns for general 
imitation Everj'^ epoch, under names more or lc'>s specious, 
has deified its peculiar ® errors , Revenge is the naked idol 
of the worship of a semi-barbarous age , and Self-deceit is 
the veiled Image of unknow n evil, [XI] before w Inch ® luxury' 
and satiety he prostrate But a poet considers the vices of 
his contemporaries as the temporary dress [in] ** which his 
creations must be arrayed, and w'hicli cover wuthout con- 
cealing the eternal proportions of their beauty An epic or 
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dramatic personage is understood to wear them around his 
soul as he may the ancient armour or the modem umform 
around his body whilst it is easj to conceive a dress more 
graceful than either The beauty of the internal nature cannot 
be so far concealed by its accidental vesture but that the 
spirit of its form shall communicate itself to the veiy disguise 
and indicate the shape it hides from the manner in which it 
IS worn A majestic form and graceful motions will express 
themselves * through the most barbarous and tasteless costume 
[XIa] Few poets of the highest class liav e chosen to * exhibit 
the beauty of their conceptions in its naked truth and splendour 
and it IS doubtful whether the alloy of costume habit etc 
be not necessary to temper this planetary music for mortal 
ears 

The whole objection however * of the immoraUty of poetry 
rests upon a [XIIJ misconception of the manner m which 
poetry acts to produce the moral improvement of man 
Ethical science arranges the elements which poetry has created 
and propounds schemes and proposes examples of civil and 
domestic life nor is it for want of admirable doctnnes that 
men hate and despise and censure and deceive and subjugate 
one another But poetry acts m another and divmer manner 
It awakens and enlarges the mind itself by rendering it the 
receptacle of a thousand unapprehended combinations of 
thought Poetry lifts the veil from the hidden beauty of the 
world and makes famihar objects be as if they were not 
famihar it reproduces all that it represents and the im 
personations clothed m its Elysian hght stand thenceforward 
m the minds of those who have once contemplated them • 
as memonals of that gentle and exalted content which extends 
itself over all thoughts and actions with which it coexists The 
great secret of morals is love or a going out of our nature and 
an identification of ourselves with the beautiful which exists in 
thought action or person not our oun A man to be greatly 
good must imagine intensely and comprehensively he must 
put himself in the place of another and of many others the 
pains and pleasures of his species must become his own The 
great instrument of moral good is the imagination and poetry

beauty, and virtue been developed, never was blind strength 
and stubborn form so disciplined and rendered subject to the 
will of man, or that will [X\'^ less repugnant to the dictates 
of the beautiful and the true, as during the cenbirj’’ wdiicli 
pieceded the death of Socrates Of no other epoch in the 
history of our species have w^e records and fragments stamped

very few persons who will be interested in it and understand it 
It IS a highly-wTought piece of ail, and perhaps better m 
point of composition, than anything I ha\c written '' That 
he ranked the poem highly w'c may gather, as he also told 
Miss Clairmont, in a letter of June S, that it was better Uian 
anythmg that he had w'ntten, and “ worthy botli of him 
[Keats] and of me ” On the same date he informed Oilier, 
his publisher, that he had finished the poem, and tliat it 
consisted of about forty Spenser stanzas, winch were to 
be preceded by a criticism on Hypo ion Shelley did not 
fulfil his intention of writing this criticism or of publishing 
the poem in London, but sent the MS on June 16 to press 
at Pisa, where it was printed handsomely " wuth the types 
of Didot ” On July 13 he presented a copy, the only one 
that had been delivered, to John and Maria Gisborne

G-ulf of Cambay. — The stnp of sea which sepaiates the Peninsula 
of Kathiawar fiom the noithern Bombay coast The gulf was in ancient 
times a gieit lesoit of commeice, much frequented by Aiab matineis. 
Sui at lies at the eastern point of its mouth, the Poitiigiiese settlement 
of Biu at the western mouth, and Cambay iown at its northern extremity. 
The gulf leceives tlie two gieat rivers, the Tapti and Narbada, on its 
eastern side , the Main and S.ibaimati on the north, and seveial small 
riveis from Kathiawar on the west Owing to the causes mentioned un- 
der Cambay Town, the gulf is silting up, and is now lesorted to only by 
small craft The once famous haibours around its coast have ceased to

PALAKPUR AGEKOY — A collection of 13 Kavive States under, 
the political supeiintendence of the Bombay Government. This Agency 
occupies the noith of Guzeiath It is bounded on the north by Baj- 
putana, on the south by the Gaekwai’s dominions, on the east by the Mahi 
Kantha Agency, and on the west by the Bann of Cutch Aiea, 8000 
square miles, containing 934 villages. Population 600,000 Bevenue, 
Rs 13 lakhs Head-quarters, Palanpui town, 393 miles from Bombay 
via Ahmedabad by lail With the exception of its noithein pait and 
the noith-eastein pait neai Sirolii, the country is a flat plain. 

The States are divided into two divisions , the northern division in- 
cludes the following seven States (Palanpui, Badhanpui, Thaiad, Wao, 
Suigaon, Deodar, and Bhabai ) under the charge of the Senior Political 
Agent , the southein includes the other six States ( Terwaia, Kankrej, 
Waiai, Santalpur, Moiwaia, and Ohadchat) under the Junior Pohticnl 
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Agent Two of the whole number, Pnlanpur and Radlianpur rank as 
first-class States , the remamin" eleven aie petty States The chiefs of 
Palanpur and Radhanpui States aie invested with full civil and cnminal 
powers, and m matters of revenue are almost independent Over them, 
the Polrtrcal Superintendent exercises only a general supenision , but 
oier *the lemaining 11 petty States it was necessary to appoint //mnaf/ai 
SIX m number, who are iniested with power to try petty criminal cases, 
and to decide civil suitb up to Rs 2o0 in value Thcic are also two 
European Political Assrstants who haie higher powers, above whom is 
the Political Siipeiintendeut, who is the Inghest executive and appellate 
authority But appeals in mipoitant cases he to the Oommissionei of the 
Eorthein Division, Bomtiay Presidency 

In Palanpur and Radhanpui towns are local courts, from whose deci- 
sion a final appeal lies to the chiefs in peison, who follow codes of their 
onn, based on British Indian law=; Tlie Thakur of Thai ad has been ap- 
pointed a magistrate of the first 0105“^, and has powers to decide cnil 
suits up to Rs 1000 in lalue The Rana of Wao has also been invest- 
ed with lesser civil and criminal powers , and a few of the minor chiefs 
have been invested with poueis suitable to their rank and intelligence 

From March to June the lieat is great , tlie hot winds are so fieice as 
to keep even the people of the country from tiavelling dining the day. 
From Septembei to November it is unhealthy , both Euiopeans and 
Eatives suffer from feieis of a bad tvpe Political Officers — Political

Kankrej ( or Tai a ) — A collection of petty States under the 
Palanpur Agency Aiea, 520 squaie miles Population 47,000 Total 
revenue, Rs 43,470 j tubute to the Gaekwai of Baroda, Rs 5130. 
Kanluej is a flat, open and fauly-vrooded countiy, situated on both sides 
of the Banas rnei The staples aie wheat and millet Water is found 
in wells from 30 to 40 feet below the surface The climate is dry and hot, 
and the pievailing disease is fever Kankiej compiises twenty-six differ- 
ent estates, the chief of which aie Thai a, Tin, and Wara, most of them 
held by Pi,a]puts wlio have incermairied with loAver caste IColi women.

maining eight The fall of rain is slight, but dust-storms aie fiequent, 
and have the effect of cooling the atmosphere to some extent The prin- 
cipal grains grown in the State are joar, bajra, wheat, gram, various 
pulses and cotton. Indigo is also largely cultivated The chief manufac- 
tures are cotton and silk cloth, silvei-ware of diffeient kinds, lacquered 
wood-woik, boots, shoes, horse trappings, swords, matchlocks, and earthen 
pottery foi home consumption Population about 132,000 In point of 
religion, Hindus numbered about 27,000 of the whole population , Mu- 
hammadans, who are in a great majonty 105,000 The Muhamma- 
dans mostly belong to the Rajur tribe, which is again sub-divided 
into numerous families The Hindu inhabitants are piincipally Soda 
Thakurs, or Rajputs who inhabit the extreme eastern part of the State. 
Their chief food is butter-milk or camel’s milk , and the coarsest grain 
Sindhi, Peisian, and Baluchi are the languages commonly spoken 

The present chief (His Highness Mn Sir Ah Murad Khan, g c i e ) 
of Khan pur belongs to a Baluchi family, called Talpur The gioss re- 
venue of Khan pur, is collected not in cash but in kind, the Mir receiving 
one-third o the produce amounting to about Rs 716,000 From this 
about Rs 17 0,000 must be deducted for Jagirs or alienations The 
Jagtrdais are mostly the Mir’s own sons and the ladies of his family 
The British Collector at Shikarpur acts as a Political Agent in regard to 
the State 

There are only two courts of justice m the State , one permanent, and 
held at the town of Khairpur , the other of an itinerant nature, always 
accompanying the Mir wherever he may be A Hindu officer presides 
over the former, and two Muhammadan Maulvis, over the latter All 
sentences passed by these courts require the Mir’s confirmation before 
they can be carried out. The punishments resorted to in the case of con- 
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victed persons aic geneinlly fine and flogging, ■with or -without imprison- 
ment Tlie piinislitiKMit of death is seldom inflicted, hut the Mir has the 
power of life and death throughout Ins dominions. In civil cases the 
plaintifT IS lequiicd to gne to the State onc-foui th of his claim as costs 
and expenses , and it i*?, no doubt, on tins account that but few suits are 
bi ought in the Mil’s conits, the litigating parties pieferiing to have them 
settled by means of panchyats, or fiicndly arbitiation Begistiation is 
done by Ka-iis or suboidinate ofliceis, and the documents aie attested 
by the Icanlars and zamindais The niilitaiy force consists of about 500 
men fairly mounted and aimed with swords and matchlocks Theie are 
6 schools m the Sate, willi 300 scholais Pci sian is specially attended 
to by Mullas, who, for the instiuclion they afford, lecene 1 pice weeklv 
from the parents of each child.

ning of November to the end of March, the climate is tempeiate and en- 
joyable During Deceinbei and Januaiy the cold is fiequently roi} gieat 
Ice and fiosts pievail in consequence, and the lattci aie not imfiequent 
in Febiuaiy, and evenmto Maioh Dmingthe hot season, ( fiom April 
to October ), the nights in April and May aie compaiatively cool, though 
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t-iie days are liot , but it is in die following mondis of June July, and 
August that the full force of tlie lieat is experienced, the difierence m 
' temperature, during both da} and night, being then lerr slight In 
Septembei the nights become somewhat cool, witli occasional dues and 
by about the middle of October a sensible change in the temperature 
takes place.

BURMA — A large coiintiy lies on the east coast of the Bay of Ben- 
gal Bounded on the noith by Tibet , on the east by Ohina, the Shan 
States, and Siam , and on tlie west by tlie Bay of Bengal Aiea, 171,430 
squaie miles, containing 60 towns and 28,709 villages Population 
7,722,053 The admmistiative head-quaiteis are at Rangoon, 800 miles 
fiom Calcutta by steamei 

The countiy is gerieially hilly It is intersected by chain of hills, 
lunnmg noith and south, between which flow the pimcipal nveis, the 
Iiawadi, the Sittaung and the Sal win

Minerals — Buima is rich in mineials, and is especially noted foi its 
rubies Salt, coal, non, tin, coppei, and peti oleum oi kerosme aie found 
in various paits Mines of ambei aie wi ought Jade, a gi eemsh stone, 
which the C/hinese foim into beautiful ornaments, is also found 

Products — Rice, tobacco, cotton, sugai, and peppei are producoed 
in great abundance in the low grounds The plantain is the staple fiuit , 
but mangoes, the guava, the orange, and otheis, aie also common The 
duiian, a fiuit with a veiy stiong smell, is grown in the south Timbei, 
chiefly teak, is obtained in enoimous quantities on the hills 
Religion — Buddhism is the leligion ot the Burmese 
Language — Buimese is the speech of thiee-fouiths of the people. 
The lull tribes have dialects of then own, but they also speak Buimese, 
and make use of it in then inteicouise with stiangeis Some of the hill

Products — Rice is the chief produce ; tlie other crops include dhani, 
betel palms, tobacco, Sesamum and sugar-cane

Kyaik Khami. As a sanitarium, Amherst is stiongly recommended , on 
the inland side, the town is sheltered by a bold range of wooded hills, 
and it IS a favourite summer letreat of the people of Moulmein Amherst 
Is now the head-quaitera of the Wakaru township. Population about 
3600. Post office [ m s T ] 

Attaran.— 'River formed by the junction of the Zami and Wmiaw 
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livcis. It falls into the Sah in in cr nt Moulmein. There are several 
Lot spring-, on the A ttaran, the most important being those at Aitarnn 
Eebu, in Amhcist District 

Bilu-Crywon.— An island lying in the mouth of the SaLvin rncr. 
Bilu-GyMon means ‘ Gaco-deiiion Island, ’ the name being domed from 
traditions of foimer cannibal inhabitants. Aren, 107 square miles } 
length, 30 miles, stretching fiom Martaban to Amherst, of which District 
it forms a township. The head-quarters of Bihi-Gywon are at Chaung- 
ziin, situated in a dip of the lulls m the centre of the island, where there 
IS an artificial resenoir Bet\^cen Chaung'-ztin and the northern end of 
the island, in the Ka-nyaw Hills, is a hot saline spring, used in cases of 
rheumatism and slcin diseases The island is mtersocted by creeks, which 
enable its pi educe to be exported at little expense Tlicre are two roads 
in the island Foi fiscal purposes the townsliip is divided into 12 revenue 
circles 

Chaungzun. — Village and head-quarters of Bilii-Gywon township. 
Post office [ m t. ]. 

Bagyaing. — River, rises in the Dawna spur, and flowing west-ward, 
]oins the Hlaingbwe about half way between the villages of Kazaing and 
Hlaingbwe 

Bammatha. — A small town on the Gyaing river. To the south 
IS an extensive outcrop of limestone rocks covered with dense forest, and 
pierced by a large cave, containing images of Buddha. These rocks ter- 
minate immediately below the village in an oveihanging cliff, ciowned by 
a pagoda , and between this and the village is the Government rest-house, 
with a flight of steps down to the Gyaing river The massive and rugged 
Zweh-ka-bin limestone ridge, known as the Duke of York’s Rose, ’ is 
situated to the north of Dammatha. 

Bawna. — Range of mountains forming the eastern boundary of 
Amhprst Distiict This chain starts fiom the Miileh-yit Hill ( 5500 feet 
high ) in the mam range, and extends north-west for 200 miles, dividing 
the waters of the Haung-thaiaw and and Hlaing-bhweh rivers from those 
of the Tliaung-ym Large areas on the Dawna Hills are coveied with 
evei green forests, containing many varieties of valuable timber. 

Bouble Island. — A small island about 12 miles south of Amheist 
Point. It IS raised high above the sea On it stands a lighthouse con- 
taining a dioptric fixed light of the first order, with a catadioptiic mirror 
visible 19 miles Its object is to guide ships making for Moulmein, and 
to prevent their running up the Sittaung iiver to ceitam desti action 

Bunwon. — Village m Thaton township , situated on the left bank 
of the Bilin river, now embanked Population 300 

Bunyin ( City of weeping ) — A peak in the .Z^weh-ka-bin Hills, 
noith of Moulmein It is difficult of ascent, owing to the piecipitous 
nature of the hmestone rocks At the summit is a large basin, which 
appears to be the crater of an extinct volcano , this is suiiounded for 
mile"> by dark piecipitous ciags of every foim Down a steep descent o 
two bundled feet, an uneven plam coveied with a luxuiiant forest is seen. 
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This impregnable natural fortress was the lefuge of the Karengs for 
many generations. Its great drawback is the deficient water-supply. 

Cryaing* — River foimed by the junction of the Hlaing-bwai and 
Haungtliaiaw neai Gyaing village The united waters flow west foi 45 
iuiles, and fall into the Salwin at Moulmein 

Gyaing ilLttaran. — Township in Amherst District, containing 15 
circles ^ The head-quarteis of the township aie at IsTga-bye-ma. A few 
miles above the township is Yebaw, famed for its hot springs 

Gyaing->Salween. — Township in Amherst District Head-quar- 
ters at Zathabyin 

XIaung-Tharaw. — River, rises in Siamese territory east of the 
Province, and joins the Hlamg-bwe 

]3aung"tharaw. — Township in Amherst District Head-quaiteis 
at Kawkeieik 

Slaingbwen — Rivei, uses in the not them portion of the Dawna 
range, and, flowing southwaid foi about 120 miles, unites with the Haung- 
tharaw at Gyaing, and also joins with tlie Dagyaing, 43 miles above 
Gyamg The two streams, under the name of the Gyaing river, fall into 
the Salwin at Moulmein 

Hlaingbwe. — Sub-division of Amherst District, and the chief vil- 
lage of the Sub-division of the same name Post office [ m ] 

SadO. — Village and Government timber station, lies on the bank of 
the Gyamg, at the mouth of the Kado creek, close to the junction of the 
Gyaing and the Salwin Population about 3000 Post office [m s t J.

Climate. — In the dry and hot seasons the climate, though extremely 
trying, is not unhealthy, but during the lainy season fevers prevail, 
especially in the north The range of the theimometei is small, except 
during the lattei part of the year, when great and sudden changes often 
take place The cool season compiises the peiiod between the 
hegmnmg of ITovembei and the end of Febinaiy , the hot season 
succeeds, and continues to the middle of June, when the peiiodical rams 
set in, and last to the close of September During the sultiy season hot 
winds piev^ail , but they are of short'duration , and the nights are fre- 
quently cool and lefieshmg 

Area and Population — The area of the whole State is 29,000 square 
miles, with a population of 3,200,000 peisons, inhabiting in 10,346 v^l- 
lages and towns The Marathas, the ruling lace, do not number much 
more than 15,000 The number of Biabmans is about 380,000, Bm-, 
puts, amounting to 422,000 are tbe most numeious class The abongmes 
numbered 167,000 The Muhammadan population is about a nineteenth 
of the whole 

History — The founder of the Gwahoi ruling family was the Maratha 
Eano]i Smdhia, shppei-beaiei of Balaji Peshwa at the beginning of the 
last century His fathei was headman of a Deccan village Banoji rose 
rapidly, and was soon at the head of the body-guard Aftei leading 
many Maiatha raids through Malvva into Hindustan, he was, at the time 
of his death, the acknowledged possessor of lands which still form part of 
the Gwalior State During the mutiny of 1857, the Gwalioi army levolted 
The late Maharaja, then but a youth, displayed courage and loyalty to 
the Biitish Government In June 1858, he was deserted by his tioops, 
and his minister, Dinkai Bao, were compelled to flee to Agra Shoitly 
afteiwaids Gwahoi was le-taken bj' Su Hugh Bose, and the Mahaiaja 
was re-established in his palace In lecogmtion of his seivices, the Gov- 
einment confened upon him the light of adoption, togethei with lands 
yielding a levenue of 3 lakhs Aimy, 48 guns , 6,000 cavaliy , and 5,000 
inlantiy The Maharaja is entitled to a salute of 21 guns m hiS own 
teuitoiy as well as in British teriitoiy also. 
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Eevbnue — The total levenue of the State is estimated at Es 125 
laths, inclndingEs 80 lakhs derived fiom the land, and Es 15 lakhs 
fiom customs , the remainder consists of tributes from feudatoiies, and 
jagn and local taxes The customs levenue is realized fiom tiansit duties 
on non, tobacco, and sugai, all other articles being free. 

Administration — His Highness the Maharaja (Madho Eao Smdhia, 
a Maratha ) is now 16 years of age , and duung his minoiity the admi- 
nistration of the affairs of the State has been in the hands of a council. 
There are 16 couits of justice and 7,500 police, including 3,000 drilled 
police, called ‘ najibs ’ Education is aferded by 148 schools, attended 
by 9,600 pupils. The average attendance at the Lashkai College amounts 
to 600 pupils 

GWALIOE — The capital of Gwalioi State, also lesidence of the Ma- 
haraja Sindhia, and railway station [ W & E ], 65 miles south, from 
Agia It IS remarkable for its Jam remains, its beautiful palace built 
by Man Singh, and for its rock fortress The old town of Gwalior lies 
at the eastern base of the lock It is a crowded mass of small flat-roofed 
stone houses Flankmg the city to the noith stands a curious oH 
Pathan aichway, the remains of a tomb Outside the gates is the Jumma 
Masjid ( a beautiful mosque ), with its gilc pinnacled domes and lofty 
minaiets The old town also contains a noble tomb of Muhammad 
Ghaus, and the tomb of Tansen, the famous musician Close to the 
latter, there is a tamarined tree which is ranch visited by musicians as 
the chewing of the leaves is alleged to impait a wonderful sweetness to 
the voice This tree is religiously believed by all dancing girls The 
Hew City or Lashkai — When Haulatrae Smdhia obtained possession of 
Gwalior m 1794-1805, he pitched his camp on the open plain to the 
south of the fort. As the camp remained, the tents soon disappeared, 
and a new city laoidly spring up, which still retains the name of Lashkar, 
or the camp, to distinguish it from the old city of Gwalior. The sai afa, 
or merchant’s quaiter, is one of the finest sheets in India In the 
centre of Lashkai is the old palace, and near it are the houses of the 
chief Sardars, or nobles of the State The modern city is about 6 miles 
m ciicumfeience, and surrounded by a stone wall, with round toweis. 
Tlie population of Lashkar, wheie the Maharaja lesides is 85,000 It 
has a college, with upwards of 600 pupils, and a charitable dispensary. 
The new buildings worthy of a visit are the Dufferin Saiai, the Victoria 
College, and the Jayaji Rao’s Memoiial Hospital, and the modern 
temple erected by Smdhia’s mother Since the occupation of the Lash- 
kar, the old city has been gradually decaying, and is now only one-thiid 
as laige as the new city But the two togethei still form one of the 
populous places m India 

The fort of Gwalior stands on an isolated rock of ochieous sand- 
stone formation capped at places with basalt The face of the fort is 
per pendicular. Its greatest length from north-east to south-west is a 
mile and a half , and the greatest breadth 300 yards The rock on the 
northern end attains its maximum height of 342 feeC On its eastern 
side are sculptuied scNcral colossal figmes m bold lehef A lampait 
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accessible by a steep road, and farther np by hnge steps cut out of the 
rock, suuounds the fort To see Grivalioi foit an order is necessary , it 
can be obtained at the Residency office, or fiom the keepei of the Mtisafir 
Khana The lest-liouse keeper will make arrangements foi the elephant 
which the Maharaja puts at the disposal of visitors to meet them at the 
foot of the steep ascent to tlie fort The objects of chief mtei est are all 
in the fort Notice especially the gateways, the Man, the Karan and 
Vikiam palaces, the Sas Balm temples, the Jam and the Telika 
Mandir temples, and the gigantic lock-ciit figures A small detaciiment 
of Sindhia’s tioops occupy the foitress, which is 3 miles in circumference 
Gw'alioi town contains a paper-mill, dak bungalow, and post ofifice

In his youth Malhar Eao 
joined a small body of caialiy undei a Maiatha noble About 1724, he 
enteied the seivice of the Peshwa as the commandei of 500 horse. He 
rose lapidly till at his death in 1765, he left a principality uith an annual 
reienue of 75 lakhs He was succeeded bj bis giandson, Mali Kao, who 
died nine months aftenvards. The Goveinmeiit was then assumed hy his 
mothei, the famous Ahalya Bai, who, in conjunction with her Comraan- 
der-in-Ohief Tukaji Kao, piospciously inled the State for 30 years. 
Tukaji Kao, the late Maharaja, attained his majority in 1852, and was 
invested with the entile management of the aff.airs of the State The 
Mahal aja has received a sanad of adoption He has been created a 
Kinght Grant Oommandei of the Stai of India, a Companion of the 
Order of tlie Indian Empire, and is entitled permanently to a salute of 
21 guns in his own as well as in Biitish territories Mihtaiy force, 3100 
regular, and 2150 inegulai, mfantiy, 2,100 regular, and 1200 iriegnlar, 
cavalry, and 340 aitilleiy men, with nominally 24 lield-guus equipped. 
The JVIahaiaja has poweis of life and death Tnkaji Kao, died in 1886, 
and the piesent Mahaiaja ( Sir Shivaji Kao Holkai, Bahadur, a. c. s i. ) 
was installed by Sii Lepel Giiffin, on the l2th July, 1886. 

Manufactures — At Indore theie is in constant woik a steam cotton 
mill belonging to the Maharaja The Goveinoi -General’s Agent is ev 
officio Opium Agent for the States of Central India, and a pai t of Baj- 
putana The central weighing oflfice is in Indoie , with seven suboidi- 
nate assistant agents in the puncipal local marts, Ujjan, Jaora, Dhar, 
Bhopal, Ohittor, Mandesar, and Ratlam.

Administration — The reienue is steadily increasing In 1875 it 
amounted to 4-6 lakhs. By 1882 it had increased to 71 lakhs, whole the 
Qxpenditme was only about 53 lakhs. The palace establishment cost 12 
lakhs Tlie expenditure on education was less than half a lakh, while 
hospitals and dispensaries recei\ ed about one-thud of a lakh The ad* 
ministiation of justice is cairied on by means of a Sadi oi Central 
Couit at Indoie, presided ovei by English-speaking Hative judges The 
three subsidiaiy ZiJa Courts are established at Indore, Mandesar and 
Kamjiuia At each of these places theie is a State jail There are 
altogether 135 schools in this State Within the limits of the Kesidency 
at Indore is situated the Kajkumai Colleges, foi the education of the sons 
of the Hative chiefs, nobles, and Uppei classes in Central India, affiliated 
to the Calcutta University The Maharaja has also a High School and 
College at Indoie The law and Sanskrit schools weie established m 
1875 There aie also three guls’ schools at Indore city.

Languages — In Hagpiii, jMarathi is used , in Sambalpiir, Hindi , m 
the Godavaiy countiy, Teliigu and in the Gond districts, a great variety 
of dialects, each of which may be called a jaigon of all three 

Revenue The imperial and pi ovmcial leveniie amounts to about a 
croie and twenty five lakhs, a yeai 

Administration — The administration is earned on by a Chief Com- 
missioner, aided by a Secretaiy and a Junioi Secietarv, in direct subordi- 
nation to the Government of India The com is, civil and criminal, are 
separately contiolled by a chief judge, iiiidei the n irae of Judicial Com- 
missioner The adrainistiative staff consists of 4 Conimissioneis, 18 
Deputy Commissioners, 14 Assistant Commissioners, 86 Extia- Assist- 
ant Commissioners, and 50 Tahsildars or Siib-Collectois nho aie dis- 
tributed ovei 18 Distiicts, giouped into 4 Dnisions, oi Commissioner- 
ships ( namely— Hagpui in the south, Jainlpui in the north, Cbhatisgaih 
Harbada in the west ) The police force consisting of 
18 Distiict Supeiinlendents, 6 Assistant Supeiintendets, 38 Inspectois, 
and about 8,000 petty officers and constables, is contiolled by an Inspec- 
or General , but in its executive functions is suboidmate to the District 
aut lorities. Education, forest, conservancy, and i acciuation have sepa- 
ls e establishments, though they receive aid fiom the regulai civil staft. 

e medical staff is diiectly suboidmate to the executive authorities. 
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though the heads of the medical Department throughout India exercise 
a general supervision The Public Woiks Deparcment owns no subordi- 
nation to any local anchority bub the Chief Oommissionei , to whom the 
provincial chief engineer is secretary in that branch of the administration. 
The following is a list of the 18 Districts — Balaghat, Betul, Bhandara, 
Bilaspur, Chanda, Chhatisgarh, Damoh, Hoshangabad, Jabalpur, 
Mandla, ]!!Tagpur, llarsinghpur, Himar, Raipur, Sambalpur, Saugor, 
Seoni, and Wardha, all of which see separately.

CEYLON — A large and beautiful island belonging to India It is 
called Smghala by the Cingalese In Arabic it is Serendib, in Sanskrit 
Lanka, and in Greek Taprobane This last, it is conjectured, is a cor- 
ruption of Tivu Havana ( Havana’s island ), from Havana, the demon 
sovereign celebrated in the ‘ Ramayana’ lb is a large, beautiful, and 
pear-shaped island, separated from the Coromandel coast by the Gulf 
of Mannar, and situated south-east of peninsular India The island is 
mountainous m the centre and south, but has a belt of low land round 
the coast lb is 270 miles long from Dondra Head in the south to Point 
Pedara or Palmyra Head in the north, and its greatest breadth is 167 
miles It has been a dependency of Great BribaLn since 1815 Area, 
25,000 square miles, and the population about 80,00 000, of whom about 
24,00,000 are Cingalese, about 6,00,000 Tamils, and about 7000 Euro- 
peans 

History — Beyond the scanty information given in the Ramayana 
concerning Ceylon, httle is known of its history tiU it was visited by 
the Portuguese m 1505 The island was at that time molested by the 
Arabs, and the Portuguese assisted the Native rulers in repeUmg their 
attacks After some years the Poituguese took partial possession, and 
in 1517, they obtained whole possession of the maritime districts till 
1658, when they were driven out by the Dutch, who in turn yielded 
their possession to the English in 1796 Native kings continued to 
reign at Kandy till 1815, when ViJoama Jtajasingh provoked a war with 
the British and was deposed with the consent of the cluefs 

Islands — In the north there are several low islands Palk Strait and 
the Gulf of ^lanaar are divided from each other by a number of islands 
and sand-banks ( The Hindus term the sand-banlts Rama’s Bridge ). 

Moun pains — The mountains are covered with forest, but enclose rich 
plains and valleys 

Poms — The chief ports are Colombo, GaUe, Trmcomali, and Point 
Pedro 

Rivers — -The Aripo, north of Putlam, has the most extensive pearl 
fishery in the world the Kalany Gunga, on the western coast (76 
miles ) , the Kalu Gunga, on the western coast, a navigable river, from 
the disbiicb of Satragam, falls into the sea at Kaltura (70 miles ), the 
Mahawelli Gunga, chief rivei, which rises m Horton Plains, 7000 feet 
»bo\j thtt tea level, Aud flows north-east past Kandy in the Bay of 
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Triucomali f 140 m'les ) having a delta at its mouth, and the Wala^r-aj 
Gunga, in the south-east of the island (70 miles ) 

Products — The mineral, vegetable, and an mal productions are ex- 
ceedingly various and valuable Amongst minerals, gramte is common, 
and sandstone along the shores The prec'ous stones for wluch Ceylon 
IS noted are chiefly amethysts, topazes, garnets, cats-eyes, and rubies 
Pearls are obtained from the pearl-oystei banks along the north-east 
and north-west shores Nitre, alum, and salt are plentiful Amongst 
the vegetable products the chief are coftee, nee, cocoa-nuts, betel-nuts, 
cinnamon ( used to flourish m the south ) and cliinchona Cotton, 
indigo, sugar-cane, tobacco, pepper, cardamoms, and areca-nut are pro- 
duced in abundance throughout the island , cocoa-nut plams flourish 
in the south, palmyras ( which produces “ jaggery” ) in tiie north, vhile 
jack-fruit and other fruit trees and many kinds of the most valuable 
timber are met inth all over the idand The tali pat palm is remark- 
able for its gigantic leaves The animal kingdom is not less rich Wild 
elephants and deers roam about in large herds , the sambar or elk, being 
the largest species of Asiatic deer , all.gators haunt most of the rivers, 
cheetahs, bears, and all the animals of India except the tiger are found 

Cf'MMERCE — The commerce consists mainly m exporting coffee, co- 
coa-nut oil, and cinnamon to Greau Britain, and betel-nut, timber, salt 
and coir to other places, chiefly India , and m importing manufactur- 
ed articles from Britain, and nee, sugar, and tea from other countries 

Peopuk — The population is estimated at two and a half millions , 
and comprises Singhalese ( a peaceful people ), who occupy the central 
and southern parts of the island , H indus, mostly 1 amil men, who are 
in possession of the north-eastern districts , Moois or Muhammadans, 
who aie dispersed all over the island , Veddas, aboriginal tribes, live in 
the “ Park Country ”, and others of mixed European and Native des- 
cent 

Occupation. — The people are engaged chiefly in agriculture , the 
manufactures are all very unimportant, except arrack, salt, and oil 
The Ceylonese excel in gold and silver work, and in the manufacture of 
lacquered-iA are, 

Language — Tamil is spoken in the north and north-east , Singaha- 
iese and Portuguese are used in the other parts of the island The 
sacred language of Ceylon is called Pali 

Religu)n — Buddhism is the prevailing leligion among the Singaha- 
lese, and Hin-luism among the Tamils Christianity has made some pro- 
gress in different parts 

CwMAiE — On the coast the chmate is hot and moist , in the hills 
it IS pleasant Ihe eastern side is hot and dry, like the countries on 
the coast of Coromandel , the western side humid like Malabar Every- 
where in the island the rainfaU is heavy The ram comes first from the 
south-west, as in Bombay, and later from the east, as m Madras The 
north-east monsoon prevailing from November to February, and the 
south-nest from April to September, the inteivenmg months having 
vaiiabie winds or cairns The north-eastern coast resembles the Carnatic 
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in climate ; tlie soutli-irestern, the Malabar coast. Ice is sometimes 
formed in the highest interior table-land 

Tkavelling Oonvevipnces — T ravelling in Ceylon is, for the most 
part, comparatively easy The roads aie everywhere excellent, and the 
rest houses are far more comfortable places of abode than the corres- 
ponding institutions in India 

Currency — 'The currency of the island is rupees, divided, not into- 
annas as in India, but into cents One rupee is equal to 1 00 cents 
Revenue — The revenue, which amounts to about 15 million. 
( Indian silver com ) annually, is derived chiefly from land, customs, 
stamps, cinnamon, salt, excise, and fisheries 

Governmeni — The Government of Ceylon is unconnected with that 
of India It is a colony of the English Crown, and is confided to a 
Governor assisted by two councils, one legislative and the other execu- 
tive 

Divisions — For administrative purposes, Ceylon is divided into 
seven Provinces 1 Western Province , 2 Southern Province , 3 East- 
ern Province , 4 Noithern Province , 5 Noith Western Province , 6 
Central Provence , and 7 Nortli-cential Piovince, each of which is sub- 
divided into districts, each under the control of a Government Agent 
For the admimstration of justice theie are Provincial Couits in the dis- 
tricts and a supreme Court at Colombo

•and on the west by the Bombay Presidency Area, 17,715 square miles 
Population 2,897,040, duelling m 5585 ton ns and villages The British 
Resident at Haiderabad acts as Chief Commissioner of this Province 
The Province consists of a broad rich valley running east and west, 
nnd lying between tlie Satpura Hills m the north and the Ajanta and 
other hills in the south The old name of this vaUey is the Pamghat ; 
while the highlands and hiUs in the Ajantaweie called the Baleghat The 
vaUey is watered by the Puma ( a tributary of the Tapti ), and by 
many streams running into the Puma from the liiUs north and south. 
The soil is very fertile, producing cotton, millet, and other food-grams 
in abundance Besides its agricultural wealth, Berar has a salt lake 
called the Lonar Lake in the Buldana District to the west, and coal is

In small village, the patcl has ' both lerenne and police duties He is 
agent foi the collection of the Stare revenue, and is Siipeiintendent of the 
Jaglias ni Milage police who, though not oiganised under the police De- 
paitraent, have many miscellaneous diitiCb to peiform, as village messen- 
geis watchmen, guardians, of boundaiy-maiks, d/C , vhich <iic outside the 
functions of the legular Police The Patel must give information of 
all dimes, and m cases of necessity ra.iy airest persons 

In some of the large villages a “ Police Patel ” is appointed sepaiate-

MADRAS PRESIDENCY — The Presidency of Fort Saint Ceoi^e, 
as officially styled It occupies the south-east parts of the peninsula, 
extending from Cape Kumaii, along the eastern coast to Pryagi m 
Orissa, and to Kudapur in Canara on the west coast It is bounded by 
the Bombay, and the Bengal Presidencies, and also the Nizam’s Domi- 
nions on the noith, and its eastern, southern and western sides are formed 
by an almost unbroken line of sea-coast. Its extreme length is about 
850 miles, and its extieme bieadth about 450 miles The Madras Pre- 
sidency comprises about one-eleventh of India, and is rather larger than 
the Bombay Presidency 

The i\Iadra3 Presidency consists of three classes of territory — ( I ) the 
British Districts within the Presidency ; ( II ) the Agency Tracts un- 
der a special administration and (HI) the Natne States in political de- 
pendence on the Madias Government Including, therefore, the Agency 
Tracts and the Native States, the tenitory iiudei the Madras Govern- 
ment ( m 1891 ) Contains an area of 150 802 square miles, and supports a 
population of 39,831,062 souls dwelling in 58 263 towns and villages. 
The seat of the Government is at the Presidency town, Madras city, 
794 miles from Bombay by rail 

’Mountain'? — T he 'We=?tern and Eastern Ghats are the chief moun- 
tain ranges linked in the south by the Nilgiri'?. The Shervaray Hills in 
S?lem Distiict, a detached group, south-west of Madras The Ana- 
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malais in Goimbatoie District and Pulni lulls in Madura District, are 
spins to the eastward, fiom a continuation of the Western Ghats Ana- 
mudi a peak of the Anamalais range is the highest point in Southern 
India Dodabetta, a loftie=5t peak in Sontliern India Palghat gap, 
south of hlilgiris and the Hagan hills, small lange, noith-west of 
Madras 

Rivers — The principal rivers are the Godavari and Kiishna in the 
north, the north and south Pennai or Penakini, the Palar and the 
Cauveii towards the centie, flowing into the Bay of Bengal Other 
small rivers on the east-coast, the Vaiga, the Vellai and the Tambia- 
paini. 

Ports — The chief ports aie Bimhpatam, Vizagapatam, Oocanada, 
Masuhpatam, Madras, Pondicherry, Hegapatam, Tuticoim, Cochin, Call- 
cut, Tehcheii, Oannanore, and Mangalore 

L^ke — T he principal lake in the Piesidency is Pulicat, on the east 
coast 37 miles in length and 3 to 11 miles in breadth The lake forms 
an important backwater for inland communication between Madras city 
and the Horthern Districts. 

Climate — The Madias Presidency is the hottest part of India Dur- 
ing summer months ( March to September ) the southern portion of the 
peninsula is veiy hot , and in the wmtei months ( Octobei to Februaiy) 
it IS comparatively cool Two peuodical winds, viz the south-west and 
north east monsoons, chiefly influence the rainfall The south-west mon- 
soon begins on the Malabar or Western coast about May, and ends about 
the autumnal equinox, and being a sea wind, is veiy lamy. The noitli- 
cast monsoon chiefly affects the coiomandel coast and sets in in Octo- 
ber, and the ram stops long before the end of the monsoon The east 
coast has about 50 inches the West coast about 130, and the fall m 
the table-land is about 30 inches a j'ear The lain supjily decreases 
towaids the south The annual mean tempeiatiiie of Calcutta and 
Madias is the same Bombay is cooler 

Products — Mineral, lion ore occurs in several places, but in 
abundance m South Aikot and Malabar , coppei ore lu Helloie and the 
Eastern Ghats , magnesia in Salem , and salt is obtained fiom the sea by 
evaporation Vegetable Pi oducts — Rice is grown thiougbout the Pie- 
^dency, but especially m the alluvial grounds of Godavari, Krishna, 
Tanjoro, Malabar, and Kauaia Maize, millet, and lagi are also eveiy- 
where lai^eily cultivated , so also are oil-seeds, tobacco, and sugai-cane 

Along the coasts and m sandy ti acts cocoanut and other palms aie ex- 

ensivoly giown Cotton is gioivn mostly m Ouddapah, Kninool, Bel- 
mry, and linnevell} , indigo in Cuddapah and Hellore , coffee on the 
Palnais, Shervaiais, and Hilguis , tea on the Hilgins , and peppei and 
caidamoms on the uestein coast Most of the hills aie coieied with 
foicsts pioducing a gieat variety of drug% dj'^es, and gums, and many 
sorts of the finest tmibei, such as teak, sal, sisu, blackwood, and san- 
aluood , while oiannes, limes, mangoes, iilantains, pineapples, melons, 
and other Indian fruits aie piodiiced almost everywhere in gieat abund- 

IiELiGioL ■ — The great bulk of the people profess the Hindu rehgion , 
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Bralinians are more nnmeious heie than elsewhere in India, and congre- 
gate especially in the district of Tanjoie Numeions temples, some of 
vast size, may be seen in every town in Southein India, but those of Tan- 
]ore and Sruangam are especially renowned Miiliammadans, 1,800,000 
in number, are fewer in piopoition to the population than m tlie noith of 
India All Europeans and then descendants, and many natives, especi- 
ally in Tmnevelly, are Ohiistians , and there aie many Jews on the 
Malabai coast 

La-NGUAge — Telugu is snoken in the distiicts fiom Ganjam on the 
north to Puhcat on the south, and to Bellaiy on the west , Tamil is

Government — The Piesidency is under a Governor aided by tliiee 
Councillois, of whom one is the Commander-in-Chief , the two otliois be- 
long to the Covenanted Civil Service The Curamander-in-Chief is 
second in Council, but by Statute the Senior Civilian member presides in 
the absence of the Governor For legislative pin poses, the Council is 
increased by the addition of the Advocato-Geneial of Madias, and fiom 
foul to eight Other membeis nominated by the Governor, oi whom not 
less than one-half must be non-ofScials The following is a list of the 
depaitments among which the ceutial admmistiatiou is partitioned — 
Financial, judicial, public, educational, political, ecclesiastical, marine,

west of Mysore, and is wooded and hilly throughout, and is shut in by 
mountains on three sides and by an impenetrable jungle on the fourth or 
eastern side Area, 1,")83 square miles containing 507 villages Popu- 
lation 173,055 The chief town and seat of administration is Meicaia, 72 
miles from Mysore by road 

Products — Coffee and cardamoms are the most noted productions 
Iti the low valleys rice IS gi own. Other ci ops grown only in parts of 
the Hanjarajpatan and Yelsavirsliime tahil’i, to the east .and north-east 
of the Province, are lagt, gram, coriandei, oil-seeds, hemp, a little tobacco, 
sngar-cane and cotton Eo whe.at is grown Plantains, or.anges, and 
the toddy — yielding wild sago-palni, aie to be seen lound tlie homestead 
of every Cooig peasant 

Ma.kufactures — Almost eveiy article used in the country requiies 
to be impoited Manufactmes do not floniish to any extent m Cooig 
The mauufactnie of the oidmary coarse cloth worn by the lowei classes 
of the people is c.arned on at the villages of Snangala, Somwar-pet, 
Samvarsante, and Kodli-pet in Hoith Coorg , at the first named place 
the led and dark-blue sashes worn by the poorer classes of Coorg are 
also produced. The knives and the steel U'sed aie of loc.al manufacture, 
and of inferior quality Lai ge tiles, known as ‘ Mangalore ’ tiles, for 
which there is a considerable local demand, are manufactured at a tilery 
at Mercara 

Language — The Cooigs have a language of their own, believed to be 
a dialect of Kanarese, which is intelhvible only to themselves and to their 
former slaves, the Holey. as and Yeran as It is derived fiomthe Diavi- 
dian languages, chiefly Malay.alam, Tnlu, Kanarese, and Tamil, and has 
been reduced to wilting in K.anarese letters It is iich in foims, and 
admirably suited foi colloqui.il converse, and for expiessmg easy -flowing 
poetry of a humorous oi solemn strain, as their old chants or P.alameS 
attesr 

Buildings — Gooig possesses some remains of archaeological interest 
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Of the palaces once occupied bj the Oooig Rajas, the one in the Mercara 
foit alone remains m good oidei It is used foi the public offices, and as 
the residence of tlie Oommissioner The Rajas* tombs at the head of 
Madepet are conspicuous and in good pieseiVation There is also a 
Hindu temple of some piebensions in the valley belovi^ the foit 5 and like 
the tombs, it is in the Muhammadan style ot ai cliitecture. 

Climate* — The climate of Cooig is tempeiate and humid The 
moniitams of the Western Gliats collect the moisture that lolls up in 
clouds from the sea The wooded valleys aie not fiee fiom fogs in the 
niotning and evening, The lainy season propei, which is the lesiilt of 
the south-west monsoon, lasts fiom June to Septembei, The downpour 
of lain IS veiy heavy on the Mercara plateau and on the Western Ghats, 
and blasts of wind blow at the same time with gieat vehemence Tiie 
sun is often not seen foi Weeks , and as much as 90 inches of ram 
have been legisteied at Meroaia in the single month of July, including 
10 inches within twenty-tour houis The hottest month 13 May , but on 
the whole, the vaiiations of heat and cold aie Very moderate. 

The Coorg climate is consideied salnbnons by the Natives, and also by 
European lesidents, but its cold and damp eXei cise injurious effects on 
Natives who have ariiVed from the plains of India The nights aie cool 
thioughout the year, and Eiiiopeans aie able to take exercise in the open 
ail at ail hours of the day Euiopean childien especially show by their 
rosy cheeks that they enjoy excellent health The most pievalent 
di'^ease is malarious fever, which lenders the mountain valleys unhealthy 
during the hot months Cholera is almost unknown, but small-pox has 
made tei rible ravages among the Natives, despite the intioduction of 
Vac cination 

Administration — Foi administiative purposes, the territory f now 
Biitish Distiict ) IS divided into 6 taluJts, viz, Kiggatnad, Padinalknad, 
Nanjarajpatna, Meicara, Yedenalknad, Yelsaviishime, each under the 
chaige of a Native official styled a Subahchu, The taluls aie again sub- 
divided into 24 nads 01 hohlis Each nad contains an average of about 
68 square miles, and forms the separate charge of a suboidinate official

"known to devout Hindus as Dakshin Ganga, oi the Ganges of the South, 
and the whole of its couise is holy giound According to the legend 
preserved in the \gneya and Shanda Ruianas, theie was once born upon 
earth a girl gamed Vishnuraaya oi Lopamudra, the daughter of Brahma, 
but her divine fathei permitted her to be legarded as the child of a 
mortal, called Kavera-muni In order to obtain beatitude for her 
adoptive father, she resolved to become a river whose waters should purify 
from all sm. Hence it is that even the holy Ganga lesorts nndeigioiind, 
once m the year, to the souice of the Cauvery, to purge herself fiom the 
pollution contracted fiom the ciowd of sinners who have bathed m her 
■waters At Tala Kaveri, where the river rises, and at Bhagamandala, 
■where It receives its fiist tributary, stand ancient temples annually ire- 
•qiiented by crowds of pilgiims in the month of Tulamasa ( October- 
^ovember )

MADRAS — Capital of the Madras Presidency, and the largest city 
in South India, is situated on the coast. The native ninie is Cherma- 
patnain or the City of Chennapa, tlie brother of the local Chief or Naxjak 
at the time of its foundation In l(i39 Mr Day obtained from tiie 
Rajah of Chandragin a grant of the site of ihc land on which I^Iadias 
now stands A factory, with some slight foitifications, was erected, and 
a giadually increasing number of Kativcs settled round the building. 
As earl}’- as 1090 some attempts were made to protect Dlacl: Torm by a 
mud wall In 1741 the Slahrattas attacked tlie place m':uocc=:5fiiIly 
In 1743 the fort was extended and strengtlieiicd , but in I7-1G it was 
taken hy the Prench. Two )ears latci, it wa^; P'^tored to the English 
In 1758 it was .again besieged hy the Frencli ; init the irnval of a 
British fleet caused them to retire. In 17S7 the fon was completed much

as it noTi' 'Stands It was called Fort St. George after the reigning 
English sovereign 

As Piesidency Town, ^Madras lies under independent jurisdiction. 
As the seat of the IMadras Govei nment and the head-quarters of the 
Madras aimy nearh all the most important ofnccs of the Presidency, 
and the head-qnai ters of every department, are located in ^Madras The 
town with its snbiiibs, extends 9 miles along the coast, and runs 3^ 
miles inland, covering an area (1891) 29 square miles According to 
the census of 1891, Madras contained 452,518 It ranks third among 
the cities of India 

Seen from the sea, the Fort, a row of merchants’ ofhees, a few spires, 
and public buildings are all that strike the eye The site is so low that 
the city IS concealed by the first line of buddings. Black Town is an 
ill-budt, densely peopled block, witbm the old city walls with more or 
less crowded suburbs stretching 3 miles north of the Cooum rner Tins 
is the business part of the town and contains the banks customs house. 
High Gouit and all tlie mercantile offices. The harbour and pier are 
on the sea face of Black Town 

Immediately south of Black Town is an open space with a sea fi out- 
age of about 2 miles, which contains the fort esplanade. Government 
House, and several handsome public buildings on the sea face. Farther 
south he Tiiphcane containing the Xawab’s Palace, and Saint Thome. 
The latter was founded and fortified by the Poitiiguese in 1504 and oc- 
cupied by the English in 1749 

The city is thus spread over a large area, 29 square miles with 23 
villages, including some land more or less under cultivation The mam 
thoroughfaie is Mount Road, opened in 1795. wh'ch leads fiom the Fort 
to St Thomas s Mount Some districts contain handsome Euiopean 
residences, with spacious compounds. The Cooum river runs through 
the city, but except during tlie north-east monsoon the volume of water 
is insufficient to keep open the dischaige into the sea 

The trade of the town does not depend on any special local manu- 
factures or produce The port trades with every part of the world, 
expoiting coffee, cotton, giain hides indigo oil-seeds dye-stuffs sugar, 
and horns . and impoi ting piece-goods non and othei metals and all 
kinds of European manufactuies It is legulated by legislative enact- 
ment, and administei ed by a ilastei Attendant with a deputy and two 
assistants The municipal income of Madras city is about 9 lakhs. 

Among the buildings most deserving of notice aie the light house. 
Fort St George the grand Arsenal Pacheappah s College and Hall, the 
jail, the Geneial Hospital the Memorial Hall the School of Arts Govern- 
ment House, the Ghepak Park and Palace the Marina General 2s eil s 
Statue the Cathedral St Marv's Chaicb St. Andrew s St Thome’s 
Roman Catholic Catbedial The Armeman Church St. Matthia 
Church, The Gun-cairiage Factory The 3Iuseum the Botanical Gardens, 
The Peoples Park, the Obseivatory. the Literal y Society s Library, 
the SiUdapet Agricultural School, and the Central Railway Station. 
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Climate — Madias is not ordinarily an unhealthy town, either for 
Natives or Europeans Its sea-breeze and diy soil appear to fully com- 
pensate for the lowness of the site The temperature is high all the yeai 
round, but there are fewei sudden alternations of heat and cold than in 
most places in India The rainfall of Madias vanes considerably The 
greatest fall is in October and November, when the rainfall varies 
from 10 to 13 inches eaeh month.

MADURA — District m the south of the Madias Piesidency Rouud- 
ed on the noith by tlie Disfcucts of Goimbtoic, Trichmopolj, and Tau- 
301 e , on tlie caat and south-east by the ivaters of Palk Strait and the 
Gulf of Manai , on the south and soulh-n 0=^1 by Tinncvclly Distiict , 
and on the west by the State of Tiavancore — Aiea, 8,808 square miles, 
containing 10 towns and 3,9G1 villages. Population 2,G0h,404:. The 
District also contains two gioab Zamindaues or estates, of Ramnad and 
Sivaganga, which covei an area of 3,6G3 square miles. In point of size 
Madui a ranks fifth, and in point of population thud, amoii" the Dis- 
tricts of the Piesidency District head-quaiteis are at Maduia Town, 
844 miles fiom Madras by lail 

Products — The chief food crops are rice, cholam, l.amhu, ragt, varagu, 
samat, and seveial kinds of pulses Other ciops include oil-seeds, to- 
bacco of excellent quality, giowu in the neighbourhood of Dmdigal, and 
a little indigo and cotton. 

MAnuFACTURKs — With the cxception of salt which is manufactured 
at certain stations on the sea-coast by solar evaporation as a Govern- 
ment monopoly, the industries of Madura are insignificant Handsome 
turbans fiinged with gold cloth, and a pccuhai kind of red cloth, are 
specialities of Madura town. Turbans and coaise chintz aie woven at 
Dindigal Piece-goods, cotton twist, earthenware, and biass vessels are 
made all over the District, in sufficient quantities to leave a surplus for 
expoitation The saltpetie tiade is languishing , and the iron-ores, 
though abundant, have been little utilized A consideiable trafiic is 
earned on by sea in native craft, though tlie inhospitable coast-lme is 
destitute of a single good harboui By far the gi eater share of the 
foreign trade is earned on with Ceylon The principal exports from the 
District are rice and other giains, diegs of gingelly oil, spices, piece- 
goods, salt fish, led ochie, and earthenware Tobacco is despatched by 
land from Dindigal m large quantities to be made up into Trichinopoly 
cheroots 

LANQuAQns — The languages of the District is Tamil, with a little 
Kanarese spoken on the western boundry English is now understood 
by a considerable numbei of Natives in the town of Madura 

Climate — The climate of Madura 13 described as hot, dry, and vari- 
able Its characteristics aie, that there is no regular cold season, and 
that the scanty rainfall is distributed ovei the gi eater part of the year. 
The mouths fiom December to Februaiy are the coolest in the year, 
being marked by heavy dews at night and fogs in the moining and 
evening Along the sea-coast the sultriness of the hot season is tempered 
by sea-bi eezes The climate on the Palm Hills resembles the ‘ half 
English air ’ of the Nilgiris The District cannot be teimed healthy, at 
leabt for Natives Besides the usual diseases of India, Madura suffers 
fiom two special scourges endemic fever, cholera, and the well known 
Madura-foot

In the fiist half of the 14th century Muhammadan invadeis destroyed 
the gieat pagoda of the city They pulled down the outer wall with its 
14 toweis and levelled the uumeious buildings, which always cluster 
lound a temple But the two inmost shiines were miiaculously pre- 
seived. On the expulsion of the Musalmaus, the piiests of Siva re- 
gained then revenues, and lebuilt the foui lofty popwas or gateways 
which now stand in the outei wall The othei gieat buildings of Madura 
are all associated with the name of Tiiumala Hayak who reigned fiom 
1623 to 1659 The chief of these is the celebrated palace, the most 
perfect relic of secular aichitectme m the Madias Piesidency Only 
second in impoitance to the palace is the Vasanta or Puthu mantapam 
still m complete pieservatiou This is said to have been built as a sum- 
mei reheat foi the god Sundareswaia On the faither bank of the 
Vaigai stands the Taraakam, a two-storied budding and lastly, the 
ffieppu-lvulam or great tank about a mile and a half east of the town 
are worth a visit The other buddings also noteworthy are — the new jad ; 
the civil and lying-in hospitals, standing on a mined gateway which is 
all that 1 emams of the old fort, and the District school house The 
Jesuits have several chui dies in the town, and a small dispensary The 
American Piotestant Misssiou, possesses a boai ding school and a very 
useful hospital.

India, the other t«o being Cliola and Cheia. The capital was first at 
Kolkai at the mouth of the TambraDariii , and aftcrwaids at hladura 
Kolkai IS now several miles inland An early legend iiins that the three 
kingdoms were founded by rhree brothers fiom Kolkai the two younger 
going north and west and founding Ohola and Cheia The kingdom 
of Pandya included Madura District, and all south of it.

wide, and was piobably at one time connected with the mainland The 
eastern half is meiely a narrow stiip of sand Ramesvaram island 
contains one of the most veneiated Hindu shrines in India, founded 
according to tradition, by Rama himself It is associated with Ram’s 
journey to Ceylon in search of Sita, and plays an important part in the 
Jiamayana. For centuries this temple has been the resoi t ot thousands 
of pilgrims, who come from all parts of India through Ramnad to the 
crossing , and it is to their control of the passage from the mainland 
that the chiefs of Ramnad owe their hereditary title of Setupati, Loid 
of the Bridge or Causeway 

The island is to a great extent covered with babul trees Cocoa-nut 
palms and a few gardens make up all the cultivation It is piincipally 
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inhabited by Biahmans find their follov.cn, tv ho ore supported by the 
piofits deiived fiom tlie tcniplos South of the great temple is a fresh- 
water lake, about Smiles in circnmfeiencc 

The great temple or koil, stands on rising ground in the northern 
part of the island in a quadi angular enclosure 657 feet broad by about 
1,000 feet long, and is entered by a gateway 100 feet high The height 
of the temple IS about 120 feet and with its majc'^tic towers, its vast 
and gloomy colannadcs, and its walls encrusted with carved work and 
statuary, it exhibits a grand example of (he Dravidian style Local tra- 
dition asseits that it was erected by the VnraKaja Sekkarnr of Kandyt 
with stone cut and polwhed in Cojlon The most striking features of 
the temple are the massiveness of the woikmanship and the wonderful 
pillared halls which suriound the inner shrine. 

The temple, its ceremonies, and its attendant Brahmans are maintain- 
ed from the levcnue of 57 villages, yielding an annual income of about 
Bs. 45,000, gianted by former Rajas of the Ramnad Zamindari. The 
Ungam is supposed to have been placed hei e by Rama , and the symbol 
IS washed with Ganges watci which is afterwards sold

Revenue, Rs. 741,744 , the peshkash, or tribute payable to the British 
Government, is Rs 314,000 Ramnad, the chief town of the Zamindari, 
situated 30 miles fiom Pamban Population about 12,000 Most of 
ihe inhabitants in the fort are employed m tlie palace. Outside live a 
great number of Chetties and Labbays in wliose hands is the whole 
coast trade There are a neat Protestant Church, two Roman Catholic 
Churches, and several rest-houses, which are the resort of the pilgrims 
passing through Ramnad on then way to Ramesvaram The town con- 
tains also Sub-magistrate’s court and post office [ m s. t ].

MANurAcronns — Except the manufacture of cloth, tiles, bricks, etc , 
m the Goimau mission establishments at Calicut and Cannanore, and 
that of coaise cloth and mats at Palghat, there is no local manufactures 
deserving of mention The wcaung of calico, which dcrued its name 
from Calicut, seems to have altogether died out, while unsuccessful 
attempts have been made to manufacture canvas at Beypui, and silk at 
Palghat 

Climate — Malabar, like the lestof South-'Westein India, is charac- 
teiized by a heavy laiufall, a humid climate, and a moderate tenipuratnrc. 
The south-west monsoon sets in early m Jlay, bringing with it hcavv 
clouds, which bank up against the Ghat range. This is the hottest time 
of the year , the air is close and heavy and fiequcntly overchnnged with 
electiicity Eaily in Juno - the monsoon breaks, ’ and for 3 to A 
months the rains are frequent, heavy, and often continuous for several 
days The rainfall 111 June, July, and August averages 80 inches, oi 
two-thuds of the total fall of the year The tempeiature improves, and 
the climate duimg the rains is pleasant and healthy By October the 
rams have slackend, and the noith-east monsoon sets in, bunging cool 
breezes fiom the wet table- land of Mysoie and Coorg, and i educing the 
temper atuie The hot weather commences as the north-east monsoon 
fails (about Febiuaiy ), and continues till May In Maich and April 
there aie frequent thundeistoims, betokening the coming of the south- 
west monsoon On the whole, the climate is healthy The pimcipal 
diseases are small-pox, dysenteiy, and fever

Population 60,000 As the head-quartei s of the rich and populous 
District of Malabar, Calicut contains the chief revenne, magisterial, and 
judicial establishments of the Distiict with Government and maiine offices^ 
benches of 9 honorary magistrates, a customs liouse, lail, lunatic asylum, 
dispensaiy, hospitals, post [ms], telegiaph offices, 3 hotels and 
a club, travellers’ bungalow, and bank The Anglican, Lutheran, and 
Roman Catholic Churches liave missions heie, with schools, m addition 
to which there is the municipal school, and several others, assisted by 
grants 

The bariacks stand to the noith of the town, where also is the old Portu- 
guese quarter with a Roman Catholic Church The southern portion con- 
tains the timber depot, and the Muhammadan quaiter, above winch lie the 
sea customs and salt offices, the light-house and mercantile houses, facing 
tlie sea Round the Mananchna tank, a fine reservoir of fresh-water, 
aie grouped the chief public offices and many impoitant buildings The 
suburbs consist of detached villages joining Calicut to Bey pm. The 
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climate is 'fairly tealtliy, and the soil being sandy, the deficiency of arti- 
ficial diamage is not injuriously felt

It IS the head-quarteis of the Malabar and Kanara force, being the 
station of a general of division, with his staff, and is garrisoned by 1 
European and 1 Native regiment of infantry The cantonment is 
spacious, and intersected by good roads, with two parade grounds, ord- 
nance depot, brigade and commissariat offices etc. It lies to the north- 
east of the fort, a triangular building covering a rocky point which juts 
out into the sea Across the bay lies the Mopilla quarter, of Cannanore, 
wheie the descendants of the old Arab sea-kings of Cannanore reside, 
the town being otherwise remarkable foi the number of its mosques, 
two of which aie of special fame Within its limits stands the fishing 
Village of Thai, with a Roman Catholic Chapel Anglican, German, and 
Roman Catholic missions are established here, with schools attached.

Bangalore ( Jienqalwu, ) — The chief town of the District andtafuifc 
of the same name, also lailway station [ R ]’ municipality, and the seat 
of Government for the State of Mysore , situated 8G miles from Mysore. 
The town is divided into two parts — the pet, or old native quarter, in- 
cluding the foit , and the cantonments The total area is 13^ square 
miles, and the population about 1,G(»0,000 

The city of Bang.alore stands in the centre of the Mysore table-land, 
3,113 feet above the sea The genei al level is only bioken by a few 
slight elei ations, and the plain is interspersed with several large tanks. 
The fort lies on the extreme south-west, north of which is the 
pet, or old native quaitci , the cantonments stretch away towards 
the north-east, teimmating in the new native quarter of the cantonment 
hazar Beyond this again is the subrub of St. John’s Hill, or Clevep- 
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l»nd Town, dotted witli tlic little cottat;?'? of a large number of European 
pensioned soldiers, wliicb, with the spue of its parish church, presents 
somewhat the appear.iiicc of aii English Villie^c. The laigc open space 
tetween the two native quarters contains the race course, the Cubhon 
Park, and the parade ground Ileto also are situated the chief Goicrn- 
ment offices, and the houses of the European residents, each encircled bf 
its own green compound Tiic railuaj station is in the extreme north, 
and m the opposite diicction, beyond the fort, is the Lnl Bagh, or ‘ horti- 
cultural gardens ’ When the British assumed the direct administration 
of Mysore in 1831, the principal depaitnieuts of Goicrnincut found ac- 
commodation in the palace inside the fort In lbG8, new othces were 
erected m the cantonments , and the old palace, a large t\io-storied 
building of mud, has beeu sufXcred to fall into decay TIic arsenal still 
remains within the fort. The place forms one of the most historical 
sites m Southern India The pet, or old native quarter, is scry densely 
populated The streets are, for the most part, narrow and ii regularly 
Wilt, but there are not a few handsome houses owned h} wealthy mer- 
chants. The course of trade is brisk, especially in the grain and cotton 
markets ; and altogether the pet presents the appearance of a prosperous 
Oriental City 

The Bangalore Oity station is the junction of the ^Indras and Southern 
Maratha Railways, situated 3 miles from the Cantonment From here 
the Mysore State Railway runs to Mysore passing within 30 miles of 
the Cauvery falls which are said to be one of the most beautiful sights 
jin Asia 

The Bangalore Cantonment station £ R "], though situated in the 
midst of Illative territory belonging to the Maliaraja of Mjsorc, the can- 
tonment itself is British territory and is under the control of the Resi- 
dent of Mysore Having a climate that is prefen ed by many even to 
that of Ootacamund and a larue and pleasant society, it is a f.aiourite 
place of residence and many Madras officials and others spend their leave 
here. The Cutibon and the Bowiing are the principal hotels and theie 
are several boarding houses as well as a Dak Bungalow Here is situat- 
ed the museum which bids fan to take a fore-most place in India The 
race meeting, which is held in July, is largely attended and the jMeeting of 
the Southern India Rifle Association in Septembei generally attracts a 
number of competitoi s and visitors 

The following are the chief buildings scattered over the wide area 
known as the cantonments, which cover 11 J square miles, with a popula- 
tion of 94,000 pei sons Goveinment House, the lesidence foimerly of , 
the Chief Commissioner, now of the Resident, of Mysore, and the fine 
range of new public offices, rise amid the wooded grounds of Cubhon 
Park, to the west of the parade ground The public offices, erected ac 
a cost of Rs 500,000 occupy a long two storied building, m the Grecian 
style of architecture , the lower storey is all of stone surrounded with 
Verandahs. The cential jail coveis a large space , it is built on the 
radiating principal, with woik-shops for many trades, and is sunounded 
by grounds kept under cultivation by the pusoneis The High School 
( now the Central College ) coataifls a hall, with a roof supported by 
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light monolithic columns S.1 feet lugli, qinrned m the ncighhoiirhood. 
In the oMr.mn' imuh of {ho town a handsome palace, of hewn stone, has 
been ie"'’n{]T buii( for the :\Liharaia There aie altogether eight churches 
of the difTcient Chn^fnn sects, and many Hindu temples a"nd Muham- 
madan mosques Bangahue is the hcid-quartcis of tlie Mysore Dnision 
of the iMadras army, and contains scpaiatc hanacks for artilleiy, cavalry,

MYSORE — Distiict forming the soutbein-most portion of Mysore 
State, included in the Astagram Division Bounded on the north by 
Hassan and Tumkur Districts , on the east by Bangalore Disbuct and 
the Madras Distiict of Ooirabatore , on the south by tlie Madias Dis- 
tricts of Nilgiri and Malabar , and wmsb by Ooorg Aiea 2 980 square 
miles. Population 90,5000 , dwelling m 2,137 towns and villages The 
administrative head-quaiteis are at Mysoie. 
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Products — The great food staple is ragi, which is preferred by the 
labouring classes to iice, on account of its strengthening qualities. 
Among miscellaneous ciops may be mentioned, tobacco, cotton, iice, 
wheat, sugar-cane, many vegetables, oil-seed, cocoa-nut, arcca-nut, and 
coffee 

Manufacture — The chief industries of Mysore District are concen- 
trated at Mysore city, and at Ganjam, the modern quarter of Sennga- 
patam The ai tides made aie cotton cloth of fair quality , kambhs or 
country blankets, coarse paper, and sugai Cotton weaving and the 
manufacture of pottery and brass-uaie aie cairied on m most villages, to 
meet the local demand The winding of raw silk is a declining indus- 
try At Hunsur leathei articles, fine blankets and cai ts are produced. 

Climate — The climate of Mysore is liotter than that of tlie neigh- 
bouring District of Bangalore, and exhibits gi eater extremes of tempera- 
ture, The greater portion of rain falls between August and October ; 
May also is a rainy month As the tracts lying close beneath the Nil- 
giri hills and the Western Ghats receive less lain tlian the open coiintiy. 
The prevalent disease is malarious fever, which is geneially amenable to 
treatment In the island of Sermgapatam, and the ta? a? lying beneath 
the Hilgiri Hills, it is complicated with enlaigement of the spleen and 
visceral congestions Europeans are most liable to fevei during the cold 
months fiom December to Eebtuary Both Europeans and Natives enjoy 
the best health during the prevalence of the south-west monsoon Out- 
breaks of epidemic cholera, when they occui, generally commence about 
the month of April Bowel complaints, and small-pox are also prevalent 
to some extent in the District

MANurACTURES — The chief industries m the Distuot aie the weaving 
of coarse cotton-cloth and rough countiy-blankebs oi Icamhlis, and the 
making of iron implements, biass-waie, potbeiy, and jaggeiy fiom the 
sugai-cane Oil is expressed fiom a gieat vaiiety of vegetable products 
At certain localities aie special manufactuies of striped caipets, OhintZj 
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coivrse brown paper, stone pigs and rope from various fibres. Tlie 
caiving of sandal-wood constitutes a ‘speciality of tlie (jxuhqais of Sorab, 
whose delicate and elaboiate noikinan^hip is considered superior to that 
of either Bombay or Canton The chief articles turned out uie caskets 
and cabinates, ornamented eitliei with leaies and figures fiom the Hindu 
pantheon, or with a copy of any design that may be oideied. The trade 
of Shimoga is conducted with both the cast and west coasts, and also 
Bangalore. There is no railway in the District 

Climate — Tlie District of Shimoga ofTeis great varieties of climate. 

The Ghats on the western frontiers aie in some places only 8 miles distant 
from the sea , and here the south-west monsoon strikes with its full 
force, bringing a rainfall of moie than 1.00 inches in the jear But the 
Distiict stretches from the Ghats for about 3 00 miles towards the central 
table-land of Southern India , and the rainfall gradually diminishes, un- 
til it only amounts to about 2o mebes at Chennagiii, most of whicb falls 
in October during tbe noith-east monsoon. The sea-breeze from 
is distinctly felt as far as Shimoga town IMalarious fever of a pe rsistant

hehotiope attain blie piopoicious of shiubs Albogethei, ib foims one of 
the most lovely hill stations in India and commands magnificent views 
of mountains precipices, gieat stretches of hill foiests, and the plains spiead- 
jng out m a vast expanse of fertility beneath The European settlement

valley Post office [ m s t ] A pleasant picnic from Ooonooi can be 
made to the Katlieiine Water Fall.

Ootaoamand (OntiLaJmanday — Chief town of 2'ahiL of the same 
name, also municipality, and admiuistuitive head-qnaiteis of Hilgiri Dis-* 
tiict Population 13,000 Ootacamand is the chief sanitarium nf the 
Madias Piesidency, and duiing the summer months head-quarters of the 
Go^elnor of Madias and of the Commandei-m-chief The neaiest railway 
station is Mettupalaiyam (Mcttapolliem), 327^- miles from Madias, on the 
Madias Railway, and 32^ miles by road from Ootacamand via the 
Coonooi neiv ghat, and 24-^- miles by the old road. The w'hole journey 
fiom Madias occupies twenty-two houis by rail and road The 
station 1 eposes lu an amphitheatre enciicled by noble hills, adoined 
by an artificial lake neaily a mile and a half long.

NIZAM’S DOMINIONS— A Native State oi feudatory kingdom^ 
roughly co-extcnsive with the Deccan or cential plateau of Southern 
India, which takes its name fu»m its capital, Haidaiabad City The 
form of the territory, inclusive of the Haideiabad Assigned Distncts. 
known as Beiar, is that of a trapezium Haideiabad is by fai the laigcst 
and most important Native State in India It is bounded on the noith- 
east by the Central Provinces, on the west by the Bombay Presidency, 
and on the south-east by the Madias Piesidency Including Berar, the 
area is ( 1891 ) 100,463 square miles Population 1143 4120. 

Country — The Nizam’s dominions are situated on the table-hand of 
the Deccan, and averages about 1800 feet above the level of the sea 
With the exception of the valley of the Tapti in the north-west, the 
country slopes eastwards towards the Bay of Bengal From the extent 
of the teintory, there is much vaiiety of surface Some parts are moiin- 
^j^mous , othevs, flab or undulating Theie aie iicli and feitile plains 
numerous tiacts too barien to be cultivated 

H^oRY — The dynasty of the Nizam was founded by Asaf Jah, a 
general' ol Turkoman descent in the service of the Empeioi Aurangzeb. 
In 1713, h'e was appointed Subliadai of the Deccan, with the title of 
J\hzam-ul-Mutl ( Kegulator of the State ), which has since become here- 
ditary m the family The Mogul Empire was at this time torn h}" in- 
tern \l dessension and tlireatened by the using powei of the MaratbaSi 
Asaf Jah "was able, with little difficulty, to assert Ins independence, 
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lliougli he was less successful m lepulsmg the inroads of l^Iarafcha cavahy. 
At his death in 1748, he was fiunly established, as an independent/ 
soveieign, with Hydeiabad foi Ins capital, and a kingdom about as ex- 
tensive as the piesent Slate The piesent Nizam ( His Highness 
Assiiff Jail Mnzuffcr-ul'Mimahk Nizam-ul-Mulk Nizam-nd-Dowlah Meer 
Mahboob Ah Khan Bahadui Futteh Jung, g c s. I , ) is in point of 
rank the fiist Muhammadan uilei in India, and is entitled to a salute of 
21 guns The militaiy foiceof the Nizam consists of 71 field and 654 
other guns, 551 aitiHeiy men, 1400 cavalry, and about 130(0 infantiy, 
besides a laige body of inegulais. 

Climate — The climate of the dominions during the greater pait of 
the yeans tempeiate and agieeable, being a medium between the extremes 
of heat and cold The lainfall is mainly dependent on the summer 
lains brought up by the south-west monsoon ; but the eastern and 
southern poitions of the country are also influenced by the autumn rams, 
when the same currents aie deflected on the eastern coast. Fiom its 
peculiar geographical position, the country is thus brought within the 
influence of these vapour-bearing currents from almost opposite points of 
the compass , and, although they may be said to be general foi nearly 
ihree-quartei 3 of the year, the summei monsoon, from its greater depth 
and^olume, exeicise a fai raoie important influence ovei the country 
than the winter monsoon It might also be expected that the distri- 
bution of lain would vaiy accoiding to the distance from the coast, but 
in descending over the Westein Ghats the poitions immediately to the 
east of these lulls lecene less rain, while the increase beyond is only 
giadual Theie is, however, a limit to this increase, and as the country 
falls m the valleys of the piiiicipal iiveis, the upper currents veei lound 
towards the eastern coast and constitute the winter monsoon Hence 
the rams of the summei monsoon are quite geneial, though not equally 
distiibuted till oughout the countiy The aveiage rainfall duiing the 
yeai is 32 inches Ophthalmic diseases are prevalent in the sandstone 
district The wells in geneial yield impure, unpalatable watei, produc- 
tive of disease, especially the diacunculus or guinea woim, from which 
those who use the watei fiom tanks or sti earns are exempt. The total 
number of tanks in the State is about 18,500 

Products — Good building stone is found in some parts , coal is 
worked in a few places , the diamond mines, in foimer times, yielded 
some large gems Tlie puncipal giain crops ai e rice, wheat, maize of 
Various kinds, yoai, hajia , of oil-seeds — mustard, sesamum, and castor- 
oil plants Melons, cucumbeis, gourdes, and some otlier cucurbitacea 
are laigely gimvu, and form important articles of diet The gardens 
produce onions, gaihc, caiiots, radishes, potatoes, sweet potatoes, corian- 
der, ginger, tui meric, and various kinds of amaranth used, as pot-herbs. 
Tobacco IS cultivated, but not to a gieat extent Cotton, indigo, and 
sugar-cane are the more unpoitaut objects of the agriculturist’s care. 
Fruit of many difftrent kinds is plentiful Gums are found in the 
jungles Hoisc-, for mihtarv or geneial purposes, are not reared m the 
same nuiubci as foimerly Flocks of sheep are everywhere to be seen.

Council — A Council of State has been foimed foi the pin pose of

The land revenue is still collected in kind in some pnits of the 
country ; tlie rate for irrigated ciops being half to the Government and 
half to the cultivator The GoVcinment lias a mint and currency of its 
own The rupee, ’called the halU sicca, is rather smaller than the 
British rupee Education has made some progress. 

Divisions — Tlie State is dnided into four divisions called the 
Eastern, the Western, tlie Northem, and the Southern divisions The 
fiist comprises the Districts of Khammam, Nalgunda, and Nagar Knrnul; 
the second compiises the Districts of Aurangabad, Beed, Paibliani, and 
Nandei ; the thud comprises the Districts of Mehdak, ludur, Bidar, 
Yalgandal, and Sirpui Tandiir , and the fourth comprises the Districts 
of Gulburga, Raichur, Lingsagur, and Naldrug ( all of which see sepa- 
rately ).

Ajanta ( oj Ni^ambad ) — A village and lavine celebrated for its 
ca\ e temples, situated at the head ot one of the passes ( ghats ) that lead 
down from the Ajanta or Indhyadri Hills on then south west face, and 
neai to the Berar and Khandesh frontiers , 220 miles noi th-east of 
Bombay, 55 miles norlb-norbb-east of Auiangabad, and 24 miles noibbof 
the field of Assaye. Four miles north-north-west of the town, are the 
caves to which it gives name The best route foi visiting these striking 
lueinoiinls of Buddhism is from Pachora station ( G I P Railway ) to 
Fardapur ( 30 miles by bullock caib ; wheie thcit is a traveller’s re®t- 
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linn^p. A bruile-pntli leads from Pardapiir to the ravlnd of Lonapor 
( miles ), in whicli the care? he. Another route from Ahmednagar 
t’la Aurangabad, also from .Taltin These Buddhist caves are 29 in 
number, car\cd in the aimgdaloidal trap, and arc among the best speci- 
mens of cave architecture in India Post olTice.

It stands at a height of 
about 1,700 feet above sea-le^el, and is distant 532 miles from Aladras, 
401 fiom Bombay, and 1584 miles from Calcutta Haiderabad was found- 
ed m 1589 by Kutab Shah Muhammad Kuh, who removed the seat of 
Government from Golconda on account of its want of water The city is 
about () miles m cucumfeience, with a stone wall, flanked with bastions, 
encircling it It has no ditch The scenery around Haiderabad is veiy 
picturesque, the countiy being uudulating and hilly, and dotted with 
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numerous gianite peaks and isolated locks Of llie htlor a pile to Uio 
iioith of the city, '^piinging to llic height of a b m t fifty b'-t from tlie 
plain, IS the most icmaikablc It is •-tvled Tipu's Look-out. A fight 
of stcjis IS built on one side of the loek. from the ‘^•iiniiut of which a mom 
of the country foi miles may be attninod, lerimnating in the ibiociion of 
the west uith the gloomy old foit of Golcondu, Mith the nul^‘^l\e tombs 
of the Ivuliib Shalii Kings m the foieground. Clo-e h\ is a peak 
the Black Rock, fiom the summit of which there is a delightful View of 
the city of Haidciabad, and the gie.it cantonment of Sicuoderahad with 
the noble Hussain Sagai kike between the two Viewed from heio 
Hnideiabad .appears to occup} the middle of a gently undulating plain, 
bounded on all sides with lock summit.

air It has been calculated that Haideiabad contains Upwards of 500 
elephants, more than any othei city in India Many belong to piivate 
individuals, as elephant iiding is a faioiirite method of locomotion in.' 
the city, and alll State visits aie paid lu tins manuei. 

The Gav ah y Lines axe situated opposite the elephant quarters The 
men have good banacks and accommodation foi then horses Gosha 
Mahal IS a military sub mb adjoining Cbadarqhat on the west Sultan. 
Abu-1-Hiissain laid out a pleasure gaideu with cisterns and fountains 
and bmlt a lesidence lieie foi his Zenana The place is now used for 
troop lines, the Infant! y and Aitillery of the Nizam’s Regular Troops 
being stationed here This is the place winch is said to have been con- 
nected with Golconda by an underground tunnel

' pon the load to Golconda There aie some fine gaidens heie and a large 
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tJinlc. The largest of tlio gardens belongs to r wenlthy Hindu banker 
whose family has for ninny years been associated with the Government 
in financial matters. 

Jahannmali — This suburb is situated to the south-west. It contains 
the beautiful gardens and palace of Hanab Basliir-u-daula. The gar- 
dens, which were laid out many years since, are unsurpa‘<sed in Haidera- 
bad. The palace and the detached bungaloMS about the grounds contain 
great numbers of the most ingenious mechanical toys, majority of which 
were collected by the Hawab Shamsu-l-umrao who died m 1877. Tho 
gaidens also contain a large collection of birds. 

Nampalh — This suburb, which is but a small one, lies to the north 
of the city. The railway station, which is sometimes termed Hampalli, 
ts situated in it It is chiefly remarhablc for the great number of 
burial places it contains , indeed the ground to the south-west of the 
station IS literally one vast Necropolis. Mussabnaii tombs of every 
design, with and without domes, some standing in the midst of beauti- 
ful gardens, others Cl umbhng to dust by the roadside, are to be seen. 
The road leading in the direction of Asafnagar is lined for a consider- 
able distance with these mementos of bygone generations. Tlic most 
noteworthy is the tomb of Naru-d-din Shaha Kadri, close to the railway 
station He was the spiritual ndvi«cr of the late Nizam. The anni- 
1 ersary of the Saiynd’s death is celebrated by an urus or festival, which 
5s attended by His Highness and many of the city nobles. 

'The Residency — The residency is situated a mile and a half to the 
north of the city, about the centre of the suburb. Tho building is a lofty 
and spacious mansion situated on tho bank of the n\er Musi, and is 
built after the model of the Government House at Calcutta. Tho

Sbrangeis, especially if the} drink the water, are most liable to 
attack, though the auajtmc faces and cnluigcd ‘vpleens of ihe acclimatized 
population show that they have by no means an immunity fiom the 
scourge In the plains, during the rainy season, laige tracts aie liable to 
apecuhaiy weakening sort of fever, which in some jeais causes consider- 
able mortality Cholera rages through the Distiict at limes Cattle 
disease is rarely absent, rinderpest and foot-aud-niouth disease being the 
most common forms

The vegetation does not differ mateually from that of other hill 
ranges of Southern India The base of the Shcvaioy mountains is co- 
vered with the common forms of vegetation found m the adjoining low 
country. The middle region is clothed with a zone of bamboo jungle, 
wdiich ascends to a height of about .S,000{fecb, wdicie it abruptly ter- 
minates Teak, blackwood, and sandal-wood aio also found, m lavoiir- 
able situations, up to this elevation. The teak, is a stunted form, is 
met with on the mo intain plateau at an elevation of 4,500 feet The 
soil and climate seem to be peculiarly ad.xpbed foi gaulcmng operations. 
Among impoited plants which thiivo readily may be mentioned the pear, 
loquot, peach, apple, guava, stiawbciiy, plantain, citron, orange, lime, 
emon, and Biazil cheiiy The Austialian acacias, eucalyptus, and the 
casuarina grow , the silk oak ( Gicyillca lobusta) flourishes. Cinchona 
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Iifls been introduced, and is thriving. The number oE coffee plantations 
IS nearly 300 The tea-plant gioivs luxuiiantly Oranges are common, 
especially the Seville and sweet varieties The lemon, lime, and shad- 
dock succeed equally well 

Xhe principal localities on the ShevatoiiS aie Yeicaud, the Gieen 
Hills, IS'agalur, Puliym, Patti padi, Al.uamangalam, and the Talasholay 
spur A small detachment of police from Salem District is stationed 
on the hills. A Deputy tahsildar lesides at Yercaud, and the Salem 
munsif visits the place once eveiy three months to decide suits. Tlieie 
are European residents at Yercaud, and visitors resort to the station 
for the hot weathei and holidays , accommodation is scarce, Ohuich, 
post office, dispensary, reading-room, club, and hotel 

The Gieen Hills are higher than any other portion of the range, 
and vary fiom 4,000 to 5,100 feet above sea-level They differ much 
in appearance from any other poi tion of the Shevaroys. The Shevaroy 
lange possesses a very equable climate Pai taking as it does of both 
monsoons, tlie rainfall is considerable, beinu an annual aveiage of fiom 
65 to 70 inches, or double that of the rainfall on the surrounding plains. 
The moisture of the air is tolerably constant diirmg the year A 
malaiious type of fever occasionally pievails, but it is chiefly confined 
to the planteis and otheis who live in, oi visit, the jungles at the lower 
elevations It is not impiobable that some forms of disease, which are 
aggravated by the climate of the Hilgnis, may be treated with benefit 
on the Shevaroys, such as rheumatism, affections of the liver, bowel com- 
plaints, etc Monumental lemains are common, and consist of cairns or

About foui-fifths of the population speak Malay ilam and one-fifth Tamil 
Revenue, Rs 6,066,000 Expenditure about 56,000 The State is 
in siibsuliary alliance with the Biitish Government, to which it p.aj^s a 
tribute of Rs 800,000 a yeai Trivaudium is the chief town and the 
lesidence of the Mahaija about 100 miles from Tinueiclly by load 

Country — Tiavancore is the most picturesque portion of South 
India The Western Ghats, which m some points are moie than 8,000 
feet m height, aie mostly covoied with foiest The undulating tract bet- 
ween them and the sea contains numeioiis villages, palmyia and cocoa- 
nut palm gloves, and rice fields The rivers spiead themselves out near 
the sea into lakes oi lagoons, connected heie and there by canals, and 
foinimg a line of smooth uatei neaiJy the whole length of the coast, 
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Histobt — There is no correct account of the eaily history of Travan- 
core The tiadition is that the whole Malayalain coast was reclaimed 
fioin the sea by Parasuiama, and colonized by ceitain Biahmans, known 
as Kambnris, whose rule, aftei lasting foi a considerable time, came to 
an end m G8 n c The Brahmans then elected Ksbattriya chief to rule 
for peiiols of 12 years This system lasted for 4 centuiies The last 
and greatest of this iiilers Clieraman Peiumal ( Deputy’’ of the Cheia 
Kings ) divided his dominion among his vassals, the eldest of whom 
received the soiithein portion, of which Tu nvankodu was the capital. The 
State has since had a succession of piinces Tipu Sulatn invaded Tru- 
vancore , but was driven out with the aid of the English, with whom a 
treaty had been foimed In 1809, 30,000 Nans rose in rebellion 
against the English , but they were soon subdued and the countiy has 
since enjoyed unbroken peace

Gill’s school at Tiivandium, superintended by an English lady, with 70 
pupils Theie aie 24 district schools, 244 Government vernacular 
schools, and 440 aided schools. The total attendance of pupils amounts 
to 36 000 By far the largest nnmbei of schools belong to the Ohuich, to 
London and Roman Catliohc Missions The attendance m them is about 
16,000 There is a special school for the education of the children of 
tamhwans oi chiefs 

Olumcate — Every variety of climate and temperatuie is found in the 
State The climate of the lowei country is ranch the same as that of 
Malabar , and is influenced in the same way by the long seaboard and 
tbe heavy south-west monsoon Piom March to the beginning of May 
it is hot From June to September is the wet season October to 
Pebinary is the cold season. Tlie most characteiistic endemic is the 
disease known as ‘ Cochin leg , ’ and foveis are pievalent in some of 
the inland tiacts

TRICHINOPOLY. — District in the Madras Presidency ; bounded 
on the north-west and north by .Salem, on the north and north-east by 
'South Arcot, on the east and south-east by Tanjoi e, on the south by 
'the Pudukotta State, and Madura, and on the west by Coimbatore. 
Area, 3,(531 square miles Population 1372717 souls. The principal 
-language of the District is Tamil Telugu is spoken by 1,50,000 and 
Kanarese by 30,000 persons. The administi ative head-qnaiteis are at 
the city of Trichinopoly, 251 miles fiom Madras by lail. 

Minerals — -The chief minerals of economic value aie building-stone 
and stone useful for road metalling, including gneiss, limestone, and 
latente Pottery materials, including pipe-clay, gypsum, etc , are 
common ; but the gypsum is generally impure Common salt effloresces 
from the soil m many pai ts, and is collected by the poor for household 
use. The cretaceous rocks contain ferruginous nodules, which were for- 
merly smelted when fuel was moie abundant One or tno villages m 
'the north of IVIusiii taluk aie the only places wheie iron is now manu- 
factured. Copper-ores are found in small quantities. A shell marble is 
found m Peiambalur taluk, of which the tops of tables, paper-weightg, 
and similai ornaments are made. 

Products.— The staple ci ops of the District are rice, clwlum, i agt, 
Jeambu, considered the staple food of the District , varagu dal, liorse- 
giam, ulundu, cotton, tobacco, indigo, sugai-cane, cocoa-nut, plantain, 
arcca-nut, and chillies There aie two main vaiieties of rice in the Dis- 
trict, known as Jear and pishanam or samba. The former is an inferior 
description of gram, consumed as a rule by tlie poor. 

Trade, Manufactures, etc — The most impoitant local industies are 
wem ing and the manufacture of cigars The lattei is almost entirely 
confined to Trichinopoly city, whence a largo number of cigars are sent 
to all parts of India The tobacco used is cliiefly imported from Dindisal, 
that of local gi on th being co.aise and inferior Tlic gnld-smitbs of Tn- 
chinopoly also are of considerable repute. Trichinopoly city is the prin- 
cipal seat of trade , but there are numerous fairs all over the District, 
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held, R3 a rule, weekly, for the pnlc of grain, cattle, etc. The principol pt- 
ports are gram of nil kinds, especially lice ; the import*;, tobacco and salt. 

CMMAim — Trichinopoly 13 one of the hottest and driest Di'^tricta in 
the Madias Picsideiic}', though free from extremes of heat and cold In 
the high unirngntcd parts there is much fiun-glnrc and reflected and 
radiated heat, and nt tunes hot \Mnds ivitli clouds of dust At certain 
seasons the atmosphere is very sultry and enervating. Both monsoons 
are felt, bub the heaviest rainfall is brought by the north-cast monsoon. 
The climate is equable and it is piobably for tins reason not uniavour- 
nble to the health of either Natives or Europeans 

Administration — The District is divided into flve taluJ s of Trlchino- 
poly, Musin, Udaiyarpalai 3 atn, Pcrambalur, and Kuhtalai nevenne about

Tins tank was filled partly by a channel fiom the 
Ooleroon nver, upwards of GO miles m length, which enters it at its 
southern end , and partly by a smaller channel from the Vellar, which' 
entered it on the north Tiaces of both these channels still remain. 
This village was formerly wealthy and flouushing capital of a small 
monarchy.

Trichinopoly ( The city of the th ee-headed Raksham ) --Ohief 
town of the taluL, also the administrative head-quartei s and principal 
town of the Distiicfe of the same name, and a garrison town and muni- 
cipality, with 2 railway stations , situated on the light bank of the river 
Cauveri, 56 miles from the sea Trichmopoly is a place of much histone in- 
terest, having been the scene of many well-known sieges, etc. The city con- 
sists of the fort, situated about a mile south of the river , the military 
cantonment and 17 villages and hamlets, which are included in the muni- 
cipal limits. Of these, the best known is Uiaiyur, which is the oldest 
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^rb of the city, and -vras at one time the capital of the Ohola kingdom. 
The fort has been dismantled, but this pait of tlieTown is 'still known 
as ‘ the I’orb. ’ The rock of Trichtnopoly is nearly 500 feet high, and 
is ascended by steps. A splendid view is obtainable fioni the top. Tri- 
ohinopoly is well known foi its cigais, and for its peculiar and beautiful 
silver and gold jewellery. The city contains besides military hospitals, 
a municipal hospital, a meteorological observatory, the central and 
district jails. There are several Catholic churches, two of which are 
large and important. The Lutherans, the Weslyans, and the Society 
for the Propogation of the Gospel have missions. Another college 
called St. Josephs, affiliated with Madras University was opened on 
the 18th January 1883. Population 91,000. Tiavellers’ bungalow, 
club, and post office [ m. s, t. ].

Vizagapatam.— Zamindari talvh, of Vjzagapatam^ District, also 
chief town, inunicipajity, sea-port, and ' head-quarters of a, militer^ .divi- 
sion in the District of the same pame, 180 miles j* from Masnlipatam. 
Population about 35,000l Vizagapatam is traditionally, said to have 
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been founded by an Andbra king, Kulnttatiga Cbola, about the middle 
of tlie l^tli centnry. The town is situated m a small bay,, the South ex- 
tremity of which IS bounded by a promontory known as the Dolphin’s 
!Nose, and its northern extremity by the suburb of Waltair To the 
west lies a large, swamp, which is being reclaimed by the Boman Catho- 
lic missionaries of the town The, town 01 fort, as it is called, is, sepa- 
rated from the Dolphin’s Kose by a small river, which forrns a bar where 
it enters the sea, but is passable for vessels of 300 tons during 'spring- 
< tides 

' As a sea port, Vizgapatam is gradually increasing in business^ 
The trade is chiefly caiTicd by country vessels and , the British India 
Steam Navigation Company steamers. The special industries of the 
town ate the manufacture of native cloth, and ornamental articles made 
of buffalo and deer horn, ivory, porcupine q^uills, sandal-wood, and sdvei?. 
Work-boxes, desks, chess-boards, and a variety of aiticles both useful' 
and ornamental, are turned out with great taste.' Within the fort are 
the European infantry veteran company barracks, arsenal, sessions court- 
house and other public buildings. There is also an excellent hospital 
and dispensary , poor-house, and a lunatic asylum Residence of Roman 
Catholic Bishops, dak bungalow, and post office [ m. s. t, ]. 

Vizianagram ( Vtjaya-nagat am ‘ City of Vijaya ’ name of itsr 
founder ) — One of the most ancient and extensive Zamindaris in India, 
•included in Vizagapatam District Area, 3,000 square miles, containing 
1252 villages with 900,000 inhabitants The Zammd’ari I’s divided for 
revenue purposes into 11 taluks, and the system of 'administratibn is 
based on the Government practice in adjoining tracts; Revenue 
nearly 12 lakhs The population is almost entirely Telugu Hindu-. 
The estate is well supplied with' roads, schools, and hospitals, in which 
matters the Vizianagram Raj will* compare favourably with any part 
of India. 

Vizianagaram, the chief town of' the Zamindari- of the.sama name, ; 
situated 17 miles from Bimlipatam Population about 21,000. It' is 
the residence of the Maharaja, ( Zammdar — The Hon His Highness 
Mahufiajah Sir Pasiipati,Ananda Gajupati Raj, s c. I. rr, a Kshatriya ), 
a military cantonment, the head-qnaiteis of the Sub-magistrate, and a 
niuntcipality. Vizianagram, is a well-built town, coDtams.,a fine market, 
town-hall, apd othei public institutions, the gift of the late Maharajar.

HORTH-WEST PROVINCES. 

NORTH-WEST PROVES’CES. — Lieutenant— Governorship of 
British India. The Provinces are bounded on the north by the Hima- 
layas, Oudh and Nepal ; on the east by Behar ; on the south by Rewah, 
Bundelkhand and Gwalior ; on the west by Rajpntana and the Punjab. 
They form a semi-circle around Oudh. Area, 83,285 square miles^ 
Population 34,254,254 ; about one-eighth are Muhammadans, nearly alt 
the rest are Hindus, l^e North-West Provinces are rather less in «ize 
than Bengal, and they rank third in density of population. The ad- 
mimstrative capital and principal seat of the Lieutenant-Govemor is at 
Allahabad, 564 miles from Calcutta by rail 

In 1833, the Bengal Presidency was divided into the Lower Provinces, 
and the Upper or North-West Provinces. The North-West Provinces 
have 3 natural divisions — ( 1 ) the Himalaya districts ; ( 2 ) the rich 
plains north of the Jumna and the Ganges , ( 8 ) the tracts south of the 
Jumna. 

Climate — The climate is hotter in summer and colder in winter than 
that of Bengal. The rainfall is not large ; and it is from the end of 
June to the beginning of October, the rain coming from the east. 

Proddcts. — I n the hills iron is found, and the valleys and slopes are 
often very fertile, and valuable for tea plantations. The tea grown in the 
Himalayas is said to be the best in the world. Grain, opium, oil-seeds, 
sugar, cotton, and indigo are the principal vegetable productions. Wheat 
is the chief food-grain. Saltpetre is collected in some quantities. 

Lakguages. — H indi and Urdu are the prevailing languages. Hindi 
is derived mainly from Sanskrit , Urdu from Arabic. Hindi is spoken by 
the Hindus, especially in the south-east. Urdu is more common in the 
large towns than in the villages. 

Religion. — Hinduism and Muhammadanism are the prevalent re- 
ligions. 

Indostby. — The people are almost wholly engaged in agriculture. 
Indigo is manufactured in many districts j weaving, pottery, and some 
kinds of ornamental work are earned on m towns. 

Commerce. — Shawls and other woollen fabrics are brought fronii 
Cashmere ; camels, horses, mules, salt, antimony, fine woollen and cotton 
goods, asafcBtida, and dried fruits from countries west of the Indus ; 
-salt and fancy goods from Rajpntana , and calicoes from Calcutta. The 
principal exports are cotton and indmo, which are sent by water to 
Calcutta. 

Railways —The East Indian Railway runs south of the Ganges ; the 
Oudh and Hohilkhand Railway connects the principal districts north of* 
the Ganges. A line from Agra extends to Rajpntana. 

Revenue. — The revenue amounts to about 0 crores of rupees annually i 
End 18 chiefly derived from laud, ubkari, and stamps. tW land tax lU 
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•fftnerBlly paid to ’Government bj viUagea-— not by separate individntls. 
The expenditure as nearly one crore. 

AnMiNisTnaTiON. — The chief governing power rests with the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, whose Secreturat staff consists of the Chief Secretary to 
Government, the Junior Secretary ( in chaise of Finance ), and three 
TJnder-Secretanes. The administration of the Bepartment of Pubhc 
Works is under the charge of the Chief Engineer ( Buildings and 
■Koads), who is Secretary in the Public Works Department, and of the 
Ghief Engineer for Canals, who is Secretary in the Irrigation Branch. 

There is a Council of the Lieutenant-Governor for making Laws 
and Begulations, which consists of a President ■( the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor ), 9 members, and a Secretary to the Council. The supreme adminis- 
tration of 3 ustice is entrusted to tht High Court, consisting of a Chief 
Justice and 4 Puisne Judges.

Next in degree'come the Commissioners of Divisions, of which there 
are eleven m the Lieutenant-Govcrnorslnp. The Commissioner is the 
’ direct channel of communication between the District officer and the head 
of the Government and the Board of Revenue. He also hears appeal^ 
from the Collectors and. their subordinates in rent and revenue cases, and 
Is invested with large executive and police powers. A Commissioner m 
the North-Western Provinces has six or seven Districts subordinate to 
him Each District 13 admim^tered by a District officer, styled Magis- 
ttrate and Collector m^the North-Western Provinces. The District officeY 
is the direct representative of the Executive Government in all depart- 
ments, and 18 ordinarily a member of the Covenanted Civil Service. 
Primarily he is responsible for the peace of %he District and the collec- 
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tian of its rcvctme, but tljcro is no br^noli of the n'lnimistratlon with 
Tvliicb lie 13 not concerned He is bend of t))c jjfolicc' , is respnsiblc for 
the work of the District treasury J superintends the excise and the Col- 
lection of the revenue from stamps Ho is required to interest himself 
5n all matters m which Government has any concern, and to look after 
•sanuation, road, and arboriculture. He also hears criminal and revenue 
appeals from the subordinate courts ; ho has nlvrajs the povrer, and inf 
•some parts of the Province is expected, to take a share in the cfiminsl 
avork of the District. To aid him in performing these and other duties, 
lie has a stall of assistants, of whom one at least is usnnlly a covenant- 
■ed officer. At each talmh or Sub-divisional head-quarters is a ialmldar^ 
invested usually with both magisterial and revenue powers, who has 
large staff of subordinates, and is to the tahful very much wh.at the Dis- 
trict officer IS to the District. His duties are equally nniltifanous. 

Divisions — ^The divisions arc soven in number : towards the centre, 
Allahabad ; eastward, Benares and Gorakhpur , westward Agra and 
Meerut , north-east of the Ganges, Rohilkhand and Ktimaun The divi-

and Etah ; 3 Rohilkhand, comprising Bareilly, Btjnor, Budaun, Mo- 
xadabad, Sliahjahanpur, and Pihbhit , d. Allahabad, comprising* 
•Cawnpur, Fatehpur, Banda, Harairpnr, Allahabad, Jhansi, Jalaun, and 
LaUtpur , o Benares, comprising Benares, Mirzapiir, Jaunpur, Ghazi-' 
pur, and Ballia j 6 Gorakhpur, comprising Gorakhpur, Basti, .and 
Azamgarh ; and 7.

Area, 1,845 square miles, containing 8 towns and 
1196 villages. Population 1,008,796 District head-quarters are at 
the city of Agia, 279 miles from Allahabad by rail 

Products. — T he crops are divided into th&Jihanf or autumn harvest, 
and the rahi oi spring harvest. The Uianf crops consist of bajra, joar, 
moth, and other food grams and cotton The rabi crops consist of wheat, 
bailey, oats, peas, and other pulses Sugar-cane, tobacco, indigo, jfoppy, 
and vegetables are also grown ' 

OoMMERCE AND Trade -—The trade of the District centres mainly 
in the city of Agia. There are, hovtever, several mdigo factories and 
two cotton screws in the rufal parts, besides the usual village manitfac- 
tuies of potteiy and coiirse cloth Laige quantities of stone are quarried 
in the south-west of the District, and expoited by the Jumna, after being 
dressed and caived at Agra , The system of communication is excellent.^ 
Large cattle-markets are Held"' at SultaUpur,' Kandharpui/' Jarra, and' 
Shamsabad, The chief cbmmeicial fair is that of Batesar,' on the right 
bank of tbe Jumna, at w'hicb about 150', OOO”^ personS'^attend the Bathing. 
Festival, and a great trade is transactedbn 'horses, camels ‘and cattle. 
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' PtiMATK —Agra Distiicb, from its proximity to tho sandy deseits on 
the west, is very dry, and suffers from greater extremes of ‘temperature 
than the country farther east. Though cold in winter and exceedm^^ly 
hot in summer, the climate is not considered unhealthy ° ^

Agra ( Ahharahad ). — Chief city and tahsil of Agra District, also 
railway junction station [ R ], situated on the right bank of the river 
Jumna, 279 miles from Allahabad via Cawnpnr It is the second city 
in siZe and importance in the North Western Provinces, and is also a 
well-built and handsome town The city itself is remaikable for the 
comfoit and solidity of its domestic architectuie Municipal area, 10 
square miles Population about 168,662 including cantonments and the 
subuibs of Tajgang and Shahganj In population Agra is somewhat 
larger than Allahabad , but in charactei and produce it is like Allahabad 
and Benares Agra is a great giain mart, whence traders to the south 
and west diaw then supplies , and it is a centre where the sugai or 
other produce of Rohilkhand and the north converges, before being 
finally dispel sed to the places of consumptions It has also a large manu- 
facture of shoes, pipe stems, and gold lace Chief imports — sugar, tobacco, 
gram, salt, and cotton , while the exports consist of cotton carpets, gold 
lace, and wrought stone from quarries of Fatehpur Sikii, and the Bandroli 
hills Remarkable Buildings — Most of the magnificent hlughal buildino's 
which render Agra so interesting in the eye of the traveller, are situated 
within the limits of Akbar’s fort ( built in 1566 ) The “ Taj Mahal ” 
which ranks first in the world for purely decorative workmanship , the 
splendid Juma Masjid or Great Mosque , the Fort, in which lie the 
palace buildings, the Diwan-i-am ( Hall of public Audience ) is on one 
side, and behind it are two smaller enclosures, the one containing the 
Diwan-i-khas, ( Hall of Private Audience ) and the other the harem • 
the Moti Masjid f Pearl Mosque ) stands to tiie north of the Diwan-i- 
am , the tomb of Akbar at Sikandra, a small village, 5 miles from the 
cantonment , the tomb of Itimad-ud-dowla, ( a fantastic combination of 
Hindu and Mughal erchilec>ure ) , and Futtchpore Sikn, the favourite 
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jcsidence o! Uie Emperor Akbar, ftbont 25 miles from Agra on tbo Jcy- 
poie road. Amongst the modem buddings may be mentioned the 
Government College on the Dtummond Rond, the Central Prison, 
Metcalfe Hall, and the Judge’s comt The Catholic ISIission and Orpha- 
nage IS also of interest for its rclatnc antiquit).

Fatebipur Sikri. — Chief town of the talmJ of the same name, 
also municipality, and former capital of Mughal Empiie, situated 12 
miles from Achnera, and 11 miles from Bhnitpoie railway stations, 
population about 7,000 Pounded by the Emperor Akbai in 1750 
with a View to Its establishment as the peimanent seat of the Mughal 
court , and eniiched by magnificent arcliitectural woiks in the time of 
Akbar and Jahangii It chiefly consists of a vast expanse of ruins, 
enclosed by a high stone-wall, some 5 miles in eercuit. The great 
mosque is approached by a magnificent gateway, known as the Buland 
Darwaza, which sui mounts a splendid flight of steps, and gives access 
to the Dargah or sacred quadi angle a couityaid some 500 feet square, 
Burrounded by a lofty cloistei and a range of cells for Fakiis oi pil- 
glims Forth of the Dargah stand the houses of Abul Fazl and his 
brothel Faizi, now used as a boys’ school Eastwaid is the puncipal 
palace, containing the apaitments of Akbai ’s chief wife A lofty and 
nchly-caived gate gives access to a teirace paved with sandstone flags, 
and formerly enclosed by a colonnade. On tins terrace stand, among 
other noble buildings, the so called houses of Birbal and of the ‘ Chns- 
tian lady ’ Bubal’s palace, winch modem antiquaries assign with 
gieatei piobability to hi& daughter, is noticeable foi its massive mate- 
rials and the lavish mmuceness of its detail ‘ The chnstian lady’s 
house ’ belonged, to Bibi Manama, a Poituguese wife of Akbar. Among 
the other arclntectuial Mastei -pieces the Diwan-i-khas and the Diwan- 
i-am or Council Ohambei and Hall of Judgment, especially attract the ' 
attention of visitois The Elephant Gate contains two massive figures 
of the animals from which it deiives its name , but then heads were 
removed by the Muhammadan bigotiy of Aiiiangzeb Close by towers 
the Hiran mmar, a pile some 70 feet m height, covered with enamelled 
imitations of elephants’ tusks, which are commonly believed by the popu- 
lace to consist of solid ivory Fumerous other splendid buildings, dat- 
ing back in every case to the reign of Akbar, oi of his son Jahangu, 
stand in vaiious paits of the city Patehpm Sikri has little modem 
importance, and its aiclntectmal leniams, which attract many tourists 
from Agia, are its chief claim to attention 

The modem town of F itehpur lies to the south-west of the rums 
and palaces, and the village of Siku to the noith-east, but both are 
within the old boundary wall built by Akbai, winch had a cucumference 
of about 7 miles The public buildings comprise a talmldai’s office, 
police station, charitable dispensary, anglo-vernacnlai school, and post 
office [ ra s t. ] There is also a dak bungalow, in pait of the old 
palace, formerly Akbar’s lecoid office , while other portions of the palace 
buildings are available for occupation by visitors on permission given by 
Collector Fatehpur Sikri is mentioned in the Atm Akbari as among 
the principal places in the Mughal Empire in 1596, although it had 
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tlien ceased Foi ten years to be the capital, and as celebrated for its liair- 
vreaving, silk-spmning, and stone-carving, si Inch ‘ clever workmen chisel 
So skilfully as no turnci could do with wood.’ Its grand «arat sms the 
rendezvous of merchants from all Iho then knossn parts of the globe, 
European countries being largely represented But at the present day, 
the weaving of n few coarse and cheap cotton carpct<i, and the fashioning 
of rudo millstones, are the only maiiiifnclurcs of the place, while its 
trade has dwindled dov.n into the iinpuit of a few insignificant items, 
mainly for local consumption.

of the most efficacious places in India foi bathing In the Mahabharata 
the country round ^ llahabad bears the name of Varanavata, and was 
the scene of the exile undeigone by the famous Pandava brethien The 
city 01 ancient Prayag was built by the Hindus, and is held sacred by 
them, about 3 miles from the confluence of the Jumna and Ganges 
rivers ( a third iiver the Saraswati runs underground meeting here both 
the nveis, and hence it is called Tiibeni ), which can be seen with advan- 
tage fiom the palace in the foit The waters of both rivers are easily 
distinguished by the difference in colour A great religions fan, known 
as the Magh Mela, is held in December and Januaiy on the plain near 
the fort, ]ust above the juncuon of the Ganges and Jumna It is one 
of the largest in the Province, being ordinarily visited by about 250,000 
persons , but at the gieat fair held eveiy twelfth year, the KimbTi Mela, 
afl many as a million pilgiims are present at one time The great, bathing- 
day IS at the new moon , but pilgrims attend the saered spot thi oughout 
the whole month The pi esent foit and city weie founded by Akbar in 
1575 A D , but the Aiyans possessed a very ancient city here called 
Piayag The Hindus now call it Prayag It is a veiy sacred place 
with them, as they believe that Brahma performed his saciifices of the 
horse here in memoiy of his recoveiing the four Vedas from Shankhasur 
In the fort, near Asoka’s pillar, steps lead down to an undei ground 
Hindu temple This budding, dedicated to Siva, passes as the place 
where the river Saiaswati unites with the Ganges and the Jumna The 
damp walls of the chambers afford sufficient pioof of its existence for 
the satisfaction of devotees The stump of a banyan tree, said to be 15 
centuries old and still alive is here the object of worship The temple 
contains also the image of a famous saiut, named Makunda. 
The place is very hot m summei aud the roads dusty for the want 
of good metal which cannot be obtained The native town consists of 
» network of nai-row streets, intersected by a few mam roads. The Enghsh 
quarter is handsomely laid out, with bioad, well-wateied roads, planted 
on both sides with trees The civil station, cantonments, and city stretch 
for SIX miles from the point of junction. The Allahabad University was 
estabhshed in 1887, and the Legislative Oonncil dates fiom the sama 
year The objects of interest are the Foit, Alfred Paik (a fine pubhc 
garden ), Sultan Kushru’s Bagh or garden and mausoleum of Prince 
Kushru ( close to the railway station ) Two minor mausoleums occupy 
iites in its neighbourhood Among notewoithy modern buildings are the 
Government offices and courts, the European Barracks, the Roman Catho- 
lic Cathedral, Trinity Church, and the Thoinhill and Mav-he Memonal. 
containing the library and museum The Muir Cenl;f&5, Oolloge at Allaha- 
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bad is the chief educntional establishment of the Korth- Western Provincei. 
The Mayo Memorial and Town Hall completes the list of liand^onie public 
buildings Government House stands in a paih-likc enclosure on 
•lightly rising ground, and has a central suite of public rooms, wuth a 
long curved wing on either side containing the pnvafe apartments. 
There is a fiee public library, which contained about 8700 volumes ; 
besides an Allahabad Institute, for the social, moral, and inttllectiinl im- 
provement of the people Allahabad also contains a large hospital under 
piivate management, and an Eye hospital, neither of winch recoues any 
Government grant Tlio number of halms, latds or vntds and En- 
glish educated Bengali medical practitioners is remarkably large, owing 
to the large number of sick who flock to the city.

Pboduots — The principal products consists of wheat, gram, joar, 
a, cotton, til, at ha?, alsi, and masu? . Oil-seeds are also largely 
grown 

Commerce and Trade — Banda, though a poor agricultural District, 
ihas little trade The Banda cotton is sufficiently well known in com- 
roeice to be called by its prefix as a trade name The other principal 
exports are fiax, gram, millets, wheat, and other grams The chief im- 
ports are iice, sugai, and tobacco Manufactured articles are, for the 
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inost part, sold at the country fairs, none of which, however, are of any 
great importance Coarse cotton cloth and copper utensils aie made m 
the District for home use Polished pebbles, found in the Ken, and cut 
into knife handles, brooches, seal-rings, and other ornamental articles, 
are expoited in considerable quantities. There aie several quarries m the 
southern hill country, which export duiable sandstone for ornamental 
architecture, and other stone for metalling roads and for railway pur- 
poses. Iron 13 also found, and worked by companies of blacksmiths. 

Climate — -The cold season in Banda is less intense than that of the 
neighbouring Disti lets, frost being veiy rare The hot weather sets in 
about the middle of March, and the spring crops are cut by Apiil The 
atmosphere is distinguished by its clearness, fog and dust being almost 
unknown The beautiful phenomenon of the mirage is often observed’. 
On the other hand, this purity of the air contributes to the heat, and 
many deaths occui from exposure to the sun The climate is healthy for 
Natives, but produces fever and ague among Europeans The only en- 
demic disease is malarial fever, which becomes epidemic from August to 
November. More than two-thirds of the deaths are due to this cause ; 
of other diseases complaints of the bowels aie most fatah Oattle-disease 
is occasionally prevalent, but not to any great extent.

Benares ( Varanasi — Kasi ) — City and cantonment, also municipa- 
lity, railway station, and head-qnai ters of the tahsil, District, and Divi- 
sion of the same name , situated on the left bank of the Ganges, which 
flows nearly north and south as it passes before the city. Population 
222,400 Benaies, commonly called Xast by the Hindus, has been the 
religious capital of India fiom beyond liistoiical times The most gene- 
rally accepted deiivation of the name, Vaianast is fiom the streams 
Vai ana ( tnocfe? 71 Pa? na ) and Asi The former, a iivei of some size 
on the noith and east of the city , the latter, a livulet now embraced 
within its area Benares is tlie moie sacied city of the Hindus Its 
Soli, its wells and streams, its temples and inliabitants, every thing m 
it and aiound it, aie considered holy The Hindu has the same longing 
to visit it as the Muhammadan to make a pilgi image to Mecca From 
the eailiest period of Aiyan colonization a city appears to have existed 
near the site of the present town In the sixth centuiy Gautama Buddha 
fixed upon Benaies as the great station tor pleaching his faith He took 
up his lesidence at Sarnath, where colossal Buddhist remains still he 
thickly scatteied over the ground. For 800 yeais it was the head- 
quaiteis of Buddhism, and about 4 a d , it reverted to the ancient faith 
Muhammad Ghori took Benares in 1194 A n, and the vaiious Musal- 
m.in dynasties continued to hold it for 600 years. It was ceded to the 
Biitish m 1775. 

Benaies is the fiist city of the North-West Pi evinces in population 
and impoitance It sti etches for about 4 miles along the northern bank 
of the Ganges, The river, more Bian a thud of a mile in breadth, sweeps 
round like a bay Temples, mosques, palaces, and buildings of every 
desciiption rise above a cliff of a bundled feet in height, from the summit 
of which a multitude of stone ghats, of gieat diveisity, descend to the bed 
of the liver No walls oi foi tifications enclose tlie holy city 

The sanctity of Benares extends fiom the Gauges to ihe Panch-Kosi 
road Whoever dies within tins aiea, is suie of the blessedness of 
heaven The people spend a large part of then time praying, bathing, 
01 lounging by the watei-side The ghats aie croiided with Jahiis and 
othei ash-bf'spi iiikled and almost n.iked ascetics, piactisingtheirdevo- 
tiofts and life-long austeiitles The city can be appioached either by 
land 01 w.iter The stieets of Ben.nes are generally crooked, and some 
are so narrow as not to .admit cairiages Many ot the houses are built 
of stone, some of them six stones high In a few cases a house on on'e 
side of a street is, in its uppei pait, connected with a house op the op-' 
posite side. 
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As tlie finest view of Benares is obtained from tbe river Ganges, fcim 
banks of \\ Inch are bordered by or flights of stone steps, descend- 

ing to the water from the most famous buildings in the city, the travel- 
ler will do well to spend some time in a boat, passing along the whole of 
the river fi outage, where, in the morning especiallj', he will see crowds 
of the people coming down to bathe in the water of the sacred river. 
Particulars regaiding these Ghats and the buildings neai them are given 
below The Ghats aie here given m succession fiom the west proceed- 
ing down-stream 

I Asin Ghat oi Asia Santjam Ghat — This ghat is one of the five 
celebrated places of pilgiimage in Benares The channel of the Ashi, which 
here falls into the Ganges, is diy during the cold weather It is about 
40 feet broad The steps at this ghat are a good deal broken This is 
the neaiest Ghat from which to cross to Rainnagar, tlie palace of the 
Mahaiaja of Benares The Monasteiy of Tulsi Das, Jagnnnath temple, 
and Duiga temple ate adjacent to this Ghat 

2. Lala Mtsi Ghat or Bachhaj Ghat — Heic there are two Jain 
temples, which stand on the bank of the Ganges 

3 2'ulsi Ghat — At the north end of this Ghat, huge masses n{ tlie 
building have fallen, and he on the uvei’s edge. Knru Chatr temple is 
the noteworthy object heie.

There are shops of every kind, and for every trade Benaies is 
noted for its oinamental biass-woik Small idols and other images in 
brass and other materials are made in great quantities in the narrow lanes 
around the golden temple. Shawls, silks, and embroideiies may also be 
purchased here T^e most remarkable lelic of eaily antiquity m Benares 
itself is the Lat ’BhairaV, a broken pillar, supposed to be a fragment of one 
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among the many columns set up by the great Buddhist Emperor Asoka 
in the tlnrd centiiiy b c 

Modern Building — Prince of Wales’ Hospital , Town Hall built 
by His Highness the Maharajah of Vizianagiara , and the Govern- 
ment college The principal buildings in the Civil Lines are — Rajah 
Kali Shankar’s Asylum , the Government Divisional Lunatic Asylum ; 
the Central, the District Jail, the office of the Oonimis&ioner and Agent 
to Governor-General, The Collector’s office and revenue and magisterial 
courts The treasury, /aAsih, municipal, Distiict Engineers and police 
offices are in the compound. The Sessions Judge’s Court and offices with 
which are joined the court of the Sub-ordinate Civil Judges The London. 
Mission Institute, a large school affiliated to the Calcutta University. 
Two Banks ( Banks of Bengal and Delhi and London Ld. Agency There 
are also a cantonment, court, and church.

3Lalodarwaza ( Red Doot ) — Mountain pass across the Siwalik

Xiandour. — Hill cantonment and sanitarium, 48 miles from Simla 
via Ghakiata It forms at present a single town with Mussuri, but with 
distinct jUiisdiction, which is vested in the cantonment magistiate ;

Tons. — River in Garhwal State, and Dehra Dun District , rises on 
the noi them side of Jamnotri, close to the source of the Jumna, and 
fii st issues as a stream 31 feet wide and knee-deep, from a snow-bed 
12,784 feet above sea-level l^ineteen miles lower down, it is joined by 
the Pabar, and thencefoi ward the united stream forms the boundary 
between that part of Dehia Dun Distiict known as Jaunsar Bawar, and 
the Native States of Jubbal and Sirmur in the Punjab; Total length 
about 100 miles 


BOAB. 

Boab ( Duab, or two livers ) — A tract of country in the North-, 
Western Piovinces, comprising the long and narrow strip of land between,' 
the Ganges and the Jumna, fiom the Siwalik range south-east-ward 
The name properly applies to any wedge-shaped tract enchised by con- 
fluent riveis, but it is especially employed to designate this gieat alluvial 
plain, the granaiy of Upper India The Doab includes tlie British Dis- 
tricts of Sahaianpnr, Muzaffai nagar, Meerut, Bulandshahi, Aligarh, 
parts of Muttra, and Agia, Etah, Mainpnri, the gi eater portion of 
Etawah, and Parukhabad, Oawnpur, Fatehpur, and part of Allahabad — 
all of which see separately 


ST AH. 

ETAH. — Northernmost District of the Agra Division , being bound- 
ed on the north by the Ganges, on the west by Aligarli and Agia, on 
the south by Mainpuri, and on the east by Faiukbabad Aiea, 1,740 
square miles, containing 22 towns and 1460 villages Population 
702,063 The administrative head-quarters are at the town of Etah, but 
Kasganj, the railway station, is the cluef contie of population and com- 
merce, distant 19 miles from Etah town 

Products. — The principal crops grown in the District are wheat and 
other cereals, millets and pulses, cotton, sugai-cane, induro and' poppy. 
The harvests are tlie usual hhari/ and rabi, tlie foiniei being the moie im- 
portant of the two As a rule, only ime crop a year is laised on each 
plot, blit cotton is often succeeded by tobacco or vegetal 'les, and indigo 
by wheat or barley. 

Commerce, Trade, ETC — Etah has a considerable export ttade in 
agncultuial produce The only important m muf.utnieis tliat of indigo, 
which is carried on in about 200 factones, sugar is lefined to a large ex- 
tent m the northern part of the Distnct , and the paiffanas lying on the 
banks of the Ganges and the Bnrh Ganga prepare salt from tho^alme- 
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carfcli which is common everywhpre Ropes and coarsC sacking are also 
made fiom the hemp of the country, and expoited as far as Oalcutta 

Climate ’ — 'The climate of the District is dry and healthy, but sand 
and dust stuiins ate of almost daily occurieUce in the hot season Thd 
an IS Col I and biacing mums' the coolei monihs, andhres are often found 
neceaSaiy, espehiallj m the v^'inter rams The ptincipal diseases ard 
fevers and small-pox, but cholera sometniies visits tiie District with 
seventy.

owing to their wild and niegulai forms, piesent a picturesque and pleasing 
appeal ance, especially where the bioadei ravines ave clothed with trees. 
These trees are so abundant in places, that fiom many points of view the 
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city looks like one large garden, amidst which buildings appear en- 
shiouded m gieen A somewhat bioadei fissure than the others separates 
the old fioin the new town, between which, owing to the uneven nature 
of the ground, communication was at one time difficult ; but now fine, 
broad, metalled loadways taken ovei the lavines by embankments and 
bridges, lendei communication at all times easy and practicable. The 
rniids from Agra and Mampuii unite outside the city to the north-uest, 
and aie continued thiough the new quaiter, foimmg the principal bazai- 
way, and lined on each side by substantially-built and fine-looking shops. 
Tlie mam load between Gwalioi and Faiukhabad intersects the Agra 
and Mainpuii road at right angles about the centie of the bazar Huuie- 
ganj, a handsome squaie, called aftei. a late Collector, A 0 Hume, 0. 
B ,^ contains the public buildings, and forms the centre of the city It 
includes a market-place, faZtsif? and Magistrate's coni ts, mission-house, 
police station, and dispensary Hume’s High School is a hanusome 
building, elected chiefly by pi ivate subscnption The north and south 
sides of the squaie form the pimcipal giam and cotton markets Asaim, 
with a fine well and aiched gateway, adjoins the square. The civil sta- 
tion lies about half a mile to the north of the town The roads are 
numeioiis and uell metalled, and the station is well stocked with planta- 
tions of shady tiees The lailway buildings occupy the east end of the 
station, and next to them is the jail The offices of the Collector and 
Magistiate like about a qiiaiter of a mile to the west of the jail , aud 
beyond them, to the north-west, are the cliurch, public gaideu, lacket 
court, and bilhaid room , also dak bungalow, telegiaph and post offices 
[ms ] Etawah carnes on a considerable tiade in ght ( clarified 
butter ), gram, cotton, and oil-seeds, the tiaders principally belonging 
to the Kuimi caste No important manufacture of any kind is carried 
on A kind of coloured native cloth named tapti is woven, and one 
quartei of the city, mahalla Dabgaian, derives its name from the Dabgars, 
or makeis of skins foi caiiying oil and ghi , but owing to the gi eater em- 
ployment of tms and casks foi this pui pose, the industiy is declining 
Another nia7iaf/ct, Shakhgaian, is so called fiom its being the residence 
of the Shakligais, or comb-makers and workeis in hoi n Etawah is also 
noted foi the manufacture of a sweetmeat called pedha, which is ranch 
esteemed by natives and is largely expoited The Jama Masjid, or 
‘ great mosque, ’ oiiginally a Hindu or Buddhist temple, stands on the 
right-hand side of the Gwalioi road, and is interesting from its numerous 
fragments of early workmanslup The Asthala, situated m a giovo to 
the west of the city, ranks fiist among the Hindu places of worship , it 
was built about bundled yeais ago by one Gopal Das, a Biahman, m 
honour of Nara Singha, an iiicaination of Vishnu Another Hindu 
temple, dedicated to Mahadeo Tiksi, stands among the ravines between 
the city and the Jumna The bathing along the nvei’s edge aie 

lined by many handsome shrines , and a modern Jam budding, with a 
lofty white spue, foims a staking object The nuns of fort, 1 mile 
from the mosque, stand on an eminence about 100 feet above the river.

all Brahmans m the Lower Pi evinces tiace their de'^ceiit to one or otlier 
of the five Brahmans from Kanauj The modem town stands on 
the mounds and slopes caived by ravines The busiest portion of the 
town is the Bara Bazar, or High Street, a long, widish, winding road 
paved with buck Another important business centre is a wide and 
sliady gram maiket, known as the Turab All Bazar Population about 
16,000. Maikcts ate held four days lu the week, for the ordinary sales

GANGES CANAZ.. 

GANGES CANAL {technically the Upper Ganges Canal ) -^ An 
important urigation work and navigable channel m the North-Western 
Provinces, passing through the eastern poition of the Upper Do&b, and 
watering a large tiact of countiy, from Hardwar to Nanun, near Akbara- 
bad in Aligarh District, wliere it divides into two branches, known as 
the Etawah and Cawnpur teiminal lines The Upper Canal is consider- 
ed to terminate at the legulatmg budges of Gopalpur and Jeyia, 33 and 
39 miles respectively from Nanun, where the Lower Canal joins the 
branches The lower poition- of the blanches thence become a portion of 
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the Lower Canal The canal, as at present constitnted, derues its sup- 
plies from the Ganges at Hardwar. The mam channel then proceeds 
through the Districts of Saharnnpur and Mu/^aifarnagar, giving off the 
Fatehgarh or Anupslialir branch in the latter District Tliencc it sweeps 
in a bold curve westwaid, across the headwaters of the Kali ITadi, and 
through the heart of Meerut District Near Bcgamabad it trends ‘south- 
eastward, through Bulandshahr and Aligarh, and, ns stated above, near 
Akbarabad divides into two branches, terminating respectively at Etauah 
and Cawnpur The Anupslialir branch, nliich leaves the main channel 
in Mu7affaruagai District, proceeds almost parallcd with the Ganges 
through the whole western edge of the Upper Doab, The Etawah branch, 
leaving the mam line at Akbaiabnd, is joined by the Loner Ganges Canal 
at Jeyra, 39 miles from Akhaiabad, and at this point the Upper Canal is 
held to end The length of the main canal amounts to 445 mile‘<. The 
branches vary much from time to time, as new portions are opened or old 
channels disused The falls along the canal ha>.c been utilized m part ns 
a motive power for mills, but much of the available power has never ict 
been employed Navigation takes place along the entire length of the 
main canal, and consists m the rafting of timber, or the can} mg of 
merchandise in boats The rafting is almost entiielj confined to the 
upper portion of the mam channel, as far as the point opposite Meerut 

GANGES OANAL, LOWER — An important irrigation work m the 
North-Western Provinces, designed to water the whole southern nortion 
of the Dohb The new channel may be regarded as a southward extension 
of the Ganges Canal, with which it has direct communication The head- 
works draw their supply from the river at Naroia, on the border of 
Aligarh District, about 4 miles below the Ra^ghat station of the Oudh 
and Rohilkhand Railway The mam channel commences with a bottom 
width of 216 feet, a slope of 6 inches per mile, and a full supply depth, 
of 10 feet The main line crosses the Kali Nadi at Nadrai, and the Isan 
fco the west of Etah. Thence, proceeding by what wms formerly called 
the ^ Supply Branch ’ in the original pioject, it crosses the Cawnpur 
branch, at Gopalpur, and the Etawah branch at Jeyia, lieing united with 
those branches by means of regulating bridges. After ciossing the two- 
lines, }t proceeds direct to Shekhoabad, where it makes a sharp tnin to 
the south-east, and after running pai ailed with the East Indian Railway, 
which crosses it twice, as far as Etawah, it proceeds past Sikandra and 
Bhogmpur in the south-west portion of Oawnpur District, until it falls 
into the Jumna at a point a little above the tail of the Etawah branch. 
This latter portion of the canal from Jeyra downwards is called the 
Bhogmpur branch Two other branches take off fi om the upper portion, 
theEatehgarh branch, and the Beawar branch, which is really the upper 
portion of the mam line of the original project now cut short at the 
place where it was intended to have crossed the Cawnpur branch. The- 
only navigable portion of the canal is the length of mam line from the 
head at Naiora to the junction with the two branch hues at Gopalpur 
and Jeyra. 
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GARHWAX.. 

GARHWAL — District m the Knmaun Division Bounded on the 
north by Clunese Tartaiy, on the east by Kumaun Distnct, on the south 
iby Bijnor District, and on the west by independent Garhwal or Tehri 
and Dehra Dun District. Area, 5,629 square miles, containing 2 towns 
and 3,660 villages Population 407,818 The administrative head- 
quarters are at Pauri, but Srinagar is the chief town of the District, 
Pauri IS the ctvtl station, 7 miles from Srinagar, and 107 miles from 
Almora Nearest railway station, Saharanpur, distant about 100 miles. 

Products — Agriculture is carried on with considerable skill and great 
industry Wheat, rice, and mandua form the staple crops , and the 
-quantities grown not only suffice for local wants but leave a surplus for 
exportation to the neighbouring District of Bijnor and to Tibet The 
chief food of the lower classes is mandua Ootton is little cultivated. 
Tea planting is earned on under European supervision to a considerable 
extent 

Commerce and Trade —The Bhuties carry on a considerable traffic 
With Tibet, to which country they export gram, sugar, cloth, and tobacco , 
while salt, borax, wool, gold, and precious stones form the chief staples of 
tlie return trade Sheep and goats are imported from Ohamba are em- 
ployed as beasts of burden on^these routes, which he over the lofty crests 
of the Mana and Niti Passes. Several valuable minerals are found in 
Garhwal, including copper, iron, lead, silver, and gold ; none, however, 
occur m paying quantities or positions Coin accumulates from year to 
year, mainly througli the influx of pilgrims to the gieat temples Na 
railway station exist nearer than Saharanpur. The chief routes, in a 
•commercial point of view are those — ( 1 ) from Srinagar to Niti, 125 
miles, which serves the Tibet trade , ( 2 ) from Srinagar to Kotdwara, 
55 miles, which serves the traffic to the plains , (3 ) from Kamui to 
the gieat trading mart at Ramnagar, which carries the hill produce , and 
(4) from Pauri to Almoia, connecting the two head-quarters stations. 

Climatf — Poi SIX months m the year the climate of the District la 
damp and lainy , but during the remaining half of each twelve month, 
it IS dry and bracing The natural featuies of the country, however, in- 
troduce many minor modifications m vaiious portions of the District; 
Towards the Niti and Mana Passes, m the Bhutia country periodical 
rams do not occur, and the climate is always cool In the valleys, m- 
tense lieat pi e^ ails during the summer months, while the nights and 
mornings in the cold season aie bitteily cold Fevers and bowel com- 
plaints form the chief endemic diseases, but choleia prevails to a much'

— Peak of the mam Himalayan range in Gaibwal Dis- 
trict, reaching to a height of 2,S,2lO feet .ibo\e the sen From the 
glaciers on Its sides, the Alaknanda rncr and many of its tubutanes 
take their rise On one of its shouldeis, at an elevation of 10,400 feet, 
and 56 miles north-east of Siin.igai, stands a shrine of Vishnu, which 
also bears the name of Badiinath Tlic cMsting temple, more notcwortliy 
for its religious importance than for any aichitecinial pretensions, is 
said to have been erected some 800 years ago by Sankara Swann, who 
brought up the figure of the deity flora the bottom of the river after 
diVing ten times It consists of a conical building, sm mounted by a 
small cnppei covered cupola, terminating m a golden ball and spue Seve- 
ral previous temples, according to tiadition, were swept uwa} by a\a-

many other ways The vessels on which he is seived are of gold and 
silver, and a large staff of servants attend to Ins \aiH)ns wants The 
chief priest, known as the Itaioal, is always a Buihman of the Hambuii 
caste, from Kiiat Malwai in the Deccan ( Daksliin ) The priests offi- 
ciate at Badiinath fiom May to October, and then bury tlie tieasure 
and retire to Josbimath for the winter Four otlier temples are depend- 
ent upon Badiinath Besides the offenngs of pilguras, the leveniie of a 
large number of villages m Kumaun and Garhwal is appioprialed to the 
use of the temple , annual value Rs. 3940 Immense nuinbeis of pil-

temples of Kalpesw'ai, Madhya-Mahoswar, Tnnganath, and Riidranatli, 
tlie whole foiniing the Panch Jvedai, a famous lound of pilgiimagc, con- 
taining the scatteicd poition of SiVa’s body.

Biiagirathi* — River m Garhwal State, one of the head-waters of 
the Ganges, rises from the Gangotn Peak, flows thi ough a wild and 
rocky bed, with numerous shoals and rapids, and joins the Alaknanda 
at Deoprayag Thenceforwaid the united stream is known as the Gan- 
ges The Bhagirathi, though inferior in importance and volume to the 
Alaknanda, is regaided among the Hindus as the chief feeder of the 
sacied stieam, and is identifled with the branch thrown off by the Ganges 
at Ohhapghati more than 1,000 miles below 

Bhairoghatti. — Temple and pass, in Garhwal State , confluence- 
of the Bhaguathi with the Jahnavi, m a deep gorge, confined by per-- 
pendicular walls of granite , considered a place of gieat sanctity,, and 
visited by Hindu pilgrims from all parts ot India 

Bhillang. — A feeder of the Bhagirathi nver, rises in Garhwal' and 
flowing south-west for 60 miles joins the Bhagirthi, It is considered 
sacred by the Hindus, and abounds with fish 

Granges*-— The gieat nver of Northern India, formed by the drain- 
age of the southern ranges of the Himalayas This magnificent stream 
rises m the Garhwal State, and falls into the Bay of Bengal after a 
course of 1,657 miles. It issues under the name of the Bhagirathi 
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from an ice-cave at tlie foot of an Himalaynn snon-bed above Gnngofn*, 
13,800 feet above the level of the sea Duniig its earlier passage 
thiongh the southcin ‘spurs of the Himalayas, it leceives the fJahnan 
fiom the north-nost aud subsequently the Alaknanda, after which the 
united stream takes the name nt the Ganges Deoprayag, the point of 
junction, is a celebrated place of pdgi image, as is also Gangotri, the 
source of the parent stieam At Sukhi it pierces through the Himalaya'!, 
a^ turns south-west to Hardwai, also a place of gieat sanctity Thence 
it proceeds by a tortuous couise through the Districts of Dehra Dun, 
Saharanpui, Miixaffernagar, Bulandsliahi, and Farnkhabad, in which last 
Distuct It leceives the Ramganga At Allahabad the type of the river 
changes. Heietofore, the Ganges has been little nioie than a senes of 
shoal's, pools, and rapids, except, of course, during the melting of the 
snows and the rainy season At Allahabad, houever, 668 miles from 
its souice, it leceives the Jumna, a mighty confluent, which also takes 
its rise in the Himalayas, to the west of the souices of the Ganges. 
The combined river winds eastward by south-east through the North- 
Western Provinces, receiving the Gumti andtheGogia. Tlie point of 
junction of each of these sti earns has more oi less claim to sanctity But 
the tongue of land at Allahabad, wheie the Jumna and Ganges jom, is 
the true Piayag, the place of pilgrimage, to which hundreds of thousands 
of devout Hindus repair to wash away then sins in the sacred river. 

Of all great rivers of India, none can compare in sanctity with the 
Ganges, or Mother Ganga, as she is affectionately called by devout Hindus, 
The legend of the Ganges fi^ist appears in the two epic poems of the Maha- 
bharata and Ramayana, and affoids abundant scope for the mytho-poetic 
faculty subsequently displayed in the voluminous literatine of the Pura- 
nas. In this legend, Brahma, Vishnu, and Siva — each pei form a con- 
spicuous part, so that the Ganges has been preset ved fiom spctanan 
associations Ganga heiself is desciibed as the daughtei of the Hima- 
layas, who IS persuaded, after infinite solicitation, to shed her purify- 
ing stream upon the sinful earth The ice-cavern beneath the glacier at 
Gangotri, from which the river springs, is represented as the tangled 
hair of the god Siva The names of Bhagnathi and Sagar have a pro- 
minent place in the legend 

The pre-eminently sacied spots on its banks — Gangotri, Hardw.ar, 
Allahabad, Benaies, and Sagai Island, at its mouth — aie fiequented by 
thousinds of pilgums fiom every province of the peninsula Even at 
the present day, the six years’ pilgrimage from the source to the mouth, 
and back again, known as Fi adakshina, is performed by many , and 
a few fanatical devotees may yet be seen weaiily accomplishing this 
meritorious penance by ‘ measuring then length ’ To bathe in the 
Ganges, especially at the great stated festivals, wlU^hva‘!h away the stain 
of sm , To die and be buued on the iiver bank is a pass-poit to eteinal, 
bliss Even to exclaim ‘ Ganga, Ganga, ’ at the distance of a hundred 
leq.gues, will atone foi the sins committed during tlnee previous lives. 
None of the other rivers of India approach the Ganges m beneficence 
The total length of the stream in its diffeient stajres, from the source of 
the Jahnayi to the Hugh mouth js returned as follows •> — From the source^ 
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of the •Tahm.vi to tlip junction of the Alakiianda and Ehagriatlii rivers, 
133 nnlcv , tliencc to Hardwar, 47 miles , thence to Allahabad, at its 
confluence ivith the Jiiinna, 488 miles , thence to Sibganj, ivhere the 
Hugh channel commences m a branch thiovrn off fiom the mam stream, 
known as the Bhagirathi, 563 miles , thence to the junction of the 
Bhagnathi and Jalangi, below which the sti earn takes the name of the 
Hiigli, 120 miles ; thence to Ohandarnagar, 48 miles , thence to the sea 
byway of Calcutta, 110 miles , total, 1509 miles 

Gangotri. — hlountain temple m Garhwal State, stands on the right 
bank of the Ganges, 8 miles from its source, in a small bay or inlet, 
surrounded by a wall of unhewn stone The temple is a square building, 
about 20 feet high, containing small statues of Ganga, Bhagirathi and 
other mythological personages connected with the spot. Pilgrims visit 
the shrine as the goal of their journey, regarding this point as the source 
of the holy river ; but no houses exist for their accommodation, and com- 
paratively few reach so far un the course of the stream Flasks filled at 
Gangotri with the sacred water are scaled by the officiating Brahmans, 
and conveyed to the plains as valuable treasures Elevation above sea- 
level, about 10,319 feet 

JTallliavi* — River in Garliwal State, and one of the tributaries of 
the Bhagnathi , holding first a northerly and then westeily course,^ 
joins the mam stream near the temple of Bhauoghati. Total length, 
30 miles 

Jamnotri. — Hot springs m Garhwal State near the source of the 
Jumna The springs occur on the sides of a massive mountain block, 
known as Banderpunch, with an elevation of 20,758 feet above sea-level 
In the centre stands a lake in wkieh ‘ Hanuraan ’ is said to have extin- 
guished his flaming tail The water rushes up thiough a granite rock, 
and deposits a chalybeate sediment. Elevation of the springs, 10,849 
feet above the sea. 

Jumna ( Jamwna ) — A river of the North-Western Provinces and 
the Punjab It rises m the Himalayas, in the Native State of Garhwal, 
about 5 miles, north of Jamnotri, and about 8 miles north-west of the 
lofty mountain Bandarpaoch ( 20,731 feet ) ; and finally falls into the 
Ganges, 3 miles below, the city of Allahabad. Length 860 miles. 

Kedar»Granga. — Mountain torrent m Garhwal State; It uses 
in a snow-clad rocky gorge, and, aftei a rapid north-westerly course of 10. 
or 12 miles, falls into the Bhagirathi, on the left side just below Gangotri. 

Sedar-Kanta.. — Mountain peak m Garhwal State The mountain, 
slopes gently upward on eveiy side, so that the ascent can be easily per- 
formed from any quarter Beds of white saccharoid lime stone form the 
base ; the summit consists of micaceous schist Forest of oak, pine, yew, 
hoise, chestnut, and rhododendron cloth the shoulders , but the greater' 
vegetation abruptly causes at an elevation of 10,000 feet, leaving the 
remainder of its height clad only with grasses, and alpine plants. Kedar 
Kanth f 01 mod a station in the Great Trigonometrical Survey of the- 
Himalayas. Elevation above sea-level, 12,541 feet

Products — Jhansi, in the natuic of its soil, the character of its 
people, the poor means of iriigatvon, and the want of good communica- 
tions, IS perhaps worse off than any othei Distiicts in the Nm th-'Western 
Provinces, except its still more unfoituuatc noighboni, Lalitpui The 
year is divuded into the usual rain and cold-ivcathei seasons The princi- 
pal kharif crops aiejoar ( millet ), cotton, hajia, til, oil-seed, and LodOr 
a kind of pulse The chief labi crops arc wheat, giam, and bailey Ir-' 
rigation is little practised. 

Commerce and Trade — -As the District is not able to supply its own 
wants m the matter of food-stuffs, it imports instead of exporting grain.

Climate. — The climate of Jhansi, like that of Bundelkhand generally,, 
is hot and very dry, owing to the want oftieesor shade, and the radia- 
tion from bare rocks or and wastes , but it is not consideied unhealthy 
The population are habitually under-fed, and they consequently succumb 
readily to slight diseases.

largely used ^ and m the southern most parganas gingei, turmeric, and 
capsicums are pi ofitabe crops Potatoes aie becoming common m some 
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localities. Fruit IS very plentiful, and the orange'i grown here me of 
excellent qunht) . The lea plantations also foim an impoitant and valu- 
able feature in the Distnet. 

CoMMEncE AND TRADE — Tlic trade of the District may be described 
under two heads — first, that in the hands of the Bliotiyas with Tibet , 
and, eecondly, that nith the plums. The Tibet trade is almost a com- 
plete monopoly in the hands of its cairicis The impoitsaie ponies, yaks, 
sheep, salt, borax, gold, uool, drugs, piccious stones, yak tails, coarse 
woolen cloth, and Ohinesc silks. The exports aie gram, cotton good^, 
brnad-cloth, quills, hard waic, tobacco, siigai, spices, dyes, tea, and wood 
for house-building Kuinaoii also sends to the plains giam of sorts, 
clarified butler, tea, ginger, turmeric, led peppei, potatoes, lull drugs and 
spices, bail; for tanning, pine-tar, honey and wax, and a h^e iron and 
copper, and umber It=? imports comprise every article of necessity or 
luxuiy, both for Europeans and Natives, which the lulls themselves do 
not furnish The roads in the lulls aie foi the most paib only bridle- 
paths, more or less u ell laid out, but all now well budged Cart-roads 
run fiom Halowani ta Naim Tal, and from Ramuagai to Ranikliet and 
Almora. 

CuMATr — Kumaiin Distiict consists, fiist, of the Siib-Himalayan 
ranges , and, secondly, of the bhabhai or waterless forest With the 
exception of the lihabhar and deep valleys, on the whole tlie District 
emoys a mild climate Even at heights ftom 5000 feet iipwaids, sup- 
posed to possess a European climate, the pei lodical rams and atmos- 
pheuc conditions preceding and following them, throw the wliole southern 
slope of the great Himalayan chain foi almost half the year into the sub- 
tropical lather than the tempeiate region. The seven months from 
October to April me delightful. No winter passes withont sno-w on the 
higher ridges, and m some 3 ears its occuience is umveisal thioughoub 
the mountain tiact. Frosts especially m the valleys aie often severe 
The District is occasionally visited by epidemic choleia Lepiosy is most 
prevalent in tlie east of the Disfciict Goitie andcietinism afflict a small 
pi oporbion of the inhabitants, especially in the noith-eastern ^rganas. 
The lull feveis at times exhibit the rapid and malignant features of 
plague Murrains bieak out from time to time among the cattle. 

Administration — The total levenue of the District is about 7 lakhs, 
and the total cost of officials and police of all kinds is- about 1^ lakhs.

the temple of Gobind Deva, elected m 1590 by Raja Man Sing of 
Ariibar, Govei nor of Kabul and Behar under Akbar. Among the other 
^principal shrines are the temple of Madan Mohan, a form of Krishna, on 
tlie rivei bank, at the upper end of the town , that of Gopinath, built 
-about 1580 , and the great temple of Seths, dedicated to Rangji. 
constructed at a 'cost of 45 lakhs of rupees Handsome ghats line tlie

snb-divisioual Iiuildings, the town contains police station, Anglo-\erna- 
Ctilar school, and post office [ m s t ]. 

This ancient wood-land country, flinging the sneicd Jumna, was 
from veiy eaily times, associated with leligious legends The aichuectulal 
lemains still combine the Buddhistce and Hindu forms. In Sanskiit 
liteiatuie it is closely associated with Gokul, vhicli lies {about a mile off 
oveihangiiig tlie stieam of the Jumna Indeed, the scenes of the youth- 
ful adventiiies of Kiishua, ivhicli are ascribed in the Puianas to Gokul, 
are actually slujwn at Maliaban, about a mile fiom the liver 

The nuns of Maliaban use as a hill of buck and mud covering 
about tliii by acres, bbe site of the old foit The sliune of Syam Lal.i, 
a mean cell, is perched on the highest point of the old fortifications, 
looking toWiiids the Jumna Tlie local legend relates that when Kushna 
Was born at Muttia, liis uncle Kans ( Kaus ), a uicked giant, knowing 
by pioplu>C3 that Ins sister’s son would slay him, commanded that if she 
biought foibli a male child, it should at once be killed The muse, 
howevei, fled with tlie infant acioss the iivei to Maliaban There, in 
the present shrine of Syam Lala, Jasoda ( wife of Nand ) had given birth 
to .1 gill , and the nuise, clianging the infants, biouglit back tlie female 
cliild to Muttia, as the olfspimg of the giant’s sisbei How Kushna m 
the end slew the giant is well kuoivn 

The most interesting lelic at Mah.iban, is the so called place of 
Nauda, the tostei-tathei of the changeling Krishna. Tins coveied coiut 
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was re-erected by the Muhammadans in the time of Aurangzeb, from 
ancient Hindu and Buadliist materials to serve as a mosque It is divid- 
ed into four aisles by five niws of sixteen pillars, eighty m all, from 
which it takes its popular name of Assi Khamba or the eighty pillais 
Many of the capitals are curiously carved with giotcsque heads and 
squat figuies Some of the mnei pillais are plain, others richly oina- 
mented with aiabesques Four of them are supposed to represent by 
their sciilptiiies the four ages of the woild The pillai known as the 
Surya Yug or Golden Age, is covered with rich and beautiful carving ; 
that known as the Dwapar Yug or Second Age of the world is adorned 
in almost equal piofusion. The Treta Yug or Third Age , is more scanti- 
ly cai ved ; while the Kali yug or present Iron Age of the world is re- 
presented by a ciude unsculptuied pillar The interior pillars furnish 
examples of a much disputed foim in Hindu aichitecture, and consist of 
two short colums, set one on the top of the othei. 

In the palace of Hand aie laid the scenes of Krishna’s infancy 
His ciadle still stands in the pillared hall. The churn in which Krishna’s 
fostei -mother made butcei for the household is shown, and consists of a 
long bamboo sticking out of a carved stone Mahaban is still a very 
popular place of pilgrimage among the Hindus Thousands of Vishnu- 
worshippers yeaily visit the scenes of the infancy of the child-god But 
in addition to the steady stream of devotees from distant parts, the 
pillaied hall is resorted to by Hindu mothers fiom the neighbouiing 
Disti lets for then puufication on the sixth-day after child-biith, whence 
the building derives its local name of the Ohhati Palua or Place of the 
Chhati Pu]a The anniveisaiy of Krishna’s birth is also celebrated dur- 
ing several days in the month of Bhadon oi September, by a vast con- 
course of people.

IMCuttra ( Matkuia ) — Head-quartei s iahstl of Muttra District, also 
city, municipality, cantonment, railway station, and administrative head- 
quarters of the Distuct of tlie same name , situated on the right bank 
of the Jumna, about 30 miles above Agia Population about 60,000, 
including cantonments 

Muttia forms a gieat centre of Hindu devotion, and large numbers of 
pilgiims flnck annually to its festivals The surrounding countiy terms 
with associations and legends of the devine bi others Krishna and Bala- 
ram, who dwelt in the neighbouiing plain Muttra contains many 
relics of the Buddhist faith, and its whole atmosphere breathes the gentle 
rehgiou of Kiishna The cbaiity of the inhabitants and pilgrims to the 
animal creation has encomaged swarms of monkeys in the city, and in- 
numeiable tuitles m the iiver off the bathing The carved facades 

of the houses m fine white stone and wood with the richly ornamented 
houses of the great mei chants along the principal stieets, lender Muttra 
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one of the most interesting and artistic cities of modem India. The 
piincipal edifices include the Sali-buij (oi Touei of llie Faitliful Widow). 
The Jama Musjicl or mosque of Aurangzab , and the modem temples 
of Oatashr.am, Dwarakndhis, Bi]o G(»bind, and Bndha lirishna The 
city contains tlie Government offices, conits, cliaritablo dispensaiy, high 
school, jail, dak bungalow, tclegiaph and post office [ms] The 
cantonment railway station lies 8 miles ftom the city station.

— Muzaffainagar is essentially an agricultural District, but 
tillage has not yet been cai i led to so high a pitch as in some other por- 
tions of the Doab In the rabi haivest, the chief ciops aie wheat, bailey, 
millet, and pulse Tiie haivest includes some of these grains, be^ 

sides, siigai-eane, cotton, and indigo , it is the most important both as re- 
gaids the extent of cultivation and the value of crops Irrigation is 
widely practised both from wells and canals. 

OoMMERCE AND Trade — T licDistiict 13 almost entiielyan agiicnl- 
tural, and its tiade is accordingly confined to the raw mateiial which it 
produces Jalalabad is the gieat giain mart of the snnounding country. 
Much tiaflfic also passes by the Ganges Oanal, on which Khataiili is the 
chief commeicxal depbt. 

Climate — The climate of the District is compaiabively cool, owing to 
the pioximity of the lulls. The aveiage heat is decidedly gi eater than m. 
Sahaianpur, though peiceptibly less than in Meeiub The principal 
endemic diseases are malarious fever, dysentery and diarrhoea Fever- 
also occurs in an epidemic form ; and cholera and small-pox frequently 
visit the disti ict The cattle are occasionally attacked by epidemics of 
rmderpest, plemopneumonia, and foot and month diseases.

Bounded on the north by Tarai Districb , on the east 
by the independent teriitory of Hepal and by Shah]ahanpur Distriet , on- 
the south by Shahjahanpur , and on the west by Bareilly District Aiea, 
1S71 square miles, containing 5 towns and 1,046 villages Population 
485,366. Admmistiative head-quaiteis are at the town of Pilibhit, 32 
miles from Bareilly by rail 

PnODOers — ^"rhe three tahsils of which the Distuct is composed diffei 
widely in soil, products, and climate In the noithern tahsil of Pilibhit, 
With lbs clayey soil and heavy rainfall, uce foims the predominant crop ; 
but owing to the canals, a considerable aiea has been devoted to wheafc^ 
barley, and sugar-cane Theeastsm tailed nroduces chiefly lud bajia, 
wheat, and bailey In tbe southern tahsd of Bisalpm every vaiiety o£ 
Cl op common to Rohilkhand is grown with success 

OoMMERCC AND Trade — The trade of the District is chiefly cenbied 
in Pilibhit town, the piincipal staples consisting of uce boiav, spices, 
sugar, timbei, bides, and cattle. The finer discripbions of nee grown 
in the Tarai Distuct, aie mostly collected at Heoua town, 9 miles fiom 
Pilibhit town The rice is husked here, and when re-sold passes under 
the name of Pilibhit nee Sugai-cane is laigely grown, and the jraw 
material is manufactured luco sugar in Pilibhit, and Bisalpur towns* 
The imports fiom Hepal, consisting chiefly of rice, gram, gums, and 
resms ; while the exports into Hepal from Pilibhit, principally salt and 
cotton goods. 

Oeimate — Fever, usually intermittent, though sometimes changing tO' 
the lemittenb type, IS endemic thi oughoat the Distuct, but localizes it- 
self most malignantly about the swamps that bolder on and intersect the 
forests in Pninapur tahsd It is most prevalent as well as most fatal in 
its character at the end of the rams and the commencement of the cold 
season Apart from fevei, Pilibhit may be consideied to be, on the whole, 
a healthy District, and visits of epidemic disease are rare. 

Administration — The District is divided mbo 3 tahsds of Bisalpur, 
Pilibhit, and Puianpur Revenue about 9 lakhs District Staff- — Col- 
lector and Magistrate with 1 Deputy GoUectoi, Tahsildar, Munsiff, District 
Superinbeaden.t of Police, Civil Surgeon, Deputy Inspector of Schools, 
Post Master, Minister licensed to solemnize marriages, and District 
Engineer f Par farther information regaidma: the town of Pihbhit see 
Pihbhit].

Kumaun and Nepal , honey, wax, wool, etc me bioiightup at Baramdeo, 
and other marts, by Pilibhit mei chants, who afterwaids distribute the 
produce throughout this and neighbouiing Distucc The coarser kind of 
carpentry still flourishes, and country caits me largely made, A small 
-trade is earned on in catechu There is a brisk manufacture of metal 
vessels, and a small manufacture of liempen sacking The most im- 
portant industiy is that of sugai refinings sugai foi ms the mam export 
both of the town and District The chief impoits are giaiu, salt, cotton 
goods, and cleaned cotton 

The handsomest portion of Pilibhit town is its we',mrn outskirt, 
where stand the lemains of old Rohila chief’s palace, hiscaihedral mosque, 
the anglo-vernacular school, and the dispensary All these buildings 
stand on an open space enclosed and planted with trees The otbei pub- 
lic buildings include the Government courts and offices, police station, 
post office [ m s t ], public bath ( hammam ), and a sat at, oi native 
inn A militaiy encampmg ground is situated amidst groves just out- 
side the town on the south.

RAIMEPUR STATS. 

RAMPUR — Native State in Rohilkhand, under the political superin- 
tendence of the Goveinment of the North-Western Provinces. It lies 
between the British Districts of Moiadabad and Baieilly Aiea 945 
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square miles , population 551,249, The country is level and fertile, well 
supplied with water The usual crops are giown. The thriving cul- 
tivation bears testimony to the indnstiy of the jPathaOs, the chief 
farmers. Tlie principal evports are sugar, rice, hides and khes, a kind 
of cloth for which the capital is famous Game is fairly abundant in 
the State — Tlie fiist Kohilla Afghans who settled lu this part 

of India were two brothers, Sliah Alam and Husain Khan, who, in the 
latter part of the 17th century, came to seek seivice under the Mogul 
Eraperoi All Muhammad, tlie adopted son of one of their descendants, 
obtained the title of Kaivab, and a grant of the greater part of Kohil- 
khandinl719 After his death the estates were divided, the jagtr ol 
Kampur falling to the younger son On the cession of Rohilkhand to 
the Biitish Government in 1801, the family were confirmed in their pos- 
sessions For his loyalty dining the mutiny, the Nawab receiied a grant 
of land. 

Climate — Ko regular meteorological obsen ations are taken m Ram- 
pur , but it is believed that the rainfall, owin^ to the proximity of the 
state to the hills, is greater than in the neighbouring British Districts of 
Moradabad and Baieilly. The climate is said to be cooler for the same 
reason The northern part of Rampur adjoins the Tarai at the foot of 
the Himalayas, and shares its characteristics. This part of the country 
IS a maishy foiest, overrun with jungle and grass of such luxuriant 
growth as to conceal a man on horse back The air in consequence is 
pestilential, except in the coldest period of winter, and during the heaviest 
rains 

ADMiNisTEATiorr — The total income of the State amounts to Bs. 
1694,000, and the expendituie about Rs 1,660,000 Tliei care 3 courts in the 
State, following the principles of Hindu or Muhammadan law, accrding to 
the religion of the parties In ciiminal matters, the provisions of the Indian 
Penal Code aie carried out as far as piacticable All sentences of death 
require confirmation by the Hawab The civil courts of first instance are 
of two kinds — one for suits foi debt, and the other for claims relating to 
luheiitance, etc There are 2 appellate courts, while a final appeal lies to 
the Hawab in person. The military force of Rampur ordinarily consists 
of 28 guns with 300 artillerymen , 570 cavalry , 300 mihtary foot 
police, and 730 miscellaneous foot The State contains a jail, 2 
post offices, 5 dispensaries, lO^State schools, and 152 indigenous schools 
( makt.abs ) Ruling Chief — Hawab Hamid Ah Khan Bahadur, a

Rampur — Capital of the State of the same name , situated on the

10 miles in circumfeience , it has only eight openings, at which 
militaiy guards aie stationed The Jama Masjid oi cathedial mosque, and, 
the small but ciowded Safdarganj square, are situated in the*- centre 
of this cuculur area. To the noith-west are the Diwan-i-Am, or le- 
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ception hall , the Kuishid Manztl or Sun-palace where European 
guests are acooraTnolated , the Macliht Bhawan oi the ISTawab’s piivate 
palace, and the Zanana buildings The old tort is now used foi native 
guests. The tomb of Paiz-ulla Khan, situated noith of the town, con- 
sists of raised masonry ten ace, shaded hy trees Rampur has all the 
appearance of a thiiving town The people have a well-to-do look , 
the streets are crowded with busy passeugeis , and the bazais are lined 
with prospeious-looking shops Manufactuies — swoid-blades and jewellery, 
also pottery and damash ( khes ) Rampur is also famous for its re- 
ligious mstiuction, and many students come fiom Bengal, Afghanistan, 
and even Bokhara No tuition-fee is taken from these visitois , on the 
contiaiy, if they live in mosque, the people of the neighbouihood support 
them and they always receive a share of the public chanties Post office 
[m s T ] 

Shahabad — Town m Rampur State , situated on the south bank of 
the Raraganga Population under 9000 The town is builc on using 
giound, and is considered the healthiest place in the State The Nawab

Theic are seveial cotton-pressing mills The Rurki work-shops, employ 
over 1000 woikmen Among the ai tides piodiiced are steani-engines, 
pumps, printing presses, lathes, and mathemaucal insti uments Besides 
its direct value as a source of income, this estabiishmeiit is of great urt- 
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portance as a training school for native arti=;an'5 The Thomson Civil 
Engineering College, also situated at llurki, is a most useful institution. 
A large horse fan is held here c\eiy year, in connection uitli which an 
agricultural exhibition was established in 1881 A large annual horse 
fair IS held at Haidwai. The District is well supplied with means of 
commnnicaiton by rail and water 

Climate — The climate of the Distiict is the same ns that of the

Population 13,443,322 Oudii is said to be more densely inhabited than 
any other couutiy in the woild The administrative head-quarters aie at 
Lueknow, 16G miles fiom Allahabad by rail 

The kingdom of Oudb, called Kosala, ranked among the most 
ancient of India Dasaiatli, the fathei of Rama, was one of its kings. 
It was subdued by the Muhammadans about the close of the twelfth 
'Century, but about 1740 the Nawab became independent In 1856 
it was annexed to the British dominions, and was under a Chief Com-

The inteiest of Ajodhya centies in its ancient histoiy. In the present 
day, the old city has almost entiiely disappeared, and its site is only 
known by heaps of ruins But in lemote antiquity, A]odhya was one of 
the largest and most magnificent of Indian cities It is said that this 
town IS to the Hindu what Mecca is to the Muhammadans and Jeru- 
salem to the Jews Tiie ancient city is said to have covered an area of 
12 yojan, equal to 9(5 miles oi 48 l^os, and was the capital of the 
kingdom of Kosala ( coi responding to the modem Oudh), and the 
court of the gi eat King Dasauitha, the fifty-sixth monarch oftheSolai 
line in descent fiom Raja Manu The opening cliapteis of the Rama- 
?/ana recount the magnificence of the city, the gloiies of the monaich, 
and the virtues, wealth, and loyalty of his people Dasaratha was the 
father of Rama Ohandia, the heio of the epic With the fall of the last 
of the Solai line, Raja Summtra, the one hundred and thirteenth monaich, 
Ajodhya became a wilderness, and the loyal families dispeised. Fiom 
different members of this scatteied people, the Rajas of Jaipur, Udai- 
pur, Jamber, etc , claim descent A period of Buddhist supremacy 
followed the death of the last king of the Solar dynasty On the levival 
of Biahmanism Ajodhya was restored by King Vikiamaditya ( cue 57 
ad) He is said to have traced out the ancient city, and identified 
the different shnnes and spots, tendered sacied by association with events 
in the life of Rama, the deified son of Dasaratha The most import- 
ant of these ate the Ramkot, or foit and p.iIaCe of the King, the Nages- 
war Nath shrine, sacied to Mahadeo, the Mampurbat oi sacred mound, 
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and a few temples still visited by tlionsands of pilgi ims Aftei Tik- 
ramadifcya, the kingdom of 'Eosala, with A]ndliya as its capital, was 
inled successively by the Saniudra Pal, Siibastam, and Kanauj dynasties, 

• until the peiiod of the Msuhammadan conquest. Kosala is also famous 
as the early home of Buddhism and of its modem representative, Jaimsm, 
and claims to be tlie birthplace of the founder of botli these faiths. 
The Chinese tiaieller, Hwen Tl'sang, m the 7th century, ifoiind twenty 
Buddhist temples, with 8,000 monks, at Ajodhya among a large Biah- 
manical population Many Jam temples exist, but are of modern re- 
storation Other more recent temples ( dating from about 1.50 years 
back) maik the supposed biitliplaces of five of the principal hiciarchs 
of the faith The Muhammadan conquest has left behind it the rums 
^of thiee mosques, elected by the Empeiors Babar and Aurangzeb, on or 
near the site and out of the materials, of throe celebrated Hindu shiinos 
known as ( 1 ) the Janmasthan, marking the place whcie Piama was 
bom , ( 2 ) the Swarga-dwara inandtt , on the spot wlierc his biody is said 
to have been binned , and ( S ) the Tareta-ka-Thakui , famous as the 
scene of one of his great sacnfices The modern town of Ajodhya con-

adopted by Adiiath, the childless King of Anga Brought up at 
couit of Hastmapur, Kama was refused by Drona the arms of Biahmaj 
which, however, he eventually obtained from Parasnrama by faithful ser- 
vice at his retreat on the Mahendra mountain In after life, he attended 
D^uryodhana to the Swayamvara, described in the Mahabharata, and, 
having taken a pi eminent part in the great war, was finally granted the 
city of Malini by .Tarasandha, the Sivaite King of Mngadha, over which 
he reigned as a tributary to Duryodhana The rums of an ancient fort, 
ence occupying the site of the present temple, and an adjoining tank, 
are popularly ascribed to this legendary monarch In the middle of the 
2nd century a. d , Vikramaditya, the Biahmmist king, who restored the 
sacred city of Ajodhya on the decline of Buddhism, erected a temple* 
on the site of the ancient fort This in its turn fell into rums , and an- 
other was built on the same spot at the end of the 14th or beginning of 
the 15th century, by Ratan Hath, the third in spiritual descent from 
Gorakh Hath, the deified saint whose woi ship is spreard all over the Kepal', 
valley As far as can be judged from the leraains, this temple must 
have been of considerable size, adorned by profuse sculptures, and full 
of. stone images of Siva and Devi in tbeir various forms For some 
cantuues, the temple was a gie’at resort for pilgrims, chiefly from Gorakh- 
pur and Nepal, until its importance attracted the attention of the icono- 
clastic Aurangzeb, one of whose officers slew the priests, destroyed the* 
temple- and images, and defiled the holy places The temple was soon 
afterwards restored, but on a smaller scale, and still exists A large re- 
ligious-trading fair, lasting for about ten days, and attended by about -

Climate — -The climate of Kheri is reckoned by the Ifatires very 
malaiious beyond the Ul, bub healthy south of that river. The heat is 
less than in the surrounding Districts. The rainfall is above the average 
of the Province Cold winds following the couise of the rivers sweep from 
the Ifepal plateaux through the mountain goiges, and meeting the already 
saturated atmosphere of the plains, cool it, and piecipitate moisture first 
on the lowlands at their base Tiie hob vapours from the plains are also 
cooled by the vast forests which clothe the uplands, and which, being un- 
able to cany so much water, discharge it in lam. 

The disease most common m this District is intermittent fever, 
which appears to be endemic in the neighbourhood of Gokarannafch Its 
origin is assigned to the malaria pioduced by the spontaneous decom- 
position of \ egetable matter after the cessation of the rams, and by im- 
perfect dramige. European and Native constitutions alike suffer from its 
attacks Spring fever appeals mostly among those whose pursuits expose 
them to the noon-day sun. It assumes a remittent type, and is proportion- 
ally more fatal as summei advances Next in the order of frequency are 
bowel complaints. As a rule they increase at han est-time, and liave a 
fatal tendency when succulent fruit and vegetables are abundant 
in the maikeb Cholera became epidemic m this Distilct during the 
rams of 1867 and was most fatal and persistent in those villages where 
filth most abounded. In Lakhimpnr town, the scourge was apprently 
introduced on bacar days, or only occurred sporadically. Pulmonic and 
rheumatic affections mciease in winter 

Of cutaneous affections herpes deserves notice ; it is very prevalent 
among the natives It seems to be acquired from the practice of keeping 
on a dhoti while bathing, and replacing it by a clean one without drying 
the skin. The disease is seen chiefly about the hips and loins of those 
affected, and does not yield readily to treatment ; stiong acetic acid ex- 
ternally is the best remedy. Leprosy is nob an uncommon disease. 
Goitre is most common among the trans — Chauka population The qua- 
lity of the water is supposed bo be the cause of this disease Its local 
distribution is unaccountably capricious, but, as a rale, the great majo- 
nty of the cases occur withm 2 miles of the river bank, particularly in.

Saadat Khan, founder of the Oudh kingdom, became Governor of 
Oudh in 1732, and fixed is residence at Lucknow The giandeur of the 
capital dates from Asaf-ud-doula, the fourth Nawab In 1798 the Nawab 
of Lucknow gave up half of his dominion to the English, and in return ob- 
tained the protection of their troops By the treaty of 1801 Oudh came 
-under the special guardianship of the British power, and owing to the 
ill-government of the Nawab it was annexed in 1856 The defence of 
the Residency in 1857 is one of the noblest exploits in English history. 
In no other part of India can travellers obtain a cleaiei idea of the events 
of the mutiny 

The tiaflSc of Oudh fiows southward from Bahramghat aiid 
Fyzabad through Lucknow to Cawnpur Large quantities of grain and 
timbei come in from the tians-Gogia Districts, while raw cotton, iron, 
and imported goods go noi bhward m exchange Tlie chief conntiy im- 
ports consist of wheat and other giains, gin, gui or molasses, sugar, spices, 
oil -seeds, and tobacco , besides which a large quantity of European piece- 
goods, etc, are biought into the town Manufactuies aie earned on to 
a considerable extent , the chief products being those which call for the 
oriental combination of patience, industiy, minute manual skill, and deli- 
cate taste in the management of colour. Lucknow muslins and other 
textile fabrics have a high reputation _ Gold and silver brocade, however, 
made of small wires, forms the Lading manufacture It is used for the 
numerous purposes of Indian pomp, and has a considerable market even 
in Europe The goigeous needlework embioideiy upon velvet and cot- 
ton, with gold thread and coloured silks, also employs many hands. 
Lucknow jewellery, once very famous, has declined since the departure of 
the court Glass-work and moulding in clay still maintain their original 
excellence A Kashmui colony has intioduced a small manufactuie of 
shawls The only enterprise conducted by Europeans is an ice-making 
concern The railway workshops, however, employ many hundreds of 
workmen, including seveial pupils of the Martiniere school, besides other 
Europeans and Eurasians The principal markets are — the grain markets 
of Fatehganj and Digbijaiganj, lying to the west , Rakabganj, at the 
south end of the Canning road , Saadatganj, in the south-west , and 
Shahganj, near the new Victoria road Imported cotton and salt are

Towards the end of Febinary the wind increases m foicc, the 
temperature becomes higher, and by the end of March, if not earlier, 
the hot winds set in These, however, are much less tiymg in Sultan- 
pur than in the more western Distucts of Oiidh They do not begin till 
some hours after da} break, and seldom continue long after nightfall, 
while they occasionally cease for seveial days together In these inter- 
vals, which become more and more frequent as the h(»t wcatbei pi ogresses, 
a north-east wind takes their place About the middle of June the i nny 
season commences, and, with occasional bi eaks of greater oi less dm a- 
tion, continues till the end of September or beginning of October Din- 
ing this period the wind scaicely ever shifts from the cast From the 
middle ot Octobei the weathei gets cool and pleasant The chief endemic 
diseases of Sultanpur District aie fever, and it is estimated tliat about 
10 per cent of the population suffei eveiy year fioiu some form of this 
disease. Dysenteiy and diairhoea come next, being most prevalent at 
the end of the rams and the commencement of the cold season Leprosy 
is also common, as well as other cutaneous disorders. Small-pox is 
never wholly absent from the District It is most fatal duung the dry 
hot weather until the rams set in, after which the mortality decreases till 
it reaches a minimum, about the middle of the cold season Cattle- 
disease ( rinderpest ), of a very fatal type, is always more or less picva- 
lent m the District.

PUNJAB. 

PUNJAB ( Panj-ah^ * The Five Uivei s, ’ ) — Piovince of British 
India, under the administi ation of a Lieutenant-Governor The name 
is derived from two Peisian words, pan;, five, and ah, water The Pun- 
jab originally denoted the tenitoiy -nateied by tlie five rivers, the Jholiim, 
the Ghenab, the Ra\i, the Boas, and the Sutlej,, but it is now applied to 
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^ the large province including the north-west of India, equal in area to the 
I Noith-West Provinces and Oudh The Punjab is bounded on the noith 

^ by Kashmir , on the east by the Jumna , on the south by Rajputana j 

and on the west by the Sulaiman Mountains Area under diiect Bii- 
tish admiuistiation 110,607 squaie miles Population (1891) 20,866,847. 
The Native States in dependence upon the Lieutenant-Govoinor of the > 
Punjab have an aiea of 38,299 square miles ayioIi a population of (1891) 
4,263,280 persons The total area of the Punjab ( British and Native ) 
accordingly amounts to 148,966 square miles, and its population to- 
25,130,127. The capital of the Punjab is Lahore, 348 miles fiom 
Delhi by lail. 

Physical Aspects — ^The northern pait is hilly and intersected by 
fertile valleys. The Salt Range sti etches acioss the Indus, eastward to 
the Jhelum. The lower part of the countiy is a lai ge plain, sloping to 
the south-west. 

Doabs — Doah, fiom do, two, and ah, water, denotes the space between 
two iiveis. The riveis of the Punjab foim five Doabs. The Smd Sugar 
Doab, the largest, is east of the Indus , the Jetch Doab is between the 
Jhelum and the Chenab , the Rcclma Doab, between the Olienab and the 
Ravi ; the Ban Doab, the most populous, between the Ravi and the 
Beas , the Jalandhai Doab, between the Beas and the Sutlej. 

Climate, — Rain falls in the north, but very little in the south. The 
hot weather begins about the middle of April, and the heat is aim ost in- 
tolerable , gi eater, m fact, than m any other pait of India. Frequent 
dust-srorms then occui , and on calm days spiral columns of dust arise 
and whul onwaid for one or two miles before subsiding In Suptember 
the weather begins to modeiate . m October it is fcempeiate and agree- 
able ; and from November to the middle of Apiil it is cold. 
The piincipal endemic disease of the Punjab is fever. Small-pox 
and cholera in a more or less epidemic form are rarely entirely absent 
fiom some portion of the Province 

Productions — Mineral Products. — Grold is found in the sands of 
the Ohenab and Indus ; iron and plumbago of an mfeiior kind aie obtain- 
ed in the hills ; nitre is got in abundance from the alluvial plains ; and 
salt of an impure kind from many localities The Salt Mountains, a 
range between the Jhelam and the Indus, yield tins last in great quanti- 
ty, besides alum, antimony, and sulpLui Vegetable Products — The 
most important objects of culture are wheat, barley, millet, rice, cotton, 
hemp, indigo, tobacco, sugar-cane, and pulses Oil-seeds, melons, cueum- 
hers, and saffion are also largely grown ; and fiuits, such as dates, figs, 
oianges, mangoes, and others, are common. Flax thrives, and tea is 
grown on the hills Large trees are scarce. 

Commerce — Imports — Silk, wool, cai pets, madder, asafoebida, fruit, 
and horses, are the chief imports from Afglianistan and the west ; cot- 
ton, woollen, and silk cloths, chintzes, metals, glass, cutlery, sugar, and 
spices from other parts of India. - Exports — These — ^pafrly the produce 
of the country and partly goods in transit — compuse grain, ghi, hides, 
wool, shawls, silk and cotton fabrics, caipets, cotton/ mdigo, tobacco, 
salt, and hoises. 
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iNDUSTny — Agricultural here, as in ma=5t other parts of India, occu- 
pies the gi eater poitiou of the population, but the manufactunng industry 
IS very consideiable and important Silk and cot tun goods arc evtensivoly 
made in most of the large towns, especially in Lahore, Amritsar, Multan, 
Shujabcid, and Leiah The silks of Multan are noted in Indian markets 
Cotton cloths of a stiongor and more durable texture than those of Bri- 
tain are made at Rahon and Ilosliiarpm. Carpets like those of Persia, 
shawls, little infenoi to tliosc of Kashmir, bfcades, and other nch silks, 
and aims of excellent quality are made at Lihorc. 

Peopli: — The average population IS nearly 189 to the square mile, 
consists of Sikhs, Jats, Giijius, Rajputs, and Pathans. The Sikhs are 
most numerous in blie Ban Doab , the Jabs are ehicfly agiicultuiists, and 
aie found in all paits of the country east of the Indus ; and the Pathans 
west of that river The Gujars aie devoted to agriculture. 

Religion — Kearly two-thirds of blvc people are hluhanimadans , one- 
half the lemaindei profess the Sikh religion, and the rest arc Hindus. 
The Sikhs have no distinctions of caste 

Language — Panjabi is the principal language. Uidii is <5i)okcn in the 
towns, and Pushtu by the Afghans across the Indus. In the south, near 
Sindh, it IS much mixed with Sindiii 

Education — As in other parts of India, popular education is under 
the control of a director There are two colleges one ab Lahore and im- 
obher ab Dehli The colleges and some of the zillah schools picpare their 
pupils for the Calcutta Uiiueisiby Examination. 

Administration — For fiscal purposes Punjab is duided into 6 Divi- 
sions under Commissioners, and Native Principalities In the centre, 
Lahore , eastwaids, Jullundei , south-east, Dellii , .along the western 
frontiei, Derajab and Peshawai , and noibh-wcsb of Lahore, Rawalpindi 
These divisions contain 31 Distucts , Lahore . Lahore, Amntsar, Gur- 
daspui, Mooltan, J hang and iMontgomery , Jullundei JuUiinder, Ludlii- 
ana, Hoshiarpur, Kangra, Feiozepur, and Hissar , Delhi . Delhi, 
Guigaon, Rohtak, Karnal, Umballa, and Simla , Rawalpindi, Rawal- 
pindi, Jhelum, Shahpiir, Gujrat, Sialkot, and Gujianwala ; Derajat, Der.a 
Ismailkhan, Diea Ghazikhan, Bannu, and Muzaffargarh , Peshawar, 
Peshwar, Hazara, and Kohat. All of which see sepaiately The total 
revenue of the Punjab is about four crores , and tbe expenditme neaily 
Rs. 22,500,000.

Products. — ^The staple products of the rabi, or spring harvest, are 
wheat, barley, and giam Mustaid, flax, lentils, safflower, and lucerne 
grass for fodder are also cultivated, together with small quantities of 
poppy and tobacco. For the Ichanf, or autumn harvest, rice, Indian 
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com, jom , pulses, cobton, and sugar-cane are fche all-imporbanfc crops. Tlie 
gram IS principally grown for home eonsumptionr while sugar and cotton 
form the staples of the export trade. 

OoMMERCE AND Trade ETC — As a commeicial centre, Amritsar 
takes precedence of every town in the Punjab, with the exception of Delhi. 
Bokhara, Kabul, and Kashmir to the west and north, and Rajputana on 
the south, supply its markets with their produce, and largely depend upon 
it for the purchase of theii Indian and European wars. It is also the 
great emporium for the home traffic of the Punjab proper, gathering 
local products of every kind for exportation, and supplying half the mer- 
chants of the Province with English piece-goods or other imports from 
Calcutta and Bombay. The principal items of the Indian trade are 
grain, sugar, oil-seeds, salt, tobacco, tea, cotton, silk, wool, metals, and 
leather The specialife of the city is the manufactnre of shawls from the 
fine woolen undergrowth of the goats found on the high plateau of Tibet. 
Important horse and cattle fairs are held on the chief festivals The local 
trade centres so entirely within the city, that the smaller towns are thrown, 
completely into the shade 

Climate — The climate of Amritsar is considered more temperate in 
the summer months than that of many other places in the Punjab ; and 
this fact is doubtless due to the compai ative proximity of the hills. Joined 
with the general extension of tillage and irrigation During the winter 
months the atmosphere is pleasant and healthy, and frosts are frequent

north-west of India, and the seat of the Sikh religion. The city was 
founded in 1574 by Ram Das, the fourth Sikh Guru on a site granted 
by the Emperor Akbar He also excavated the holy or sacred and hand- 
some tank fiom which the town derives its name, ‘ Pool of Immortality’ ; 
and in the middle of it erected a temple. In 1802 Ranjib Singh spent 
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large sums of money upon tlie great sl>rinc, and roofed it with sheets of 
copper glib, -whence the building douves its popular name Golden Temple 
called also the Dnrbar or Sikh temple. The building is small and con- 
Btrucbed of white marble ; a causeway of marble leads to tlic temple, 
and a maiblo pavement borders the lake. The Imvcr part of the temple 
IS of maible inlaid, like the Tnj, with piccioiis stones, and lierc nml there 
ovei laid with gold and silver. On the ground floor is a vaulted hall, 
with a gilded ceiling ornamented uith innumerable small mirrors, and its 
walls decorated wtli various designs. In the intenor, opposite the prin- 
cipal entrance, sits the presiding Guru, vith the open Granth, ( the 
scnptuies of tlie Sikhs or the book of law written by the Guru ) licfore 
him This IS chanted by him and his assistants, with an accompani- 
ment of musical instruments Worshippers, male andjffemalo, enter, cast 
down then offerings, and bow their heads to the ground before the Granth 
and Guru. There are five or six hundred Akalecs or priests attached to 
the temple Two minarets on the east of the tank are well worth a visit, 
the view from the top being exceedingly fine. There is a very fine clock- 
tower in the square leading to the tank. Besides its political import- 
ance as the sacred city of the Sikh faith, Amritsar forms the head-quar- 
teis of several heterodox or fanatical sects. 

The streets of Amritsar are generally narrow and crooked ; but of late 
years several improvements have been made. The city contains several 
tanks and temples, besides a lofby column, known as the Baba Atal, built 
over the tomb of a son of Gum Har Govmd. The chief public buildings 
are the court-houses and treasury, the Protestant and Roman Catholic 
Churches, police station, jail, hospital, Government school House, Muni- 
cipal Town Hall, the Santookshar tank, the new city Garden, and the 
Alexandra school of Girls, post and telegiaph ofGces, dak bungalow, and 
3 hotels. 

Amritsar is the depot for piece goods, copper, brass &c. for the 
Central Asian market as well as the surrounding country, and in its 
bazars aie to be seen shawls, chudders, &c , manufactured there, togeblier 
with goods from Kashmir, Gujiat, Sialkot and Delhi The other princi- 
pal Items of manufacture are woolen cloth, silk goods, and gold thread 
embroidery Two great religious fairs are held in Amritsar daring the 
months of November and April. 

The climate of Amritsar is considered more temperate in the summer 
months than that of many other places in the Punjab , and this fact is 
doubtless due to the comparative proximity of the hills ; joined with the 
general extention of tillage and iriigation. During the winter months 
the atmosphere is pleasant and healthy. A short distance ( 3 miles )

tan Pounded in the end of the 15th centiiiy by Ismail Khan, one of 
the sons of the Baluch adventurer Malik Sohiab, who called the town 
after his own name In 1823 the onginal city was swept away by a flood 
and all the existing buildings aie ot quite modem constuiction The 
town stands on a level plain, with a slight fall to the liver, but so badly ^ 
drained that pools of water collect for weeks aftei heavy ram, and many 
of the streets become impassable Suriounded by a thin mud wall, with 
enclosing an aiea of about 500 acres Tortuous and ill-ventilat- 
ed alleys, especially m the Hindu quaitei The cantonments, which he 
o the south-east of the town, contain .a total area of 4^ square miles. 
Lines exist for a regiment of Native cavaliy, two regiments of Native m- 
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isLutvy, and a hatteiy of aitillery. The cantonments also contain a clmrcli, 
staging b^ingalo^Y, and swminimg-Mi. European detachments garrison 
the small foit of Akalgaih, half a mile fiom the nort,h-^Ye3t angle of the 
town The ordinary gauison of the station consists of a mountain 
battery of artillery, a legiment of ITativc cavaliy, and two of infantry, 
belonging to the Punjab Frontiei Force. Detachments from these regi- 
ments gain ison the outposts of Tank, Giini, Jatta, Maiijln, and Drahad* 
Ten raihbia posts are also maintained, exclusive of border police posts. 

The ciyil station, which lies to the south of the native town, contain*? 
the offices of the Oommissionei and Depnty Oommissioncr, the court- 
house, treasuiy, jail, police lines, dak bungalow, dispensary, post and 
telegraph offices The Olimch hlissionaiy Society lias an important 
station, and supports a considerable school The native town is of quite 
modem constiuction, and contains but few buildings of intcicst. It is, 
however, one of the most ansfcociatic towns in tlie Punjab, with a largo 
number of resident native noblemen, Pathans, or Multans, including 
4 Eawabs 

The trade of Dora Ismail Khan lanks as of second-rate importance 
only, bub some foieign tiaflfic with Khoiasan passes through m the course 
of transit. Poiindah caiavans of Afghan merchants tiavcise the town 
twice a year, on their road to and from India Chief imports — ^English 
' and native piece-goods, Indes, salt, and fancy wares ; principal exports — 
gram, wool, and Manufacture of scat ves and inlaid wood-work.

The caivmgs repiesent idols and othef designs, and retain their freshness 
to a considerable degiee The ruin specially known as Kafiikot lies on 
the left bank of the Indu^, and is similar lu charadfcer to the others, hub 
smallei and less perfectly preserved

The extensive rums of two 
ancient Hindu forts or foi tided monasteries — the one about 9 miles southr 
of the mouth of the Kuram river, and the other immediately above the* 
town of Bilot — mate these hills archmologically interesting Both of the- 
ruins are locally called Kafir Kot, ‘ infidel’s fort ^ Bilot is also famous 
for its shrine of a holy Sayyid, who used to sail about the Indus in a stone 
boat. His descendant, known as the Makhdiim of Bilot, has inherited 
the sanctity as well as the stone boat of his ancestor, and enjoys a laqir 
worth about Ps. 2500 a year The Khisor range has a total length of 
about 50 miles, a breadth of 6 miles, and an elevation varygig from 
2,000 to about 3,500 feet lbs northern extremity Just into <ihe Dis- 
trict of Bannu. '

Bound- 
ed on the north-east by the Native State of Jammu or Kashmir, on the 
north-west by the rivei Jhelam, on the west by the Shalipiir District, 
and on the south-east by Ravi and Ohenab rivers Area, 2,051 square 
miles Population 760,575 The administiative head-quaiters are at 
the town of Gujrat, 70 miles from Lahoie. 

Products — Wheat foiras the staple crops of the raU^ while tlie com- 
mon millets, joar and bajra, make up the chief items with llianf Bailey, 
gram, rice, puless, oil-seeds, sugar-cane, cotton and other inferior kinds of 
gram are also grown in considerable quantity. 

Manufactures, Commerce, etc — The exports consists chiefly of 
gram, ghi, wool, and other agricultural produce The impoits come chiefly 
from Lahoie, Amritsar, Jammu, and Pmd Dadan Khan. The mineral 
IS produced foi the most part to the order of the Pmd Dadan Khan mer- 
chants, by whom it is exported to Mooltan and other large marcs after 
refinement Lime-lcilns, woiked by Government, yield lime for official 
buildings, but the supply is all used locally 

Climate — Gujrat generally beais an excellent reputation as a healthy 
District, but excessive irrigation m the neighbourhood of the head-qiiai- 
ters town is said to breed fever and ague. Small-pox prevails largely 
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ilorig the e3=?tern border, imported probably from Jammu fiom time io 
Lime. No tberinomotiic returns arc available, but the heat at Gujrat is 
jDUSidered moderate, even in the months of May and June, owing to the 
proximity of the lulls The average i ail fall vanes from 33 inches im- 
tiiediately below the Himalayas to 26 inches 01 less m the westein up- 
lands As a inle, the fall is legular, nox does the District suffer from 
drought so much as many of its neigliboiii s.

The principal building is the 
Impeual bath-house, a laige well with steps leading down to the watei," 
and the shnne of Pirsha Daula The railway station lies about a mile ' 
south-west, and the militaiy camping giound nearly a mile north-west of 
the city Gujrat contains 69 Muhammadan mosques, 52 Hindu temples, 
and 11 Sikh dhai amsalas, and Government and Missions schools, Guj- 
rat IS the great commeicial centre of the Distiict, collecting agricultural 
produce from the surrounding villages for export. It is also an entrepot 
for piece-goods, raw iron, and other European goods Some of the gi am 
dealers have veiy large dealings, and there aie several native banbng- 
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houses of high standing. A large tralTic in diicd fruits from Kn'ihmir 
also passes througli Gujrat. The chief local manufactures arc cotton 
cloth, shawl and pashmna weaving ; the two latter industne*?, however, 
are on the decline. The brass vessels of Gujrnb are well known, and the 
boot-makers supply boots and shoes to native regiments in difieront pai ts 
of the Punjab. Inlaid work in gold and iron, known as Gujrat ware, 
has acqui led a considerable reputation, and meets with a ready sale 
among Europeans as a specialite of Punjab art. 

— Town and municipality, situated about 8 miles 
north-east of Gujrat town. Population 18,000. It is the second prin- 
cipal town in the District, and cariics on a consideiable shawl manufac- 
ture, the woik of a Kashmir colony.

It IS of considerable antiquity, having been founded aboul a. d 1000 by 
Rajah Rewath The fort of Gokalgarh in the vicinity of the town was 
built by the Native Rajahs during the time of the Moghuls. Though 
now in rums, it exhibits marks of great strength Population 25,000. 
Rewaree is a place of considerable trade, particularly m iron and salt 
The brass and pewter vessels of Rewaree are also celebrated Together , 
With fine turbans, they form the principal manufacture of the town. 
There swe several banking and commercial firms of considerable import- 
ance, whose dealings extend to Bombay Calcutta, the Central Provinces, 
and the north and west Punjab. The Town HaU is handsome, as are the 
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Jain temples, close to fclie town. There is also a handsome tank sur- 
rounded by temples, and bathing-places for both men and women, Avith 
stone staircases Adjoining the tank, a large garden has been laid out 
as a public recreation ground Another pictuiesque tank, surioiinded 
by handsome mausoleums, is situated near the railway station. The 
principal buildings are the Government courts and offices, a police 
station, large Government school, dak bungalow, saiai, dispensary, and 
post office [ m. s. T. ]. There is also a bench of 6 honoraiy magis- 
trates. 

Sahibi ( 5051 ) — Hill stream in Gurgaon District ; rises in Raj- 
putana near the Sambhar lake, flows through the Rewaree tract, and 
empties itself into the Kajafgailiy/izi or lake on the borders of Delhi 
District. 

Shahjahanpur — Village with post office [ m s t. ]. 

Sohna. — Town and municipality, with sulphur spring, in Gurgaon 
ialisil , situated at the foot of the Mewat hills, 15 miles from Gurgaon 
town, on the main road to Ulwar. Ancient Rajput settlement, first of 
Hindu, then of Mtisalman Rajputs, whose prospeiity is attested by 
numerous old mosques Population 7,500 Sohna is a thriving little 
town, with considerable local trade in giam and sugai, and a manufac- 
ture of glass bangles The place is lemarkable for its hot sulphurous 
spring, situated in the middle of the town, and enclosed by a substantial 
reservoir, covered in with a dome-shaped roof. Several tanks foi medi- 
cinal bathing surround the cential building. Tlie water is considered a 
specific for the well-known ‘ Delhi ulcers. ’ It possesses remarkable 
curative properties in rheumatism and skin diseases, A bench of hono- 
rary magistrate, and post office [ m s. t. ] 

Sultanpur* — Village in Gurgaon District. In this and neighbour- 
ing Villages situated on the boiders of the Hajafgarh jhl, salt is manu- 
factured from brine in wells, evaporated by solar heat in shallow pans. 
Sultanpur salt finds a maiket in the upper Doab, Rohilkhand, the eastern 
Punjab, and even in Oudh and Mirzapur. The saline tract happens to 
be near the Hajafgarh jliil, but there is no connection between the 
jhil and the salt manufactured.

aie also giown lor local demand 

Manofacturcs and Trade — T he maniifactuies comprise scarves 
( hmgis ) and all kinds of native cotton fabiics, shoes, rope, and blankets. 
Theie is also a trade in wooden ware and ai tides ornamented with inland 
ivory Woollen caipets are manufactured in a school of Industiy The 
tiade of Hoshiai pm is chiefly confined to its law mateiials, including 
gram, sugar, hemp, safflower, fibres, t-obacco, indigo, cotton, and lac. 

OiiiMATE — The District, owing to its pioxunity to the hills, possesses 
a compaiatively cool and humid climate Malaiious fever prevails in an 
endemic form, and cholera occasionally appeals as an epidemic.

the ndge continues till it crosses the valley of the Sutlej ( Satlaj ) ; its 
northern slope sinking gradually into the Beas ( Bias ) basin, while its 
southward escarpment consists m places of an abrupt cliff about 300 feet 
in height The name Ohmtpurni belongs not so much to the range of 
hills, but to the village of that name situated on the range, in Hosbiarpur 
District, where is a famous shrine dedicated to the goddess Devi, to which 
thousands annually resort from considerable distances. Beyond the 
Sutlej, the chain assumes the name of the Halagarh Range.

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it jom^ the ma\u chain after a conr=5C of 40 miles. It bears the local 
name of the iJTili Hills The second spur, knonn as the Rotas lange, 
runs half-nay between the Nih Hills, and the river, parallel with both 
It contains the Famous foit of Rotas, and the lull of Tilla, the sanitarium 
of Jhelum District, with an ^delation of 3,242 feet above sea-level The 
third or Pabbi spill rises south of the Jehlam iiver, dips for a while on 
approaching the river valley, and rises once more on the northern bank, 
till It finally unites with the two other chains in the cential peak of 
Chel. Thence the united range runs westward m two paiallel ridges till 
it culminates in the mountain of Sakeswar in Sbahpnr Distiict, which 
has an elevation of 5,010 feet above sea-level. Between these lines of 
lulls, and topped by then highest summits, lies an elevated and feitile 
table-land, picturesquely inteisccted by ravines and peaks In its niidsc 
nestles the beautiful lake of Kallar K ihar. The streams which take their 
rise in the table-land, however, become brackish before reaching the 
lowlands 

Coal also occuis in the Salt Range both in oolitic and tertiiy strata ; 
the formei at Iv.alabagh, employed as a fuel for the Indus steameis, and the 
latter between Jalalpur and Puid Dadan Khan It is of infeiior quality, 
however, consisting of a brown lignite, difficult to set on fire, and yield- 
ing a very large pi opoition of ash Besides salt and coal, many other 
valuable minerals occur m these lulls.

Products — Wheat, barley, and gram form the staples of the spring 
harvest, tobacco and poppy being the only other impoitant items. Eor 
the kliai if harvest, sugar-cane ranks as the most valuable crop , while 
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millet, Indian com, and other common food-giains also cover a consi- 
derable area. The lowlands of the Sutlej produce limited quantities of 
rice, and cotton, and hemp are largely grown as autumn ciops, Bujia 
is almost unknown. 

Manufactures and Trade — Tlie traffic of the Di=:tnct consists 
mainly in its agricultural piodiice. Gram is imported from Ludhina,. 
Feiozepoie, and tlie adjoining Sikli States for cxpoic to tlie lulls. Sugar 
and molasses arc laigely raanutactured thioughout the district. Some of 
the larger villages have as many as fifty siigai-cane presses working: 
during the season. Ropes are made from the lef use of the sugar-cane. 
The only other manufacture which is extensively carried on is that of 
country cloth. Silver wire and gold and silver lace are also made to- 
some extent at Jullundur. English piece-goods and draught cattle con-* 
stitute the chief items of the impoit trade 
Climate — The proximity of the hills renders the climate of the Dis- 
trict comparatively moist. Malarious fever m an endemic form proves- 
the chief cause of mortality, but small-pox often appears as an epidemic^ 
and dysenteric complaints are of fiequent occurrence

Kangra stands second in order of aica, and ninth in oidcr 
of population, among the Disbiicbs of the Punjab Tlie administra- 
tive head-quarters are at the sanitarium of Dhairasala, about 12 miles 
north-east of Kangia town, and 150 miles from Lahoie. 

!Mim:ru.s — Valuable metal ores aie known to CMSt in the Kangra 
lulls, and are worked with suflicicnt results to meet local demands , bub 
difiiculties of carnage, and scant mess of fuel in the MCiniby of the works, 
have hitherto formed an cfTcctual bar bo the prospect of profitably work- 
ing the mines on a large scale Iron is the metal most laigcly worked, 
but antimony, lead, and copper are also found Gold in minute quanti- 
ties exists in the sands of the Beas Goal, or latlier lignite, is also pro- 
duced, but in insignificant quantities. In the neighbouihood of Jaw'.ila 
Mukhi, a towm 22 miles south of Kangra fort, tiieie occur at intervals, 
extending over some 30 miles of countiy six mmeial springs, issuing 
from the southern base of the Jawala Mukhi lulls They contain a con- 
siderable quantity of chloride of sodium or common salfe, together with 
iodine in the form of iodide of potas'^ium Hot sulphm springs aic 
numerous in Ixulu Sub-division, the best known of which aic at Maiii- 
karn, Basisht, and Kalat, the fust in the \ alley of the Parbati, and the 
two latter on the banks of the Bcas. At Mamkain the spiings aie above 
boiling point, and rice is cooked in the water simply by placing the gram 
in a bag and throwing it into the pool The springs aie much resorted 
to by pilgiims and diseased peisons from all paits of India 

PnoDocTS — The staple crops include wheat, bailey, rice, maize, sugar- 
cane, tea, and potatoes 

CoMMERcn, Tuadu, etc — The staple articles of exteinal trade include 
the agiicultuial products of the Distiict, — tea, nee, sugai, potatoes, spices, 
and drugs The return trade, winch centres on Jullundui and Hoshiai- 
pur, comprises grain, cotton, tobacco, and Euiopean piece-goods. A 
consideiable trans-fiontiei trade is earned on between Kangra and 
Ladakh and Yaikand, and a registration station has been established at 
Sultanpur in the Kulu valley The impoits aie ponies, boiax, cJiaias (an 
intoxicating preparation of hemp ), law silk, wool, etc The exports 
include — cotton piece-goods, indigo, skins, opium, metals, manuf.icbuied 
silk, sugai , and tea The trade is earned on pnncipally by Laluilis, by 
means of pack sheep and goats Tlie most important loutes are over 
the Baia Lacha and liohbang passes Pas/imma cloth, and shawls aio 
expoited from Knrpui and Tnloknath , coaise woollen cloth and blankets 
woven by the Gaddi heidsmen, and in many towns and villages, find a 
ready sale m the plains to winch they aie expoited Soap is manufac- 
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inied 111 the towns of Hamirpni, Bcia, and Nadaiin. Gold and silver 
jewellery and ornaments and haid-waie maniifactnies are earned on at 
Kangra, Snjanpm, and Tua Enamelling in blue on a gold or silver 
gionnd forms an impoitant industry in Kangra town, and excellently 
woiked gold and silver tinsel-punted clotlis are a especiality of tlie place. 
The non and slate mdu'^tiies are also earned on to a great extent. 

Climaie. — T he average annual lainfall amounts to 126 inches at 
Dhaimsala, 76 at Kangia, 52 at Hamirpni, and 108 at Palampur The 
endemic diseases of the District include fever and goitre , but Scinvy also 
pievails to a laige extent The widespiead cultivation of nee, by winch the

— Hill station, municipality and administiative head- 
quaiteis of Kangra District, lies on a spui of the Dhaol.i Dhar, lies 16 
miles from Kangra town, in the midst of wild and picturesque sceneiy. 
It occupies the site of an old Hindu sanctuaiy oi ( dharmsala whence the 
name), and oiiginally foimed a siibsidiaiy cantonment for the tioops 
stationed at Kangia In 1855, the District head-quai tei s were le- 
moved to the spot , and a small town rapidly collected aiound tlie civil 
station It now contains seveial private European residences, a chinch, 
two large bai lacks foi soldieis tempoiarily invalided fiom English legi- 
ments three bazais, public gaidens and assembly rooms, court-house, 
jail, treasury, hospital, and other public buildings Population 6,000 
including cantonments Tliere is also a considerable fluctuating popula- 
tion of visitois fiom the plains dining the siimmei months The town 
and cantonments stretch along the hill-side. The chin chyard contains 
a monument in memory of Lord Elgin, who died at Dhaimsala in 1863 
Picturesque waterfalls and otlier objects of interest he within leaeh of 
an easy excursion Dak bungalow and post office [ m s.

— Town and head-quaiteis of a police cucle, foimeily the 
capital of one of the Katoch States, known as Giilar or Haiipui Pound- 
ed by Han Chand, a Raja of Kangia who built the for ti ess on the 
banks of the Ban Ganga ton ent, 9 miles m a dii eet line south-west of 
Kangia town A yonngei bianch of the piincely family still lesides in 
the town. Haripui now possesses little importance School house, police 
station, and post office [ m. s t ] 
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Jalori ( or SuUt ) — Mounfeam range m Kangra District , one of 
tlie minor Himalayan cliain It is an offshoot of the Mid-Himalayan 
system, which tiaverses the Sub-di vision of Seora] m Kuln, and throws 
off a lofty spill to the north, sepaiated from the outer Himalayas or 
Dhaola-dhar range by the deep gorge of the Bias ( Beas ) It forms the 
dividing ridge beween the aflduents of that river and the watershed of the 
Sutlej \ Satlej ) The range is crossed by two loads , one, the Jalori 
pass ( height 10,980 feet ) leading towaids Simla , the other the Basleo 
( 10,880 feet ), towards Rampui, in Bashahr State. 

Jawalamukhi. — Ancient town m Dera taJml, situated on the road 
fiom Kangra town to Hadaiin, at the foot of a piecipitous range of hills, 
foiming the noi them limit of the Beas valley Population 2,500 The 
town possesses solid ruins testifying to its foi mei prosperity , now 
chiefly noticeable from the presence of aveiy holy shrine, surpassing in 
leputation even that of Kangra The temple stands above certain jets 
of combustible gas, issuing from the ground, and kept constantly burn- 
ing, as a manifestation of the goddess Devi The present temple belongs 
to Devi About 50,000 pilgiims attend the gieat festival in September 
or October Six hot mineral springs occni in the neighbouihood, im- 
pregnated with common salt and iodide of potassium The town retains 
some commercial importance as an entrepot for traffic between the hills 
and the plains. Police station, school, sarm erected by the Raja of 
Patiala, attached to the temple Eight dharmsalas or sanctuaries, with 
rest-houses for travellers Post office [ m s t ]. 

Kangra* — Town and municipality of the District of the same name 
formerly the capital of a considerable Katoch State The town, anciently 
known as Hagai kot, occupies both slopes of a hiU, overlookmg the 
Banganga toirent. The older poition covers the southern declivity, 
while the submb of Bhawan and the famous temple of Devi lie upon the 
northern slope The foit, to which alone in strictness the name of 
Kangra belongs. Clowns a preciptious rock rising sheer above the Ban- 
ganga, and dominating the whole suiiounding valley, of which from time 
immemorial it has formed the key The temple of Devi, twice plundered 
by the Musalmans, ranks among the oldest and most wealthy shrines in 
India. The town is the centie of local trade Kangra is noted for its 
jewellery work, and its excellent blue enamel The public buildings con- 
sist of a circuit-house, TaJisih, police station, dispensary, school-house, 
sarm, staging bungalow, and post office [ m s t J. The fort is gairi- 
soned by a detachment of the Gmkha regiment stationed at Dharmasala. 
Kangra is a station of the Church Missionary^ Society, one of whose 
missionaries generally resides heie 

Kanzam. — Pass over the Kanzam range between Spiti and Lahul 
Elevation, about 15,000 feet An easy road, closed for some months 
m winter by snow, opens into the valley of the Ohandia Prom the 
summit of the pass a magnificent view is obtained of immense glaciers 
and snowy peaks upwards of 20,000 feet in height, using abruptly fiom 
the opposite bank of the Ohandia iiver. 

Kardang^ — Pillage lies on the left bank of the Bhaga, almost imme- 
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liatcly Kyolfin^ It is tlic largost and most striking Tillage in the 
Liihnl valloy, with bcttei built houses than m other villages. 

KLolang. — Village situated on the riglii bank of the Bliaga river, 10 
miles abc)\ c K) clang One of the principal places in Lahu tract, and 
the i evidence of the Thakur or head-man ( negi ) of the whole Lahul 
Vallci 

Kotla — Village with dak bungalow and post office [ ni. s. ]. 

K.ulu. — A ^allo^ and tahsil of Knngia District The subordinate 
officials include — the talt<^iklar of Knlu, wlio«e head-quarters are at 
Snlbanpnr , the naib taJi^uhla) of Seoia], whose head-quarters are at 
Plach , (he negt, or head-man of Lahul , and the noiio of Spiti. These 
officers prc=iidc over 0 civil and 3 criminal courts. Post office [ m s t. ]. 

Kyelang. — Village situated on tlie riglit bank of the nver Bhaga, 
about four miles aboic its luiiction nith the Chandra, and on the mam 
trade route between the Rohtang and Bara Lacha passes The village 
lias been a station of the Moravian Mission for many yeais The 
ini<5sion-hoiise is a substantial re=^idence, the lower part of which is used 
as a chapel School and post office [ m ]. 

Xialiul — Village in Kangra District Foi administrative purposes 
it forms part of Knlu tah^nl. A residence of an honorary magistrate, 
and post office kept open in the summer months 

liambagraon — Townwuh honoi.ny magistrate’s court and post 
office £ m. s t ] 

IVZandi — Village with post office £ m s t ]. 

Nadaun. — Town situated on the left bank of the Beas nver, 20 
miles fiom K.angra town. Head-qunrteis of the Jagir of late Raja Sir 
Jodhbir Chand, who was recently succeeded by Ins son Amar Ohand. 
Population undei 2,000 Handsome temple, and covered well, honoiaiy 
magistrate’s court, Jagudat s police station, school-house, and post office 
[ m s t ] ^lanufactuics of soap and of oinamental bamboo pipestem. 

TTaggar. — Town in the Knlu sub-di\ision , situated on the left 
bank of the Beas nver, 12 miles due north of Sultan pur, the head-quar- 
ters town Former capital of the Kuln Rajas The ancient palace of 
the Rajas cioivns an eminence looking down upon the nver from a height 
of about a thousand feet It commands a magnificent view, and itself 
forms a stuking feature from the town. Post office [ m. s ]. 

JJTagrota — ^^^illage with post office [ m. ]. 

Pfurpur. — Town and municipality, also head-quai ters of the ia/istl of 
the same name, situated on a small tiibutary of the Ohakki torrent, 37 
miles west of Dharmasala samtannm Kurpiu was formeily the capital 
of a small PTative State It is picturesquely peiched upon the side of a 
hill, crowned by the rums of a fine old fort Hmpur is noted foi its 
shawls of Pashmina wool and other woolen cloths It contains a large 
bazar^ tahsih combs and offices, a police station, dispensary, school- 
house, dak bungalow, two saiats, and post office [ m s. t ]. 

Palampur.^ — ^Town situated on the outer slope of the Dhaola Dhar, 
79 miles from Hosliiaipur Important as the centre of the rising tea 
plantations of the Piilam valley. Contains dak bungalow, a club, and 
post office [ m. s. t, ]. 
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Farangla* — Pass ovei the WesLein Himalayan range fiom Kibbar 
in Spiti to Rupslm in Ladakh Practicable for laden yul<i and pomes. 
Elevation above sea-level, about 18,500 feet 

Parbati. — River m Kangra Di^tiicb, draining Kuln Piopcr , rises 
in Waziri Rnpi, on the slopes of a Mid-IIimalayan peak, over 20,000 
feet in height. Runs in a geneially westeily direction, and falls into the 
Beas below Sultanpui Length, 90 miles. 

Pin ( Pinu or Pm ) — Rivei m Kangra District , the most import- 
ant tributary of the Spiti Rises in the angle of the Mid-Hinialaya and 
Manirang ranges, and 301ns the Spiti after a couise of 45 miles.

H>aui. — River in the Punjab , one of the five great streams, f 1 om 
which the Piovmce deiives us name It rises in the Kuln sub-division,

XtOhtang« — Pass in Kangra Disti ict, over the Himalayan ranges 
Lies between Koksai in Lahul and Palchan m Kiilu A made road 
runs over it, piacticable foi laden mules and ponies. Tlie range on 
either side rises to a height of 10,000 feet, while several peaks within 
12 miles exceed 20,000 feet The main road from Sultanpnr and 
Kangra to Leh and Yarkand crosses this pass, and then pi oceeds by 
the valleys of the Chandia and Bhaga to the Bara Lacha, w’hence it 
descends into Ladakh The Roh tang pass is generally open fan ly well 
until the end of Decembei .

Picturesque town, having a handsome old parade ground, a giassy plain 
surrounded by noble tiees Local tiade Centre of considei able impoit- 
ance , colony of workers in gems and jewelleis, intioduced by the 
Katoch princes fiom Gujiat and Delhi Post office [ m s t ] 

Sultanpur, — Town in Kulu TaJisil , situated on the right bank 
of the Beas river, at an elevation of 4,092 feet above sea-level Sultanpui 
IS perched upon a natuial eminence, and was one suirounded by a wall, 
so that it must have f 01 merly been a place of some stiength Only two 
gateways now remain of the ancient fortifications Laige rambling 
palace, with sloping slate loof and walls of hewn stone Considerable 
tiansit trade between the plains and Central Asia, vm Leh Impoitaut

Population 15000 
Manufacture of lac ornaments and toys Small trade in gram, Sxl-am- 
moniac, live stock, and blankets. Refineries of salrpetre. Contains 
courthouse, tahsili, police station, dispensary, school, snrai^ and post 
office [ m s t ] 

Karnal — Town, municipality, and administrative head-quarters of 
the Talml and Distiict of the ‘'Ome name Founded, according to tradi- 
tion, by Raia Kama, Champion of the Kaiiravas m the great war of the 
jl/a/in6/iarata, and cerbaiuly a city of iramcmoiial antiquity The town 
stands upon high giouiid, juat above the old bank of the Jumna Tlie 
river now flows 7 miles away to the east , but the western Jumna Canal 
passes just beneath the town, and, intercepting the drainage, can'=ie5 
malarious fever, which has given Karnal an evil reputation. A wall 12 
feet m height encloses the town, and forms the back of many houses. Popu- 
lation 24,000 The stieets of the town are well paved, but nearly all are 
narrow and toituous The sanitary ai ran gements aiegood The civilstation 
stretches to the north of the town, where the cantonment lormerly lay,

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fcliG old bank of the Jumna, upon a high mound composed of tho 
dchns ol centuries Panipab town is of gieat antiquity, dating back to 
tho period of the war between tlie Pandavas and tlie Kauravas, Avhen it 
formed one of tlie well-known jjais or pi asthas demanded by Yudhisthira 
from Puiyodliana as the price of peace The modern town of Pam put is 
built upon a small promontory due south of Karnal, round winch runs 
the old bed of the Jumna. From all sides the town slopes gently upwards 
towards an old foi t, winch is its highest point, and with low and squalid 
outskirts receiving the drainage of the higher portion The town is en- 
closed by an old wall with l.o gates, and subpibs extend in all direc- 
tions except to the east It is intersected by two mam bazars crossing 
each other m the centre The streets are all well paved or metalled, bub 

are narrow and crooked Population 25,000 The local manufactures 

consists of copper utensils, counbiy cloth, blankets, cutlery silver beads, 
and glass ornaments for women’s dress. Panipat was formerly the head- 
quarters of the District, which was tran^feried bo Karnal m 1854, owing 
to the growing unhealbhiness of the former place. The principal public 
buildings apart from the ordinary sub-divisional combs and offices, are 
the municipal hall, police station, school, rest-house, laige sarai or native 
mn, and post office [ms b ]. 

Pihewa ( Pehoa ) — Ancient town and place of pilgrimage, situat- 
ed on the sacred river Saraswati ( Sursuti ), 13 miles west of Thanes- 
war , Pihewa was anciently known as Piibhudaka The place stands 
within the boundary of the Kurukshetia, and ranks second in sanctity to 
Thaneswar alone There are no buildings with any chum to antiquity in 
the modern town There are some veiy cuuous lemains of old pillars, 
and the people point out places wlieie they say that digging would result 
in the discovery of ancient sculptures There is one curious old doorway 
profusely covered with male and female figures sculpbuied in high lelief, 
and the remains of a much larger gateway in the same style, but much 
simpler in design These piobably belonged to a great temple of Krishna, 
whose image occupies the centre position in the lintel of both doorways. 
Population under 4,000 The palace, formerly occupied by the Kaithal 
Raja, is now used as a travellers’ rest-house. A large annual fair for 
bathing in the Saraswati oidinarily attracts fiom 20,000 to 25,000 pil- 
giims Widows assemble at the fair to bewail their husbands The 
Saraswati contains little water, but is dammed up to secure a sufficiency 
for the bathers , it, is, however, extremely filthy, and the stench at the 
close of the season becomes almost unendurable 

Pundri — Town situated on the bank of an extensive tank, known 
as the Pundrak talao, which gives its name to the town, and which near- 
ly half surrounds it with bathing places and flights of steps leading to 
the water Population 5000 The town is surrounded by a mud wall 
with four gates, and nearly all the streets are paved. Several large buck 
houses, and a brick sa? a?, school, police station, and post office [ m. 
s t ]

Hhatak ZSills. — A range or senes of ranges in Kohat and Pesha- 
war Distncts, Punjab , so called from the Afghan tube who inhabit them. 
They bound Peshawar Distuct to the south, and extend from tlie Sufed 
Koh s}stem to the Indus In Kohat they consist of an mtiicate net- 
work of barien .and almost pcrpendicnlai udges, intersected by deep 
valleys, whose sides aie clothed with jungle and scoied by mnmneiable 
ravines The Teri Toi rivei divides the system into two mam groups, 
the southern of which contains the famous salt mines of Nam, Bahadur 
Khel, and Khairnk , while the mines of Malgin and Jabta ho among the 
spins of the noi them range The peaks of the south-eastein gioup sel- 
dom exceed 3,000 feet ; but Swanai Sir, m the opposite range, has an 
elevation of 4,785 feet above sea-level 

The salt, which gives these mountains their chief importance, occurs 
as a sohd lock, uncovered and exposed in many places, so as to be quarii- 
ed rather than mined The deposit may probably rank as one of the 
lar^-est m the world It has a blmsh-grey coloui, bat grinds white. 
Large quantities aie expot ted to the Punjab towns, to Afghanistan, and 
to the surrounding countiies generally The head-quaiters of the salt 
establishment axe at Jatta 

SSLliushalgafli — Village and railway station, 32 miles from Kohat. 
Dak bungalow and post office [ m s. t. ] 

Kohat. — Town, municipality, military cantonment, and administra- 
tive head-quarteis of the talisil and District of the same name , situated 
near tlie north bank of the Kohat Toi nver, 2 miles from the southern 
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base of the Afridi Hills. Distant from Peshwar 37 miles south, from 
Banuii 84 miles, and fiom Rawalpindi 105 miles. Population ( town and 
suburub ) 14,000 , cantonments 4,000 The piesent town built on un- 
dulating ground with excellent natuial drainage One good main street 
Small tiade Manufacture of gun and rifle barrels, at a village near the 
site of the old town The cantonments and civil station he to the east 
and noitli-east of the native town, occupying an elevated site There is 
accommodation foi about 3,000 troops, including a battery of artillery, 
1 legiment of cavalry, and 3 legiments of mfantiy, together with a 
gariison company of artillery, stationed in the fort. The fort, erected by 
the Biitish Government, stands north of the cantonment and town 
Climate pleasant , but the water-supply is polluted and the general un- 
healthiness of the station has been attributed to this cause. Besides 
the usual public offices, the town contains a jail, schools, dispensary, 
dak bungalow, and post office [ m. s. T. ]. 

Kohat Toi. — Rivei uses beyond the British fiontier, in the valley 
which sepal ates the two parallel ranges of the Orahzai Hills , and falls 
into the Indus, 36 miles south-east of Kohat m a straight line. 

Iiachee — Village with post office [ m. ]. 

IMEalgin. — Salt mine in Kohat District , one of the series occurring 
in the hills which bound the valley of the Ten Toi Its quarries haie 
been visited from time immemorial , but Shahbaz Khan of Ten ( 1780 
AD.) first made them a souice of income Khattaks, Afiidis, and 
Ban gashes chiefly rsoit to this mine, and convey the salt on bullocks and 
donkeys to Peshwai, Swat, Bonaii, and Pakhli. The salt depot stands 
4 miles fiom the quariies , its officials include a daioga, a molmrn, a 
jamadar, 20 Sepoys, and a weighman 

Narri. — Salt mine in Kohai; District , one of the senes extending 
along eithei bank of the Ten Toi nvei lies on the southein side oi the 
range of salt-beanng hills north of the iivei, 31 miles west-south-west 
Malgin mine, and 34^ miles fiom Kohat town Pieventive establish- 
ment of 13 men The quanies of pure lock-salt extend ovei an aiea 2 
miles long by half a mile bioad The mnieial is excavated by blasting, 
and the mine is resorted to by Afndis, Khataks, Bangashes, Mohmands, 
and Swatis 

Oosterzie-Payan — ^Village with post office [ m. t. ] 

Shadipur — Village with post office [ m. ]. 

Shakardarra — Village ivith post office [ m ]. 

Teri. — Town situated on the left bank of Ten Toi river, 34 miles 
from Kohat town. Population 4,000 Residence of the Kawab of Ten. 
Clowns a high mound overlooking the iivei , and contains about 1,200 
houses, 11 mosques, and a few shops all of which rise in tiers along the 
Sides of the mound The hazai occupies the centie of the town, which 
also contains honorary magistrate’s couit, numerous guest-houses, a dis- 
pensary, police station, school, and post office [ m ] 

Ten Toi, — River formed by the junction of two streams, which rise 
on the eastein bolder of Upper Mironzai, and unite about 10 miles due 
west of Ten town Thence the river flows eastward thiough a veiy 
nairow valley, and joins the Indus, 12 miles above Mokhad. The sui- 
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ronndmg Wins belong to the salt-beanng range of Koliat, and contain 
the miles of Malgin, Jatta, and iNarn 
Thull — Village with post office [ m ].

LAHORE — District m the Division of the same name, Punjab. 
Bounded on the north-west by Gujranwala, on the north-east by Amrit- 
sar, on the south-east by the river Sutlej, and on the west by Mont- 
gomery District Area, 3,(578 square miles , and population 1075,379. 
Lahore stands eleventh in order of area, and third in order of population, 
among the districts of the Punjab The administrative head-quarters are 
at Lahore city, the capital of the Punjab 

Products — The great crop of the District is the rabi or spring 
harvest The principal staples of this harvest are wheat, gram, barley, 
mustard seed and vegetables The hhai %f or autumn harvest is mainly 
devoted to inferior grains and fodder for cattle Rice of best kinds are 
giown along the banks of the Degh, and in the hangar tract of Sharakpur 
tahsil. Joar is the principal Lliartf crop , also moth, and Indian corn. 
Of non-food crops cotton is the most important The piincipal fruits 
cultivated in the Distnct are — mangoes, peaches, oranges mulberries, 
plums, loquats, melons, guavas, pine-apples, phalsa, pome-granates, 
sweet limes, and plantains 

Commerce and Trade — The tiade of the District centres mainly in 
the city of Lahore Since the opening of the Ban Doab Canal, enormous 
quantities of wheat and oil-seeds aie expoiled from the Majha up-lands. 
The chief manufactuies comprise sdk, cotton, wool, and metal work, none 
of them of moie than local impoitance. 

Climate — The District beais a good reputation for general healthi- 
ness, though the heat for four of five months reaches an excessive in- 
tensity, the theimometer sometimes ranging even at night as high as 
105P September and October iorm the unhealthiest season of the 
year, and the valleys of the two gieat nveis are centres of endemic 
diseases 

Administration — The District is divided into 4 fa/isiZs of Sharakpur, 
Ohunian, Lahoie, and Kasur Revenue about 12|- lakhs District ^taff — 
Commissioner of the Division with 2 Assistant 1 Deputy and 3 Extra 
Assistant Commissioners, Divisional and Sessions Judge, District Judge, 
Judge of the Small Cause Court, Settlement Collector with an Extra- 
Assistant, Tahsildar, 3 Munsiffs, District Supeiintendent of Police with 
2 Assistants, 3 Executive Engineers with an Assistant, Inspector of 
Schools, Civil Surgeon and Superintendent of Jail, 2 Chaplains, 8 Hono- 
rary Magistrates, Assistant Superintendent Telegraph Department, 
2 Telegraph Masters, and Assistant Conseivator of Forests. [ For fur- 
ther information legaiding the Lahore city see Lahore J.

Kasur. — Town and municipality, also railway station, and adminis- 
trative head-quarters of the tahsil of the same name , situated upon the 
north bank of the old bed of the Beas, 48 miles from Lahore Tiadition' 
refeis its oiigin to Kush, son of Rama, and brother of Loh or Lav, the 
founder of Lahore Kasur is now the most important town in the 
District after Lahore. It consists of 12 hamlets, tour of which ]omed 
together form the main town, while the others aie scattered a slioit dis- 
tance around. Population 18,000 The town is the centre of a local 
trade in country produce The only mannfactuie is leather, especially 
harness, foi which the place has a consideiable reputation An Assist- 
ant Commissioner is stationed here m charge of sub-division His court, 
the Tahsih, Munsifi, honorary magistrate’s conit, police station, school, 
dispensary, dak bungalow, and post office [ m s t ], are the public 
buildings The town contains a school of mdustiy founded by a 
Deputy Commissioner, and maintained out of local chanties It chiefly 
produces rugs and carpets in imitation of those of Persian manufacture. 

Khalra — Village with post office [ m s t ]. 

Ehem 2£arn. — Town and municipality, situated on the old bank of 
the Beas, *1 miles from Kasui, and 34 miles from Lahore city Population 
•about 6,000 The town is surrounded by a thick, masonry wall, buttress- 
ed at intervals The town has a fine haoli or public leseivoii with steps 
leading down to the water’s edge. It is not, however a place of much 
commercial importance, although a flouiishing manufacture of country 
blankets affords employment to about three hundred families The public 
buildings include a municipal hall, school, police station, rest-house, and 
post office [m. s t.l. The Kasui branch of the Ban Doab Canal passes 
the town. 

SLudian. — Town and municipality, situated on the road fiom Peroze- 
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,poie to Mooltan. Population about 3,500 It is an old town surrounded 
by a buck wall, with well-buik bouses, and seveial Luge lesidences The 
town contains scbool, police station, and post office [ m ] The Katora 
Inundation canal passes close to the town on tbe south 

Kot Biadlia ILislin — Village and lailway station, 34 miles from 
Lafioi e. Post office [ m ] 

Xiahore ( Old name Panchalnaqai ) — City and capital of Punjab 
Piovmce, also lailway junction station [ W R. ], municipality and ad-> 
minisbiative head-quaibers of tbe Division, tbe Distnct, and tahsil of tbe 
same name , situated 6 miles sontb of tbe iivei Ravi, amid the debus 
and luins of tbe ancient city A tiamway luns fiom tbe lailway station 
to tbe native town 1 mile west Hindu Tradition traces the origin of 
Lahore to Rama, tbe hero of the Ramayana, whose two sons Lob 
and Kush founded tbe sister towns of Lahore and Kasur. The name 
has probably been coriupted from Lobawar or from still eaiber Sans- 
kiit foiin, Lobawarana. Tbe first reference to it is in the Itineraiy of 
tbe Chinese pilgum Hiouen Tbsang, m the 7tb centuiy It seems then 
to have been go veined by a family of Chauban Rajputs, from whom it 
was wrested by the Moslems of Grbazni, but it did not attain to magni- 
ficence till the reign of the Moghuls The Great Akbar enlarged and re-, 
paiied the foit His sou Jahanghir elected the Khtoabgah oi Sleeping 
Palace, the Moh Masjid or Pearl Mosque, and the tomb over Anarkali, 
a favourite slave girl of his fathei who was bmied alive for returning 
Jahangu’s smile Her tomb is neai the station church Jahanghii’s 
mausoleum, a Shahdra, still forms one of the chief oinaments of Lahoie. 
His sou Shah Jahan elected the Saman Biiij, containing the exquisite 
pavilion inlaid with floweis, and the ShisJi Mahal, afteruaids the recep- 
tion room of Ranj it Singh With the reign of Auiangzob, who erected 
the Juma Masjid or Great Mosque, the aichitectuial histoiy of Lahore 
may be said to close After the bieaking up of the Moghnl empire 
upon his death the Sikhs began to gam powei They weie the disuples of 
Hanak, who flounshed in the time of Babar ( 1526 ) In 1675 Guru 
Govind, the tenth spiritual chief in succession from Nanak, formed the 
sect of the Sikhs ( disciples ) into a rehgipus and mihtaiy common- 
wealth 01 Khalsa (pure In 171)9 Ranjit Smghwas made Governor of 
Lahoie by an Afghan invadei, and in couise of time became Sovereign 
of the Punjab In 1846 the British Council of Regency was established 
at Lahoie, and in 1849 the young Maharajah Dhuleep Singh transferred 
the Goveinmcnt of the Punjab to the East India Company 

The city is surrounded by a wall about 16 feet high, having thirteen 
gates oi entrances Within the city the chief sights are the uTosque of 
Aurangzeb, the mausoleum of Ranjit Singh and the luins of tlie Moghul 
palaces Outside the wall in a southerly direction lies tlie Euiopean 
quarter A long street joins the city to the civil station of Anarkali. 
Hcie are the Secietaiiat, Financial Offices, Chief Court and St James’ 
Church, once Anai kali’s tomb About three miles eastward aie the 
Lawrence Gaidens, and Goieiument House. 

As Lahoie is the seat of the Punjab Government, the follow- 
ing ofiiceis at the head-quaiters of Goveinment are stationed heie 
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Lieutenant-Governor of tlie Punjab and its Dependencies, Private Secre- 
tary, Aide-de-Oamp, Chief Secretary to Government, Secretaiy to Gov- 
ernment ( PuVilic Works Department) with an Assistant and also Under- 
Secietary, Revenue Secretary to Government, Junior Secretary to Gov- 
ernment (Civil Department with an Assistant), Under-Secretary to Gov- 
ernment ( Civil Department ), Under-Secretary to Government (Revenue 
Department ), Inspector-General of Police and Under-Secretary to Gov- 
ernment ( Police Department) with a Personal Assistant, Director of Pub- 
lic Instruction and Under-Secietary to Government (Educational Depait- 
ment ), Assistant Secretary to Government ( Financial and Local Funds 
Departments ) Mir Munshi, 5 Judges of Chief Court, Registrar of Chief 
Court, 2 Advocate and Legal Advisers to Government ( Senior and 
Junior ), 2 Financial Commissioners with 3 Secretaries and 1 Assistant 
Secretary, Director of the Depaitment of Land Records and Agricul- 
ture, Accountant-Geneial and Deputy Commissioner of Paper Currency, 
Deputy Accountant-General, Assistant Accountant-General, Chief'. 
Superintendent, Inspector-Geneial of Civil Hospitals, Inspector-General 
of Piisons, Conservator of Forests, Postmaster-General, Sanitary Com- 
missioner, Inspector-General of Registration and Superintendent of 
Stamps, &c., Lord Bishop, and Examiner with a Deputy North-Western 
Railway — Manager with 2 Deputies, Tiaffic Superintendent, Locomotive

The chief public buildings and institutions include the Punjab 
University with its Senate Hall ( endowed by s veral Native Rajas and 
Nawabs ), the Oriental College, the Lahore Government College, the 
Medical School, the Central Training College, Law School, Vetennaiy 
School, the Lahore High School, the Mayo Hospital ( a fine building 
near the Anarkali bazai capable of accommodating llO patients ), the 
Museum, the Robert’s Institute for European clerks, the Lawience and 
Montgomeiy Halls, and the Agu-Horticultural Society Opposite the 
Museum is the celebiated gun “ Zamazamah, ” which was regarded as 
the talisman of the Sikh empire Through the centre of the civil station 
IS a wide road ( the Mall ), to the north of which is the railway station. 
The population of city and submbs is about 176,800 Lahore possesses 
comparatively little tiade, its business being almost confined to the 
importation of supplies foi the consumption of the inhabitants Small 
manufactures of silk and gold or silver lace form the chief source of ex- 
port trade Accommodation foi travellers is provided by numerous 
hotels , and besides several places of business of European tiadesmen and 
merchants, the Bank of Bengal, Agra Bank, Simla Bank, Alliance Bank 
of Simla, Delhi and London Bank, and Punjab Banking Company have 
all branches m Lahoie An excellent dak bungalow, a club, post and 
telegrah offices

saint fiom whom the cantonment has its name The mausoleum of the 
holy man is a handsome domed building of white mirble and led Agra 
sandstone, with a mosque in tlie courtyard Meean Meer is comprised 
within the limits of Lahore city, but is not included within the muni- 
cipality Post office [m s.

In the centre is a leservoir bordeied by an elaboiately indented 
coping and studded With pipes foi fountains A cascade falls into it over 
a slope of marble corrugated in an ornamental carved diaper Tho 
gardens are a favouiite resort for fetes and p cnics, and the luxuriant 
foliage of the mango and orange trees lends itself with admirable effect 
to illuminations 

ShamkOt— Village with post office [ m ]. 
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Sharakpur — Town, municipaliby, al=o hcacl-quart/*rg of fchc 
of blie same name , situated on tlic bank of tlie river Degh. Popu- 
labion about 5000. The town is sm rounded by a high and thick mud 
wall, mteisecbed by streets paved with brick. Tlic public buddings in- 
clude the sub-diVisional courts and odfices, police station, sciiool, dis- 
pensary, and post office [ m. s t. ] The best rice produced m the Dis- 
trict IS giown in the ncighbouihood of this boun. Slinrakpur is the only 
town of any importance in the tians-Ravi tiaci of Lahore, and tiie centre 
of a consideiable tiade in local produce.

LTJDIIIANA — District in the Jiillundur Division, Punjab Bound- 
ed on the north by the riVci Sutlej , on the cast by the Di^ibrict of 
TJmballa , on the south hy the Native States of Patiala, Jliind, N.iblia, and 
Maler Kobla , and on the wcstiiy the Distiict of Fero/.opore Aica, 1,15.J 
scpiare miles Population 648,722. Tlic Distiicb sffinds twenry-niuth 
in Older of aiea, and fifteenth iii order of population among the Districts 
of Punjab The admimstiative hcad-quai ters are at the town of Ludhi- 
ana, 123 miles fiom Lahoie. 

Products. — ’The principal ciops of the Distiict are wheat, gram, 
bailey, yoai, ncc cotton, inxiq, math, iicc, wia.sm, tobacco, sugar-cane, and 
Indian coin Uutil the opening of the Siiliind Ocaual, iirigation was 
confined to the leather bucket 

Manufacturl and Tradc — The raanufacbuies aio by no means in- 
considerable, including shawls, pasJmina cloth, stockings, gloves, cotton 
goods, furniture, carnages and fiieaims. The e\poits ot the Distiict 
include gram, cotton, wool saltpetre, and indigo The principal impoi ts 
aie English goods, spices, and the led madder dye, which are bi ought 
up the Sutlej to the ghat opposite Ludhiana. 

Climate — In the up-land portion of the District, the atmospheie is 
diy and healthy In the Sutlej valley, the network of water-corn ses 
renders the air extiemely noxious afbei the floods of the ramy-season, 
and deaths from fever are fiequent often assuming an epidemic form. 
The temperature vanes fiom intense heat in the suuimei months bo com- 
paiatively severe cold in Decembei and Januaiy. Ophthalmia is of 
common occuu once owing to the quantity of sand dust, with winch the 
atmosphere is laden duung the prevalence of diy winds. 

Administration — The Distiict is divided into 3 tahsils of Ludhiana, 
Jagraon, and Samrala Bevenue, 13 lakhs DistnU Staff — 'Deputy 
Commissionei, Extra Judicial Absistaut, 3 Extia Assistant Oommis-

The fort lies to the noith of the 
town on an open and detached space, cleared after the mutiny Popula- 
tion 44,000, of whom much the greater poition are Muhammadans. 
Ludhiana was founded in 1,480 by Yusaf and Nihang, princes of the 
Lodhi family, then reigning at Delhi The shiine of a Muhammadan

■wala The imports comprise sugar, salt, oil, English piece-goods, 
metols, indigo, and fruits Country cloth is woven in all the villages, 
both for home consumption and for exportation Pakpattan is famous 
or its lacquered wood-woik, and has also a laige manufacture of cotton 
and coaise striped silk 

Climate — The local rainfall varies greatly from year to yeai, and is 
generally Very deficient From May to the middle of October the head- 
uring the day is intense, but the nights aie fairly cool During the 
remainuig four months, from November to February, the days aie pleas- 
an , and the nights cold with fiequent frosts The prevailing endemic 
iseascs include fever, small-pox ( foi which the Distiict has the repu- 
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tation of being one of the tyorst in tbe Punjab ), bowel complaints, 
broncliiiis, and pneumonia.

IWContgomery — Town and lailway station [ R. 1, also head-quar- 
ters of the talml and district of the same name, 103 miles from Lahore 
Population 3,000 The situation is almost unequalled for dust, heat, and 
geneial diearmess. Offices, public buildings, and houses stand dotted 
about a wateiless and treeless plain At present commercially uniiiipoit- 
ant, but likely to advance if irrigation be extended to the surrounding 
tiact. Court-house, treasuiy, police station, iahsih, jail, dispensary, 
school, dak bungalow, sarai, church, and post office [ m s. t. ].

modern name of Pakpattan ( ‘ Ferry of the Pure ’ ) is deiived from the 
saint Parid-ud-din, one of the most famous devotees of Northern India, 
who was instrumental in the conversion of the whole Southern Punjab 
to the faith of Islam Pilgrims from all parts of India, and even fiom 
Afghanistan and Central Asia, flock to this shiine , and during the great 
festival of the Muhai ram, as many as 60,000 persons have been estimated 
as present On the afternoon and night of the last day the character- 
istic ceremony of the festival takes place A well adjoining the shrme 
is pierced by a narrow opening, knovm as ‘the Gate of Paradise’ , and 
whoever can force his way thiough this aperture duiingthe presciibed 
hours IS assured of a free entrance into heaven The crush is natuially 
excessive, and often results in sever injuiies to the faithful. The lineal 
descendants of the saint enjoy the revenues of the shrine, and possess a 
high reputation for sanctity Pakpattan town is picturesquely situated 
on a slight elevation overlooking the plain, but disappoints the visitor’s 
expectations upon closer acquaintance The streets, howevei, are well 
paved, and although many of them are crooked and narrow the drainage 
and sanitary aiiangements are excellent Population 6,000 Pakpattan 
is a town of considerable commercial importance, collecting wheat and 
pulses from the surrounding villages, gur and refined sugar from 
Hoshiaipur and Jullundur, piece-goods fiom Calcutta and Bombay, and 
faults from Afghanistan. The exports consist principally of silk lungis 
and lacquered-work, for which the town has a local reputation Be- 
sides the ordinary sub-divisional courts and offices, the pubhc buildings 
consist of a munsifi, honorary magistrate’s court police station distillery, 
town school, girls’ school, sarai, and post office [ m s t ]

Product= 5 — The year is divided into 2 usual harvests — labi, and 
Uianf The rabi ciops include wheat, joat, bailey, giam, peas, masuu, 
oil-seeds, drugs, and spices The IJinuf ciops include iice, bap a, china, 
pulses, oil-seeds, til, cotton, mdigo, sug.ir-cane, and obhei miscellaneous 
crops Of these, indigo forms the most important coinmeicial staple. 
Sugai-cane also forms a veiy valuable crop Ootbon occupies a considei- 
able pioportiou of the hlianj area, but it is giowu almost entiiely for 
home consumption 

CoiuMERcr AND Tn\DE — Tlic City of Mooltan foims the gi eat com- 
mercial centre of the Distuct The chief articles of tiade are sugai and 
indigo from the lowlands, and wool and ghx from the pastuie lands of the 
bar. Silk and fine cotton fabiics are produced at Moolcan Coaise cotton 
cloth foi home consumption is woven m eveiy village Indigo is also 
largely manufacbuied fiom the raw mateuals Woolen and cotton pile 
taipets are laigely manufactured m Mooltan city , which has also a wide 
leputation foi its blue and gieen glazed potteiy, and enamel voik 

Climate —The climate of Mooltan is proverbial, even among the hot 
and dusty Punjab plains, foi its heat and dust in the dry season, al- 
though the cold weathei is very pleasant

fram the piesent left bank of the river Ohenab ; enclosed on three sides 
by R wall from 10 to 20 feet m height, but open towards the soutli, 
wheieuAie dry bed of the old Ravi inteivenes between the town and cita- 
del As late as the days of Timui, the Ravi seems to have flowed past 
ModaiK, joining the Ohenab 1 0 miles lower down, and the original 
site consisted of two islands, which ate now picturesquely crowned by 
the city and citadel, at an elevation of some 50 feet above the sui round- 
ing country The ioitificatious were dismantled in 1854, but the fort 
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still remains a place of some strcngbli, and is occupied by a European 
garrison. Large and irregular submbs have grown up outside the wall 
since the annexation in 184:9. Witliin the city proper, one broad bazar ^ 
the Chauk, runs from the Hussain gate for a quarter of a mile into the 
centre bf the city, ending at the Wall Muhammad gate from which three 
broad streets lead to the various gates of the city. The other streets 
are narrow and tortuous. 

Mooltan is a town of great antiquity. The principal buildings in- 
clude the shrines of the Muhammadan Saints Baha-ud-din and Rukhn- 
tll-alam, which stand in the citadel. Close by are the remains of on 
ancient Hindu temple of the Harasinha Aoatar of Vishnu, colled Palilad- 
puri ( Prahladpuri ) The population of city and suburbs ( excluding 
cantonments ) is 74,500, of whom the majority are Muhammadans, 

The civil station of Mooltan, which lies north and west of the city 
proper, contains a court-house and treasury, Commissioner’s offices, the 
dwellings of the civil residents, jail, church, dispensary, dak bungalow, 
municipal hall with clock tower, post office [ms.] and telegraph office, 
and a branch of the Delhi and London Bank Besides the public insti- 
tutions, there is a branch of the Arya Sama] in the city. There are two 
railway stations at Mooltan, one at the city and one at the cantonments, 
miles apart. Within the fort, and overlooking the town, is the 
plain, massive obelisk, 70 feet in height, erected in memory of Mr. Vans 
Agnew and Lieutenant Anderson, two British officeis murdered in April 
1848, at the outbreak of 'Mulraj’s rebellion. The Church Missionary 
Society maintains a station here. East of the city is the Amkhas, for- 
merly the audience hall and garden house of the Hindu Governors of 
Mooltan now used as the tahsili building North of this is the ceno- 
taph of the Dewan Sawan Mull, and the European cemetery. A fine pub- 
lic garden lies to the west of the city As a trade centre, Mooltan 
ranks of first importance, being connected by rail with Lahore and 
Karachi , and by the Ravi, Jehlam, and Ohenab with the whole central 
Punjab. The trade of Mooltan comprises every article of produce, manu- 
facture, and consumption in the whole Province. The chief imports being 
cotton and other piece-goods ; while the mam staples of exports are 
sugar, cotton, indigo, and wool. The chief local manufactures are silk 
and cotton weaving and carpet-making , country shoes are also made in 
large quantities for exportation. The glazed pottery and enamel work of 
Mooltan have a high reputation. The heat of Mooltan is notorious, and 
the lainfall is little above 7 inches. 

IVEooltan — Cantonment and railway junction station [ R C. ], 1^ 
miles east of the city. Population about 12,000. Usually occupied by 
a European regiment of infantry and a battery of artillery, and by two 
regiments of Native infantry. Cantonment Magistrate’s court, 
i ]VEuza^aral)ad — Village and railway station, 8 miles from 
Mooltan.

Shujabad — Town, municipality, and admmisbrative-licad-quarbers 
of the tahsil of the same name , situated about 5 miles fiom the pieseiit 
left bank of the Ghenab. Population 7,000 The town contains some 
fine native houses. It is the trade centre foi the richest poition of the 
District, and 13 intersected by two broad ftazra; s which cross each other. 
I;Toitli-west of the town is the palace of Shuja Khan, now used as the 
tahsih and police station. Dispensary, school of the Church Missionary 
Society, saiai, fort, encamping ground, and post office [ m s. t. ]. The 
surrounding country yields fine crops of mdigo and sugar-cane. 

Talamba — Town, municipality, and luins , situated 2 miles from 
the modern left badk of the Ravi, and 51 miles noibh-east of Moollan 
city Population undci 3,000. A jDlace of purely antiquarian interest, 
the present village being built of bricks taken from an old fortress, 1 
mile south. The rums are described as consisting of an open city, 
protected on the south by a lofty fortiess 1000 feet square. Tlie outer 
rampart of earth has a thickness of 200 feet and a height of 20 feet j 
and a second rampait of equal elevation stands upon its summit. 
Both were originally faced with large bricks The modern village con- 
tains a police station, school, saiaz, and post office [ m s, t 1, all locat- 
ed in one building A quaiter of a mile south-west of the toun is an 
encamping ground, two good wells, and a supply liouse

Bimnded on the north by Dera Ismail Khan and Jhang Districts ; on 
the east and south-east by the river Chenab , and on the west by the 
Indus. Aie.'i, 3,422 square miles , arid population 381,095 The Dis- 
trict stands thirteenth in order of aiea, and twenty eighth in order of 
population among the districts of Punjab. The administrative head- 
quaiters are at the town of Muzaffargarh, 17 miles from Mooltan by rail. 

Products — The staple crops include wheat and barley for the labi or 
spring harvest, and various miUets for the or autumn harvest. 

Indigo, cotton, and sugar-cane are also laised in a large quantity. Of 
non-tood crops indigo forms the most lucrative staple 

Commerce and trade — The chief articles of export include wheat, 
sugar, cotton, mdigo, and gTii The imports comprise English piece 
goods, iron, lime, sugar, manjit, lock solt, etc Snuff is manufactuied 
throghout the District generally, but moie especially at Alipur. The 
only other manufactures consist of country cloth and counterpanes, date 
leaf mats, and paper. Horse fairs are held annually at Muzaffaigarh 
station 

Climate. — The District is unusually hot and dry. Remittent and 
intermittent feveis and skin diseases prevail widely. Small-pox is un- 
common, and cholera all but unknown.

The expoits consist principally of wool, cotton, and gram , the impoits 
of cloth and sundiies.

Kinjar — ^Village with post office [ m. s. t. ]. 

Hot iLdu — Town and railway station, 35 miles from Muzaffargarh 
town, and 10 miles from the liver Indus Population about 3,000 TJie 
town derives its only importance fiom being an agricultural centie, and is 
a halting-place for traielleis marching along the left bank of the Indus 
Its only manufacture is that of oinamented bows and arrows Police 
outpost station, rest-house, school, dispensaiy, and post office f m s t ]. 

IVIahmood Kot — Village and ladway function station [ R ], 16 
miles from Muzaffaigarh. Post office [ m s t ]. 
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IWazaffargarh — Town, mnmcipality, railway station, and adminis- 
trative head-quarters of the talml and district of the same name ; situat- 
ed 6 miles from the present cold-weather bed of the Chenab. The town 
derives its name from Mnzaffar Khan, an Afghan Governor of Mooltan, 
who fixed his residence here about 1795. Population about 8,500. The 
town consists of a fort formed a circular-shaped wall 80 feet high, enclos- 
ing a space with a diameter of 160 yards ; and of suburbs, which sur- 
round the fort on all sides so as to merely conceal it from view. The fort 
wall has 16 bastions and battlements all round. The town possesses no 
manufactures, and the trade is of a purely local character. The proxi- 
mify to Mooltan city interferes with the functior the town would other- 
wise perform in the collection of agricultural produce and the distribu- 
tion of European goods The public buildings consist of the usual 
Government courts and offices, police station, iorai, or native inn, church, 
post office [ m. s. T ], dispensary, dak bungalow, and the municipal hall 
with its public library. The public buildings and dwellings of the 
European residents are situated about a quarter of a mile north of tho 
town, at the intersection of the Dera Ghazi Khan and Ahpur roads. - 

Pai^nad. — Great river of the Punjab, formed by the united waters 
of the Sutlej, Beas, Ravi, Ohenab, and Jehlam. Oommences at the con- 
fluence of the Sutlej with the Trimab or Chenab, and, taking a south-* 
westerly course of about 60 miles, joins the Indus nearly opposite Mithan- 
kot. The Panjnad separates the British District of Muzaffargarh from 
the Kative State of Bahawalpur. The stream, even after the junction 
with the Sutlej, often bears the name of the Chenab. 

Hiangpur — Village and head-quarters of the tahsil of the same 
name. Contains the usual tahsil offices and post office [ m. 3* 

Hohillanwali — Village with post office [ m. t. ]. 

Shalir-Saltan — Town situated 1^ miles south of the Chenab on 
the road leading south from Muzaffargarh town. Population about 
2,500 The town is favourably situated for trade ; and as m all towns 
in this part of the country, beams are placed over the streets, and cover- 
ed With matting, so as to form a shady arcade. Pohce station, school, 
end post office [ m. s t. ]. 

Sinanwan — Village and railway station, also head-quarters of the 
Tahsil of the same name, 26 miles from Muzaff'argarh town The local 
administrative staff consists of a iahsildai , and honorary magistrate Post 
office [ m s. t ]. 

Si^UT — Municipal village, situated 3 miles from the Chenab, and 
11 mil^ south of Ahpur town. Population under 2,500. The town, 
which is completely enclosed by a thick screen of date palms, is very 
irregularly built, and has dilapidated appearance Small trade in agricul- 
tural produce. The public buddings include a police station, mumcipal 
committee house, school, and post office m. s. t. 


NATIVE STATES. 

IfATIVE STATES — The Kative States in dependence on the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab are 86 in number, comprising 
an area of 38,299 square miles, and a population ( in 1891 ) of 
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4,263,280 persons. Until recently, KasTimir was included among the 
Punjab States, bub in 1877 it was placed under the direct political control 
of the Government of India They may be grouped under two mam 
classes • — Plams — Patiala, Uabha, Kapurtbala, Jhind, Faridkot, Maler 
Kotla, Kalsia, Dujana, Pataudi, Loharu, and Bahawalpur. Etlls — 
Mandi, Chamba, ISTahan, Bilaspur, Bashahr, Nalagarh, Suket, Keun- 
fchal, Baghal, Jabbal, Bhajji, Kumharsain, Mailog, Baghat, Balsan, 
Kuthar, Dhami, Taroch, Sangri, Kunhiar, Bija, Mangal, Bawai, Dar- 
koti, and Dadhi. 

Of the above 36 States, four, namely, Pafciala,JBahawaIpur) Jhind, 
and Nabha, are under the direct control of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Punjab ; one — Chamba, under the Oomnussioner of Amritsar ; two, 
namely, Maler Kotla and Kalsia, with the twenty-two Simla Hill States, 
under the Commissioner of Umballa ; three — Kapurthala, Mandi, and 
Suket under the Commissioner of Jullundur ; one — Faridkot, under the 
Commissioner of Lahore ; one — Pataudi, under the Commissioner of 
Delhi ; and two — Loharu and Dujana, under the Commissioner of 
Hissar. 

The relations of the British Government with Bahawalpur are re- 
gulated by treaty ; those with the other States by sanads or charters from 
the Governor-General. Patiala, Jhind, and Maler Kotla furnish a quota of 
horsemen for service m British territory in lieu of tribute. The other 
States pay a money tribute, aggiegating Rs. 279,070. The States of 
Patiala, Jhind, and Kabha are ruled by members of the Phnlkian family. 
Should the ruling lino in any of these States become extinct in respect 
of direct heirs, the sanads provide for the selection of a collateral as suc- 
cessor by the chiefs of the other two States A nazarana or relief is pay- 
able to the Biitish Goveinment by the collateial heir who succeeds. The 
Phulkian chiefs, and also the Raja of Pandkot, are bound by sanad to 
execute justice, and to promote the welfare of their people ; to prevent 
sati, slavery, and female infanticide ; to co-operate with the British Go- 
vernment against an enemy, and to furnish supphes to troops , and to 
grant, free of expense, land required for railways and imperial lines of 
road. On the other hand, the British Government has guaranteed them 
full and nnieserved possession of their terntones. They and Bahawal- 
pur diffei fiom the remaining feudatories in the fact that they possess 
power to inflict capital punishment upon their subjects The tieaties 
With Bahawalpur define the supreme position of the British Government, 
and bind the Kawab to act in accordance with the wishes of Government, 
while in turn the British Government engages to protect the State. 
Sanads oi varying import aie also possessed by the minor feudatories. 
Further information vnll be found in a separate aiticle for each State under 
its respective alphabetical heading. 

BAGKAI.. 

BAGHAL — Protected Hill State, in the vicinity of Simla, Area, 124 
square miles ; number of villages 346 , population 21,000. The Raja 
is a Puar Rajput The title of the ruling family was previously Rana ; 
but the predecessoi of the present chief acqmied for himself and succes- 
Bors the title of Raja for good services to Goveinment. He holds the 
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territory under a sanad dated 1815, and' pays a tribute of Rs. 3600 in 
commutation for hcgars or forced labour. He has a military force of 50 in- 
fantry and 1 field gun. He is also bound to keep the roads in his ter- 
ritories m order. Sentences of death passed by the Ra]a require the coiir 
firmation of the Superintendent of the Hill States and of the Commis- 
sioner of the Division ; all other punishments arc awarded by the Rn]a 
on his own authority. The revenue of the State is returned at about 
Es 60,000. The capital of the State is Arki, a village about 20 miles dis- 
tant from Simla. The well-built residence of the Eaja is situated above 
the town, and has an imposing appearance. The Raja has built and 
furnished an excellent rest-house for the accommodation of his European 
guests and for travellers. Baghal is, for the hills, a populous and flourish- 
ing little State. 

BAGSAT. 

BAGHAT — ^Protected Hill State, in the viCimty of Simla. Area, 86 
square miles ; villages 178 , population under 10,000. The Rana, Dhulip 
Singh, is a Rajput, and was born about 1859. His military and police 
force amount to 35 men The tribute payable is Rs. 2,000 per annum, but 
Rs. 1890 IS remitted On account of the land occupied by the Kasaiili and 
Solon cantonments ( between Kalka and Simla ), and by the rifle-range 
at the latter station. The State is held on the same conditions as Baghal. 
The annual revenue of the Chief is estimated at Rs. 8,000. 

BAHAWAI.PUB.. 

BAHAWALPUR. — Native State situated between the Punjab and 
Rajputana, to the east of the Indus and Sutlej On the south-west 
it is bounded by Smd Area, 17,285 square miles. Population 648,900. 
Pom-fifths of the people are Muhammadans. Cotton and silk goods and 
indigo are the principal manufactures The Chief of Bahawalpur (Naiiab 
Sir Sadik Muhammad Khan Bahadur, o. c s i. ) ranks third on the 
Jist of Punjab chiefs, coming next to the Maharaja of Patiala He is 
entitled to a salute of 17 guns He pays no tnbute, and enjoys a gioss 
revenue estimated at 16 lakhs of rupees. The military force of the 
State consists of 12 guns, 99 artilleiymen, 300 cavalry, and 2,493 in- 
fantiy and police The State is administered by His Highness the 
Nawab in person with the advice and assistance of a council of six mem- 
bers, whose appointment or dismissal is subject to the sanction of the 
British Government. [ For fuither description of Bahawalpur ton n see 
Bahawalpur. ] 

PLACES OP INTEREST. 

ARmadpur — Town and railway station, 30 miles fiom Bahawal- 
pur. Population about 7,000. Chief tiade m arms, cotton, and silk. 
The town is meanly built but has a handsome mosque nitli four lofty 
minarets.

Bahawalpur — Capital of Bahawalpui State, and lailway station ;

Population about 20,000. The city is surrounded by a mud-wall, 4 miles 
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in clrcmb. The palace of the Nawab i3 a vast square pile, with towers 
at each corner. From the roof of the palace an extensive view is gamed 
over the vast desert of Bikaneer whicli stretches away waterless for 100 
miles. There is a Horse Farm, where are many fine animals, particularly 
brood-mates. Dak bungalow, and post ofiice [ m. s. t. ]. The language 
is a mixture of Sindi and Punjabi.

Islamgarb — Fort close bo the borders of Rajpntana, lies on the 
route flora Khanpur to Jeysalraere, 65 miles north of Jeysalmere.

other punishments are awarded by the Rana on his own authority. Bal- 
san pays a tribute of Rs 1,080 to the British G-overnment, in commuta- 
tion of an engagement to supply 30 hegars or forced labourers. Revenue, 
Rs. 7,000. 

BASHAHZl. 

BASHAHR ( Sassa^,ir ) — One of the Punj'ab Hill States. Area, 
3,320 square miles. Population about 65,000 Revenue, Rs. 50,000. 
Gram and fuel are produced abundantly. Merchandise is carried chiefly 
on the backs of sheep and goats. The ruling family are Rajputs. The 
Chief ( Raja Shamser Singh ) claims to trace back his descent for 120 
generations The Raja is required to furnish troops m aid of the British 
Government in time of war, and labour for the construction of roads m 
the Bashahr territory. Sentences of death requnro confirmation ; other 
punishments are awarded by the Raja on his own authority. 

PLACE OF INTEREST. 

Biampur. — Town in Bashahr State, and the winter residence of the 
Raja, standing at the base of a lofty mountain, overhanging the left 
bank of the Sutlej, and 138 feet above the stream. The town is famous 
for its fine shawls, the well-known Rampur chadars. The Raja’s palace, 
consists of several buildings, with carved wooden balconies, exlubiting 
marks of Chinese Style. The Raja resides at Rampur during the winter, 
and retires to the cooler station of Sarahan for the hottest months. 
Elevation 3300 feet above sea-level. Post office [ m. s. t. ]. 

BHAJJZ. 

Bhajji — One of the Hill States in political subordination to the 
Punjab Government The Rana, oi chief, is a Rajput. The Rana was 
confirmed in possession of his State by sanad Area, 96 square miles ; 
number of villages, 327. Revenue, Rs. 23,000. Population about 
18,000. An annual tribute of Rs. 1440 is paid to the British. Sen- 
tences of death passed by the Rana require confirmation , other punish- 
ments are awarded on his own authority. 

PLACE OF INTEREST. 

SRali— Hill m Bhajjx State, rising m a steep and almost inaccessible 
peak, 4 miles from the Sutlej, and containing on its summit a wooden 
temple dedicated to goddess Kali. Elevation above sea-level, 9,623 feet, 

BXJA. 

Bija * — One of tlie Simla Hill States. Area, 4 square miles ; 33 
villages. Population about 1,500. The Chief or Thakur holds his lands 
under a sanad in the usual terms, being confirmed in all his rights on 
condition of paying tubute to defiay the expenses of Biitish protection, 
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promoting the welfare of the rayals and the cultivation of the land, and 
mumtaming the security of the roads The Tliakur ( Udai Ohand, a 
Rajput ) receives Rs. 100 a year as compensation for lands lequned for 
Kasauli cautonmenb Revenue of the State, Rs 1,000 Military and 
police, 20 men. Tribute paid to the British Government, Rs 180 

CHAMBA — One of the Hall States Bounded on the north and 
west by Kashmir, and on the south by Kangra Two ranges of snowy 
peaks run through the State The foiests yield large quantities of timbei.

KAPURTHALA — Native State Ijniig on the ca^b of the Bea=. and 
south of Jnlltindur, 15 miles from Ihelatmr. Ana, 508 nparo nnhs 
Population 200,590. The ancestors of the chief of Knpnrthala at one 
time held possessions on both sides of the nv^'r Snihj, and also in the 
Ban Doab As the Kapnrthala troops fought aaMin-jt the British in the 
first Sikh war, the estates on the east sulr* of the Sntlej v.ere confiscated. 
During the mutiny the chief, Randhir Smgh, reiulcre<l good service to 
the British Government, for which he was rewarded v.ith large Zaniin- 
dans m Oudh, yielding a rcvpiine of about 8 lakhs The rcvtiiueofthe 
State IS about 10 lakhs, but is subjoct to a charge of Ks liU,000 pay- 
able to the British Government as commutation for military service?, 
and Rs 60,000 per annum to Sardars Bikrama Singh and Snehet Singh, 
brothers of Raja Randhir Singh The military forces consist of 4 fort 
guns, 9 field guns, 186 cavalry, 926 inf.intry, and 603 police The 
principal products of the State arc sugar-cane, cotton, wheat, mai?e, and 
tobacco The Raja has the right of adoption, and is entitled to a salnle 
of 11 guns The present chief ( Raja Jagat dit Singli Bahadur, a Knlal 
Jab) IS quite proficient m the English, Sanskrit, and Persian languages. 
His State is well governed, and education is making rapid strides

Phagwara — Town m Kapnrthala State, and railway station 1 3 
miles from Jiillundur. Population 10,000 Post office [ m s t ]. 

Sultanpur — ^Towm m Kapnrthala State. Population 8,000. 

KASHIVIIB.. 

KASHMIR ■ — Native State, politically suhoidinate to the Government 
of India, constituting the teintories of the Slalmiaja of Kashmir Area, 
80,900, square miles Population 2,511,000, Revenue, Rs 8,076,000. 

The inhabitants of Kashmir are physically a fine lace. The men are 
tall, strong, and well bmllb , their complexion is nsually olive, but some- 
times fair and ruddy, especially among Hindus , their features are re- 
gular and well developed, and those of the IMuhammadans have a decided 
Jewish cast, resembling the Pathans This large State is bounded on. 
the north by some petty semi-independent lull cbiefships, mostly 
subordinate to Kashmir, and by the Kaia Koram mountains , on the 
east by Chinese Tibet ; on the south and west by the Punjab Distncts 
and the Hazara country. The State comprises, in addition to the

list 


Distiicts oi Kashmir propei, Jummu, and Punch * — The governoralups of 
Ladakh and Gilghit. including the Disfciicts of Dardistan. Baltistan, 
Leh, Tilad, Sura, Zanskar, Rupshu and others The chief town of the 
State IS Siingai, 175 miles from Gujarat, 209 miles from Wazirahad, and 
149 miles fiom Murree, and 126 miles from Abhottabad This last route 
is comparatively easy, and is practicable throughout the year Kashmir 
is usually entered by crossing a lofty range of mountains, called 
the Pir Panjal, or ‘ Saints Mountain ’ It is so named from a pit', or 
Muhammadan saint, whose shrine is in the Pass, and receives the offer- 
ings of all devout Musalman travellers. In clear weather the mmars of 
Lahore may be seen, though distant about'130 miles. 

Historj — According to tradition, the Kashmir valley was origi- 
nally altogethei a lake The first inhabitants aie said to have worshipp- 
ed the sun-god Kashmir next became the seat of Buddhism, from 
which it spread in all directions Mahmud of Ghazm, entered the valley 
in the 11th centuiy. Tartar invasions occupy a long period of its his- 
tory The old Hindu i aj ended in the death ot the Queen of the last sove- 
reign, who upbraided the Muhammadan usurper and stabbed herself Mu- 
hammadansim was introduced into Kashmir in the 14tli century In 
1586, the country was conquered by Akbar In 1752, it was taken by 
Ahmad Shah, and remained undei Afghan sway till 1819, when it was 
conquered by the Sikhs, and was governed by them till the Sikh war in 
1845 Ghulab Singh, who had begun life as a hoiseman under the 
Mahaiaja Banjit Singh, was presented with the principality of Jummu', 
from which he extended his authority over Ladakh In 1846, on pay- 
ment of 75 lakhs, he was confirmed in possession of the territory which 
he already held, and also obtained the Province of Kashmir. Ghulab 
Singh died in 1857, and was succeeded by his eldest son Ranbir’ Singh 
who was by caste a Dogia Rajput On his death in 1885, he was suc- 
ceeded by his son Pertab Singh. The Maharaja is entitled to a person- 
al salute of 21 guns and has leceived a sanad giving adoptive rights. 
As a token of the supremacy of the British Goveinment, he pays an 
annual tribute of 1 horse, 25 lbs of pashm and fine wool, and 3 pairs 
of shawls The military force of the State consists of about 19,000 men, 
including 5000 iriegulai troops, with 16 batteries of artillery, two of 
which aie horsed , the cavalry, which is used principally for escort duties, 
consists of two regiments, mostly stationed near Jummu. 

Physical Aspects —The valley of Kashmir is of an oval form en- 
circled on eveiy side by lofty mountains. The valley is about 5,200 feet 
above the sea The river Jhelum flows through the center, and finds its 
way to the Punjab through the Baramtda Pass The mountains which 
surround Kashmir are covered with snow for nearly eight months in the 
year. In some places there are large glacieis or ice rivers. One of 
them IS 35 miles long. The southern mountains are not so high as those 
in the north, and they slope more gently to the valley ^ On the north 
the mountains rise in rugged precipices of great height, down the sides of 
which streams leap in cataracts. The average height of this northern 
barrier is from 26 to 26,000 feet. One peak of the Karakoram range 
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raja. These aie of full weight, of good metal, and of the Value of ten 
annas, say about 1 shilling if converted into sterling 

Languages. — The languages of Kashmir are divided into thirteea 
separate dialects. Of these, Dogri and Chibhali, which do not differ much 
from Hindustani and Punjabi, are spoken on the hills and country of the 
Punch and J umrau Districts Kaahmin is mostly usued in Kashmir Pro- 
per, and IS rather cuiiously and closely related to the Sanskrit It is 
not, however, the Couit language, and for the purpose of a traveller 
through Kashmir, either Hindustani or Punjabi will serve. Five dia-' 
lects are included under the tei m ‘ Pahari,’ a language spoken by the 
mountaineers in the east of Kashmir. Besides these, there are two dia- 
lects of Tibetan, which are spoken in Pakistan, Ladakh, and Champas ; 
and in the noitli-west three or four varieties of the Dard dialects of 
Aryan origin. 

Climate — The climate of Kashmir varies according to the situation. 
Upon the summits of the surrounding mountains it is extremely rigo- 
rous, while in the valley it is tempeiate, being intermediate between that 
of Europe and the plains of India In the higher poi tions of the valley, 
the climate from the beginning of May to tlie end of October is mild and 
very salubrious In consequence of the great elevation of Kashmir, the 
cold of wmtei is considerable, being on an average much more severe 
than in any pait of the British Isles. The hottest months in the valley 
are July and August , the air is occasionally close and oppressive, especi- 
ally for a day or two befoie rain, which is often accompanied with thun- 
dei and lightning The coldest months aie December and January, 
when the average morning temperatuie in the valley is a little below freez- 
ing point , ice invariably coveis the surface of the lakes to a consider- 
able distance from the banks, and about once in seven or eight years the 
J ehlam itself is frozen over at Srinagar. There are no peiiodical rams 
as in Hindustan J, and although the annual fall upon the mountains 
must be veiy great, yet in the valley the quantity piobably does not exceed 
18 01 20 inches duiing the year About the end of March and be- 
ginning of Apiil, there are fiequent and sudden storms in the valley, 
accompanied by haihand lain , spiing showeis aie frequent duiing April 
and May In June and September also, heavy ram is not infiequent, 
and there are occasional showers in July and August The air of Kash- 
mir is in general remarkable foi its stillness Night frosts set in as early 
as the middle of November. By the end of that month the trees aie 
stripped of their leaves and the year’s vegetation is killed off, a thick 
haze ovei spreads the whole valley, and the lakes and rivers send up clouds 
of vapour Eveiy movement ot men or beasts raises great quantities of 
dust, and the haze becomes so gi eat that even at mid-da}', and under a 
•cloudless sky, no object can be seen at a mile’s distance This inuiky 
state of the air extends foi about 200 feet above the level of tlie vallev j 
■and those who climb beyond that height see the snowy niouii aiiis of a 
dazzling whiteness, and the sun shining clearly in a clouuleas sky, 
while the low country lies hidden m dim obscuiity The hist fall of 
snow lestoies the clearness of the an. This fall upon the mountains 
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usually occar‘5 abmit the brginnmfj of Novemlior, hut itisnlighf, and 
soon mcUcd by the sun The heav} fall l).'gins ab »nt the niid lit‘ of 
December, andihe snow lies to thcn\orage deptli of 2 feet until th^ mid-

.^knur — Town and fort situated at the foot of tlic southern Hima- 
layan range, 114 feet above sea-level, and on the banks of the Obenab, 
whidi here becomes navigable The town, wliicli is a great timber mart, 
chiefly consists of nuns, but presents a picturesque appearance from with- 
out It has a fiue old pal ice and m •dern fort 

Amarnatli. — Cave m Kashmir State , situated among the moun- 
tains which bound that teriitory on the north-easi It consists of a na- 
tural opening ina gypsum rock, about 30 yards in height and 20 in depth, 
and IS held to be the dwelling place of the god Siva Agicatfair is 
annually held here at the Saluna festival The water falling from the 
ro )f forms a stalagmitic column, said to form the image of the god, and 
believed by the worshippers to ivax and wane, along with the moon 

Saltistan {gene? alii/ called Islaidoh ') — One of the administra- 
tive divisions of Kashmir compiisiug the north and noith-eastern por- 
tions of that State Baltistan lies between the governorship of Gi^it on 
the west and Ladakh on the east. — ,b'ec also Iskardoh. 

Bandajau — Pass in MuzaSaiabad Division of Kashmir State, over 
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a range of the Himalayas, covered with an unbroken sheet of perpetual 
snow. Elevation above the sea, 14,854 feet. 

Banihal — Pass m Kashmir State, lying over a range of the Hima- 
layas. Elevation above the sea, 8500 to 9000 feet. 

Baramula — Mountain gorge through which the Jhelum river 
passes. The town of Baramula stands on the right bank of the river, here 
spanned by a bridge of eight piers. 

Basohli — Tract of country and town, situated on the Ravi river at 
the foot of the southern Himalayan chain. The town contains a large 
bazar, and a handsome palace of the Raja, moated and turreted like a 
mcdunval castle. 

Bhareng — Valley and paigana, lying east of Srinagar. Remark- 
able for its caverns and subterranean water-courses and fountains, one of 
which, the Achabad spring, is supposed to be the effluv of the engulphed 
water of the Bharongi river. The route by the Mirbal pass runs up the 
valley. 

Bharengi — River of Kashmir State, draining the Bhareng valley, 
being formed by the junction of the southern waters from the VVardwan 
Pass with the north-western outflow from the Snowy Punjab , partly dis- 
appears in a subtei ranean opening, and is said to reappear in the Acha- 
bad spring. Length about 40 miles 

Bybharu — Town lying on the banks of the Johlam river, about 25 
miles from Srinagar. The second city m importance and population in 
the Kashmir valley, containing a temple to Siva under his title of Bajes- 
war. A wooden bridge and large bazar are only noticeable here. 

BiiloTul ( 01 Kantal ; also called Shur-jt-la ) — A pass over the 
range of mountains bounding the Kashmir valley on the north-east. 
Forms the water-summit between Kashmir and Little Tibet ; the Eras 
river flowing from its northern declivity to the Indus, while from its 
southern slopes runs a feeder of the Sind river, a tributary of the Jheluni. 
Elevation above sea level, 11,300 feet. 

Chamomeril ( or Iso Monn ) — Lake in Ladakh, in the elevated 
table-land of Rupshu lying between the valleys of the Sutlej and the 
Indus Elevation above sea-level, 14,900 feet Surrounded by mountains, 
some of which rise to a height of 5000 feet from the watei’s edge. The 
water is brackish, and not good for drinking purposes. Length from north 
to south, 15 miles , breadth from 3 to 5 miles. 

Chenab — River m the Punjab, and one of the five streams from 
which the Province derives its name. Rises in the snowy Himalayan’ 
ranges of Kashmir , pursues a winding course through the gorges of 
Jummu , and enters British territory in Sialkot District near the village of 
Khain Rihal. Receives the waters of the Tavi, a considerable confluent, 
and forms for some 18 miles the boundary between Sialkot and Gujarat 
Districts It afterwards forms the limit between the Rechna and the 
Jech Doabs, where many flat-bottomed country boats navigate its stream. 
Passing along the whole western border of Gujranwala District, the 
Chenab next enters the desert region of Jhang where it occupies a broad 
valley, nearly 30 miles in width The present bed lies about midway 
between the high banks which confine the cential valley at either end# 
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Numerous islands stud the iivcr, Imfc constantly change their places with 
every muiidatiou. At Timmu, llie Chenab and Jclilam unite. 

Cliitral — The capital of the State of the same name in the Kunar or 
Kashkar valley, Kashmir .ele\ation, 5200 feet , 18 milc', from Mnstnj, 
on the Kashkai incr The sod of the valley is fcrtde, produemg much 
gram and quantities of many Europe m fiiiit-;, as well a'; exeeiknt grapes. 
The valley resembles Kaianstan in ph> ‘ucal fe iturcs and coldness of 
climate The men of the ^alle^ are tall and well made, and the women 
remarkable foi their beauty Slaieryi'i common, and the slaic trade 
forms one of the principal items of leveiiue of the Ohitral rulers. Trade 
IS carried on chiotl} by barter. The Gbiti.al State on ns the supremacy 
of Kashmir. 

Desh — River in Jnmran State, .and m Sialkot, Lalioro, and Montgo- 
ineiy Districts Fiirmed bv the nmon of rwo streams at l^armandal, m 
.Tnmmn both of winch take their rise in the outer Iliinalaynn ranges. 
Enters British territory near the village of Lehri-Kalan ui Sialkot, parses 
into Lahore District, and finally loms the Ravi in ^lontgoinciy District. 

Dub — Pass on the homer between British territory and Kashmir 
Stale, on the route from Abcock to Kashmir hy the Baramnla road. Lies 
on the watershed dividing the feeders of the Kiclmnganga and the Jehlam 
on the ea'^b. from those of the Indus on the west 

Dubchi — Valley and pa^s in K.ishmu State, situated between the 
Fateh Punjal and Pir Panjal mountains at an elevation of 11,800 feet 
above sea-level The Remdcara rtici takes its use on the -summit of the 
pass, and flows into the Jehlam There is a mrai ( lest-house ) 
in the pass for the accommodation of tiaiclleis 

Fateb Panjal. — Mountain chain in Ka-^hmir State, forming a 
segment of a ciicle, and bounding the Ivnslmni valley bo the south. Esti- 
mated height, about 12,000 feet , total length, 40 miles. 

G-angal. — Tank or small lake in Kashmir State, on the H.armnkli 
mouiitaui, near the norbli-ea-tern boundary of the ^ alley Length, P, mile; 
breadth, 300 yards. Remarkable only for its sanctity in the eies of the 
Hindus, who make pilgrimages to it-s banks, and throw into the waters 
such fi.igments of the hones of their lelatncsas remain imconsumed 
after the funeral cremation Large temple sacred to Siva in lus form 
of Jl.ih.idcva. All anninl fair is held here 

G-ilgbiL — Valley and District in Kashmir State, lying on the south- 
ern slope of the Hindu Kush between Baltistan and Yasm The river 
Gilshit tiaveiscs the centre of the valley, and hnally ]oms the Indus 6 
miles north of the village of Biuqi or Bawaiiji The lowei part of the 
valley of the Gilulut rivei, 40 miles m length.' foims the Gilghit district 
The town of Gilghit IS 24 miles tiom Indus, with an eleiation above 
se.a-le\elof 4,8'.)0 feet, a ceutial pusition good climate, and a consider- 
able extent of feitde land. Nowhere else in the woild, is there to he 
found so great a numbei of deep valleys and loftv mountains in so small 
an area 'Within a ladmus, of G5 miles fiom Gilghit town, the suivey maps 
sliDW, imiu^t nmumeiable sui.illei peaks, eleven a ar\ mg fiom ISOuOto 
20,U00 leet, seven from20,0U0 to 22,000 iect, six from 22,000 to 24,000 
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feet, and eight fiOm 24,000 to 26,000 feet, while half of the'ti'act, still 
lemains to bosuivejed, A rival to Mount Evcicst and Kanchanjanga 
may yet be found among the lofty mount.ims of these parts Many 
the streams aie iich 111 gold, especially those flowing fiom the great 
Bakiposh mount uus, and it is piobable that a scientific seat ch for mi- 
neials would be well repaid Nearly lialf way between Gilglut tovn and 
the Indus is the Bargot valley^ which is celebrated foi the quantity 
and quality of it« gold production, and theio are many signs of mineral 
vealtli The Hanza iiver joins that of Gilghit, a mile below the touu. 
Kashmir jurisdiction extends some 25 miles up the valley to a point at 
V Inch the rivei Hanza makes a sudden bend fiom a westeily course to 
the south-east Immediately aboA e the bend of the river is the Dis- 
trict of Chapiot, consisting of the foit and village of that name, and 
till ee otliei villages. This distiict has always been a fiuitful source of 
contention among the iiilers of the three States of Gilghit, Hanza, and 
N.igar, between which it is situated, chiefly on account of the forfc 
vhich IS locally consideied impregnable. It has belonged in turn to all 
three States, but at piesent is garrisoned by Kaslimir troops. The re- 
sidences of the rulers of the tw'o States are i cached at about 52 miles 
from Gilghit town, and the 11 voi forming the boundary betiveen tliein. 
The gicat Bakiposh mountain rises from the water’s edge without a 
break for 10,000 feet to its topmost peak, which is over 25,000 feet above 
sea level The rulers of Hanza and Nagai are called Thum, The Timm 
is addressed as an appellation of Lakshmi, the Hindu goddess of 
wealth The ruler lives at Baltit The Ponyal district, 19 miles above 
Gilghit town, stretches for some 22 miles up to the Yasin fiontier 

Haramak. — Mountain in Kashmir State ; a peak of the lofty 
range which bounds that kingdom on the north A small lake, 
known as Gaiiga bal, nestles on its noi them slope, and foi ms an object of 
great veneration to the Hindus. Elevation 13,000 teet above sea-level 

iKocho ( Jfopcho ) — River in Kashmir, uses among tlie snows oil 
the western declivity of the Gantang Pass The fall is very gentle, lower 
down is very lapid, as from its source to the confluence with the Siitleji 
a distance of 12 miles m a westerly diiection. It descends 10,000 feet, 
and IS in general one broken slieet of foam Tiie mountains bounding 
its course on each side are precipitous, lofty, and covered with perpe- 
tual snow, avalanches of winch frequently descend, and, damming tlie 
stream, form deep lakes, over the icy embankments of which the iivei 
is precipitated with a loud noise 

Zskardo (m Slardo ) — Principal town of the Pioviuce of Balti, 
situated on an elevated plain, 19 miles long and 7 broad ; 7700 feet, 
above sea-level, at the bottom of v.xlley, sui rounded by lofty mountains. 
The fort, occupying a rock of gneiss at the confluence of the Indus 
witli its great tributary the Shegar, is near the magnificent goige thiongh 
which the Indus issues from the western langes of the Himalayas The 
cliff on which the fort is bmlt uses to a sheer height of 800 feet 
above the river, a;nd presents a perpendicular face on every side, except 
the west, where it slopes rapidly toward the plain Vigne compares 
the site to that of Oibi altar, and believes that it could be rendered 
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equally impregnable. The castle of the late princes of Baltistan crovras 
a small natural platform, 300 feet above the river, and shows by its 
construction that defence rather than comfort was its chief object. 

Islamabad. — Town on the noith bank of the Jelilnm, here about 
80 yards wide, and crossed by a wooden bridge. Islamabad crowns the 
summit of a long low ridge, extending from the mountains eastward Be- 
low the ridge a low reservoir contains a spring of clear water, slightly { 
suIdIiuious, from which volumes of gas exhale. A legend connects the ' 
origin of the spring with a creative act of Vishnu. The water swarms 
with sacred fish. Large manufacture of Kashmir shawls, also of 
chintzes, cotton and woolen goods. Hero the Hindu pilgrims to the fa- 
mous shrine of Siva at Ambarnath, 60 miles distant, halt to take in a 
supply of provisions for their journey. Islamabad is the second town in 
Kashmir, and is the terminus of the upper navigation of the Jehlam. 
Crocus flowers are grown for saffron, which is largely used os a medi- 
cine, and for the making of caste marks on the foreheads of orthodox 
Hindus. In good seasons about 20,000 lbs of saffron ore secured. 

JTummu. — ^Province and town in Kashmir State ; sitnated on the 
Tavi, a tributary of the Chenab, among the mountains of the outer 
Himalayan range. Population 45,000. The people are Hindus. The 
town and palace stand upon the right bank of the river , the fort over- 
hangs the left or eastern shore at an elevation of 160 feet above the stream. 

The lofty whitened walls of the palace and citadel present a striking ap- 
pearance from the surrounding conntiy. An adjacent height commands 
the fortress, rendering it untenable against modern artillery. Extensive 
and handsome pleasui e-grounds. Ruins of great size in the suburbs 
attest the former prosperity of the city. Post office [ m. t. ]. 

Jasrota. — Extinct principality and town m Kashmir State ; si- 
tuated among the mountains of the southern Himalayan chain. The 
Raja’s residence is a handsome palace with four towers ; small bazar and 
inconsiderable trade 

Kistawar. — Town and former capital of a small principality ; si- 
tuated on the southern slope of the Himalayas, near the left bank of the 
Chenab, which here foices its way through a gorge with piecipitous cliffs 
some 1000 feet in height. Ill-bnilt houses ; small bazar, and fort. Manu- 
facture of inferior shawls and coarse woolens. Elevation about 5,000 feet 
above the sea 

Kokur* — Celebrated ’spring, situated at the northern base of the 
Pir Panjal Mountain. Issues by six mouths from the bottom of a lime- 
stone cliff. The stream thus formed flows into the Bareng river. 

KosalNTag (Kaiser Nag) — Mountain lake and place of pilgrimage 
on the north side of the Fateh Panjal mountains It is three-quarters of 
a mile in length, by 500 yards in bieadth Supplied by the melting of 
the snow. Gives rise to the river Veshan, a tributary of -^tbe Jehlam. 
Venerated by the Hindus under the name of Vishnu Padb, from a legend 
that the god produced it by stamping with his foot. Elevation above 
sea-level 12,000 feet. 

Kund ( /j7wmc? ). — Valley on the northern side of the Pu Panjal 
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Mountain It is three miles long, picturesque, well cultivated and poss- 
essing a cool climate. Elevation, 6000 feet above sea-level. 

ILadakh. — One of the three outlying Governorships under the 
Maharaja of Kashmir, — the other two being Baltistan and Gilghit. It 
is of extremely irregular outline , but speaking broadly, it may be des- 
cribed as comprising the valley of the Indus, and also of most of its 
tributaries. The different Districts of Central Ladakh, Rupsbu, and 
Keobra, besides the bleak and almost uninhabited plateaux of the Kuen- 
him and Linzhithang plains, together make up the Province. Area of 
Ladakh ( including the Zanskar, and some other Districts, which do not 
belong to it in political sense ) is about 30,000 square miles, and popu- 
lation about 200,000. Lying as it does at the back of the great cen- 
tral range of the Himalayas, it may be readily understood that 
Ladakh is one of the loftiest of the inhabited regions of the globe. The 
valleys and plateaux vary between 9000 to 17000 feet, while many of the 
peaks attain altitudes of 25,000 feet. The chief rivers of Ladakh "are 
the Indus, and its tributaries the Shayak, Neobra, Chanchengmo, and 
Zanskar. There are several salt lakes, the more important of which are 
the Pang Kong and Chomoriri. 

The climate is characterized by remarkable extremes, burning heat 
during the day being succeeded by piercing cold at night, while vegeta- 
tion IS parched by the excessive dryness of the air. The sheep are the 
most useful, as nearly the whole of the traffic of the country is trans- 
ported on their backs. The common domestic goat of Ladakh is the well 
known shawl goat, the wool of which is exported to Kashmir, Nepal, and 
British India. 

The trade of the country is confined to four articles vi%. wool, borax, 
sulphur, and diied fruits But the fact of Leh being an important 
cnterp6t for trade between Kashmir and Hindustan on the south, and 
Yarkand, Khotan, and Tibet on the north and east, has probably contri- 
buted more to the wealth of the country. The chief imports from Chinese 
territories are wool, tea, gold dust and coins, silver, silk, and charas ( an 
Intoxicating preparations of hemp ) , while those fiom India consist of 
cotton goods, hides, skins and leathers, grain, guns, pistols, etc., brocades 
and tea. 

The Ladakhis are a short, strong, but ugly race of Turanian origin, 
and Buddhists in leligion. They are cheerful, willing, and not quarrel- 
some, unless excited by their intoxicating drink, chang ( a hght 
beer ) In nearly every village there is a monastery, which holds one 
or two Lamas or monks. The supply of priests is kept up by one boy 
in each famiy being usually devoted to the piofession The religious tone 
of the inhabitants is further exemphfied by colossal figures of ■ deities 
carved in the lock, stone-heaps or walls covered with inscriptions, and 
miscellaneous sacred structures The dominion of Ladaks was m former 
time much enlarged By a treaty of 1846 Kashmir and its dependences 
weie handed ovei to Gulab Singh by the British Government, and in 
18T0 a treaty was concluded between Lord Mayo and the Maharaja of 
Kashmii, providing for the appointment of two joint Commissioners, one 
British and one Native, for supervising the through trade, \ 
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Xieli. — Chief town of Ladakh ; situated about 3 miles fiom the nor- 
thern bank of the Indus, at an elevation of 11.538 feet above the sc.i. 
Population 4000 Leh stands in a suiall plain bf(\\een the incr Indus 
and a chain of mountains , a null with conical .md squaie toweis surrounds 
the town, and runs up to the crest ol the ranoe Whitewashed ihiee 
stoned houses with wooden balconies. I^ort about a mile south-west of 
town. Enticp6tfor the tiade between the Punjab and Chinese Tar- 
tary, being the pi incipal maib for the shaw'l-wool imjioi ted from the 
latter country. Obseivatory and post office [ t ]. 

Ledar ( iindni ) — B,iver in Kashmir State , one of the headwateis 
of the Jehlam, rises on the soutliern slope of the mountain^’ bounding the 
Kashmir valley on the noith-east, at nn cletation of 14,000 feet al)o\e 
sea-level Falls rapidly till it reaches the valley, and joins the Jeiilam, 
about 5 miles below Islamabad after a com sc of 45 miles. 

MEanasalial — Lake m Kashmu State, celebiatcd for its picfcuiesquc 
beauty. Tlie remains of a palace built by Unr Jahan, the Queen of Em- 
pOToi Jahangir, stand upon its northern bank. Tlic lake lies on the 
mam Srinagar road, and is thice miles m length by one broad. The lake 
dischaiges its wateis into the Jehlam upon its right bank. 

IVXanerang — Mountain ^pass, over the Damak^lui range of the 
Himalaj as, which divides Knnawar from Ladakh The ascent from the 
Kunawar side lies up the Darbang ruci to its source amid the per- 
petual snows, 15,000 feet above sea-level. The pass is open during tour 
months of the year Elevation of the cicat of the pass 18,612 feet 
above sea-level. 

3VCataxi {Maittan, Mai land ) — Ruined temple in Kashmir State, 
Northern India , in an isolated and deseited position, some way up the 
table-land that looks over the valley of Kashmir It is a temple in 
honour of Marttan ( the sun ). The temple consists of a lofty central 
edifice, with a small detached wing on each side, the whole enclosed in a 
large quadrangular poitico of fluted pillais 220 by 142 feet It is it 
magestic temple, the most striking in size and sunation of all the exist- 
ing remains of Kashmirian grandem. The existing remains consist of 
huge figures and columns in massive black mat ble, embellished with ex- 
quisite carving A celebrated spring issues close to the temple. 

IVXer and Ser — Mountain peaks of the Himalayan system, oO or 
60 miles east of the Kashmu frontier These two mountains rise to a 
great height above the suironnding peaks, and exactly resemble one an- 
other in their regular conical foim, tlioiigli one is completely white and the 
other uniformly black, and both can be seen from Wazirabad, in the 
Gujaranwala plain, 140 miles distant, ovei topping all the hills of Kash- 
mir, and many other intervening heights. 

lNCtlzafifd.ra.ba.d- — Town stands at the confluence of the Jehlam 
■with the Kishen Ganga, just beyond the S.izai a boi der Important as 
commanding the entrance of the Baiamula Pass. Femes over both 
rivers Fort 

Ifobag rfai ( Noyagm ), — -Pass in Kashmir, over the range of 
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monntams bounding tlie Kuslmiir valley on the east. Elevation of crest 
above ‘5ca-level, 12,000 feet 

Wandan Sar — Labe m Kashmir State, situated with fnnr others 
nn the iioith side of the Pn Panj.il Mountain, close to the Nnndnn Sar 
P.iss Poi ms the source of the Haripiu river Place of Hindu pil- 
gi image 

Nanenwar — hlountam in Kashmii State. One of the lofty ranges 
hounding the Kashmir valley on the north-east Over its sides lies the 
Bandarpur Pass into Tibet, at an elevation of about 11,000 feet above 
sea-level, 

JSTawasliahr — Town with po'-t oftce [ m. t. ] 

Wil Nag — Lake in Ka<;hniir State giving rise to a stream which 
joins the Jehlunneai Baraiiinla, situated on tlie noi fh-eastern declivity 
of the Pir Panial Moiinfain, 21 miles south-west of Siinagar. Hold m 
great veneration by the Hindus 

Pampur — Town in Kashmir State, lying on the north bank of 
the nver .Telilani, about 5 luiks fiom Srinagar, surrounded by oichai da 
and gardens A bridge of sevcial arches spn'ns the i ivcr , dcizai , 2 
Muh.mimadan shrines The neighbouiing count ly is devoted to growth 
of saffron, considered tinei than that of Hindustan. 

Pir Panjal ( ‘ The Gantts' Mountain' ). — A lofty range in Kashmir 
States, sepal ating that State, on its south-western ^ide, from the Punjab. 
Huns north-west and ^ontli-east, flora the Baramula Pass to that of the 
Pit Panjal or Kaudau-Sar, a distance of about 40 miles , the highest 
peaks attaining an elevation of about IG. 500 feet above sea-level The 
range is named from a oi Muhammadan saint, whose shiine in the Pir 
Panjal Pass receives the offetings of all devout Musalnian travellers. 
The most picturesque road and into Ka'?hinir, and one of the easiest and 
most fiequented, tiaverses the Pir Panjal Pass, and is known as the Gn- 
ja vat and Pir Panjal mute. ' The pass itself is cio^sed m the eleventh 
stage from Gujavat, between the h.iltmg-stations of Porlnana and Alia- 
bad scirai, The top of tiie pass is a fine grassy plateau about half a mile 
wide, with an elevation of about 11,500 feet, giadnally -^loping dowm to 
the Aliabad sat at In clear wcatlier the Shahdeta minais at Lahore are 
visible, though distant about 130 miles 

H.iasi. — Port and town in the Jnmmn Division of Kashmir State ; 
lies on the left bank of tlie Chenab on the last slopes of the southern-moSt 
Himalayan range. Two large tanks supply tlie gainson with water. 

A deep ravine separates the fort from a sandstone eminence of equal 
lieight, about a mile distant 

Shahabad. — Town in Kashmir State, stands in the nnd'^t of a 
fruitful and pictuiesque valley, famous for producing tlie finest wheat 
in Kashmii, bazat with a few shops. Ele\ ation above sea-level, 5, GOO 
feet 

Srinagar ( Swjynagai , The city of the Sun ) — Town, and capit.al 
of the Kashmii State in the Western Himalayas Picturesqueh sitfiated 
ra the ‘H.ippy Yalley’ of Kashmir, about midway between its two ends, 
and close to the lulls which bound its noith-westein side, on tlic banks 
of the riYci Jehlam. The city extends ioi about 2 miles along the banka 
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of the river, vrhicli divides it into tvro nearly c^nvl portion^. onnxH 
by seven bridges. There arc scvonl fine stone ghau or hnding-tairs j 
and the city is also inlcrscctcd by several canal=. the principal oi which 
are the Sunt-kob, the ICut-i-knt, and the Kalt*mar. Srinagar is bmlb at 
an elevation of about 5276 feet above s:a level but is cnrroandcl 
by low swampy tracts, which render it unhealthy. Population abotii 
1, 75000,-25,000 being Hindus and the rcmauidf’r Miwalmans. The 
principal paiblic buildings arc the b>inxdnrt, pahe , fort giin-factf'ry. d*3- 
pensary, school, mint, a branch of the Punjab Banking Cunpan), I>d., 
post office [ m t ] , also some ancient nios^ju'^^, tciuph*--', .an 1 ce:n>'t-^r>s. 
The streets arc genei ally narrow. There arc seicral foru'-.* or market- 
places m different parts of the city i one of which, colled the Malnmj- 
ganj, has been lately bnilb for the convenience of visitor-;, in which all 
the manufactures peculiar to Kashinir can be ob'aincd Tne Takliti 
Suleiman or ‘ Throne of Solomon ’ is hill overlof>king the cit}, from 
which a good veiw is obtained On the top is a fine o’d stone temple, 
called by the Hindus iS/iun '.nr Achanj'i^ now c''nacrtcd into a mo-auc. 
Elevation above sea-level, 6050 feet Four mips south-east of Srinagar 
is a temple named Pandriiiton, standing in the midst oi a tank is wo'th 
noticeable. The Han Parhnt, or Fort Hill, is an i-olatci hill on the 
northern ont-skirts of the city. It is about 250 feet high, and is crown- 
ed by the fort. A wall surrounds the hill, in which the prmcipal gate- 
way, called the Kati Dane i: r, is surmounted b> a Pcr-ian inscnpt’on. 
Both wall and fort built by Akbar in 1590 a. d. The length, of the 
wall IS 3 miles , its height 28 feet. 

Tiic Shcr Garhi. within the city, emtain^ tlic c’ty fort and the 
royal palace Its walls are about 22 feet Ingh ; .and the interior con- 
tains the state apartments, Goicrnment offices, and barrrc-ks. The Jama 
Masjid, or the Cathedral mosque, which is also in the city, is a ^ery 
large four-sided building, with an open square m the centre and a wooden 
steeple in the middle ot each side. 

The Dal or city lake of Kashmir, lies on the north-eastern side of 
the city It IS about 5 miles long, 2\ miles brcxid with a depth of 10 
feet Its surface m many parts is cov'ered with the famous Kashminan 
‘ floating gardens ’ Shalimar Bagh is a beauuful pleasure-ground laid 
out by Jahangir , and the Bagh or ‘ Garden of Bliss.' another pic- 

turesque pleasure-ground is said to have been pHnned by Akbar ; and 
there are several other gardens oi similar character in the environs of 
Srinagar The local government of the C’ty is vested in a Viceroy, or 
Governor assisted by a Financial and Eevenue Commissioner, a Judge 
of the Chief Oonrt, an Accountant-General, a Superintendent of shawls, 
and a J udge of the Civil Court The Governor resides m the Sher 
Garhi Post office {] m. ], 

Trikota — Mountain in Kashmir State, forming part of the range 
bounding the valley of Srinagar on the south. Tne summit is covered 
with snow almost throughout the year. On its northern flank a spnng 
gashes from the rock in regular pulsations — ^hot in winter, but cooled by 
intermixture of the melting snows dunns the summer months. Th^ 
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Hindus regaid this spring as holy, and pay pilgrimages to ifc from con- 
siderable distances. 

Uri — Town with post office [ m. ]. 

Ventipur — Village and rums in Kashmir State ; situated near the 
. right bank of the river Jehlam, 16 miles south-east of Siinagar on the 
Islamabad road Remains of two great buildings, known as theVen- 
kadati Deri, and the Ventimadati ; they present striking examples of eaily r 
Kashmirian aiehitecture. 

Vernag — Spring, situated in the south-eastern extremity of the Sri- 
nagar valley. Forms one of the chief feeders of the Jehlam. 

Wardwan ( Maru Wardioan — A long and narrow valley, on the 
eastern side of the Kashmir valley, from wliieh it is separated by a very 
lofty range of mountains Its direetion is nearly noith and south, with 
a length of 40 miles, and breadth of a quarter of a mile It is bounded 
by high and nigged mountains eovered with perpetual snow. It is in- 
tersected by the Wardwan rivei, which flows south- ward to join the 
Ohenab. The climate of Wardwan is rigorous, and ram or snow falls 
throughout the greater pait of the year. The valley is, howevei, of in- 
terest to the sportsman on account of its ibex grounds, for which it is 
celebrated. 

Wulur — Lake in Kashmir State , the largest sheet of water in the 
valley, formed by an expansion of the river Jehlam. Length from east 
to west, 10 miles ; breadth from north to south, 12 miles It is en- 
closed on the east and north by vciy lofty mountains Wulur is cele- 
brated for its picturesque beauty Contains a small island, Lanka, with 
extensive rums of an ancient Buddhist temple. Subject to violent 
squalls. 

KEONTHAZi. 

Keonthal. — One of the Punjab Hill States, lies around Simla sta- 
tion. Area, 116 square miles comprising 838 villages. Total population 
about 35,000 Revenue Rs. 60,000 Puncipal piodncts, — opium and 
gram. The chief of Keonthal was formerly styled Rana, but was raised 
by the British Government to the higher rank of Raja m 1857 The 
Raja holds a sanad conferring on the Keonthal chief and his heirs for 
ever, paramount authority over the petty States of Theog, Kothi, Ghttnd, 
Madhan, or Kiari and Ratesh, the chiefs of which, with their descendants ' 
aie bound to regard the chief of Keonthal as their hege, and to pay an 
annual tribute as follows Kothi, Rs 500 , Theog, Rs. 600 , Ghund, 
Rs. 250 , MadhaUi Rs 250. Another sanad was granted to Keonthal 
conferring Punnar on him and his heirs The tributaries of Keonthal 
are ; — The Rana of Kothi — Area, 36 square miles, and population about 
3,000, and revenue Rs 6,000 The Thakur of Theog — area 10 square 
miles, population ^3,500, and levenue Rs 3,300 The Thakur of Madhan 
— area 13 square miles, population 1,500, and revenue Rs, 1,600 The 
Thakur of, Ghund —area 3 squaie miles, population 1 500, and revenue 
Rs 1,000 The Thakur of Ratesh — area 3 square miles, population 500, 
and revenue Rs 700. 
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PLACE OF INTEREST. 

lVXatia.na> — Villngc nntl dak bungalow, lies on the route from Simla 
to Kotgarli, about 30 miles uorth-casb of the former station. 

PhagOO. — Halting-place, with good Government rest-house of se- 
veral rooms, 12 miles cast of Simla on the pony route to Kofgnrli. Ro- 
mantically situated between 8000 and 9000 feel above sendevcl, and fre- 
quently resorted to by Simla residents as well ns travellers. 

ICainagar* — Fortin Keontlml State. It crowns nn isolated hill 
on the left bank of the river Pahar, winch is hero crossed by n wooden 
bridge. Small community of Brahmans hold the surrounding \ alley, and 
have charge of tw’o temples of Tibetan architecture Elo\ alien above sen- 
level, 5,408 feet. 

Theog« — A small Thulnai or lord'^hip in the Simla Hills, tributary 
to the N.ative State of Kcnnthnl , containing eight pnr^nnnB. The vil- 
lage of Thcog IS well known halting place, with a dnk bungalow, 18 
miles cast of Simla. There is n small fort. It is situated at an elevation 
of 8018 feet above sea-level. 

KOTHZ. 

Kothi ( Eoii ) — Petty Hill State in the Punjab, subordinate to the 
Raja of Keonihal, and conterminous with the vSimla territory on the 
south and east Area 30 square miles , population 0,000 and Revenue, Rs. 
6060 The chief ( Bishnu Gbaud, a Rajput ) received the title of Rana 
foi services rendered dm mg the mutiny of 18.57. In a deep valley cast 
of Mashobra IS the little hamlet of Sipi, whore an annual fair is held 
every May, which is attended by the people of the neighbouring hills m 
aige numbers, and is also a popular resort of holiday-makers from Simla. 
1 PLAGE OF INTEREST. 

IVIasbobra* — Village and hill in Kothi State, situated a few miles 
from Simla on the old line of the Great Hindustan and Tibet Road. A 
small village, but the neighbourhood is much frequented during the sum- 
mei season by visitoi s from Simla ; and many residents of Simla have 
built themselves suburban residences heie. Hotel, and post office [ m. 
s. t. ]. 

KUMHARSi^ZN. 

Rumharsain. — One of the Simla Hill Slates. The village of Kum- 
haisam is situated .about 40 miles cast of Simla on the road to Knlu. 
Aiea 90 square miles, containing 254 villages. Population about 12,000. 
The sanad, dated 7th February 1816, binds the chief and his heirs to 
render feudal service to the British Government The Rana of Kumhar- 
sam, Hira Singh, is a Rajput by caste. The State pays a tribute to the 
British Government of Ra 2000 Revenue of the chief, Rs. 12,000. 

KUNZZZAR. 

Kunhiar. — One of the Simla Hill States. Area, 8 square mileS ; 
population 2,000 The little State occupies a fertile valley about 15 miles 
west ot Simla The climate is very mild and the soil fertile, producing 
good crops of sugar-cane. The Thakur of Kunhiar, Tegh Singh, is a 
Ragbuhaubi Rajput The family has the title of Rao, and within the 
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last two generations has taken the suffix of Singh. Revenue, Rs. 

4.000 . The State pays a tribute of Rs. 180 to the Bntish Government. 

KUTHAK. 

Kuthar — Ono of the Simla Hill States ; area, 7 square miles, con- 
taining 150 villages. Population about 4,000 The State lies west of 
Subathu. The present Rana of Kuthar is Jai Chand, a Chandrabansi 
Rajput. The family suffix is Chand. Revenue, Rs. 5,000 ; tribute of 
Rs. 1,000 is paid to the British Government. 

liOKARXr. 

XiOharUi — ^One of the Native States under the political superinten- 
dence of the Commissioner of the Hissar Division and the Government of 
the Punjab. Area, 285 square miles, with 54 villages. Population 15,000. 
Revenue, Rs 69,000. The Nawab has received a sanad of adoption, 
and IS bound to furnish a contingent of 200 horse when required. Chief 
town Loharu, 14 miles from Surajgarh. Population 2,000. 

2M;AHZ.Oa. 

IMXalllOg ( Mailog ) — One of the Simla Hill States ; area, 48 square 
miles, containing 222 villages. Population 10,000 Revenue, Rs. 

10.000, out of which tiibute of Rs. 1,450 is paid to the Biitish Govern- 
ment Principal products — opium and gram. The family suffix is Chand. 
Sentences of death passed by the Thakur require the confirmation of the 
Superintendent of the Hill States All other punishments are awarded by 
the chief on his own authority A military force of 75 men is kept up. 

MEAIiER EOTZ.A. 

IKEaler Eotla* — A small State lies to the south of Ludhiana Area, 
162 square miles Population 75,750. Revenue, Rs 284,000 Chief 
products — cotton, sugar, opium, aniseed, tobacco, garlic, andgiain. The 
present chief ( Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ah Khan Bahadur, an Af- 
ghan ) exercises complete juusdiction in his State The Nawab receives 
compensation from the Government of Rs 2500 per annum in peipe- 
tuity, on account of loss of revenue caused by the abolition of customs 
duties The military force consists of 76 cavalry and 200 infantry, 

8 field-guns, and 16 artillerymen. The chief receives a salute of 11 
guns. Maler Kotla is the chief town of the State of the same name, 
30 miles from Ludhina. Population about 21,000. Post and tele- 
graph offices. 

MANBI. 

IMaladi.— Native State, under the political superintendence of the 
Commissioner of Jullunder, repiesenting the Government of the Punjab. 

It IS situated to the south and east of Kangra Area, 1000 square, 
miles. Population 150,000. Mandi is the most populous of the Punjab 
Hill States. The people are nearly all Hindus Revenue, Rs 360,000. 
British tribute 1 lakh. The country is very mountainous, being intersect- 
ed by two parallel ranges, fiom which smaller hills branch ofi The 
valleys are fertile, producing gram, sugar-cane, opium and tobacco, v 
Two salt mines yield one-fourth of the revenue of the State The climate 
is cool, except at the capital, which is shut m by the hills, and in the 
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western portion of tlio country, which do''3 not rise more ihnn 2000 feet 
above the plains. Considerable sums hn\c hoeii expended by this State 
on impoitaut puhhe woihs. The most notable is the Empress Bridge 
of Mandi, over the Bcas, here a swift torrent 

The ruling family is Rajput, of the Olmndrabansi clan. Sen is 
the name borne by the ruling chief, nhilst the jounger members of tho 
family aie called Singh. Tlic Mandi family is on ancient offshoot of tho 
chiefs of Snkot. The Raja ( Bijai Sam Bahadm , a Ohandrabansi ) is 
entitled to a salute of 11 guns. The military force consists of 700 in- 
fantry and 25 cavalry. Mandi, the chief town of the State of that name, 
situated on the banka of the Bcas. Population 5,000 School-house imd 
post office [ m 8 t. ]. 

PLACES OF INTEREST. 

Guma> — Yillage in hlandi State, on tho snnthorn slope of the Hi~ 
malayas. Tho village contains ammo of salt, Mhieh is, however, a good 
deal mixed with earth. The mineral is quariicd here and at Drang (al- 
so in the Mandi State ). Tho duty levied on salt is shared between tho 
British Government and the Mandi State, in the proportion of two-thirds 
and one-thud respectively. 

Hamlagarh — Portress in Mandi State, situated near tho south 
bank of the Bcas , consisting of a range of forts, about 8 miles m length, 
constructed partly of masonry and partly of the natural sandstone rock. 
The principal stronghold crowns an isolated peak, whose precipitons 
sides tower 15,00 feet above tho Bc.vs, with double that elevation above 
sea-level 

IVIalsian. — Town with GOQO inhabitants. Post office [ m s. t 

IVXANG-AX..

— One of tke cis-Sultej States, lies on the east side of the 
Suite] Area, 5,951 square miles, with 2,601 towns and villages Popula- - 
tion 1,538,810. Revenue, Rs 49,33,000. The State is divided into two 
portions of which the larger is situated m the plain south of the Sutlej, while 
tlie other portion is hill country stretclung up to Simla, which latter 
place formerly belonged to Patiala, but has been exchanged for territory 
in the district, of Barauh. The usual grains aie produced in the tracts 
under cultivation. The State contains lead and copper mines, slate and 
marble quarries. 

The Maharaia of Patiala ( Rajendra Singh Mahendra Bahadur, a 
Sikh, of the Sidhu Jat tribe) furnishes a contingent of 100 horse for 
general duty He is entitled to a salute of 17 guns The military force, 
consists of about 2750 cavalry, 600 infantry including police, 31 field and 
78 other guns, and 238 artillerymen There is a Director of Public 
Instruction, and the State is well administered.

^11 of the Himalayas ; on the north-west by the mountains of Spiti and 
Kulu belonging to the District of Kangra, and lower down by the 
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Satie] ; on the south-west by the plains df Urahalla ; on the north-east 
by the Dehra Dun and the Native State of GarhwaL They are con- 
trolled by the Superintendent of Hill States in subordination to the 
Commissioner, of Umballa. The States are as follow : — Sirmur ( Nahan ), 
Kahlur ( Bilaspur ), Bashahr ( Bassahir ), Hindur ( Nalagarh ), Suket, 
Keonthal, Baghal, Jnbbal, Bhajja, Kumharsam, Mailog, Balsan, Baghat, 
Kuthar, Dhami, Taroch, Sangri, Kunhiar, Bija, Mangal, Rawai, Dar- 
kuti, and Dadlii , each of which see separately. 

SXRMUR. 

Sirmur — One of the Sub-Himalayan or Hill States, frequently 
called Nahan, from the name of the chief town. It is situated to the 
west of Dehra Dun District Area, 1077 square miles, and population 
under 120,000. The capital of the State is Nahan Revenue, 
Rs. 2,10,000. Most of the country lies in the basin of the 
Jnmna, and slopes from north to south, falling from 12,000 feet 
above the sea to 15,000 feet. The forests yield valuable sal timber. 
The pastnr.age is rich. Gram and opium are the principal products. 
Ginger is largely cultivated, and the State is noted for ita fine breed of 
sheep. The houses are mostly 3 stones high, built of stone. The roof 
are chiefly of slate. The people generally came originally from the plains, 
but towards the east there is an admixture of the Mongolian stock. The 
language is a dialect of Hindi. 

Sirmur, which means ‘ a crowned head, ’ was the residence of 
the Raja who ruled over the State before the present dynasty en- 
tered the country. It is said that the last Raja of the ancient line was 
swept away by a flood, and that Agar Sam Rawai, of the ruling family of 
Jeysulmere, from whom the present chief is descended, took possession of 
the vacant throne about 1095 a. d In 1805, the country was conquered 
by the Gurkhas, who were expelled by the British m 1815, and the Raj- 
put Raja was reinstated. 

The relations of the chief with the British Government are defined 
in a sajMd, dated 21st September 1815, under which he is required to 
consult theSuperintendent of the Hill States m all matters connected 
with the management of the State, and to furnish a contingent to the 
British forces when called on The present chief ( Raja Sir Samsher Pra- 
kash Bahadur, g c s. i ) is a Rajput, and receives a salute of 1 1 
guns. He maintains a small force of 55 cavalry, 800 infantry, with 10 
'field guns, and 20 artilleiymen The police force numbers 125 men. 
Sentences of death require the confirmation of the Supenntendent and 
the Oomraissioner of Umballa, bnt all other punishments are awarded by 
the Raja on his own authority. The Raja, pays no tribute. 

PLACES OP INTEREST. 

Chaur — Peak in Sirmur State, forming the highest summit among 
the mountains which occupy the Sub-Himalayan tract, with an elevation 
of 11,982 feet above the sea It presents a striking appearance from the 
plains of Sirhind, and the veiw from its summit embraces the vast low- 
land tract on the south, and a wide panoiama of the snowy lauge to the 
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north-ward Though below the limit of perpetual snow, drifts remain in 
the shady chasms on its flanks throughout the summer months. 

Jaitak — Hill fortress crowning a steep lidge of State, which rises 
ahove the Kiarda Dun Elevation above sea-level, 4854 feet 
.Ifahan — Capital of Sumui State, and lesidence of the Raja ; situat- 
ed about 40 miles south of Simla, at the western extiemity of the Kiarda 
Dun, and from its elevated position ( 3207 feet ) visible from the plains 
at a consideiable distance. Nahan is cleaner and handsomer than the 
generality of Indian towns Population 5000. Rajah’s palace, large 
bazai , dak bungalow, 2 sarais, dispensary, school, and an iron foundry 
woiked by the State On an eminence adjacent to the toivn, a canton- 
ment has been laid out for the Raja’s ti oops Post office [ m 8 t ]. 

Xtajgarbi — Fort, situated upon a natural ten ace, projecting from 
the side of a mountain Square outline ; towei at each corner, about 
40 feet high and 20 sqiiaie. Elevation above sea-level, 7116 feet 

Saraswatl ( Saisutt ) — Sacred iiver of the Punjab, famous m the 
early Brahmamcal annals Rises just beyond the British bolder, m the 
low hills of Sirmur State, emerges upon the plain at Zadh Budie in 
Umballa, a place esteemed sacred by all the Hindus, flows in a geneial 
south-westerly direction, and loses itself moie than once in the sands, 
but reappears again with little diminished volume , passes by the holy 
town of Thanesar and the numerous shrines of the Kiirukshebra, a tiact 
celebrated as a centre of pilgrimages, and as the scene of the battle- 
fields of the Mali abhaiata , enters Karnal Distiict and Patiala State, 
where it finally joins the Ghaggar. 

Suket — One of the Hill States, lying on the north side of the Sutlej 
river, 'which separates it from the cis -Sutlej Hill States Aiea 474 
square miles with 1 town and 219 villages Population about 55,000. 
Estimated revenue Rs 100,000 of which Rs 11,000 is paid as tribute to 
the British Government A sanad conferring the right of adoption 
was gianted in 1862 The present chief ( RajaDasht Hikandan Sen ) ad- 
ministers his State in person, and leceives a salute of 11 guns A small 
force of 40 cavalry, and 365 infantry is maintained Post office [ m. 
,6. t ■). 

Taroch {Ti^hoch ) — One of the Simla Hill States Area, 67 
square miles, with 44 villages Population about .8500 A sanad con- 
ferring the right of adoption was gianted in 1819. It was again con- 
firmed in 1843, in which claims for foiced labour ( begar ) were commut- 
ed for a payment of Rs 280 Estimated Revenue Rs 6000 Themihtaiy 
force IS 80 men The piesent chief ( Thakur Kedar Singh ) administers 
his State in person. 

PESHAWAR. 

PESHAWAR — District in the Division of the same name, Punjab ; 
and forms the extreme north-western corner of the Indian Empire, ex- 
tending from the river Indus to the Khaibar mountains It is bounded 
on the north by the ranges which link the Sufed Koh to the Hindu 
Kuah , on the west and south by continuations of the same mountains , 
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qh tlie south-east by the Indus , and on the north-cast by the hills o£ 
Boner aud Swat ArcOi 2,444 square miles Population 703,708 
Peshawar stands twentieth m order of area, and ‘leventeenth m oidei of 
population, among the districts of the Punjab The administrative head- 
q^uarters arc at the city of Peshawar, 276 miles from Lahore by rail 

Products — The staple crops of the rah haivest aie — wheat, barley, 
pulses, oil-seeds, and Vegetables. Kkarif crops include maize, millets, 
rice, cotton, and sugar-cane. 

Commerce and Trade — The trade of the District centres in the town 
of Peshawar, and 13 far less extensive than might be expected fi omits 
position on the gieat highway between India and the Central Asiatic 
kingdoms. Tlie imports from Kabul consist of horses, raw silk, worsted 
cochineal, drugs, and other miscellaneous goods, foi re-exportation to the 
south and east Bokhaia supplies gold bullion and gold or silver 
thread, the latter of which is handed on to the traders of Kashmir, while 
the bullion goes to Bombay The return trade from Hindustan includes 
English piece-goods, cambrics, silk, sugar, and =pice3 ; while that from 
Kashmir is confined to the single item of shawls. The local manu- 
factures comprise cutleiy, and weapons, scarves, copper cliasmg, plain 
embroidery, snuff, and coarse cloth. The Peshawar scarves are celebrat- 
ed throughout India foi their fine texture and tasteful colounno- 
Peshawar is one < of the Distucts at which trans-frontier trade is 
registered 

Climate. — ^Thc climate of the Peshawar valley naturally varies much 
with the elevation and other physical peculiarities In the liigh and open 
uplands ofYusafzai, the an is fresh and buoyant , but in the low-lying»con- 
tral hollow, the land is saturated with the oveiflow of the Swat and the 
Kabul, so that the atmosphere becomes heavy and damp, chilling m 
wintei, and laden with waim moistuie m the hot season In the greater 
part of the valley, shut in by high walls of rock, the air is singulaily 
stagnant and motionless The city itself has a bad reputation for fever 
and cholera The chief endemic disease is fever, which is very prevalent 
in the Peshawar cantonments. Snow seldom falls in the valley, and only 
remains unmelted for a very short time In the hills surrounding the valley, 
reaching to upwards of 3,000 feet, there are generally repeated falls of 
snow each winter , while in the loftier langes behind snow lies sometimes 
for weeks at a time from the middle of Kovember till the middle of May. 
Slight shocks of eaithquake are fiequently expeiienced, usually m the 
spring

Doaba Daudzai, Hashtnagar, Mardan, Utman Bolak and Nowshera.

iLbazai. — Foit and picturesque village on the no^bh-^Ycstcrn frontier 
of India, 24 miles north of Peshawar city, on the left bank of the Swat 
liver, and 1 mile from its exit from the hills. The river, here 150 3ord3 
wide, IS ciossed by a ferry, and is the highest point in British territory 
where a ferry is stationed. The fort, which lies between Ab.vrai Village 
and the hills, is constructed of mud It is surrounded by a ditch 30 
feet Wide and 8 feet deep The gariison ordinarily consists of 100 in- 
infantiy and 50 cavaliy, and the armament of one 18 and one 12 pounder 
bioiize gun. Post oificc [ m s. t. ]. 

Akora. — Small town, situated half a mile from the right bank of 
the Kabul river, 11 miles from Attoclc and 34 miles from Peshawar 
The chief village of the noi thorn Khatlak tribe Contains good hazai^ and 
camping-ground, with abundance of glass and forage for cattle. Post 
office, m s. t ] 

Akora Khattak. — Village and railway station, 35 miles from 
Peshawar. 

Badhber. — Village with honorary magistrates’ court and post office 

Bara« — River m Peshawar District ; rises in a valley of the same 
name, lying m native territory on the southern side of the Khaihar Uills ; 
receives its chief tubutary, the Tira Toi, 8 miles beyond the British bord- 
er , runs noith-east tliiougli the District, passing within 2 miles of 
Peshawar, aud falls into the Shah Alam branch of the Kabul river shortly 
befoie Its junction with the mam stream Tlie Bara is regarded as a sacred 
river, and the spot where its wateis arc first divided forms a special object 
of veneration. 

Chapri. — Village with post office [ m ]. 

Charsada. — Town and head-quarters of the Ilashtnagar talml, 
situated on the left bank of the Swat river, IG miles north-east of Pesha- 
■wai Population about 9000 The town is not fortified, and is connected 
by road with Peshawar, Mardan, and the Naiisliara railway station It is 
a large and prosperous agi icnltaral village rather than a tow n, but con- 
tains seveial enterprisingHmdu traders. A stupa or tower erected over 
the spot where Buddha made au alms-offcnng of Ins eyes, formed the 
great atti action foi the Buddhist pilgrim and his co-rohgionists. The 
entile neighbourhood is, coverd with vast rums Post office [ m. s. t. ] 

Cllirat* — Hill cantonment and sanitarium in Naiishahra taTisil, at an 
elevation of 4500 feet above sea-level, on the west of the Khattak range, 
winch divides the distiicts of Peshawar and Kohat j distant fiom Pesb^a- 
wai 34 miles south-east, from Naushara 25 miles south-west. Even in 
the hottest seasons, the tempemtuie seldom exceeds 80 F The water 
supply comes fiom spring at. Sapan, neaily 3 miles distant , estimated 
outflow, 20,000 gallons per diem in the driest season of the year. There 
is another spring, veiy much nearer the station, the water of which is slight- 
ly sulphurous , it IS used foi bathing Towauls the end of June, the tem- 
peiatuie m the shade rises as high as 96 F but once the lain falls, the 
cinniba becomes veiy pleasant. The hill is locky, but is not void of 
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vegetation ; the wild olive (^lahi ), dodovin, and other wild bushes giow 
in abundance, and in the spring there is an abundance of wild flowei s 
There is a small Roman Catholic Chapel, but no Piotestant Chinch ; al- 
though the chaplain of Peshawar makes occasional visits The hill com- 
mands a view of the whole of the Peshawar valley on one side, and on the 
other of a great pait of Rawalpindi and of the Khwara valley m Kohab 
Distiict Dak bungalow, and post office [ m s t ] 

Haudzai. — Village and head-quarters of the tahsil of the same 
name. Contains Tahsildar’s Court, police station, and post office 
[ m s. t. ] 

G-arhi»Kapura. — Village with post office [ m. ] 
Garhi-Sirdar. — Village and railway station, 5 miles from 
Peshawar. 

, G-idhaur Gala. — Pass lying on the old road from Peshawar to At- 
tack, 5 miles noith-weat of the latter town. Dciives its name (‘the 
Jackal’s alley or lane’ ) from its extreme narrowness, being not more than 
10 or 12 feet wide, and bounded on either side by considerable lulls Its 
military importance is slight, from the facility with which it may be 
turned. 

Sashtnagar (Eight Cities ). — Tahstl of Peshawar District, 
comprising a strip of country extending 10 miles eastward from the 
Swat river, and stretching from the hills on the north to the Kabul river 
on the south Head-quarters of the tahsil are at Charsada 

Soti-mardan. — Cantonment situated on the right bank of the 
Kalpam river, 16 miles north of Haushahara and 33 miles north-east of 
Peshawar city. Derives its name from the two villages of Mardan and 
Hoti, which occupy the banks of the Kalpam immediately beloiy the 
cantonment. Contains the lines of the corps of guides, whose head- 
quarters are permanently stationed heio. Small fort, occupied by the 
' corps. Population about 3,000. The civil lines he a little south on the 
Haushara road, andc'intain tahsih, munsili, police station, telegiaph office, 
charitable dispensary, and other public offices An Assistant Commis- , 
sioner, deputed from Peshawai, resides at Hoti-Mardan, in charge of 
Yusafzai. Post office [ m ] 

Jamrud. — Fort, situated at the mouth of the Khaibar Pass. Elevation 
above sea-level, 1670 feet. During the mihtaiy operations of 1378-1879. 
Jamrud became a place of cosiderable importance, as the frontiei outpost 
on British territoiy towards Afghanistan , the fort has been greatly 
strengthened, and is now capable of accommodating a gairison ot about 
850 men It is built in three tiers, the fiist and second being defended by 
strong bastions, on which guns can be mounted The thud and highest 
tiei IS at an elevation which gives an excellent command over the neigh- 
bouring country The roof of this tier is used as a signalling station 
with Peshawar. Dak bungalow, and post office [ m. s. t. ] 

Katlang. — Village with post office [ m ] ' 

Khairabad. — Village with post office [ m s t ] 

Khatak Kills. — A rangts^o thills *on the border of Peshwar Dis- 
trict have an average height of about 3,000 feet above sea-level, but the 
highest peak, that of Jawala Sir, close to the sanitaiium of Oharat,

— Small frontier fort, sitnafed at the foot of the 
Khattak range, S\ miles from the entrance of the Kohat pass It consists 
of a pentagon, auinnci keep and a horuwork, with accommodation for 
20u mfantiy and 300 cavalry. 

IMEardaii. — Town and head-quarters of the tahf;il of the nme name. 
Contains Tahsildar’s and Munsilf’s Courts, Assistant Engineer’s office. 
Post office [ m. s. t. ]. Sid Hoti-Mardnn. 

IVXathra. — Village with post office. [ m. ] 

IMCichnl. — Fort, situated on the left hank of the Kabnl river close to 
where it issues from the lulls, and 15 miles north of Peshawar city. The 
fort 13 under the command of a field officer, subordinate to the Brigadier- 
General at Peshawar 

Pfawakila — Village with post office [ m. ]. 

Ifowsliera. — Town, railway station, and hcad-quartcis of the PFaii- 
shaia or Khalsa Khattak tahsil ; situated on the light bank of the 
Kabul river, 27 miles east of Peshawar city, 19 miles west of Attock, 
and 15 miles south of Hoti-Mardan. The town is picturesquely situated, 
and 13 a prosperous agiicultural centre with extensive lands iirignted from 
wells Besides the usual sub-divisional offices, tlie town contains police 
station, bazar, sarai, dak bungalow, school, and Protestant and Roman 
Catholic Churches, and post office [ m s. b ] Population 8000. 

Peshawar — City, municipality, railway station, and licad-quartcis 
of the Division; District and tahsil of the same name , situated in a small 
plain near the left bank of the Bara stieam, 13^ miles south-east of the 
3unction of the Swab and Kabul rivers, and 10^ miles from Jamrud fort 
near the entrnce oftheKhaibar Pass, distant fiom Kabul 190 miles. Popu- 
lation 84,000, chiefly Muhammadans Peshawar, an impoitant fioiitior 
and garrison city of India, is both inteiesting and picturesque. It is the 
ancient capital of the Gandaia Province, and has at all later peiiods been 
historically impoitant. Buddhist remains still maik its eaily greatness. 
The modern city has but slight arcliitectuial piotensions, the houses being 
chiefly built of small bricks or mud, held together by a wooden frame- 
work The city IS enteied by 16 gates, winch aie closed every mglit at 
gunfire It IS not fortified, though surrounded by watch-towers, which 
are now in rums, or have been converted into public posts The Ghor 
Rhatri, successively a Buddhist monastery and Hindu temple, is now a 
sarat On using giound ]usb outside the city, to the noitli is a square 
fort of sun-diied bucks, with walls 92 feet high Piom it there is a 
Very good view of the Peshawar valley and hills South-west of the city, 
Btretching fiom just outside the walls, are the suburbs of Bhana Man 
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and Baghban, where tlieic are gardens noted for their frmt, producing 
quinces, pomegianates, plums, limes, peaches, and apples in abundance 
These gardens foim a favourite pleasure-ground of the people ; nmfch of 
the city IS anothei public pleasuie-giound, the Bagh Shahi, or old royal 
gardens Two miles west of the city lie the cantonments, wheio most of 
the civil offices are also situated Poshawai has a great transit trade 
from Kabul'and Bokhaia and Central Asia Thahazais are well woth 
a visit. The speciality of Peshawai is bi ight-coloured scarfs called 
Iwngxs 'Wax-cloth work and some ornamental needle-work are also made 
here, as well as knives and small arms. The cemeteries are very numer- 
ous, and quite kurround the city. The Commissioners and Deputy Com- 
missioner’s coiiits and the District ofifices generally, are situated in the 
cantonments Within the city arc the sub-divisional offices and courts 
in the Ghor Khatri, the large sarai. The principal local institutions are 
the Ohuich Mission Collegiate School, the Egerton Hospital, and the 
Martin Lectuie Hall and Institute, with its reading room and libiary, 
also maintained by the Peshawai Mission. 

The cantonments. 2 miles west of the city, are pleasantly situated on 
a slope looking towards the Khaibar Pass, and occupying one of the 
highest sites m the valley. The cantonments were occupied by British 
troops soon after the annexation of the Punjab in 184-8-49. There are 
no old buildings of note, except the Residency Among the modern 
buildings are St John’s Church, double-stoned baracks, etc., The 
cantonment buildings ai o arranged in three main blocks — right, centre, 
and left, forming togethei an irregular oblong 8 miles and 540 yards 
in circuit, 3 miles and 925 y.ards m length from noitb-west to south-west, 
and 1 mile and 1650 yards in bieadth at its widest point. The light ( or 
eastern ) block contains the ai tillery lines, and barracks for two regi- 
ments of Hative Infantry, the commissariat stoies, the District court- 
house and treasury, the jail and police lines, and other public buildings. 
The centre block contains lines for a regiment of Hative Infantry Jt 
contains also the church, Roman Catholic chapel, post office, staging 
bungalow, and the cantonment magistiate’s office The left (or western ^ 
block contains lines for a regiment of British Infantiy, two companies of 
sappers, a legiment of Native Infantry, and one of Native cavalry In 
front of this block are the lace-coiuse, grand parade, and burial-ground. 
In the rear are a large cncket-ground and public garden The appear- 
ance of the place dunng the cold and rainy seasons is pleasing and pic- 
turesque The gardens attached to the officers’ bungalows, which line the 
main roads, are^ well planted with trees, and in most cases are well kept. 
Much public energy and good taste also have been displayed in ceitain 
improvements recently earned out

RAWALPINDI — District in the Division of the same name, Punjab 
Bounded on the north by Hazara District, on the east by the n\cr 
Jhelum, on the south by the Jhelum District, and on the west by the river 
Indus. Rawalpindi stands sixth in order of area, and seventh in older 
of popnlation among the Districts of the Pubjab. Area, 4,844 square 
miles, and population 887,194. The administrative head-quarters of the 
District and Division are at the town of Rawalpindi, 102 miles from 
Peshawar city by rail. 

Minerals — Rawalpindi is not richjin minerals. 

Products — The staple spring crop of the District is wheat, while 
lajra forms the mainstay of the autumn harvest. The other crops aie — 
gram, barley, and mustard-seed in the spring , and yoar, Indian corn, 
cotton, and the common pulses in the autumn harvest Rice is grown to a 
small extent in the Murree Hills, but is of an inferior quality. Tlie cotton 
too IS inferior, being grown only on umrrigated land The potato was 
introduced in the Murree Hills, and it is now recognised as a luciative 
crop Wheat, gram, and rice are increasing in importance as staple 
pioducts, while the inferior crops of bajra, jom , and Indian corn, on 
the other hand, are less cultivated than they used to be. 

Commerce and Trade — The only productions that give rise to any 
large export trade are food-grams and oil-seeds ; but this only happens 
m years of good harvests. Snuff of excellent quality is manufactured at 
Hazro, and is expoited to Kashmir and Amritsar Cotton cloth, woolen 
blankets, and soap are manufactured m the District , also leather and oil 
manufactures are of considerable extent The beer is of excellent quality, 
and commands a ready sale. The great horse fan is held annually at Rawal- 
pindi town, at which Government prizes are distributed, and animals from 
2' paibs of the Punjab are exhibited and sold. 

Climate The District has two rainy seasons, the first from January 
0 atch, and the second fiom July to August. During the winter, the 
rpp] severe, but in summer the heat Ceannot be ex- 

e in any pai t of India. Notwithstanding the excessive heat of May, 
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June, and part of July, the climate of Eawalpmdi is noted for its salu- 
brity, and the District is one of the healthiest for Euiopean troops in the 
Province. The climate of the Murrce Hills is peculiarly adapted to the 
English constitution The principal disease of the District is fever, 
which exists in ah endemic form. Cattle diseases are very prevalent, and 
carry off a large number of the live-stock. 

Administration — For fiscal and administrative purposes the District 
is divided into 7 tahsils of Murree, Rawalpindi, Kahuta, Gujarkhan, Fatah- 
jang, Pindi Glieb, and Attock. The total revenue of the Distiict is about 
11 lakhs.

The city stood a few miles 
to the north of the Margala Pass, where several mounds still mark the 
sites of its pimcipal buildings The Chinese Buddhist pilgum, Fa Hian 
visited Takshasila, as a place of peculiar sanctity, about 400 a. d. The ' 
rums of Takshasila consist of six sepaiate portions The nyound of Bir, 
close to the modem rock-seated village of Dhen Shahan, abound in frag- 
ments of biick and pottery, and offers a rich mine of coins and gems 
for the antiquaiy Hatial, a fortified spur of tlie Masala lange, pro- 
bably formed the ancient citadel , it is enclosed by a / ruined wall, and 
Clowned by a large tower. Sir-Kap piesents the appWance of a sup- 
plementary frortiess Kacha-Kot possibly gave shelter \to the elephants 
and cattle during a siege Babar-Khana contains the reiWins of a stupa.

Trade m grain, cotton,, 
oil, and wool, mnnufactuies of tountiy cloth and so,ap, espoi ted beyond 
the Indus The town contains talisih, police station, excellent school, 
dispnsaiy, Government rest-house, ai d post offibe [ m s. t. ”] 

iR*awalpindi» — Towm, municipality, larged militaiy cantonment, 
railivay station, and administrative head-qnai tors of the taJisil, District and 
Division of the same name , situated on the north bank of the river Leli, 
a muddy, sluggish stieam, flowing between lofty and precipitous banks, 
and separating the town from tlie cantonments The population of the 
eity,piopei is about 73,795, the ma]ority of whom are Muhammadans. 

It received its name from Jliiin la Khan, a Ghakkai chief, who le- 
stored the town of Fatehpur Baoii, wduch had fallen to decay dm mg an 
invasion of the hloghuls in the lith century. The present towm is of 
modern origin, and contains upwaids of 7,000 httuses, and a number of 
streets m which bankcis and cloth meichants lire The town has notlnng 
■veiy remarkable in it. Tlic oldest poition of the town is its not th-eastei n 
coiner, wheie the bazars are narrow and crooked, aftei the fashion of most 
native cities of small size. But else-wheie the streets aie bio.id, stiaight, 
handsome, and regular ;’'and as a lesult of this, and of the excellent 
drainage and sanitary arrangements, Kaw’alpinili, is said to present a 
cleanei appearance than piobably any other town in Noithein India 
Trees have been fieely planted, and give the station a very pleasing 
appeal ance 

The cantonments are separated fiom the native town by the little 
liver Loh, and occupy tlie site of an ancient Hindu city The gairison 
usually consists of one regiment of Euiopean cavahy, two regiments 
of Emopean infantiy, one regiment of Hative cavahy, and two legiments 
of Native infantiy, with two batteries of artillery ( horse and field), in- 
creased m the cold weather by three mountain batteiies, which in the 
summer occupy the hills noi th of Mui ree. An ai senal was established 
at Rawalpindi m 1883 The cantonment ion tans seveial European 
shops 

The principal biddings of Rawalpindi station are tlie courts of the 
Commissioner and Deputy Commvssionei , also Oantomnent Magistiate’s 
Comb, Bngade OommissaiiatTianspoit offices, and office of the Paymastei; 
Punjab Circle, all within tlie civil hues The native town contains the 
tahstl budding, police station municipal hall, and city hospital, all sl- 
fcuated at the point where the road from the Cantonments, an extension 
of the sadai bazai , enters the city At the same point ai e the large 
sm m or native mn, the Pi esbyterx.an Mission Church, and the Mission 
School. A large and handsome public gaiden is maintained by tlie 
Municipality, and an extensive paik, lias been laid out by the Dvstiict 
authoiities near the jail The paik is a favounte evening and moimn'i^ 
lesoit of the Europeans of the station. The garrison Church, contains 
a window in memory of the late Bishop Milman of Calcutta Thete 
. are also the station Club, five good Emopean hotels, several European 
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shops, a branch of the Alhanee Bank of Simla, and also a branch of the 
Delhi and London Bank Agency. The mam bazar contains numerous good 
Pai SI and othei shops, and the office of the Punjab Ttnies. At the entrance 
to the bazai a fine archway has been erected m remembrance of Brigadier- 
General Massy ,and a handsome and spacious maiket, built by Sardar 
Sujan Singh, at a cost of Rs 2 lakhs, perpetuates the memoiy of the same 
officei. The barracks and church are lit with gas manufactured from 
petioleum found in the District. The educational and charitable institu- 
tions at Rawalpindi include a normal school foi training teachers, schools 
foi European boys and girls, a civil hospital, and lepei asylum, telegraph 
and piist [in s J offices Rawalpindi is also the head-quarters of the 
Manager and othei heads of Depaitments of the .Punjab Northern State 
Railway. The fort, which also contains the arsenal, has five faces, with 
a bastion at each comer on which heavy guns are mounted. A consider- 
able portion of the trade of the Punjab with Kashmir passes 
tliiough Rawalpindi The chief articles manufactured aie susi, a 
coarse cloth, shoes, blankets, combs, and snuff. Oil, soap, an d untanned 
leather j’ara are also made. The gieat majority of the town population 
consists of Ghakkars, Bhattis, Awans, Kashmiris Khattiis, and Brah- 
mans, the last two having a monopoly of the tiade. 

Rawalpindi is the junction station for the Kohat Branch, and is 
also the station for Muiree sanitarium, distant 38 miles by tonga.

Rohtak stands twenty-seventh m order of area, and nineteenth m order of 
population among the districts of the Punjab Area, 1797 square miles ; 
population 590,475. The administrative head-quarters are at the town 
of Rohtak, 45 miles from Delhi by horse-dak.

Pretty pottery is made at Jhaj- 
jar, and cotton cloth for home use is woven m large quantities. 

Climate — The climate of Rohtak District is healthy, except in the 
northern poitions, wheie pei eolation fmm the canal produces raalaria, 
and generates the same fevers and spleen complaints that are so common 
under similar circumstances in the adjoining district of Karnal. Small- 
pox also exist in an endemic form.

Products — The year is divided as usual into two seasons — Viarif and 
Rabi. The Uianf crops include rice, millets, Indian corn, pulses, 
oil-seeds, sugar-cane, cotton, vegetables and other crops. The rabi in- 
cludes wheat, barley, gram, pulses, tobacco, spices, oil-seeds, and drugs. 
Wheat forms the great staple of the labi, and rice, and millets of the 
Ichanf. The best sugar-cane grows on the land w^atered by the Degh, 
and in the low lands of the Ghenab north of Sialkot town Millets, on 
the other hand, occupy the dry uplands in the centre of the distiict. 
Iriigation is widely practised. 

Commerce and trade — The local commerce centres in the town 
of Sialkot, which gathers into its bazai s more than half the raw pro- 
duce of the Distiict Grain of all kinds is exported to Mooltan, 
Lahore, and Amritsar. Sugar and molasses to Peshawar, Kabul, and 
Karachi The famous Icojlgaii or damascene work manufactured at 
Kotli, a large village 6 miles from Sialkot, is earned for sale by the 
artisans themselves to all parts of India Shawl-edging, manufactured 
at Sialkot, and Kila Sobha Singh, is sent to Amiitsar, and country 
cloth to the hill tracts The impoit trade includes — grain, salt, tobacco, 
rice, potatoes, gTii, timber, spices, hides, fruits, shawls, woollen fabrics, 
hemp, and indigo The indigenous manufactures of the District com- 
prise Silk, saddley, shawl-edging, coarse chintzes, pottery, brass vessels, 
country cloth, cutlery, Kojtgari ware, and papers. 

, Climate. — The climate of the District may be considered as free 

from excessive heat. Even in the hottest weather, a storm in the hills 
produces a pleasing change , while m May and September, cool bree/es 
from the Himalayas moderate prevaihng heat. Sialkot bears a good 
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T< puiation as a liealtlij tract. Malnnal fever, small-pox, dysentiy, and 
pneumonia aie the prevalent diseases The itch also pioves tfouble-

lepers. Cattle disease occurs in the form of a muiram called tvaba, which 
carries oil a large number of beasts every year.

lake One of the oldest and most famous ton ns in India, connected with 
the legends of the Mahabha'-ata and the exploits of the Panda\a brethren. 
The sacied lake, a pool of the Saraswati, forms an oblong sheet of 
water, 3516 feet in length and 1900 feet m breadth During eclipses 
of the sun and moon the waters of all other tanks are believed to \ isit this 
tank at Thaneswar ; so that ho who then batlies m the assembled water 
obtains the concentrated merit of all possible ablutions The tank is about 
a 1 mile from the railway station It is now much silted up, and the 
monastery beside it is quite a modern building. It is sui rounded by 
temples in every stage of decay, over-^hadoued by groat trees, and flights 
of dilapidated steps laid down to the vatcr on all sides On the west 
causeway stretches out to an island u here, partly hidden by ticcs, the 
most perfect of the temples stands. The rums of this causeway extend 
faitber south to the lemains of other temples Around the tank for many 
miles is holy ground, and popiilai belief declares the bol} places connected 
with the Pandavas and Kauravas and othei heroes to be 36U in number. 

The town is about m north of the tank, and beyond it arc extensive 
remains of the Muiiammadan fort The chief building of interest, and that 
in best lepair, is the white-domed Tomb of Shade Ohillii It is an octagon 
of drab-coloured marble, lighted by trellis-nork windows of fine design. 
It stands upon small octagonal platfoim m the centie of a larger one — ’a 
square — siiriounded by cupolas In tlu* centre of the nest side is a 
small pavilion with deep eaves It also forms a tomb South-west from here, 
within a stone’s throw is a small mo'que of red -sand stone (the 
Lai Mnsjid ), suppoited on 8 columns The car' mg on the domes and 
elsewhei e IS veiy beautiful and resembles that at Fatcbpur-Sikri Some 
of the trees in the neighbourhood are leiy fine. 

The annual religious gatherings, however, «till attract large numbers 
of pilgrims, and a continuous stream of pilgrims pours towards the 
shrines of Thaneswar and the Kuruksbetra Population 6000 The town 
has a dilapidated look, and is leported to be giadually falling into ruin 
The principal inhabitants aie now Hindu piiests, who live upon the con- 
tiibutions of the pilgrims Dak bungalow and post office [ m. s t ]. 

TTmballa ( Amhala ) — Oity, mumcipalitj’’, cantonment, taJisil, and 
civil head-quarters of the District of the same name , situated on an 
open jilain, lOiO feet above sea -level, and 3 miles east of the iiver Ghag- 
gar Distant 1056 miles from Bombay, and 166 miles fiom Delhi. The 
town was founded by an Amba Rajput ( in the 14th centuiy ) fiom it 
derives its name It is unwalled, and consists of two portions, a new and 
an old quarters In the old part of the town the thoroughfares are 
narrow, oaik, and tortuous, so as to scarcely permit of the passage of 
a single elephant , hut the newer portion, winch has sprung up m the 
direction of the cantonment, consists of fine open roads, well laid out Popu- 
lation of the town and cantonment was (in 1891 ) 79,000. The condi- 
tion of the people is generally comfortable, and they are seldom in debt 
to any gieat extent, but near the laiger towns the peasantry have 
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Ijecome ambitious of a better style of living, which often induces "them to 
exceed their means, especially in the matter of diess and peisonal oina- 
ments. Umballa is well situated for commercial purposes, midway 
between the Jumna and the Sutlej iiveis, at the point wheie the Punjab 
and Delhi Radway intersects the Grand Trunk Road. Its impoitance is 
enhanced by the fact that it is at piesent the nearest station on the 
railway to the summer seat of the Government oE India at Simla ( 98 
miles ) ; and a branch line to Kalka at the foot of the hills ( 38 miles by 
horse dak ), Umballa is noted for carpets The city is a gieat giain mart 
for the produce of the District and of the Independent States to the west. 
Chief exports — cotton, giam, and carpets , imports — English cloth, and 
iron, salt, wool, and silk There are two Banks — Delhi and London 
Bank , Simla Bank Corporation There is a race course, and a public 
park With a bandstand , Paget Park is also a favouiite place of public re- 
soit. Theie are two railway stations here, one in the city, and the other at 
cantonment Waiting and Refieshment Rooms at the latter Con- 
veyances can be obtained at both the stations The ordinary gariison 
comprises 3 batteries of artilleiy, 1 regiment of European, and 1 of native 
cavalry, besides 1 regiment each of European and native infantry The 
central portion of the cantonment is laid out with good broad metalled 
roads, shaded by lines of fine old pipal tiees Handsome Ohuich, club- 
house, Leper asylum, cantonment magistrate’s couit, 4 hotels, and 
a staging bungalow The civil station lies between the city and can- 
tonment and contains the usual District offices — couit-house, treasury, 
town hall, jail, hospital, Mission^school, Government Waids, post and 
telegraph offices. 


RAJPUTANA. 

RAJPUTAUA — An extensive tract of Western India Bounded on 
the north-east by Bhuttiana and Khuriiana and the Native State of 
Jlmjjur , on the east by Guigaon, Bhurtpur, Dholepur, and Gwalior , 
on the south by territoiies of Sindia and Holkar , on the west by Sind , 
and on the north-west by Bahawalpui and Bhuttiana, and compiises 
the States of Meywar, Jeypur, Maiwar, Jeysalmeie, Bikaneei Bundi, 
Kishengarh Karauh, Dholenur, Serohee, Bhuitpur, Ulwar, Kotah, 
Tonk, Dongurpur, Banswara, Jhalawar, Shapura, and Partabgarh. 
Aiea, 130,000 Population ( 1891 ) 12,300,150. The head-quarters 
of the Rajputana Agency are at Mount Abu, 424 miles from Bombay 
by rail. 

Physical Aspects. — The Aravalli Mountains intersect the country 
in a line lunning nearly north-east and south-west About thiee-fifths of 
Rajputana lie noith-west of this line, leaving two-fifths on the south- 
east Mount Abu lies at the south-western extremity of the range 
The north-west division consists, on the whole, of sandy, ill-watered and 
barien plains In the far west and north-west it is a desert covered 
with sand bills, whose tops are blown about by the winds. The south- 
eastern division of Rajputana has a diversified character It contains 
extensive hill ranges, sti etches of locky country, feitile vallejs and 
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table-lands. The north-west divisH^n has only one river, the Loni, which 
rises in the Pashkar v'^lley ind txlls into the Kunn of Gulch Thesonth- 
ea^t division has the Cb uubah Binas Sabarniaf, and M ihl. Ralpn^ana 
has no natural fresh water hkes. f is a well-known salt lake. 

There are some itrge artifienl hkes. Tne ra’nfall is scanty in the west — 
.about il inches a ye.ar : in the south-east it averages abmt Si inches t 
.w Jeypore, 24 inches Tne heat is great in summer. In the north, there 
mav be frost in winter.

AJMERE-MERWARA — British District m Rajpufcana- The Dis- 
trict comprises the two tracts known as Ajmere and Meiwara, and is 
entirely surrounded by Native Spates The two tiacts originally formed 
distinct districts, but they were united undei one officer in 1842. The 
whole forms a Chief Commissionership , the Agent of the Governoi- 
General for Rajpntana being ex-officio Chief Oommissionei , has his head- 
quarters at Abu and the offices at Ajmeie. The Distiict is bounded on 
thenoith by Kishangaih and Marwai , on the south by Meywar , on the 
east by Kishangarh and Jeypur,andon the west by Marwai, Area, 
2,711 square miles Population 542, 358 

Products — The chief ciops are maize, barley, ;oar, and hajra Cotton 
pulses, oil-seeds, wheat, and gram rank next in extent, while sugai -cane 
is only giown in the Pushkar valley, where it can be laised without irri- 
gation Poppy foi opium covers a small area m Beawar and Todgaih, 
principally foi expoitation. 

Commerce aed Trade — The District forms the natural mart foi the 
interchange of Rajputana produce with European goods oi uppei Indian 
and Bombay waies The chief impoits consist of sugar and European 
cloth , the principal espoits comprise cotton, for which Beawar foims the 
gieat local mart, gram and poppy seeds, which aie despatched to Pah in 
Mai war. The District has no manufactuies except a few salt pans 

Climate — The climate is healthy , with cold, bracing weahtei in 
December, January, and Febiuaiy, when hoar-fiost not mfiequently 
covers the ground in the eaily morning The Distnct suffieis fiom no 
special endemic disease, except fevei in Ajmere city , but epidemics ■ f 
cholera frequently occur, while dysentery, skm diseases, and plennsy 
cause many deaths Ophthalmia is common, and guinea-woim sometimes 
attacks hundreds of people in a single year 

Administration — Ajmeie-Merwaia foims a Division undei a Com- 
missioner, whose head-quai ters aie at Ajmeie city The Commissioner has 
the powers of a Oivil and Sessions Judge, and has diiect management ot 
the Police, Registration, Jail, and Education affans The Ajmeie Dis- 
trict is administered by an Assistant Commissioner, who has his head- 
quarters also at Ajmere ,and Meruaia is administered by an Assistant 
Oommissioner, whose liead-quai ters are at Beawar, 33 miles distant fiom 
Ajmere The united Division forms also a Chief Commissioneislup 
undei the Foreign Department , the Goiernor- General’s Agent for l?aj- 
putana being ex officio Chief Commissioner of Ajmere-Merwara, having 
the powers of a chief revenue authouty and of the highest court of ap- 
peal in civil and criminal cases Revenue, 13 lakhs , expenditure, 7 lakhs.

iijmere. — City, municipality, railway innction [ R IT. ] and head- 
quarters of A 3 mere-ilerwara District, 677 miles from Bombay, and 22S 
miles from Agra Ajmere is also the head-quarters of the Ilerwara 
B ittalion Founded, according to tradition, by the eponymous Ra-ja Aja, 
in the year 145 a n The cuy is of great antiquity and celebnty and 
is situated in a yalley. or rather basin, and the surrounding lulls, though 
xoeby. are very picturesque and beautiful, the summit of one of them, 
Taragarh with lofty being upwards of 1,000 feet above the valley at its 
base, and over d 000 feet above sea level The city is built on the lower 
slope of one of the bills and is surrounded by a stone wall on the noth 
and west sides, on which there are five lofty and strong gateways The 
streets are open, well built, aud contain many fine houses The original 
town, known as Indarkot, stood in the valley through which the road leads 
to Taragarh ; here a number of Musalman famibes still reside Among 
tlie objects of interest in or near tbe city, tbe most notmeable is the 
Dargah. an obiect of veneration alike to Muhammadans and Hindus. It 
marks the burial-place of the saint who came to Aimere in the year 
1235 A festival called Urs Mela, of six days’ duration is held an- 
nualy at the Dergah. ITest of the city is an extensive and very pic- 
turesque artificial lake called the Ana* Sagar, formed by damming up 
several torrents by a bund 600 yards long by 100 yards broad. In tbs 
rainy season the circumference of the Ana Sagar is upwards of six miles. 

Ajmere denves its water-supply from the Ana Sagar tank by two 
masonry channels passing under-ground with openings at intervals. 
Two natural spnngs, known as the Jhalra and the Diggi, are also largely 
resorted to for water. There are .very few good wells about the town, 
and there are none within the walls The transport trade of Rajputana 
centres in the city, and has largely increased since the opening of the 
Rajputana State Railway. Several important firms of Seths have their 
bead offices in Aimere, with branches throughout Rajputana and other 
parts of India They act chiefly as bankers and money-lenders, transact- 
ing a lare business with the Native States The city contains two insti- 
tutions for higher educ-arion the Aimere and the I^Iayo Colleges It also 
includes a laii, dispensary, post office, and telegraph station There is a 
good travellers’ bungalow close to and an hotel about half a mile from 
the station. Conveyances can be obtained at the station, and other places 
in the city. 

j&.klirL — ^Tillage and railway station, 12 miles from Ajmere. 

.fi-rawalli Eills. — A range of mountains mnning for 300 miles in 
a north-easterly direction through the Rajputana States aud the British 
District of Ajmere-Merwara They consist of a series of ridges and 
peaks with a breadth varying from G to 60 miles, and an average eleva- 
tion of 1000 to 3000 feet Their highest point is Mount Abu, 5653 teet, 
an isolated outlier at the south-western extremity of the range The 
hills are for the most part bare of cultivation and even of jungle ; and

Pisangan. — Town and residence of the Istimraidar of the same 
place, 20 miles from Ajmere Population 35,00 By reason of its 
position in the immediate neighbourhood of Marwar, it is the centie of 
the cotton and tobacco trade Theieishere an old Jam teinjile which 
deiives its name from its being situated near the Priya sangam, or junc- 
tion of the Saraswabi and Sagarmati streams. Water supply good Dis- 
pensary, and post office [ m s t. ]. 

•Pushkar. — ^Town, lake, and place of pilgrimage, about 7 miles in a 
south-westerly direction fiom Ajmere Height, 2,389 feet Pushkar 
is the only town in India which contains a temple dedicated to Biahma, 
who here performed the sacnfice known as yajna. whereby the lake of 
Pushkar became so holy, that the greatest sinner by bathing in it earns 
the delights of Paradise. The town contains five principal temples, de- 
dicated respectively to Brahma, Savitri, Badri Naiayana, Varaha, and 
Siva, Atmateswara, all of modern constiuction, as the earliei buildings 
suffered severely under Aurangzeb Bathing gliais line the lake, and 
most of the princely families of Rajputana have houses round the margin.

The country is generally flat, but there are some low hills Several of

Administration — For judicial administration, the State is divided 
into two parts, the noithern division comprising 5 paiganas, and the 
southern 8 No tribute is paid noi any contiibntions to local con- 
tingents A mint IS kept up at which both copper and silvei aie coined. 
There is a central school at the capital, where, English, Persian 
Sanskrit, and Arabic ar^ taught There are also 12 tahsiU, and 215 halLcc- 
bandt ( indigenous ) schools, which teach the rudiments of Urdu and 
Hindi There aie 13 dispensaues, one hospital, and 3 jails The State

PLA.GES OF INTEREST 

Bhartpore — Clnef town of the State of that name, and railway 
station, 33 miles fiom Agra Port Population 67,000 The town is named 
after Bharat, a legendar}'’ chaiacter of gicat fame in Hindu mythology, 
and IS considered to be under the tutelary influence of Krishna, who is 
woishipped hcie under the name of Bihari. The town contains a large 
hospital school, jail, dak bungalow, and post o&ce [ m s t ]. The art 
of making a particulai kind of cliawi is entiiely confined to a few 
families of the town in the employ of the Darbai, and the process is kept 
a profound secret The handles of these chaiins are of saudal-wood, ivory, 
silvei, etc , and handsomely ornamented The seciet is the piocess by 
which the tail is made , it is composed of long, stiaight, round fibres of 
either ivoiy or sandal-wood, which m good chain is aie almost as fine as 
ordinary hoise hair. A considerable fan is held here annually 

Biana — Town, situated on the route from HIiow to Agra , 50 miles 
south-west of the lattci Population 9,000 The town is of consider- 
able antiquity and size, and possesses some laige well-built houses of 
stones besides many temples , and the whole iidge of the hill is covered 
with the remains of Lirge buildings, among which the most remarkable is 
the fort coutaining a high stone pillai called Blum Lat, oi the ‘ Staff of 
Bhim,’ conspicuous for a gieat distance through the country This fort 
was once esteeuied one of the duet stiongholds in India, and the bulwark 
of Jadim dominion Biana is a spot of great sanctity in the eyes of 
IMuhammadans 

!Dig ( Deeg ) — Town and fortiess in Bliaitpore State Population 
16,000 The fort is well-known, and is almost inaccessible to an enemy 
during the greater part of the yeai, being neaily sui rounded with water. 
Baja’s palace neai the citadel Theie aie also rums of another foiti ess, 
apparently of older date Post office [ m s t ] 

Kaman — Town and head-quaiteis of the pargana of the same name 
in Bhartpoie State, 39 miles north-west of Muttia town Population 14,000. 
The town originally belonged to Jeypoie, and was greatly enlaiged by 
Baja Kam Sen, who named it after himself It contains many rums, 
among which is a cuiious temple, with 84 pillars, on which the figure of 
Buddha is caived. The town is consideied sacred, Krishna having lesid- 
ed there. Bispensaiy and post office [ m s t ] 

Kumher — Town, 11 miles noith-west of Bhaitpore city The town 
is on the high road to Dig An old palace commands the sm rounding 
plain, and serves as a fortress Population about 8,000 Post office [ m j. 

NadBai — Town with post office [ m t. ] 
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miles from Sujangarh. It is situated on a slight elevation, amid a stony 
country, quite unfit foi cultivation Having a fine Trail crowned with 
battlements and sui mounted by round towers, from seveial points it has 
the appearance of a gieat city The stieets are nariow and iriegular, bub 
there aie some good stone houses, iichly carved. English is caught in 
tli(* Eungai Singh College, named after the late Maharaja, and theie are 
seveial schools in the State Population 44,000. Eikaneer is famous 
foi the manufacture of a wlute variety of sugar-candy, and of fine woollen 
blankets There are also a large number of potteis, sfcone-cubteis, and 
cai vers among the population The fort of Bikaneer, which contains the 
Raja's palace, is situated about 300 yards fiom the Kob gate of the city. 
The cremation tank of Bikaneer, used since the time of Jat Singh, the 
grandson of Btka, is situated 3 miles east of the city On each side of 
tins bank aie ranged the cenotaphs of twelve chiefs, from Kalian Singh to 
Ratan Singh Several of them are fine buildings, and all have graceful 
pillared domes Hot far from the tank is a palace for the convenience 
of the chief and his ladies when they have occasion to attend ceremonies 
at Devi Kund The whole canana sometimes comes in procession to 
woiship at Devi Kund, where, too, the tonsuie of the chief's sons takes

belonging to the State It is traveised throughout it^ wliole leii'-th In a 
double lange of hills There are laige foiests, cliiefly of so/ , the usual 
gia'ins, &c aie cultivated Area, 2.3,00 square miles Ponnlation 2 ;6 OOO. 
"Mians foim the largest class ot the population. Revenue, 10 lakha , 
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British tiibnte, Rs 120,000 The chief ( Mahaiao Raia Raghnbir Sinc:Ii 
Bahadm, a Ghauhau Raiput ) is absolute rulei m his own territory, and 
receives a salute of 17 guns The militaiy lorce of the State consists of 
590 hoise, 2282 infantry, 18 field and 70 other guns. The chief bears 
the title of Maharao Ea]a , 

Bundi IS the chief town of the State of the same name, and the lesi- 
dence of the chief , situated in a gorge in the centie of the range of hills 
passing through the State. Population 21,000 Next to Oodeypoie, the 
town of Bundi is the most pictuiesqiie in Rajpiitana. Built on tlie side 
of a steep hill, the palace uses above the city in pinnacled teiiaces. 
Below the palace is a laige range of stable yards and other offices, above 
which rise the reception courts and halls of audience , over these again 
are ranged the more private chambers and receiving rooms of the Coiiit. 
Higher still use the Cl enela ted battlements and columned c7<7m<? is sui- 
moimting still more private apartments, and finally a stone causeway 
leads upwards to the summit of the iidge, where the mam foit and the 
chiefs most secluded lecesses are situated The city is entirely enclosed 
Within walled fortifications, thiough which ingiess and egiess aie obtained 
by means of four gateways, viz , the Mahal gate on the west, the Ghao- 
gan gate on the south, the Mina gate on the east, and the Jat Sagar 
gate on the north-east One tolerably regular street, nearly 50 feet in 
Width, luns throughout the whole length of the city fiom the palace to 
the Mina gate The other streets aie all narrow and very irregular One 
large temple on the fort lull, another in the southern submb, 12 Jam 
temples, and about 415 smallei temples and shinies sacred to Vishnu and 
Mahadeo, are scattered about the town There are foui appi caches to 
the fort, a private one from the palace, one from the Ghati gate near the 
Sukh Mahal, one from Birkhandi, and one from Phul-Bagh A spur 
of the fort hill is surmounted by a large and very handsome chhatn 
called the Suiaj, or Sun Dome, whose cupola rests on 16 pillais, and is 
about 20 feet m diameter , beyond this, to the noithwaid, lies the Phul- 
Bagh, and to the south again of this, about two miles from the city, the 
Haya Bagh, both private places ot letiiement for the Bundi chiefs Im- 
mediately to the west of the city rises an abrupt cliff, veiy nearly as high 
as that on which the fort stands, surmounted by a small mosque To the 
south of the city there are a tew scattered remains of former pleasure 
gardens, with here and there a monumental cenotaph One laige and 
Very handsome one is dedicated to one of the royal foster -brotheis of A]it 
Singh’s time. Skirting the noithein bank of the JatSagai also are seve- 
ral pleasuie-gaidens, terminating at the Ser-Bagh oi Mahasatti, the place 
of cremation for all the Bundi chiefs Theie is a charitable dispensary 
at Bundi, a mint where gold, silvei, and copper pieces are coined, an 
English school several indigenous schools, and post office [m s. t ]

DHOLPTJR — Native state under the political superintendence of the 
lolpur Agency It is bounded on the noth by the British District of 
Agra, irom which it is for the most part divided by the Banganga nver ? 
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oa tlie south by the riVer Ohambal, which separates it from the State of 
Owahor ; on the west by the States of Karauli, and Bhartpore. Area, 
1200 square miles Population 279,880 Revenue, 9|- lakhs 

A ridge of red sandstohe runs through the State The soil on it is 
poor, but lb becomes more fertile in proportion to the increase of distance 
from the ridge Bholpur is a gram-producing country, and is nob re- 
markable for any special manufactures The chief crops raised are hajra, 
moth, joar, \ and m the cold season a considerable quantity of wheat and 
barley Cotton and nee are also produced The climate is generally 
healthy. The hot winds blow steadily and strongly during the months 
of April, May, and June The present chief ( Mahaiaja Rana Nihal 
Singh, a Jab, whose mother is a sister of the Raja of Patiala ) is entitled 
to a salute of 15 guns The military force consists of 600 cavalry, 3 650 
infantry, 32 field guns, and 100 gunners. Por fiscal purposes the Sate is 
divided into 5 sub-divisions or ta7i«Zs— namely, Gird Dholpur, of 5 
taluLs ; Ban, of 7 talults ; Baseri, of 2 taluks , Kolari, of 3 taluks , and 
Rajakhera, of 2 taluks. Fifty-seven villages in the State belong to 
dai^s, who m return aie expected themselves to seive in the State 
army, and to furnish a certain number of horsemen for the State service ; 
44 villages have been set apart principally as rehgious grants , and the 
State exercises the right of mterference in cases of oppression oi exaction 
on the part of the ja^it da? s There are 11 police stations, and 44 out- 
posts, with a watchman in each village. A small forest department is 
employed in each paigana under the tahsildar The anangements for the 
collection of customs are co-ordinate with those for land revenue. [ Por

IDliOlpur.' — The capital of the State, situated 10 miles from the 
railway station of the same name Population under 20,000. Three 
miles south of Dholpui, the Ohambal river is crossed at Rajghat by a 
bridge of boats between the 1st November and the 15th June, and by 
ferry during the rest of the year . The original town is supposed to have 
been built by Raja Dholan Deo in the beginning of the 11th cenbuiy, to 
the south of the present site. The new portion of the town and the palace 
of the Rana were built by Rana Kuab Smgh, the greab-grand-father of 
the present chief The town contains a palace of Rana, a sa^a%, and post 
office [ m. s t ] A fan is held here foi fifteen days in the lattei part of 
October, when alaige traffic in meichandise, cattle, and hoises is carried 
on Goods are brought from Delhi, Agra, Oawnpoie, and Lucknow. 
Religious fairs for the purpose of bathing are held at Machkund, a lake 
3 miles to the west of Dholpur, in May, and again at the beginning of 
September The lake has no less than 114 temples on its banirs, none of 
an earlier date than the 15th century Anothei laige fair is held at 
Salpau, 14 miles north-west of Dholpur, at the end of Pebiuary.

Mucli 
of the country is lindel feudal Chiefs Stone of qood quality aiid of con- 
siderable quantity is found The only timers are the Mahi and Som, wbioll 
meet near the Sacied temple of Baneswai, where a laigc fait is held OVcty 
year The climate is temperate and dij With the exception of ague 
and fever of a tailed type at the end of the rams, the country is consider- 
ed to be on the whole healthy, cholera and other epidemics being alUiost 
Unknown , gumea-Worm is a Common complaint. 

The natiiial productiohs of the State aio — whbat, bailey, graiti, 
niille't, Indian coi n, i ice, and a few infCnOr soi ts of grain, also cotton, opnitn, 
Oil-Seeds, gingei , chillies, tanheiic, and sUgar-canC Vegetables ( onions, 
yiiliis, sweec potatoes, egg, plants, and radishes ) arc growh m consider- 
able q'liantiteS Fi lilt is not abundant, little else being seen but molouS, 
limes, mangoes, and plantUinS 3'Iahua tiees are very numerous, and from 
their flower u strong fermented liqUor is distilled. 

i^o schools have been established by the State, nor is there any sys- 
tem of education There are no made roads m the State The principal 
towns aie the capital Biingaipur, Galliakot, and Sagwara. Tuo fairs 
are held dm lug the yea i, one at Baneswai in Febniaiy oi March, the 
ocher at Galliakot about the end of the lattei month, eacli lasting about 
fifteen days Baneswai is also a place of Hindu pilgrimage. Tlie langu- 
age spoken is a mixture of Guzerathi and Hindustani, locally called 
Bagar ' 

Maharawal Udai Singh IS the present chief of Bungaipur. He be- 
longs to the Sesodia clan of Ra]puts, and claims descent from an elder 
branch of the family which now rules at TJdaipui. The militaiy force 
consists of 4 guns, abouc 400 cavalry, and 1000 infantry. The chief is 
entitled to a salute of 15 guns, and holds a sanad from the British Go- 
vernment authorizing adoption. 

Bungaipur is the town and residence of the Maharawal 'of the Bun- 
garpui State, bitnated on the route from ‘Heemuch to BeCsa, 139 miles 
south-\^ est of the former, and 121 miles south-east of the latter The 
town IS overlooked by a hill about 700 feet high, and 5 miles lU circuiu- 
feience at base, wliicii. with the Mahaiawal’s palace on its side, and a lake 
at Its foot, forms a sti iking picture Post office [ m s. t ].

•one of whom is a noble of Jeypore, anothei a native of Jiajputana, and 
the third an official fiom anothei part of India The principal feudatories 
of the State are Khefcri, Sikar, Hniaia, Patan, Baswa, Nawalgarh, Man- 
dawar, and Surajgaih, with 'the s of the twelve Kotris mentioned 

above. In 1884, all tr.msit duties, excepting the duty on opium and

Aijitgarh. — Town with post office [ m ]. 

Amber. — The ancient bub now decayed capital of Jeypore State, 
about 7 miles noith-east of the present capital Jeypore town. Popula- 
tion about 5,000 Amber IS uninhabited except by Hindu Its 
picturesque situation, almost entirely surrounded by hills, and at the 
mouth of a rocky mountain goige, m which nestles, a little lake, has 
attracted the admiration of bravelleis The maigin of the lake is dotted 
over with beautiful buildings Amber is reached from Jeypoie by good 
road suitable for horse-carnages , but the ascent to the palace, and the ex- 
ploration of the site of the ancient city, must still be done on elephant or 
pony-back A day thus spent at Amber is usually one of the most enjoyable 
which falls to the lot of the travellers in India Amber contains many large 
and handsome temples, and was at one time much frequented by ascetics 
and lehgious devotees fiom all paibs of India, A small temple, where 
a goat IS every mninmg offered up to Kali, preserves the tradition of a 
daily human sacrifice on the same spot, in the prc-histonc times anterior 
to Rajput ascendency Pew of the temples, however, are now maintained, 
and the glory of Amber has departed. The palace, although still kept 
in good order, and occasionally visited by the Ohief, is generally silent and 
deserted The fort which crowns the summit of a hill, 400 or 500 feet 
above, is connected with and defended the palace It has been from 
time immemorial the State treasury and piison, and remains so to the 
piesenb day , the Kachhwaha Rajputs having engaged, on wiesting the 
fort from the Minas, to maintain the treasury here for ever. Application 
for permission to visit Amber is to be made to the Eesident, or in his 
absence to the secretary to the Durbar. 

Arnu — Village and lailway station, 7 miles from Bandikui, 

Asalpur — Village with post office [ m t ] 

Bagru — Town and the residence of one of the principal ihakws of 
the Jeypore State, 18 miles from Jeypore Laige trade in dyeing and 
printing cotton stuffs. About a mile to the east is a commodious 
staging bunglow, maintained by the chief of Jeypore, 

Bandikui — Engine changing and junction station, also head-quar- 
teis ot a large railway colony , situated LSS miles from Delhi, and 94 
miles from Agra. Here are railway woikshop, and church-institute. 
The line for Bhurtpore, Muttra, and Agia branches off from this station. 
Post office [ m s t. ] 

Banganga — River of Rajputana , rises m the hiHs neai Manoharpur, 
about 25 miles due north of Jeypore, flows through Bhartpoie and Dhol- 
pur States into Agra District, and joins the rivei Jumna, after a course 
of about 200 miles A temple, called Jumwa-Devi, situated m the 
gorge, IS Visited by the Rajas of Jeypoie, on their accession to the gadi.

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Sambhar. — Great salt lake m the States of Jcypore and Jodhpur, 
It lies on the joint bolder of the States, 40 miles north-west of Ajmerc, 
and near the Aravalli hills When full, the lake forms a sheet of water 
measuring about 20 miles in length and from 3 to 10 miles m breadth, 
and from 1 to 4 feet in depth In the diy season the view of the 
lake IS very imposing and striking The lake was woikcd by the 
Impeiial admimstiation of Akbai and after his death it came 
into the possession of Jeyporc and Jodhpore States jointly. During 
the ten years of 1835 to 1844 the Government of India, in order 
to repay itself a portion of the expenses mciiiied in repelling tlie 
piedatory incursions of the Rajputs into British tciiitoiy, took the 
salt making in its own hands , but with this exception, the lake has been 
owned, and worked jointly by the Jeypore and Jodhpoie Goveinments 
from the 17th centuiy to 1870, when the Biitish Government became 
lessees under separate treaties concluded with the two cliiefs Tlie Sam- 
bhar lake supplies nearly all the chief salt marts of the Punjab, the North- 
Western Provinces, and Central India The tmvn of Sambh.u, within the 
joint 1 111 isdiction of Jeypore and Jodhpui States, and Nawa and Gudha 
in Jodhpur State on the opposite side of the lake, have recently been con- 
nected by a branch railway line Accoiding to travelleis in eaily part 
of this century, the dimensions of the lake weie larger than they aie at 
piesent, and reached as much as 50 miles in length by 10 in breadth 
duiing period of heavy lain The yeaily income from this lake is of Rs. 
13,937,450. 

Sambhar. — Town and railway station, within the joint jurisdiction 
of Jeypore and Jodhpui States, on the bank of the Sambhai lake , situat- 
ed 39 miles south-west of Jeypore city Population 6,000 Dispensaiy,

J^EYS^lLMERE — ^Hative State in Rajputana under the political su- 
perintendence of Oenteral India Agency. Bounded on the north by Ba- 
hawalpur ; on the ^east by Bikaneer and Jodhpur > on the south by 
Jodhpur and Smd ; and on the west by Khairpur and Sind Area, 
16,447 square miles Population about 110,000, Revenue about Rs. 
358,000. The State is the fourth in size, but the most thinly peopled of 
the Rajputana States. About one-fourth are Muhammadans , nearly 
all others are Hindus except about 2000 Jains Jeysalmere forms 
part of the “ Great Indian Desert.” Around the capital the country 
is stony, with some flat-topped sand-stone rocks. With this exception the 
aspect of the country is that of a sea of sand hills , some in the west 
covered with bushes, others in the cast with tufts of long , grass The 
villages are far apart, and generally consist of a few circular huts 
around a well of bra clash water. Water is scarce and generally brackish 
The average depth of the wells is about 250 feet In a few places there 
are attempts at cultivation Only ram ciops are grown. The revenue 
is small, partly on account of the poverty of the people, and partly 
because the greater portion of the land belongs to feudal chiefs, related 
to the ruling family. Education is at a low ebb in the State Oamels 
are the chief means of locomotion There are no made roads There 
arc no manufactures of any kind, beyond the making of blankets of sheep’s 
wool, and the cutting of platteis and cups from stone found m the coun- 
try. Large herds of camels, horned cattle, sheep, and goats are kept. 
The principal trade of Jeysalmere is in wool, ghi, camels, cattle, and sheep, 
all of which find a ready market in Gujarat and Sind. Grain, sugar, 
foreign cloth, piece-goods and othei miscellaneous articles, form the chief 
imports. Heither the home manufactures nor the ciops suffice for 
local wants Jam priests are the chief school masters, but their teaching 
is very elementary. The chmate of Jeysalmere is dry and healthy. 
Epidemics aie rare Fever, spleen, skin disorders, guinea-worm, and 
small-pox, <ire common diseases The temperatuie is highest m May 
and June, when hot winds pi evil with violence As soon as ram falls, 
the weather becomes cool and pleasant The coldest period is fiom the 
middle of December to the middle of Februaiy The climate is liable to 
extremes of cold and heat, especially m the northern part of the State, 
Ho.observations on the rainfall oi temperature have been legistered, but 
the rainfall is sometimes very slight. The countiy is, however, under 
the influence of the south-west monsoon, and usually has a fair rainfall in 
.June, July, and August. 

The ruler of Jeysalmere is styled Maharawal, and holds his position 
.as jieadofithe.Bhatis .The Mahaiawal alone has the power of life and, 
Jeath The -chief ( Maharawal Saliw,ahan Bahadur, a Yadu Bhati 
Bajput ) IS entitled tp a salute ofJS guns. The mihtary force consists 
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ot 400 infantry and 500 cavalry, including the Feudal and Jaghirdar 
Hoise. The tofcjil numbei of serviceable guns is 12, seived by 20 gun- 
ners [ For furfclier description of Jeysalmere town see J eysalmere ]. 

PLACES OF INTEREST. 

Birsilpur ( Baisalpuj ). — Town in Jeysalmere State, on the route 
from Bahawalpui to Bap, 90 miles south-east of the former. Population 
about 2,000 The town contains a small fort, completely commanded 
by a higli sandhill a mile to the south-west 

Jeysalmere — Chiel: town and capital of the Native State of the 
same name It stands on an island of hard rock, amid deep sand. The 
fort is surrounded by stiong walls, the Maharawal’s palace surmounting 
the mam entrance The buildings are chiefly of yellow sandstone ; 
some of the houses of rich merchants arc beautifully carved The Jam 
temples in the fort are remarkable for their fine stone carving. A large 
annual fair is held within ten miles of the city. Post office [ m. s. t. J. 

JHABiLWAK. 

JHALAWAR — Native State under the political superintendence of 
the Haiaoti and Tonk Agency Area, 2,694 square miles Population 
350,000. Revenue 15 laks The State consists of three detached 
tracts to the south of Kotah The gieater part of the State is hilly , the 
rest IS a rich undulating plain About onc-third of the total area is 
under cultivation The ordinary Indian grams are the chief crops. 
In the south opium is extensively grown Iriigation is chiefly cairied on 
by means ot wells Education is backward but gradually impioving 
The climate is generally healthy The hot weather is less severe than 
in Northern Raiputana The temperature dui mg the rams is cool and 
pleasant, and in the cold weather fiOsbs occasionally occur. The annual 
rainfall is probably between 30 and 40 inches 

The ruling family belongs to Jhala clan of Rajputs The chief has 
received the title of Mahaiaj Rana, and is entitled to a salute of 15 
guns A military force is maintained of 20 field and 75 other guns, 
247 aitillery men, 425 cavaliy, and 3266 infantry Ruling Ohief — 
Maharaj Rana Zahm Singh Bahadur, a Jhala Rajput. 

PLACE OP INTEREST 

Jhalra Fatan. — Chief town of the Native State of Jhalawar, 
R'Pputana , situated at the foot of a low range of hills running fiom 
south-east to north-west The drainage fiom these lulls to the noth- 
west of the town is collected into a good-sized lake by a laige and very 
solid masonry dam, about two-tluids of a mile long, on which stand sim- 
diy temples and buildings The town lies behind this dam, the general 
level of the giound being the same height as the water of the lake in the 
Cold weather Between the city walls and the foot of the hills stretch a 
number of gaidens, watered by a small canal bi ought from the lake. 
E\cept on tlie lake side, the city is protected by a masonry wall with 
cnculai bastions and a ditch capable of being supplied by the lake. This 
ditch, however, ceases m the centre of the eastern facej From the west, 
ruuu'ug South of the city at a distance of 400 oi 500 yards, flows the 
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'^Oliandrabliaga river, whicli then bends the north-east, and, passing through 
ilic bill-?, joins the Kali Sind aftei a course of about four miles through 
open Country On a hill 150 feet above the city is situated a small 
square fort of no impoi tan ce. 

The old town ^Ya3 situated a little to the south of the present site, 
on the bank of the Ohandrabhaga. The present city was founded in 1796 
by Zaliin Singh, who also established the cantonment 4 miles north 
from the city, with which it is connected by a metalled road Jhalra 
Patan Is the head-quarters of the Pajqana of the same name, while the 
cantonment is the head-quarters of the Jhalawar court. Distance 5d 
miles from Koath and 165 miles form Kusseerabad railway station. 
The chief bankers live at Jhalra Patan The mint and other State esta- 
blishments are there also The Maharaja’s palace and all the couits and 
public offices are situated m the cantonment. Population of Patan 12,000 
and of the cantonment 20,000 Post office [ m s. t, ]. 


JODHPUR. 

JODHPUR {also called Marwar ). — Native State in Rajpntana, under 
the Western Rajputana States Agency. It is bounded on the north by 
Pikaneer and Joypore on the east by Jeypore and Kishangarh , on the 
south by Sirohee and Valanpur , on the west by Raun of Cutch Aiea, 
37,000 square miles Population 2 524,030 Revenue, 411 lakhs. 
Jodhpur IS by far the laigost of the Rajputana States, and the second m 
population Marwar means the region of death 

The countiy is generally a sandy plain, dotted with conical hills. 
The Aravalli range foims part of the south-eastern boundaiy In the 
north the country i esembles an undulating sea of sand The rainfall is 
scanty The river Luni runs thiough the Sta^e, dividing it into two 
unequal portions It uses m the lake of Ajmeie, and is not called the 
liuni till its luiiction with the Sarasvati which has its source in Lake 
Pushkar Wells ate dug in the bed of the rivei m all the distiicts 
■through which it flows, and in this way large tiacts aie irrigated. Its 
water is geneially biackish, but that of wells is compaiatively sweet. 
The famous salt lake Sambhai is on the bordeis of Marwar and Jey- 
pore Two other lakes in Jodhpur yield laige quantities of salt. 
There aie in addition 72 salt pioducmg villages. Pulses' and millets 
‘hajra, joai 1 and moth, also wheat and bailey are the pi incipal crops. 
Melons aie grown in great numbers in the bed of the Lum duimg the 
dry ‘season Opium is cultivated in the south-east pait of the State. 
Tobacco and sugar-cane are also grown, but not extensively The manu- 
factures of Jodhpur aie of no great importance in a commeictal point of 
view Tuibans and scarves, and embioidered silk knotted thread for 
-wearing on the turban, are specialities of the countiy Leather boxes for 
Iioldmg clothes and hi ass utensils are also manufactured Snuff is made 
in Jodhpui city The principal expoits of the State are salt, cattle, 
sheep, goats, hoises, cotton, wool, dyed cloth, hides, and pomegranates. 
From Makiana, maible and marble manufactuies aie expoited, and 
stone from various qiiairies Stone flour-mills are constructed at Banner 
- in Mallani, and -exported in large numbers. The chief impoits ^\Qgai 
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and hand ( coarse and refined sugar ), and rice from Bliiwani in Hissar j 
opium from Kotah, Udaipur ( Oodeypore ), and BeaWar. From 
Bombay come English piece-goods, silver and copper ; from Gujarafc, 
spices of every kind, dates, gum-arabic, borax, cocoa-nuts, silk, sandal- 
wo^, and dyes Corn as imported from Sind and BUiwani Trade is 
carried on cliiefly by peimanenb markets at Jodhpur city, Pali, Merfca, 
Parbatsar, Nagar, Didwana, Pachpadra, Phalodi, Jalor, Pipar, and 
Balotra, the chief towns In ordinary years, the local crops suffice for 
local wants, but the local manufactures do not The climate is dry The 
prevailmg (diseases are malarious or paroxysmal fevers, especially in the 
autumnal season, when the extremes of tempeiature are first experienced-. 
Skin ■affections. are also very prevalent, probably caused by tbe bad water 
and indifferent food of the lower classes, and partly by their dirty 
habits, the latter being in some degiee the lesult of a scarcity of water 
for household use. The food of the people, consisting chiefly of ^ajra 
( Holcus spicatus ), is also instrumental in the production of dyspeptic 
complaints, which would beeven more prevalent, were it not for the 
abuj^ance and cheapness of salt throughout the country. Guinea- 
worm and mycetoma or Madura-foot are also diseases of the soil Of 
epidemic maladies, small-pox occurs periodically with some violence 
Cholera, however, comparatively seldom presents itself, and still more 
rarely penetrates the semi-desert districts to the west of the city of 
Jodhpur, 

The present ruling chief of Jodhpur is His Highness the Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh, who holds that position as chief of the Bahtoi clan of 
Jlajputs, ;and claims to belong to the Surya Vamsa, descended from 
jRama The Maharaja alone has powei of life and death, and final ap- 
peals he -to him in all but petty cases. Education m an advanced form 
as unknown in Jodhpur A laige uumber of the population, including 
®ios(t of the ladies of good birth, can read and write Hindi The State 
as noted for ats money-lenders, called Mai wans, who are found } over 
■many parts lof India The mihtaiy establishment of 'the State, in ad-

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The river Chambal sepai ates it on the south-east from Gwalior; 
Nearly the whole territory consists of hills and bioken ground Some of 
the rocks afford excellent building stone The palace of Fatehpur Sikri 
and portions of the Ta] Mahal aie built from Karauli sand-sti.ne. In 
many of the villages, the houses, even the roofs, are built of stone The 
soil throughout the State is generally light Except on the banks of the 
Chambal, where wheat, bailey, giam, and tobacco are giown, and in the 
rocky tracts above, where rice is the chief product, hajia and yoai cover a 
larger portion of the cultivated area than any other crops, and form the 
staple food of the population Sugar-cane is grown on a small scale, but 
it IS not of a fine kind Hemp is grown extensively in the neighboui- 
hood of the city of Karauli There are very few manufactures in Karauli ; 
a little weaving, dyeing some wood-turning and stone-cutting form the 
employment of a small class, but the people are almost exclusively agri- 
culturists The principal imports are piece-goods, salt, sugar, cotton, 
buffaloes, and bullocks , the chief exports aie nee, cotton, and goats. 
Education in the State is generally backward Fever, dysentery, and^ 
rheumatism are the prevailing diseases Epidemic disease rarely pene- 
trates into the State Minas are the most numerous class in the State. 
The Brahmans, next in number, are chiefly petty traders^ who carry* 
their merchandise on small pack-cattle, which are their own property. 
The Rajputs, though few, are the ruling class Knshna worship is the' 
prevailing religion among the HinUus Only about one in twenty are 
Muhammadans, chiefly Pathans in the State army The M.aharaja is the 
head of the Jadun clan of Rajputs, who claims descent from Krishna. 
There are numerous Jadun ihaturs connected with the ruling house. 

The present chief ( Maharaja Bhonwar Pal Deo Bahadur, a Jadum 
Rajput ) IS entitled to a salute of 17 guns A military foice is maintain- 
ed of 160 cavalry, 1770 infantry, 32 artillerymen, with 40' light guns.

3797 square miles. Population 526,260 Revenue 24 lakhs The State 
slopes gently noithwaids, from the high table-land ol Malwa, and is 
diained by the Chambal. A hill lange forms the southern bouudaiy ot 
Kotah, separating it fiom Jhalawai In addition to the usual Indian 
giains, w'heat, cotton, opium, and a little tobacco of good quality are 
cultivated Botation of ciops is known and practised to a cei tain ex- 
tent The manufactures are veiy limited Cotton fabiics aie woven, 
but are being lapidly superseded by the piodncts of Bombay and Man- 
chester Articles ol W'ooden till nitnie aie also constuicted Jlie chief 
aiticlcs ofexpoit fiom the State aie -opimn and giain The impoits 
chiefly consist of salt, cotton, and woollen elotli 

The climate IS very snltiy rluimg the pievalence of the hot winds 
-at the commonceuient ul sumniei, aud is consideied uuheahh} duung 
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the rainy season. Endemic fever and spleen inveriably appear after th« 
close of the rams. The other diseases most prevalent are ophthalmia, 
venereal, chest and rheumatic affections. Cholera occasionally breaks 
oat in epidemic foim. 

Kotah IS an offshoot from Bundi ; forming with that State the 
tract named Haraoti after the rnling tribe of Hara Rajputs. About 
1625 Kotah was bestowed on the second son of the Rao of Bundi. 
Zalim Singh raised Kotah to the rank of one of the most flourishing 
States in Rajputana. In 18d8, with the consent of the chief of Kotah, 
Jhalawai was separated to make provision for the descendants of Zalim 
Singh There are many feudal nobles in Kotah. Ko department of 
education has yet been organised , but the principal villages possess 
schools, sometimes taught by Jam priests There is only one imperial 
post office in the State. The British contingent supplied by the State 
of Kotah IS now known as the Dcoli Irregular Force. The troops 
which the Mabarao is allowed to m.imtain aie limited to 15,000 men of 
all deacnptions , there are also 2 field and about 90 other serviceable 
guns in the State The present Maharao ( Umed Singh Bahadur, a 
Hara Rajput ) is entitled to a salute of 17 guns, and has also been 
guaranteed the right of adoption

rocks and hills and dense jungle The Banas \Mth feeders from the base 
•of the Aravnlh range, is the principal river. There are numerous tanks 
throughout the Stale, some of great magnitude The Jaisamand, 20 
miles from Oodeypore, about 9 miles long by 5 miles broad, is perhaps 
the largest sheet of artificial water in India Cotton, oil-seeds, joar, 
hajia, Indian corn barley, gram, wheat, sugar-cane, opium, and tobacco 
are the principal crops. Sheep and goats, are very numerous, but good ' 
borses are scarce 

History — The Oodeypore family is the highest in rank among the 
Bajputs princes of India, being the elder branch of the Surya V amsa 
The ruling chief is considered by Hindus to be the direct representative 
of Rama, fiom whom was descended Kanak Sen, who was the founder of 
the Oodeypore family about 144 a n No State in India made a more 
prolonged lesistance to the Muhammadans than Oodeypore It is the 
boast of the family that they never gave a daughter to any of the Muham- 
madan Emperors. They belong to the Sesodia branch of the great 
Oelilot clan In 1193 the sovereignty of Chitor was given to the youngei 
branch of the family , the elder, having been expelled, founded the 
city of Dungarpur In 1201, Rahup changed the title of the prince from 
Rawal to Rana During the reign of Lakumsi (1275 to 1290 ) Ala-ud- 
din besieged Ohittor In 1303 it was taken by the Muhammadans , but 
it was recovered soon afterwards The State suffered seveiely at different 
periods both from foreign enemies and internal disputes. It was de- 
vastated alternately by Sindhia and Holkar nntil it was rendered almost 
•desolate. In 1817 a treaty was concluded with the British Government, 
•which put an end to such troubles The Oodeypore family refused for a 
time to intermarry with Rajput famlies who had given daughters in mar- 
riage to the Mogul emperors This refusal was keenly felt by the other 
-R^ajpnts. The feudatories of the State number 19 of the first rank, and 32 
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of the second They enjoy lights and pnvileges wliicli do not obtain m any. 
other part of Rajputana The pomp maintained at then onii estates is 
almost an exact counterpait of that of their piince, and they exhibit fevr 
of the marks of vassalage obseivahle at othei couits in Rajpnt.nia Only 
on particulai festivals and solemnities do they join the chief’s caialcade., 
In daibar, they take rank above the heir-appaient, a custom unprecedent- 
ed in India, and gi anted in consequence of an heir appaieiit haiiug at- 
tended the Moghal Emperor’s comt When any of these feudatones en- 
ters the JIaharanas presence the entiie court rises. The present reign- 
ing prince (Maharana Sir Fateh Singh Bahadur G C S. I , a Sisodiya 
Rajput) 13 entitled to a salute of 19 guns The militaiy foice of the 
State consists of 464 guns of all calibre ( includm£r all the old guns m 
the forts, ), 1338 artillery men, 6240 cavalry, and 15,100 infantiy. [For

Shindar — Town situated about 30 miles to the east-north-east 
of Oodeypore The town is walled and surrounded by a wet ditch. A 
first-class noble of the State owning 90 villages, resides here. His palace 
as on the western side Post office [ m t. ] 

Bijepur.— Town m Oodeypore State situated in one of the largest 
valleys in the range of hills to the east of Chi tor There is a large sheet 
of water to the north of the twon, formed by a massive stone dam The 
town IS the residence of a second class noble of the State, who owns 81 
villages 

Bijoli — Chief village of an estate of that name , situated about 100 
miles north-east of Oodeypore, and the residence of a fiist-class noble 
•of the States, who owns 76 villages 

Bunera. — Town situated about 90 miles from Oodeypoie town„ 
The Raja of Buneia is one of the chief feudatiiies of Oodeypoie, and 
his palace is one of the most imposing-looking edifices in the State. The 
town contains some 2500 houses and is walled, with a fort on the hill, 
at an elevation of 1903 feet above sea-level 

Chitor — Town and railway station, 70 miles fiom Oodeypore Popu- 
lation 7,000 The Gameii, an affluent of the Baiech, flows to the west, 
at a distance of 680 yards, and is spanned by a very solid old masonry 
bridge of 9 aiches, m good order, but without paiapets Chitor was the 
capital from 728 a d till 1568, when it was deserted after its captuie 
by Akbai It IS situated at the foot of the colebiated fort, called Chitor- 
garh. The top of the hill is covered with the rums of temples, palaces, 
•and reservous In 1303 a d to pievent then falling into the hands 
■of the Muhammadans, the beautiful Queen Padmani, and thousands of 
Bajput women were shut up in caves till they perished, aftei whicli the 
warriors rushed out and died fighting. When Chitoi was the capital of 
Meywar, the city was up in the foit, and the buildings below were merely 
■an outer bazaar The modem town called the Talehti or Lower Town of 
Chitor, IS little more than a walled villajie, with nanow, crooked streets, 
resembling an outwoik to the lower gate of the principal western entrance 
to the great foit The chief objects of interest are the Towers of Fame 
a.nd ViCtoiy, the only two lemaining of a gieat number of similai monu- 
ments which piobably once adoined the brow ot Chitor, Dak bungalow, 
^nd post office [ m s. t. ],

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Debar — Lake, situated about dO miles soutli-cast of Oodeypors 
town The length of this lake is from east to west 8 or 10 miios, and 
Its average breadth ab'uta mile with a cncuinfercuce of about 30 miles ; 
elevation above sea-level, 960 feet Its northcru shore is dotted with 
picturesque fishing hamlets, and its surface \Mth sm ill wooded islands

Dilwara — Town situated among the eastern ranges of Aravalhs, 
14 miles northeast of Oodeyporc town Dilwaia i" tiie ciiief town of the 
estate of a fiist class noble ot Oodeyporc, wlio owns 149 village-) The 
chief’s palace is on the hdl About miles farthci is tlie hill temple 
of Dilwaia on a remaikablc conical peak about 1,000 feet above the 
town , the ascent is by a ziz-isag load cut out of the rock. TlnsJiiU forms 
a land mark foi miles around Post office [ m t ], 

Grangrov — Town ’.situated 51 miles fiom ifecrauch Contains n fine 
aitificial lake, and is commanded by a hill foit belonging to the Rao of 
Bedla 

C3-ogunda — Town m Meywai, containing about 1500 houses. A 
hist class noble of Oodeyporc, who owns 10 1 villages, resides here, and 
the town gives us name to his estate Twenty fi\ e miles to the north is 
Ihe temple of Jai go, wheie a huge fair is held annually. 

Slatnirgarli — Town 61 miles from Neemnch A second class noble 
ot Oodeypoie State resides here The town is commanded by a small

K.acliola — Town and bead-quaiters of the disuict of the same name, 
coinpii'.iiig the 2Ieywai Cbtate of the chief of Sliahpuia In former times, 
tii3 town must have been a place ot some impoitauce , foi all around, to 
a coti'.ideiable distance, the giound is sti'ewn with fragments of sculp- 
tuie of a superior chaiactei, and half-way up the lull the luins of a

SLailwara — Town lies in tlie heart of the Aravalli mountains, on 
the gieat refuge of Rajputs, and is situated below the hill-fort of Jvumal- 
garh on the western fmntiei of the State

Kumalgarh. — Famous foi t built by Rana Kumbhu m the 15th cen- 
'tury, on the site of a more ancient loiti ess, of winch mountaineers long- 
held possession Tradition ascribes it to Sumpiit a Jam prince m the 
2nd century , and ancient Jain temples .vppear to confiim the tradition. 
The fortress is situated near the village of Kailwaia on a steep and craggy 
mountain, rising to the height of 3568 fee*- above sea-level, and about 
700 feet above the pass below, winch it commands The massive walb

Meywar, the residence of the Maharana, and of a Political Agent, 63 
miles from Himbhera railway station Population 40,000 It is one of 
the most picturesque cities in India To this place after the captuie of 
Chitor by Akbar in 1568, the Mahaiana IJdai Singh repaired and built 
a refuge Pieviously he had foimed the lake, still called after him Udai 
Sagai The royal palace is an imposing pile, built of granite and maible 
It stands on a ridge elevated above the maigin of the lake Oodeypore 
presents an imposing appeal ance when appioached from the east The 
palace of the Rana and that of the heii-appaient, ' the great temple of 
Jagannath, and the houses of the nobles, "with their turrets and cupolas 
rising in any elegance, affoid a pleasing contrast to the heavy wall and 
pierced battlements of the cuy beneath A chain of foi tresses has been 
constiucted about gunshot distance from the city wall, commanding 
eveiy load leading thereto, which adds greatly to the effect of the 
landscape These fortresses howevei, all wear the same aspect of 
decay Thiee miles east is the cemetery of the chiefs Cenotaphs mark 
the spots wheie they were burned, with rude images showing how many 
women were buined with them To the south, and immediately over- 
looking the city, which it commands, is the foitified hill of Eldmgaih. 
Anenoimous piece of ordnance in this foit is said to hare been mount- 
ed in 1770, during the siege of Oodeypore by Madhuji Sindhia At 
the foot of the southern slope of the hill lies the Gobardhan Belas, a 
country lesidence and faim-house of the chiefs Twelve miles to the 
Qorth of Oodeypoie, situated in a narrow defile, is a shrine called Eklingp, 
sacred to Mahadeo, oi Iswara, the tiitelaiy divinity of the Rajputs in 
Meywar, who is worshipped here under the epithet of Eklmga, —that is, 
with one lirigam oi phallus — or as Iswai Chaomiiklii, the divinity le- 
presented by a bust with four faces The Ranas of Meywar, as vice- 
regents of Siva, when visiting the temple, supersede the high piiest in 
his duties, and pel f 01 m the ceiemonies The shiine is endowed with 24 
laige Villages from the State, besides lands fiom the chieftains The lake 
aeai Eldingji is veiy picturesque, with a collection of temples beautifully 
situated on the dam, and surrounded by hills The town and shiine 
are situated in the valley some 300 oi 400 yards from the lake, and a 
hundred feet below the level of its waters Appioaching Eklingji from 
the north, a gateway is passed built acioss the mouth of a gorge m the 
hills, with a wall crowning the heights ou eithei side , the road follows 
this gorge foi about ball a mile, the hills on eithei side using peipendi- - 
cnlarly to a height of about 100 feet above the road, till the back of the 
temples IS leached The city has little or no trade of its own, and is 
solely maintained by the expendituie of the court Dak bun/ralow and 
post otiice [ m. b. t ].

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The Numbers and Indicating Letters siioald be carefully noted when rtceiving:, 
and parting with, Notes. 

The value of a whole Note lost m post or otherwise cannot be recovered from 
Government, except, by a special ordei of Government, under very special 
circumstances
